PREFACE 


‘This is the fourth gazetteer in the series of the revised 
District Gazetteers of Haryana, the first three being that of 
Rohtak (including Sonipat), Karnal (including Kurukshetra) 
and Bhiwani Districts. The gazetteer of the Gurgaon district 
es net published in 1884 and the last edition was out in 

10, 


The new gazetteer is not the’ mechanical reproduction 
of its prototype although the basic features have been retained. 
Besides, the pattern laid lown by the Government of India 
(eisointty, of Education and Culture) has been adopted as 
far as possible. With the passage of time, most of the 
jnformation contained in the old district gazetteer became 
obsolete, After the attainment of Independence in 1947, 
the changes in socio-economic sphere have been phenomenal. 
As the Partition of the Bonny had a marked effect on this 
region, a detailed section on ‘Rehabilitation’ has been added 
to the chapter on ‘People’, Lakhs of refugees had migrated 
from Pakistan. Their rehabilitation was a big challenge, but 
it was met with courage, determination and faith. ‘The 
creation of Haryana on Noyember 1, 1966, was an epoch- 
making event, The tempo of development and reconstruction 
was accelerated This small State, during the short span 
Of a few years, has changed beyond recognition. ‘The present 
volume describes the progress made and the changes that 
have occurred in every sphere of life in the Gurgaon district 
upto March, 1977. A few later significant changes also 
have been highlighted. A glossary of Indian words, a biblio- 
graphy of the more important words used or referred to in 
the preparation of the gazetteer, an index, a few represen- 
tative tographs and two district maps are added at the 
end of the volume. 


In a way, most of the project has been cooperative 
endeavour. The material was collected and licked into shape 
by the State Gazetters Unit. A number of sections of 
various draft chapters were sent to. the Deputy Commissioner, 
District Officers and the Departmental Heads for their 
comments and data authentication. Their suggestions were 
incorporated. I am grateful to them all and their staff 
for helpfu: cooperation. 1 wish to thank the Director, North.

Wilh the deeay of the Mughal empirs it reninined disturbed in conse 
quence of fighting between the neighbouring chiefs til 1802 when most of

“Whereas: spatial variations in surface configuration in most of the districts of 
Haryana plains are identifiable only on very close examination, those inthe 
Gurgaon district are only too obvious. Here one comes across low-lying Khadar 
mode of newer alluvium, upland plain made of older alluvium, bills and areas 
‘covered with sand-dunes. It is an area of confluence of Aravall hills, Indo- 
Ginga plain and Indian desert. This not possible to traverse the district 
from east to west without encountering ridges extending sauth-north, which 
ae relics of the old) Aravalli mountain system, except near Solna where there 
isa gap. 

Fora detailed understanding of its topography, the district may be divided 
into three major régions. Not only the narrow and. low-lying south-north 
ridges in the north-west of the district are u region by themselves but also they 
separate two contrasting physiographic regions situated ow their ait and west 
respectively, Thus the three regions are = Eastern Alluvial Pisin, Western 
Hilly Region and North-Western Sand-Diine Area. 


‘Eastern Alluvial Piain.—This region'is delintited by the Yamuna on the 
eastand Aravalli hbills‘on the west. It includes most of the Ballabgarh 
taheil, the whole of Palwal tabisil and the eastern halves ofthe Nuh and Firoz- 
pur Thirke tabsils, 


‘The South Western aren is one of the three regions of the Mewat terri 
tory and is known as Bhayan possibly drawing its name from Bayana in the 
Bharatpur district which was once its administrative nucleus. The whole of 
itis an alluvial plain, with 2 monotonowily flat surfsce everywhere. On closer 
‘examination, however, one finds the narrow belt along the Yamuna, quite dis- 
tinct fromi the remaining plain, which is above the flood level of the river. “The 
Former is the Khidar, the low lying flood plain of newer alluvium and the latter 
is. the Bangar, an. upland plain made of elder alluvaam., 


“The Khadr is generally theee to five kometres wide and is subject (0 
floods from the Yamuna. during the rainy season, When the floods recede, 
they leave considerable fine slit which is easy to plough. The soil retains ade- 
‘qoate moisture even after tie rainy season and is particularly good for growing. 
wheat, gram and barley. The proximity of water table to the surface. facilitates 
‘well jrrigstion in some parts of this belt. The Bangar is a consistently level 
‘area with: very small local relief: The plain is generally 205 metres above sea 
Qevel. Jtis slightly inclined towards the south, The gradient ts tess than 
metre per kilometre. 


In view of the fevel surface,fertile alluvial ‘soil and facilities for well irri- 
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gation, the Eastern Alluvial Pinin is intensively cultivated and is a densely 
populated ares. The villages are generally much larger than those in most ottier 
parts of the district. 


‘Western Hilly Region —The hilla in thisarea are the northerly extension 
of the Aravallis which is the oldest mountain system of the Indian sub-continent, 
Having survived » long period of erasion these are found only in parts, The 
Aravallis extend in a toughly: south-est to north-east direction from Gujarat 
toDelhi. They have been the scene of repeated peneplanation and. rejuvenation 
in the past. There is considerable topographic evidence to that effect. The 
tops of ridges in the district, nsalso in parts of Rajasthan, are generally flat. 
“The width of these tops in some cases excoeds. five kilometres, representing the 
rejuvenated surface of former peneplain, The ridges are generally bare and with- 
out any soil cover. The height of ridges decreases northwards. The eastern 
slopes of the ridges are commonly steep whereas the western ones are camipara- 
tively gentle. ‘There are a number of springs on the. eastern sides of the 
Fidges, The important springs include the hot sulphur spring at Sohna, 
the cool water spring near Firoxpur Shirka and minor springs at Raisina 
and Rajkha. 


The fwo ranges which extend into the Firozpur Jhirka tahsil are called 
‘Mewat Hills. Of theie, the westermone is the longer. It forms the western 
border of the district from the south-western corner of the Firozpur Shirka 
tahsil to.a point to north-west direction of the town of Nuh. There the boundary 
fine turns off to the West, while the range runs on in the same 
course and. then sweeping on a curve to the west of Soma, ends in 
three short spurs. two thrown out to the north and one to the west. 
‘The top of this range is even und is about 346 metres above sea level in 
the north and 412 metres above sea Joyel in the south considering the Nuh town 
closer to jis centre, It is also the second region of the Mewat territory and ts 
‘Known as. “Pubad Upar” that is above the hills, The other range of almost 
Aimilar height runs parallel to, but graduailly diverging from the western rumge. 
Tt becomes more and mare broken and its existence cam only be traced by line 
of detached rocky hillocks of various sizes, appearing here and there above the 
surface of the ground . It reappears ottce more as a range towards north-east 
of Sohna town forming the boundary of the district and rons with w graduatly 
lessening height into Dethi. Some short broken ranges and detached hills are 
also found to the north-west of Nuh and in the eastern portion of the Fitozpur 
Thirka tows. Both the ranges proviile a pleasing scenery though they aré rocky 
‘and of fittle importance for agriculture except for rowgh pastures during the 
rainy season, 
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‘Along. shaltow valley runs through. the middle of these ranges snd 
constitutes the third region of the ‘Mewat territory, This valley. vig colled Are} 
 rbich sa corruption of the word "Abrez” meaning the brea wsially unter water. 
‘As described Inter in thig Chapter, the raing come down the hills iq numerous 
‘ivulets.and the water level in the valley risesteaving. large shoets of water weeks 
after the rainy, season has ended. 


‘The Gursson-Aiwar highway runs along this ‘alley and for miles one 
{ean sce two lines of hills those to the wost Heing closer and_ more perosuble, 
those inthe cast eine snore distant and constituting a blue botizon.

(NATURAL Dratnace, Ravet AND OTFiin SuRPACE-WATER RESOURCES 


Tht drainage oF the istrict is typical of the arid and semiarid areas. Te 
fs only on its est side that its bordéred bj-a perennial river, the Yamuna. The 
‘other streams are not only fewer in-oumibet and snialler in sie, but also seasonal 
andl inland. Beciuse ef the topoyruphic diversity, tbe streams di rot How.in 
any uniform direction. “The draimge is peculiarly complex oving to most of 
the streams tending to converge towards inkaud Wepressions Instead of flowing 
jito the Yamuna. Mahusdragarh and the west of the Gungion tahsil and Taoru 
‘of the Nak tahsil drain into the largest of these depressions, the Najafearh 
Thoel, tying partly in.the dijirict and parlly in Me Union Territory of Delhi. The 
greater part of tite Banyar tract comprising the Palwl thsi, south-east of 
the Nab tahsil and the central portion of the Ballabgarh fahsil, slopes gently int 
the direction of the Yamuna. The iraingge of the rest of the district {southward 
from Gurgion ard Bailabgurh and nortiwatl feom Firorpur Thirka) ultimately 
‘heads, if unchecked, towards & considerably big basin under the bills near 
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‘Nuh known as the Kotla Dahar Shel which is the lowest point in the whole of 
‘he district. The slope of the ground in the east is also towards this basin. 
In fact there are four important depressions in the level of the district in this 
region, known as the Khalilpur, Chandaini, Sange!-Ujina and Kotla Dabar 
‘Theels, The following account of these jheels and the inland drainage is based 
on the description given in the Gurgaon District Gazettecr, 1910" ;— 


Khalilpur Jheel.—This Theel is situated in the north-cast of the Nuh tahsil, 
Ik is the deepest part of a low piece of country about 10 miles{16 kilometres) in 
extent around Khalilpur, Indri and other villages, The whole ofthis Is flooded 
during an ordinary rainy season. A part of it, just north of Khalilpur village, 
has more marked depression with the result that more than one metre deep water 
stands there after the rains turning the land more of less into a permanent swamp. 
Iits area my be reckoned at about 1,500 acres (607 hectares). 


‘Clundainl Thoel,—This Theel Jies about {0 miles (16 kilometres) to the 
‘west of Khalilpur Jheel and is situated in the north-west of Nuh tahsil.. It is 
also @ permanent swamp with standing water, which rarely dries up altogether, 
‘The area of its permanent basin does not exceed 1000 acres (400 hectares). 


Sangel-Ujina Jheel.—Lying in the south of Nuh, this jheel has not $0 
clearly defined a basin as the other jheels, The waters coming down from the 
‘other jheelt spread over a larger area than is covered at Khalipur or Chandaini. 
‘The lands of numerous villages near Sangel and Ujina are widely flooded and 
the damage caused is extremely serious. 


Kotla Dahar Jheel.—The largest jheel ia the district, it ix shout 3 miles 
(5 kilometres) long and about 2} miles (4 kilometres) broad. If lies in both 
the Nuh and Firozpur Jhirka tahsils where these adjoin each other at the foot 
of the Alwar (Aravalli) hills. 


Thelline of watershed separating the flow towards Kotla Dahar and that 
towards Najafgarh is found ot about 11 ilometres south of Gurgaon. The 
Ballubgarh portion of the drainage falls first into Sikri and Sarmathla depress- 
ions and then spills over into the Khalilpar basin where it also joins the flood water 
of the Bhundsi valley coming down the Mehndwarj Nadi. From there, the 
drainage takes south-west course into the Chandaini Shel. A small part of the 
floods from the Sohns hills also reaches this shee! after filting a small depression 
near Kherli Kankar. The over flow from this depression (lows south- 
‘wards into the Kotls Dshar Jhee! into which also collects the drainage of 
the Firozpur Thirka valley from the south, There is no outlet from this shel

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and in very wet years, the surrounding country, for many kilometres, is a 
sheet of water which gradually escapes through the Sangcl-Ujina depression 
to the east of the central range of hills, known as the Lohinga valley into the 
Bharatpur Jheel of Pahari Kandla in the Bharatpar district of Rajasthan. This 
describes the course which the drainage of the district would take if not asti- 
icially controlled, 

In onder to prevent too much swelling of the volume of y ater in the 
Koila Dahar Sheel, a bund was constructed on the downstream in 1838 to 
divert the water from the Firozpur Jhirka valley into the Sangel-Ujina basin. 
‘This bund was extended right up to Ujina in’ 1865-66, Simuhancously, » 
‘canal of drain was dug to bring down the waters of the ChanUaini Jheel also. to 
the Sangel-Ujina basin. In 1890, a dyke was constructed across the middle 
of the Chundaini Jheel running east and west to prevent water from the northern 
half from flowing down into the southern half, A:small drain known as Chand- 
fini Cut was also dug to carry the surplus water from the north of the bund into 
‘Chandaini Canal. 

The: damage caused by the heels was incalculable. These kept good 
lands out of cultivation and permanently flooded the low lands best suited 
Tor cultivation; detrimentally affected the health of the tracts in which 
these were situated and in times of flood, seriously endangered the 
position of the town of Nuh and of all the nearby villages or along the line of 
the overflow,* 

The evile resulting from swamping and uncontrolled flooding hud long 
‘beat recognised and attempts were made early in the history of the district to 
drain the swamps.and control the floods by means of embankments, The 
Korla Dahar and Chandaini works alteady described, were the earlier steps 
in this direstion. 

Like Sikri and Sarmathla depressions, there are & few other small depres- 
tions, of which the most important are Badshahpur and Indri, The southern 
waters of Badshabpur are drained off into the Mchndwari 'Nadi, The Indri 
epreision situated on the north-eastern sido of the Indri hill, has mostly. local 
rainwater hich dries up by November. 

Many drainage works, including bunds and link drains, constructed 
during the last about 90 years, haye protected inhabited villages, diverted the 
course of drainige to avoid overflooding of agricultural lands and utilised the 
flood-water to ierigate the fields. ~ 


Bat (t may. be stated that the waters of Khalilpur, Chandaini and Kotla

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‘Dahar jheels are now completely drained off by means of Nuh, Chandaini and 
Kotls ‘Dabur drains latest by the middle of November and the lands are mads 
ayailable for rabi crops, These drains bting the waters into the Sangel-Ujina 
‘Theels. That jfcel ia also, unless there are exceptional rains, drained off in 
time for the rabi crops by means of the Ujina drain, which takes off from the 
point where the drains mentioned above meet in the jheel. Thus not much 
water is collected even in the rainy season in the Sanigel-Ujina basin which also 
becomes available for bumper Khari’ crops. 


Badkhal Lake near Faridabad is an artificial lake formed by damming 
parts of the Aravallis. So are the Dum Dumms Lake near Bhundsi, Peacock 
‘Lake at the Sursjkund and Dhauj Lakeut the Dhauj Bund. The Sultanpur 
Lake near Furrukhanagar fs another artificial lake which bas been developed 
as'a bird sanctu:ry, Most of these lakes have became great tourist attraction, 
for a detailed account of which reference may be made to the Chapter on "Phices 
‘of Interest’, 


‘Yamuna River—The Yamuna bas a great history mostly shrouded in 
mystery. The name Yamuna is mentioned in connection with Dasarjana, the 
Baitle of the Ten Kings, sentioned in the Rigveda, According to some scholars, 
the Yamuna in early times used to flow into the course of the Saraswati* and 
was a tributary, like the Satluj, of the Ghaggar which was an independent 
river sysiem running inthe Hakra Bed and draining into the Rann of Kutch, 
For reasons yet to bo fully investigated, the Yamuna-Satlu), plain is said to have 
exprienced an uplift which dismembered the then river system, the Sutluj shift- 
ing to the west und the Yamuna to the east, leaving the Ghaggar a truncated 
independent stream with utterly inadequate water supply for muisitaining its 
flow up to the Rann of Kutch, ‘The Yamuna gradually drifted eastward to ite 
present line of flow, 


Bordering the district on the east, the Yamuna is a perennial river with a 
narrow but consistent flood plain, It enters the Gurgaon district about ons 
kilometre north-east of Village Basantpur of the Gurgaon district and about 
1/4 kilometer south-west of village Asgharpur Jagir of the Bulandshahr district 
(Uuar Pradesh. It loaves the district 2} kilometres south-east of village 
‘Mahauli of the Gurgaon district and one kilometre east of village Chaundras 
of the Mathura district (Uttar Pradesh)? Its length in the Gurgaon district

forms the boundary between the Gurgaon district in Haryana and the Buland- 
shar and Aligarh districts in Uttar Pradesh, Owing to the construction of the 
‘Western Yamuna and Agra Canals, the flow of water in the river is very little, 
hardly a few hundreds of cusevs, except during the rainy season when the average 
discharge, being over 40,000 cusecs floods about 40 villages in thecastern margin 
of the district. The tract along the Yamuna (s called Kiiadar as already des- 
scribed. An island isalso formed by a stream called the Jhar or Jair Nala 
Which shoots off from the river about 1.6 kilometres above Chhajnsa in the 
Ballabgarti tahsil and rejoins it near Chandhat in the Palwal tabsil about 22.5 
Kilometres lower down. It runs ina deep, narrow and dangerous channel und 
docs a great deal of damage in years of heavy flooding. Whereis the floods 
tend to. damage khurif crops, they often prove 2 boon to nibl crops. 

‘The following are some of the important streams —— 

Sahibi or Sabi Naii.—The Sahibi rises in the Sewar hills of the Jaipur 
district of Rajasthan. It enters Haryana one kilometre east of village Gaduwan 
of Tijara tabsil in the Alwar district of Rajusthan, After traversing just 4+ Kilo- 
‘metres into the southern tip of the Rewari tahsil, It leaves the Mabendragarh 
district one kilometre north-west of village Baghola Ahir(tabsil Tijara). Conti- 
nuing in north-casterly direction for about 20 kilometres, the stream takes a 
‘northerly turn Jf kilometres norstiof Kot Qasim (tahsil Tijara) and re-enters 
the Mabendragarh district at half a kilometre to the north of village Akoli 
{tuhsil Tijara). Hereafter, it Clows northwards into the Rewari tahsil for about 
30 kilomotres; aller crossing Sohna-Rewari Road, it leaves the Mahendragath 
district and enters the Gurgaon tahsil of the Gurgaon district, After crossing 
Rewari-Pataudi Rowd, previously it used to enter the south-eastern corner of the 
jhajjactihsll (2 kilometres south east of village Lobari) in the Rohtak district, 
‘Maintaining its northward flow, it used to pass through this corner of the Shajjar 
‘tabsil, re-enter the north-western part of the Gurgaon district (one kilometre 
‘north-west of village Faridpur in the Gurgaon tahsil), After traversing about 
13 Kilometres of the Gurgaon tulisil, it finally used to leave the district and 
re-enter the Jhajjar tahsil (of the Rohtak district) one kilometre north-west of 
Village Kutani finally to empty its waters in the Najafgarh Shecl, The length 
‘of the Satibll in the Gurgaon district was 13 kilometres approximately, while 
its average breadth varied from 15 to 40 metres; but according tothe latest 
survey, the Nadi disappears in. the Gurgaon tubsil near Rewari-Pataudi Road.* 


T. However, according to the newspaper reports of August 1977 regarding Hoods i 
‘Sabibi River, li seers vhad there is some course of this river towards orth ax exiting pro 
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‘Owing to its long padsage through arid and sandy country, the stream 
flows with strength only during the rainy seasou. Duting floods it carries a 
hheayy/Ioad of sand and silt, Normally the waters of the Sabibi are # great 
‘boon to the Rewari tabsil, where it charges the brackish sub-soil water, but in 
the event of heavy floods, vast arcas get submerged causing considerable loss to 
crops. Heavy floods were recorded in 1845, 1873, 1917, 1930, 1933 , 1960, 
1963, 1972 and 1977, However, as the stream moves into the level 
areis of the Gurgaon district, its speed slackens and the load deposited raises 
the bed of the stream and checks its low. Consequently, the stream sometime 
changes its course and wanders aimlessly, 


Andori Nadi —It originates from Aravalli hills in Rajasthan near village 
Indaur, After passing through villages Nanuka, Khaika, Bhogipar, Chundhika, 
‘Sunari, Untwan, Bhudka, Ruthiwas, Sidhrawali, Baspadamka, it joins Sahibi 
Nadi on the upstream side of Pataudiand Railway Station. Itis supplemented 
with so mitny tributaries coming from Aravalli hills, The total catchment of 
the madi up to its submergence is 197.9 sq.km. ‘There are 13 bunds construct 
ed at Indori Nadi and its tributaries in Haryana and three bunds in 
Rajasthan. 


‘The general discharge of the mad) int peak rainfall im the catchment is 
‘such Which can pass without too much loss to life and crops of the area, If 
there is any breach in the bunds, the pounded water comes simultaneously 
with the natural run-off and creates havor to [ife, crops, roads, ele. 
‘There is only w small defined course which carries general run-olf or seepage 
Water up t0 501080 Cs, The balance discharge during rains spreads over the 
‘area and changes its water-table. 


Ghata or Budshahpur Nala,—It rises in the Delhi hills near Mebrauli and 
flows southwards, It enters the Gurgaon district about ono kilometre north: 
‘west of village Gwalpahari of the Gurgion tabsil. It drains the Ballabgarh 
‘hills and the adjoining parts of the Union Territory of Delhi. Eventually it 
lov s into Najafgath Sheel near village Dhankot of the Gurgioa. tabsil. For- 
marly, it flowed south-wards through the Bhundsi valley, but it was diverted 
by the construction of a bund into its present course, Its lengthin the 
Gurgaon district is 29 kilometres approximately while the average breadth 
varies from 15 to 40 metres: 


Najafgarh Sheel.—This jhe! is Jocated mainly in the Delhi territory but 
fa part of it ies in the Gurgaon tubsil, During the years of heavy rainfall,a aumber 
‘of border villages of the Gurgaon tabsil used to be flooded with its overflow. 
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‘This happend on account of fiulty alignment of Najafyarh drain in Delhi terri- 
ory in 1960-61. Deepening and desilting of the drain was, therefore, carried 
‘out inthe late sixties with the sesult that the arca under sem in the Gurgaon 
tahai) which wes 434 hectares in 1969-70 decreased to 17 hectares in 1970-71. 


‘Apart fivin Sahibi Nadi and Badshatpur Nols, there were two other 
alas numely, i:ican and Manesar which, flawing ftom the northern side of the 
‘ills west of Bitundki almost in » northwesterly direction fell into the Najalgarh 
Theel at 1s western comer, These two malas have long since been intervepted 
by bunds, as dotailed below, and have ceased fo flow into the heels 


(0 Kaxan Band.—tt is 183 metres long. It was constructed in 1884, but 
‘was handed over to the villagers in 1904 us unproductive. It was again taken 
over by Goverament in 1910 bur must have breached afterwards us it was noted 
fo 1921 that lt hud been out of use for 12 years, ‘The Nala which it checks, has 
mostly silted up; the Bund Is, however, still being maintained by Government. 


(i) Manesar-Naurangpur Bund.— Originally, there were two bunds: 
namely Manesar and Naurangpur, Mancsar'was built in 1839-90, It was 
breached and handed over to the Zamindars in 1907. 1t was again taken over 
and repaired by Government in 1910, Naurangpur Bund was built in 1886-88. 
‘It was subsequently joined with the Manesar Bund. The joint bund is 3,749 
metces Jong and is beneGicial to many villages in which the Manesac Nala throws 
sand deposits, It has levelled up much eroded land, 


ily Bas Bund. —This bund was constructed as a famine work 
fo 1930-31. It is 1,676 motres long Ii is near village Ghalrarpur Bas on the 
Gurgaon-Alwar Road south of Badshahpur,* 


‘Landoha.— A monsoon torent, it flows east of the main Aravalli ridge. 
It originates in the Alwar district of Rajasthan and Is formed by the union of 
two sireams, one flowing south from the direction of Tijara and the other 
joining it nearly at right angles from the west at a point near village Kharkhara, 
‘After pursuing its south-ward course to a point almost dircctly west of the 
southern end of the Firozpur Jhirks tahsil, it sweeps round in a curve, and 
crossing the inter-State border near village Shakarpuri, flows northwards into 
the Firozpur Jhirka tals. Originally, from near Kharkhara, it flowed eastwards 
to Noagion, Duting the Jat ascendency in the 18th century, a bund known as 
Atria was constructed near Kharkhura which diverted the waters to the south 





ak Source :A note on Gurgaon Busds recorded in 1943 by AUDlat Hussain, (Available 
tuthy office of Executive Engineer, Gurgaon Drainige Division, Gurgaon.) 
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‘and by‘ semi-circular seep brought it back to rejoin the old channel near Non 
Bion. Before reaching this point, thore were two geps in the hills near Kharoli 
‘through which the waters ran to the south and to the east A buind was also 
erected in the gap opening to the east (known as Jat Bund) with a pakka shuice 
fand this enabled regulation of waters to be poured either Into Ramgarh (East) or 
Firozpur Shirka (North). In the early years of the 19th centrury, the Alwar rulers 
re-built and strengthened the Ataria bund and allowed the second bund to go 
to ruin. Inconsequence, for several yeary, the stream did not enter into the 
Firozpur Jhirka area which was then, under tlie local Nawabs, In 1838, after 
the last Nawab was hanged and the area became a part of British India, an 
agreement was reached with the Alwar ruler asa result of which the second 
thund was restored and a channel dug to facilitate the passage of the stream into 
the Gurgaon district, 

Landoha was notified « natural channel for purposes of yection'4 of the 
Punjab Minor Canals Act in 1909 and the Collector was authorised to regulate 
its flow. and to remove or modify any obstructions to it. ‘These powers were, 
however, never exercised by the Collectors. Ta many villages, the Zamindars 
constructed bunds on the atreain. ak their own expense and this Jed to- constant 
disputes between different interests, Three bunds namely, Kaneda, Mudapur 
and Nagli were, however, consiructed iat the expense of the Zamindars with the 
object of utilizing (o the best qdvantage the Landoha floods. ‘These bunds 
were notified under Schedule M of the Punjab Minor Canals Act. The 
maintenance of these bunds was subsequently neglected. It wax, however, felt 
al along that great improvement could be effected if by: m wientific survey and 
examination of levels, a permanent work could be constructed to regulate 
the general distribution of the waters and secure the full benefit of irrigation 
from the stream. The following observations recorded by John Lawrence 
(afterwards Lord Lawrence) are very much relevant in this connection — 

“The small bunds erected by individual villages, are more numerous 

than there would he any necessity for on a more comprehensive 
plan. They sométimes interfere with one another, but are always 
insulficienily built, the commiumity in whose lands they are situated 
only caring to raise the Water to leVel required to flood its own lands 
and the neighbouring villagers benefiting by a higher overflow, 
neglecting (unless compelled to da s0) to take the necessary repairs, 
in the dry months following ench rainy season, These bunds are, 
moreover, continuously carried away by the strong floods, and the 
expense of rebuilding them anew falls very heavily upon the indivi- 
dual communities while the Government revenye is qndangered if 
the lands are not pulficiently flooded.” 
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Although the walers of Landoba charge the sub soil water and thos 
prove beneficial to argriculture, these have in tho circumstances described, also 
been catising considerable damage in the Firozpur Shirka and Nuh tahsils 
particalarly when there is no direct outlet for these waters to be drained out.* 
‘The Ujins Drain is the only further carrier of these waters, ft joins the Pakari 
Kaman Drain in Rajasthan which further joins the Goverdhan Drain in Uttar 
Pradesh and tater fulls into the Yamuna,below Mathura, The State Government 
is now. taking all suitable steps to control and channel the waters of the 
Landoha in the district.* 


‘A number of stresmé and hill torrents join the course of the Landoba 
up the Firozpur valley independently irrigating large areas of land on the way, 
‘The Titbenk which’ rises in Bharatpur territory and comes through Alwar only 
flows afew Kilometres in the tahsil before It joins the Landoha'st Doba. The 
Bhond, the Jhir and the Beloj are other important torrents on the west and the 
Ghata, the Darur and the Jhamrawat sullah on the east. ‘The shel which rises 
jist above the town of Firozpur Shirk makes a sweep northwards afer crossing 
the metalled road and provides useful flooding to many villages, A branch of 
this stream joins the Landoha near Sakras. 


‘The Baloj rises in Alwar territory in the hills which form the western 
Boundary of the Firozpur Jhirka tbsil and joins the Landoha at Nagina. It 
often flows with great volume and brings down large quantities of sand, 


‘A mention may alto be made of a small stream called Thek Nala which 
flows from the Alwar hills on the west and irrigates a portion of Doba (Rambas) 
inthe Firozpur Jhirka tabsil. There was an arrangement with the erstwhile 
‘Alwar State authorities by which the Gurgaon district was entitled to use half 
the water of this stream secured by means of a bifurcation « few kilometees 
upstream at Rambas. In 1936, the State authorities constructed a bund further 
upstream and obstructed the low of the stream into the Gurgaon district. 


‘The eastern side of the central or eastern range of hills is much cut up 
by a Amal nala and the only important stream ix the Darur, branches of which 
flow east into the Ujina drain as well as the west of the range into the Landoha. 


‘Mehndyari Nala. —It emerges from the Rajkha hills at a place in the 
‘Gurgaon district one kilometre east of village Gosainwala Johar of the Gurgaon 
tahsil and disappears in the Khalilpur depression 2 Kilometres north-east of

‘The stream coming down. to the low. grounds of Fatehpur Chandila now 
crosses the Delhi-Mathura Railway Line and Road under the bridges and fills 
the tank at off Faridabad. 


In 1947, @ new Budkhal Bund war constructed across a gorge upstream 
of the old Badkhal Band, A. canal of 15 cusscs was also constructed ta utilize 
the stored water for irrigation purposes. This bund was further raised and 
strengthened in 1971-72. A waste weir was also provided in the bund. Now 
this site hus been developed into a great tourist uttmction by the Haryana 
‘Tourism Department, 

‘The stream coming down from the hills on the confines af Bhankeri 
and Pall has since beea regulated to fall into the Gaunchhi Muin Draist 


A-waste weir has been provided io the Pakhal Bund. 


In 1947, a bigger Dhauj Bund wae constructed actos a gorge up-stream 
‘of the'old bund, A distribulttry with 35 ousecs discharge takes off from this 
fund. A waste weir his alo been provided. “A siphon under the Gurgaon 
‘Canal on R.D. 39930 drai off the excess waters of the ala into the Guunchhi 
‘Main Drain, 


The Kot Bund was strengthened in 1929. In July 1972, duc to torrential 
rains, this bund breached and washed away the roail and bridge thus causing 
breaches in the Gurgacs Canal uta number of places, The bund was repaired 
in 1972-73und strengthened and raised in 1974, A waste woir waa also provided 
inthe bund. The Sektrala Drain carries the excess waters of the Kot or 
Sailani Nala into the Gaunchhi Main Drain.

Itin found in ubundance in waste lands along 
the Yamuna and is also grown quite frequently by the poople along their field 
boundaries to serve as wind-break.

CuMATE: 


‘The climate, except during the moasion, I charetorived by the dryness 
Jnain, « hotaummer and a cold wimer. ‘The yeat may be broadly divided into 
four seasons, vie, Witter, summer, monsoon and the Post monpoon or the 
namie period. The winter staris late in November and continues vp to the 
beginning of March. The summer fa from March till the end of June, The 
‘period front July to mid-September isthe south-west monsoon season. Mid 
‘September to the end of November constitutes the post-monsoon of the kranki= 
tion period. 


‘Ralafall Records. of rainfall in the district are available for 12 stations 
foe sufficiently Hong periods. The detalls-of rainfall mt these stations and for 
the district asa whole are piven in Table L of Appendix, The normal annvat 
‘rilnfull in the district. 1553.00 mum. ‘The minal 4 the district increases from. 
‘the west sowards the east, TL varies from, 474.2 mitn at Farrakhnagar 19 639.0 
‘nvm at Ballabgarh. Abowt 77 per cent of the unaval rainfall in the district Is 
reorived during the south-west monsoon months, viz. July to September, July 
‘anil August being the rainjest months. The vaslation in the annual rainfall 
fiom yeit to yeat in appreciable. Th the fity-year period 1901 to 1950, the 
highest annual ruiufall which was 193 pet cent of the normal, occurred In 1917 } 
‘while finthe very next year, it was the Joweat amounting to only 34 per cent of 
the notmal. During this 50-year period, the annoal rainfall im the district 
‘was less than 80 percent of the normal in 13 years. The district on the whole 
experienced consecutive years of such tovr rainfall tice ; once for two comsect 
tive years and the second time for three consecutive years, except some places 
‘hich fired still worse, Solin lad two consecutive years of such low rainfall 
fivetimes, Four consecutive years of rainfall ess than 80 per cent of the normal 
soured once each at Hasanpur and Hathitr and five consecutive years at 
Taoru snd. Punahana, Table I. of Appendix shows that the annual rainfall 
Jin the district in 30 out of 50 years, was Between 400 and 700 mm, ie. within 
about 25 pet ceat of the normal 





On an average there wre 28 rainy dys (Le, days with rainfall of 2.5 mim 
‘or mote) in sear in the districts This number varies from 22 at Hasanpur 
to 36 at Firozpur Shitks. 
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‘The heaviest rainfall in 24 hours recorded at any station in the district 
was 398.8 mm at Palwal on September 9, 1875, 


‘Temperature —As the only meteorological observatory at Gurgaon has 
‘been started recently, normals of meteorological elements are not available for 
the station, The sceount which follows is based on the records of the observa~ 
Tories in the neighbouring districts with similar climatic conditions. From 
about the beginning of Murch, temperatures bogin to increase repidly. May 
and June are the hottest months, The mean daily maximuns temperature is 
about 41°C. While days are 9 tittle hotter in May than in June, nights are war 
‘mer {n June than in May, From April onwards, hot duxt-laden winds locally 
‘known as Hid blow and the weather is unpleasant, ‘The maximum temperatures 
may often go above 45"C, With the onset of the monsoon by about the end 
of June, there is an appreciable drop in the day temperature and the weather 
hecomes.cooler. But nights ure nearly. as warm as luring the latter part of the 
summer. fer the withdrawal of the monsoon by about inid-Septomber, thee 
day temperatures aire more or less the same an in. the monsoon. months but the 
‘ights become progressively cooler. After October, there in a docreate in both 
the duy and night temperitures, thik being more rapid after the middle of 
November. Sanuaty is usually the coldest month, The mean daily maximum 
temperature in January is about 21"C and the mean daily minimum about 
7°C. Turing the cold season the district is affected by cold waves in 
association with patsing western disturbatice: and on Such occasions, the 
miniswm femperature sometimes drops down to about tlie freezing point of 
water. 


‘Humidity —The alr is generally dry during the greater part of the year, 
‘Humidity is high in the south-west monsoon season. April and May are the 
driest months when the relative humidities in the mornings sre about 20 per 
cont-and in the afternoons less than 20 per cent. 


‘Clowutiness, —In the souih-west_ monsoon season and for brief spells of a 
diy or two in winter in association with passing western disturbances, heavily 
slouded' or overcast skies gertcrally prevail The skies are mostly clear or 
Tightly Glouded during the rest of the year. 


‘Windy —Winds are gonerally very light but gain force in the summer 
and monsoon seasous. During the monsoon season winds are mostly from. 
‘cast or south-east ; while fn the rest of the year, the winds are predominantly 
from west or north-west tending to be more northerly in the aflernoona, 
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‘Special weather phenomena.—The period from April to June has the 

I highest incidence of dust-storms ‘and thunderstorms, some of these being very 
‘Miolent, While some of the thunder-storms are dry, a few others are accom~ 

panied by heavy showers and ‘occasionally with hail. Thunder-storms also 

cecur in the winter months in association with passing western disturbances. 


Chapter II 
HISTORY 
THE ANCIENT PERIOD, 


‘Nothing much is known about the ancient history of the areas. com= 
prising the Gurgaon district but it seems always to have been held under the 
Sway of the rulérs of Delhi. According to tradition, Yudhishthira gave the 
village of Gurgaon asa gift to his guru, Dronacharya, and it-can thus be sur 
mised that the Pandavas held the region. ‘The Bhadanakas obviously connected 
with the uncient Bhudras ate referred to in the Mahabharata as a republic or 
oligarchy which Karna conquered in course of his expeditions. These 
Bhadanakes can be located in Rewari-Bhiwani region where Bhadiavasa, 
village 8 kilometres to the south of Rewari, seems to. attest their existence.” 
And according to Dasharaths Sharma, the Bhadanaka territory “comprised. 
the present Revetri tahsil, Bhiwani and its adjoining villages anda part of 
Alwar State”. 


Ik-ean be ussumed on the basis of the exteat of the Maurya. empire 
‘that the mgion was held under effective Maurya control, After the treak-up 
of the Maurya exopire, inroads of the foreign invaders, like the Bactrians, 
Greeks, Parthians, Seythiins and Kushaas, spread confusion in the region. 
But soon the Yaudbeyas rose up.and repelled the mule of the Kushanas from 
‘the region between the Satlij and the Yamuna 3 ‘They were first subdued 
by the mighty Saka Sotrap Rudradaman, then by Samiudragupta, Inter by the 
Hunws who were overthrown by Yasodharman Vishnuvardhana of Mandasor, 
and lasily ty Yeshovarman, the king of Kanauj. 4 


The utes of Gurgaon also formed & part of Harsha’s empire in tke first 
half of the seventh century, and then of the Gurjara-Pratiharas, The Tomaras

‘The country of Bhadanakas, although not precisely Identified, yet pro- 
ably comprising tbe modern Rewari talsil, Bhiwani and its adjoining villages, 
and @ part of the old Alwar Stute was Invaded by Peithviraja Chauhan (Cha- 
tuumuna) sometime before A.D, UK. The chief of the Bhadanakas resisted 
the Chauhan (Chahamana) king with his powerful elephants but. wus severely 
defeated. 2 





THE MEDIEVAL PERIOD 


‘Tun PaeMucnats 

Daring thc early Muslim invasion, the people of the reglon would ap- 
‘pear to have experienced vicissitudes of fortune at the hands of the incoming 
Muslim invaders, Their resilience In fighiing for their political independence 
‘was us remarkable as their adhesion 10 their earlier way of life even after their 
conversion to the religion of the rulers of Delhi. The history 1s replete with 
Mugler between the central power at Dethi and its difficult and recalcitrant 
neighbours to the south. Rat nearly two centuries the people of the region 
sturdily resivted the Muslim domination and the bistory af the region by a 
‘rectitd of thcursions of the people of Mewat area which included districts of 
‘Gurgaon, Mathura (UP) and parts of former States of Alwar and Bharatpur 
{Rajusthun) into Delhi territory and of punitive expeditions undertaken 
ayaitat thom,3) The region was finally subdued! after the defeyt of Prithviraja 
Chohumana by Muzéw-din Mukumimed Ghuri in A.D. 1192.10 the reign 
‘of Qutb-ud-din Aiba (A.D. 1200-1210), Hemmraj, son of Prithviraja, invaded 
the Mewat from Alwar, but he was defeated and slain, Aibak then despatched 
Sayyid Wajihepd-din who was slain and it was reserved for his nephew Miran 
Husain Jang to subdve the Moos, who agreed to pay jazia, while some 
goceptod Islam.¢

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Mewat was again turbulent following the death of Shamsud-din ttw- 
tmish in A.D, 1236. However, the Moes of the Gurgaon district attractéd ‘much 
attention tinder the rule of Ghiss-od-din Halban, first 93 the prime minister of 
Nasir-ud-din Mahmud who ruled from A.D. 1246 to 1266 and later as Emperor 
(AD. 1266-1287), It was in A.D 1249, for the first time that Balban was 
‘employed in chastising the people of Mewat.' Io this campaign, about. wo 
thousand Mocs were killed? During the Mongol invasion of Puajab in A.D. 
1257-58, the Moes were again In revolt and carried off a large number of 
Balban’s camels, without which the Jurmy could hardly have taken the Gold, 


The struggle against the Moes continued. alban inflicted « crushing 
defeat upon them in A.0. 1260. “For Wwenty days the work of slaughter and 
pillsye continued, and the ferocity of the solticry was stimulated by the reward 
‘of one silver tanga for every head and two for every living prisoner, On 
‘March 9 the yemy returned to tho ¢ pital with the chieNaimwho hod stolen the 
cameh, other leading men of the tribe to the number of 250, 142 hones, and 
2,105,000 silver tangas, Two days later the prisoners Were publicty massacred, 
Samp wire trampled to ath by clephasts, others were cut to pieces, and 
more than w hugdred ware Clayod alive by the s2aveng-rs of the city, ‘Later 
ty the year those who had s:ved themselves by flight returned to their 
homes spd ventured on repris:ts by in(eiting the highways and slaughtering 
wayfarers, Balbun, baying ascertulne:t from spies the hunts rid movements 
vf the bandits, surprised theri as before by u forced march, surrounded 
them, end put to sword 12,000 tmen, women and children.” 


In spite of these invasions and slaughter of the population en masse, it 
appears that during the period of exrly Muslim rule, the area known as Mewat 


‘The depredations of Mors, extended af times ta the walls of Delhi and 
beyond the Yamuna into the Doab. Subsequent events even support the 
view that the various claimants to political power in Delhi took tefuge in 
and sought help from the chieftains of Mewat. Thus Khan Jahan, the power- 
ful and cunning minister of Firuz Shah Toghlag (A.D. 1351-1388), having

Turing the reign of the fesble successors of Firs Shab, the 
‘nominal allegiance of Mewat was transferred from one prince to another, The 
captice of the Jocal chiefinias determined how their own interests would be 
served in the long fim The depredations of the Mocs again extended across 
the Yamuna into the Doaly, and northward even into the streets of Delhi, 
Bahadur Nahar, whose tomb still, stands at ‘Alwar and Whe ruled Mewatat 
the time of ‘Timut’s invasion ut the eod of the J4th. century, was ane of the 
most powerful Meo chiefs in the neigbourliood of Delhi! He belonged. to 
the Jadu Got of the Moon His original name is said to be Sambar Pal 
‘When he killed & tiger by! his award, [rua Shah Tughlag gave hin the title

Iny 1393, Bahadur Natiar rebelled and began to make inroads. into the 
cavirons of Delhi. The Sultan himself proceeded to Mewat to quell the rebel- 
Hon ond, hnving Waid waste the country, proceeded to Jalesar, There he fell 
iil, Bahadur Nahar, taking advantage of the situation, plundered the country 
up to the gates of Dethi, But the Sultan, though still suffering from fever, 
pursued Bahadur Nehar to Kotla and totally defeated him, 


‘On the fall of Delhi 19 Timur’ in 1398, during the reign of Mahmud 
Tustlag (AD. 1395-1412), a number of prominent nobles like Murnad Ali, 
Khizr Khon, Mobarak Ktun and Zirak Khon took shelter in the hitls of 
‘Mewat2 which, as usual, became a sancturay forthe fugitives fying fram Delhi, 
Timur called upon the Metall Chief, Bahadur Nahar, o submit and surrend- 
fer all the Fugitives who hid taken shelter with him, In response, Bahadur 
Nahar sent s véry humble reply to the effect thut he was tone of the very in- 
significant servants of the Amir and would proceed to his caurt.to walt upon 
him’. He also sent as tribute “two white parrots which could talk well and 
pleasantly,"'s 


On Tanuary 1, 1399, when Timur marched from Dethi to Warirabad, 
where he crossed the Yamuna into the Doub, Baludur Nahar arrived in his 
camp with valusble gifts and maue his submission. He was shown “due 
courtesy” and wits honoured.¢

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Nusrat Khan, a son of Fath Khan, the eldest son of Fira Tughlak, 
same from Mewnt to Delhi in 1399 and proclaimed himself king under the 
title of Nasiud-din Nusrat Shah. He was defeated and driven sway 
by Mallu Igbil Khan, the minister of Sultan Mahmud. Nusrat Khun took 
Fefuge in Mowat, his old home, where he died soon after, 


‘On his expulsion from the governorship of Multan in 1395, Khier Khan, 
the founder of the Sayyid dynasty, had also taken shelter in Mewat. Later, 
‘be made his submission to Timur and was left by hinv-as his Viceroy at Lahore, 
In December 1413, Khizt Khan won the support‘of Jalal Khan who had 
succeeded Bulmdur Nahar, Having defeated Danlat Khan Lodi, he entored. 
Delhi in triumph on June'6, 1414, but his hold beyond Delhi extended only 
‘over Mewat and 3 portion of the Doab, 





Tn 142}, the last year-of his reign, Khize Khan marched into: Mewat 
to assort his authority ia that province, captured and desteyed Kotls, the 
former stronghold of Bahadut Nohur, and received the submission of movt 
of the inhabitants. 


Khisr Khan was succeeded by, his son Muburnk Shah (A.D, (4211434) 
whose interests over Mewat clashed with those of Ibrahim, the S!tergi ruler 
‘of Jaunpur, who had become very powerful and ambitious, 


Almest throughout Mubarak’s reign, Mewat remined unsetiled and 
rebellious. The Sultan marched into Mewat towards the close of the year 1424 
with the wbject of crushing an insurrection there, but the rebels laid waste 
thele villages in the plains and retired into their hill fortresses. The king wis 
obliged to return to Delhi. Next year (1425), the Mewiatis rose again under 
their twin leaders, Jalal Khan and Abdul Qadir (or Qadr Khan), nicknamed 
Jallu and Qaddu, grandsons of Bahadur Nahar, Mubarak followed them into 
the hills, drove them from the stronghold of Andur which he dismantled 
and pursued them to Alwar where they surrendered. Jallu escaped but Qaddu 
was arrested and carried as a prisoner to Delhi and afler some time was put 
to death on charge of conspiracy with tbrahim Shargi of Jaunpur, 


Tho execution of Qaddu led to a fresh rebellion in Mewat, headed by 
hhis brother Jallu. Saryarcul-Mulk, the minister Who was appointed co suppress 
it, followed the rebels into the hills in which they had, in their time-honoured 
way, taken refuge. He returned to Delhi on their paying empty compliments 
OF formal submission to his master, 
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In November 1432; Mubarak aguin invaded Mewat where Jal was in 
revolt and drove him from one stronghold to another. Finding the sequrity 
offered by his small fortress agtinst pressure ef royal troops of little vale, 
Jullu submitted once more on the gsual promise of paying tribute, 


“The neglect of kingly duties by Mubarak’s successor Mubammnadt Shaly 
(A.D, 1434— 1444) and his Huxutions pursuits resulted in disorder all round. AS 
things grew woe, the turbulent tribesmen of Mewat, following: their old 
ipmctices; availed of the opportunity to plumder the country 10 th wlose neleh 
hourhood of the city of Delhi, 


"The pacification of Mewat and the neighboutiie arca needed urpent 
attention as the chieftains in that region were likely to transfer ticic loyalty 
to the Sharq) rulers of Jaunpur and could caine embarraisment to the Defht 
‘Sultum during his campalgos sgainst Jaunpur. Therefore, noon after hit Aoces 
sion, Bahlol Lodi (A.D. 145}—1489) Jed a number of expevitions aysinst 
Mewst.) The chiefs of the region, never trully Joye, subenitied to tit at 
the begining, but wavered in their loyalty later on. 


Bahlol whose reputation was yrestly enhanced by his victory over 
‘Mahmud Shak of Jaunpur-in A.D, 1451, Resin marched to Mewat where he 
received without 4 battle, the submisioa of Ahmad Khan, who'sumrendered 
seven parganis'to him, ugreed to-hold the remainder of bis. territory as a 
fief of Delhi, and placed his uncle Mubarak Khao at Bablo!'s cour, 
nominally es his agent, but in fact as a hostage. 


‘Alunad Khas had no.intention to be loyal. He joined Hussain Shah of 
Jaunpur in his expedition against ‘Delhi in A.D,1473, Bahtol marched againt 
him. Ahmad Khan fled and joined Husstio in Jaunpur. The Gurgaon 
tefrltory fussed under the direct control of the Lodis, though the Kiunzusta 
chiefs were not totally suppressed. ’

During the flourishing times of the ‘Mughal empire, Gurgzon was not 
in the Timelight of history, but with its decay, mention of the disitict is again 
found in historical writings. In 1685, Aurangzeb bad to send a powerful army 
under the command of Raja Jai Singh to Mewat arca against Tkram Khan who 
ud started giving trouble to the Mughal administration. Heavy casualties

Tue Later Muowats, MARATHAS AxD JATS 

During the period of the decline of the Maghal empire ufter the death 
of Aurangab, the district was tor between several contending powers, 
In the north were the Nawabs of Farrukhnagar, a principality founded in 
1713; in the centre an independent Badgojar Rajput power had risen at 
Ghasern; Rewari was held by.an Abir family with forts at Gokulgarh and 
Guraom while from the south the prent Jat ruler Suraj Mal of Bharatpar was 
‘extending hia dominions. In due couse, he captured Ghasera and Furrukh- 
pagar; but afer bis death ia. 1763, Farruktinagsr returned to its formes sul. 
‘A great. part of the track was, however, recovered for the Mughal empire 
by Najaf Quii Khan. 


Under the Marahas, the greater part of the district was held by 
Generals De Boigne, Perron and Bourquia, Begum Summa owned the pargana 
of Jharss or Hadslubpur, and George Thomas had that of Firozpar assigned 
{o him in 1793, George Thomus once plundered Gurguon but could not 
retain this possession. In Rewari, Te} Singh established himself in power by 
allying himself with the Marathins.* 


‘The exploits of Balram Jat, populitly called Balu, came to prominence 
in the fities of the 18th century. Balu was the soa of 9 pelty revenue collee- 
tor of Faridabad.2 Supported by his family connection with Badan Singh, 
the Jot Raja of Bharatpur, (J. June7, 1756), he extended is power by selz~ 
jng the neighbouring villages und custing their lawful owners and the local 
magistrates. Ho Aslled Murua Khan, the loci! Mughal Goversiment Offices 
‘at Faridabad who had once imprisoned his futher. Hs practically closed the 
Delhi-Agm Road. He took full advantage of the ascendancy of the: Bharatpur 
‘chiefs with the Mughal court. In 1739, Muhammad Shab, the Emperor gave the 
titles of Naib Bakshi and Rao to Buln. When after’ Muhammad Shah's death 
in 1748, Balu expelled the imperial outpost st Shamspor, Safdar Jang, the 
Wazir of the new Mughal Emperor Ahmed Shab, sent « force there which was 
boldly resisted by Balu, Thereupon, Safdur Jang himself marched against 
him. The Wazit had only seachod Khizirabad (probably on June 30, 1750) 
when Bilram in terror came and mide Sis submission through the Maratha

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efivoy, He was sent back to his home after a few duys, on'his promising to 
‘be the Wazir's follower. He had built a mad fort in about 1740 and named 
UBallabgarb.' (8 kilometres south of Faridabad), amd by tuking the Jeave of 
‘Fevenue collection of Palwal and Faridabad (whcih lay in the Nizam's jagic) 
‘00q made himself district governor and avbie (rui).2 


Balt then participated actively in the imperiiil politics. In 1752, when 
agute differences urose between he Wazir and the alkpowerfll eunich Javed 
‘Khun, paramour of the Queen mother, Udham Bal or Nawab Qudsia Begun, 
Javed employed’ Balu to.crentc disturbances. Balu attacked Sikandrabudt 
-acrous the Yumiina, 51 kilomictres south east of Delhi, expelled the focal Fuuje 
dik, and plundered the city. Bull aovompanied Suraj Ma} to Dell when he 
latier wus called for counvel and muistance by Safar Jang on the occasion 
of the murdee of Javed Khan on August 27, 1752, by the Waair, 


‘Then began)a civil war, Ahmed Shah dismisicd Safdar Jang aad 
‘Appointed Antizam-od-daulat ns neve Wari. Safdar Jang revolted and decided 
to uy kis strength, ‘The Emperor wassupported by Iutiaan-udedaulaly aint 
‘Mir Bakshi, tmad-ul-mulk. ‘The Rubelas Jed by Najib-ud-daulab as well as 
tho Marathas joined the Emperor, In his struggle against the Empsror, 
‘SufdurJung won over Suraj Mal and Balu to his side, ‘The civil war lasted or 
4 year una quarter, The city of Delhi, its environs, and the regions of 
Faridubud wid Ballabgarh were ihe scenes of fighting, Safdar Jung estattistied 
hivheadquirters wr Sikri, Skllometres south of Mullabparh, and with tite Jat 
allicy put up a stout resistance, However, after taving bee defiated, he 
fod to Avaih. iy Noverhber 1753. Imiud-ul-mulk thon tried to guia posession 
of the low areas from the Jats.

(November 29, 1783).' ‘The gnrrivon of Rullabparh Kept up tire till midnight 
ufter which they. evicuatedithe fort. Agibat took pesessian of it with all its 
artillery and armament and gave-up the other property within to plunder by 
his soldiers: “The teas were then conferred upon Ined. 


‘Agibat quickly followed up this success in other dinectings. Tn the 
following week, he sucked the walled villages of Mithaul sand Mathin (19 
Kilometres south and south-west of Palwal), where refratory peusants had 
fought all day and had fled away at night. He also attacked the small mud 
fnets of the Jats all around PalWwal and brought them under his rule. Then 
afer avisit to Delhi, te started (December 27) again for Faridabad, taking 
Kbandoji Holker and hiv troops to assist him inthe campaign. But could 
‘hat control this tract, as his soldiers refused to obey his agents. and the Jats 
seized the opportunity to expel the outposts set up by him at Hathin and 
other:newly conquered places. So hie appesled to his master to comic in person 
sandImad marched from Delhi to Bullabgerh, 


Khandaji Holker son of Mathar Rao Holker had eneamped at Houal 
(27 kilometres south of Pulwal) and sent detachments which plundered the

‘Khewaiah Aflab-Khao, the Jumadar of Badahin, who had cut off Balu'y bead, 
war rewarded with two pearl pendeots taken from the Jnt's cart.

Bullabgarh was named 
Nltangash afer Inds Hew te NisumelAsa bie, &1069), 
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Jat villages all around, even as far as Barsana (19 kilometres) and Nundgaon

these and establishing Maratha posts there (end of December 1753), This 
strengthened Agibyt's position and he sacked the Jat village of Ghangaula

Planted his own thane there (Sanuary 5, 17$4). On Jumiary'8, Tmad advanced 
from Hallabgarh to Palwal and got into touch with Khandoji at Hod=t. 
‘The fort of Ghuscra (24 kilometres west of Palwal) bad been wrested by Suraj 
Mal from Bahadur Singh Bar-Gujar, the Faujdar of Clakla Koli (Aligarh)* 
On Aptil 23, 1753, ufter that chieftain had slain hi¢ women and rushed to death 
in battle at the head of 25 desperate followers, Ind appointed Bakadur's 100, 
Fath Singh, master of his father’s fort, which the Bharatpur garrison had 
evucuiated in terror, ‘Thus # mortal enemy of the Jats was planted there with 
orders to attack their hamlets around. 


Jn short, most of the Jat homes on both banks of the Yanjuns now fell 
inte Imad's hands and his role was established even as far sonth as Mathura 
and Agra from where the Jats had fled away. Another officet expelled the 
Jue fotoe that had seized Koll (Aligarh) and Jalewir, Imad sent his. men to 
‘estore the civil administration in all long disturbed places and to induce the 
peasants to return fo cultivation. Soon afterwards the Marathas Inid scige 
to Kumiker in Bharatpur and he was called there? In February 1754, 
Agibat squeezed the peasants of Rewari and other plices, But shortly 
afterwards, the Jats again begin to assert themselves and recovered their 
power to # linge extent, 


During his fourth invasion in 1756, Ahmed Shah Abdali encountered 
Marathas at Faridabad and sacked and burnt the town. In 1757, Ahmed 
Shah Abdali marched dows the west bank of the Yamumi, by way of Khizrabad 
and Badarpur, to 4 place about 10 kilomstres south of Ballabgach. His 
objectives wore Suraj Mal's strongholds of Kumher and Dig. At first be left 
Ballabgarh untaken in his rear, But as his foragers, spread over a vist atea, 
approuched this place, the Jat garrison atticked thom, slaying and-wounding 
many, There fter fort of Bullubgurh was attacked and captured. After the 
capture‘of Ballabgarh, Ahmed Shab Abdali set forth for Mathura still held 
by the Jute under Suraj Mal. 


Abdali's second visitation of the district was in 1760 during his fifth 
invasion of India, After his victory over Duttaji Sindhin at Barati Ghat north 
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‘of Delhi, on January 9. Abdali skirting the city ‘of Delhi, which 
‘as then without a ruler, . instead of entering it, encamped at 
Khizrabad, south of Delhi, on January 14. Thirteen days later, he marched 
south through the Gurgaon district. to Dig (fa Bharatpur) against Suraj Mal: 
He invested this fort, but not earnestly. Moving through Mewat, he seached 
Rewari on Fobruary chasing in vain the Marathas under Malhar Rao 
Holker, Abdali then started for Delhi, reached Dhankot (32 kilometres: 
south-west of Delhi) on February 27 and Khizratwd on Februiry 29 without 
having achieved anything, Soon afer he shifted to Aligarh. He remnined there 
till he ngain marched towards north through the Dob; crossed the Yamuna. 
and defeated the Marnthas in the Thitd Buttle of Panipat in 1761, 


Meanwhile, the Mewatis had been robbing the distrurbed country 
‘around Mewat, For some years past, Suraj Mal had also been engaged in. 
conquering that region and establishing his own administration there. Fle 
Thad sejned Patwal on September 27, 1754, recovered Ballbgarh and reconquered 
Gbavern in November 1755, He had taken the imperial fort of Alwar, which 
dominated the district (March 1756), and bullt another fort at Kishanjarts, 
32 kilometres northwands,’ On June 12, 1761, after the defe tof the Mahrattas: 
he captured Agra fort by bribery, afer lew thin a month's: blockade, 
Tn 1762, Kishon Singh and Bishan Singh sone of Bula were restored the 
fort of Ballabgarh and nominated Ailfadar aur nazi ‘of the pargana under 
the Dharatpur ruler.e Tn the coune of his gradual occupation of Mowat, 
particularly after Abdali's departure from India in 1761, whenever Jawahir 
‘Singh, the soo and ultimately the suovesior of Suraj Mal, heard of way Mewatis 
practising highway robbery, he used to track them by their footmarks and 
sternly, put them to death, But a most notorious oulprit of the place defied 
him. A Meo named Sanulba, with his gang of tet mounted brigands, used 
to make long night marches fron: his lair, and loot caravans near the fort of 
Dig or between Hodal and Bursana. The people were helploss against his 
oppression. He fixed his residence in the fort of Taora (tahsil Nuh), the 
seat of Asadullah Kham Baluch, with whom he wed to share his booty, (as 
the price of his protection). Jawuhir found that Sanolba would not be ex- 
pelled from his refuge unless his protectors were attacked. ‘Suraj Mal 
‘culled upon the Baluch chief to drive Sanulba out. He refused to Jose such 
a profitable agent in crime, and Jawahir fed an expedition against him. All 

the Raluchis under Musayi Khan of Farrukhnagar, the head of their clan, 
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opposed him, and the expedition had to retarn unsuccessful. This) repulse 
‘only Served to rouse Juwahir's spirits A second and stronger expedition 
was organised. Najib, the Afghan Commnander-in-Chief of Abdali wrote to 
‘Suraj Mal dking his not té touch’ the Blauchis who were kis peoteges. Suraj 
‘Mal repties by pointing out that thew who Rurboured bighway robbers 
Geserved punishment. 

Jawahie Singh advanced wpon Farrukhoagsr. destroying the villages on 
the way, Suraj Mat followed with reinforcements and 2 train of big guns, 
‘and! in’ less than two months. the fort was taken (. Decemiber 12, 1763). 
Suraj Mal left ;stzo6g. garrison in Farrukhnagar and Jawahic Singh in its 
neighbourhood, and marched with the rest of his army rapidly to the Doab 
where he was Killed (Deceniber 25, 1763) ina battle witl Najib on the banks 
of rivet Hindiin. 


Jawahie Singh (dé, August. 1768) recovered the Jat posts ia the middle 
Doab (April 1765), which had been seized by Najiby after his victory over 
Suraj Mah He stronaly reinforced, with more artillery and munitions the 
fort of Ballabgarh, which was 10 serve as his base of operations against Delhi 
which he bombarded jw November 1764. He made friends with the Sikh 
hordes of Punjab in. order to harass Najib by getting his dominians invaded 
by them. Avast Sikh force lod by Jassa Singh made a lightning raid 
‘on Rewari (in the jagir of Diwan Nagar Mal) tovards the end of Ostober 
1765, plundeced and hrurnt: that toun, dug up the floors of the houses and took 
‘away prisoners. 


Following the death of Nalit-ud-dantatt in 1770, his som Zabite Khan 
(4 January 1785). fie occupied the districts around Dethi in the name of 
Emperor Shah Alin I who Wad Ini ekile at Allahabod, But on the ocea- 
pation. of the capital dnd! the Red Fort by the Marethes in February 1771, 
‘Visdji Krishna was appointed’ by Mirza Jawan Bakht, the Crown Prince, as 
Collector of the ‘districts stountt Delhi, expecially to the north, which Najib 
bad so Jong appropriated to tinsel.” 


Mirza Najaf’ Khan was) appointed Second Paymaster’ General. of the 
‘Mughal empire on June $/1773-2 Me set himself (0: raising @ new army for 
the Emperor, with: his usual energy. The response for recruits was prompt and 
cnitphe if the coursre-aroundt Delhi, especially the Baluch colonics in Mewat, 
But the main difficulty was how to (eed and equip this force. An attack upon 
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the Jat Raje-of Binzatpur, known to be'the richest vassal in the north, was de- 
cided ‘upon asthe only course Weft. Against auch an adversary, the Jats were 
hopelessly outclassed. They were already tora by family distensions betwees 
Nawal Singh, the regent of the-<mimor ruler, Kesri Singh, .and.his-brotber, 
Ranjit Singh. Balu’s sons had also defected as the Jat Government: hud dix- 
mised them from service and wrested their fort. Although they died just 
at the same time, their successors mutsed a deep grudge against the Bharatpur 
ruler, 


The Mughal general set out from Delhi on September 24, 1773. He 
had already captured the mud fort of Maidangarhi (c, August 17), 21 kilo- 
metres south of Delhi, His lieutenant, Najaf Qui Khan, had deflited and 
despoiled the J tdefachmwent which, issiting from Farrukhnagar, iad attacked 
the garhijof Harsuru, west of Gucgion. Marching by way of Barupula and 
Badarpur, Najaf Khan reached Ballibgarh. Here he received a highly impor- 
int agcession to his strength in the person of Ajit Singh son of Kishan Singh 
and Hira Singh son of Bishan Singh, the dispossessed heirs of Bali. They 
offered to assist the imperial forces with their focal knowledge and tafluence 
if Najaf Khan would promise to.restore their patrimony to them uftcr it bad 
been wrested from the Jat Raja's agents. The defection of such mei at the 
very outset of the campaign “broke the waist of Nawal Singh's resolution”, and 
hhe (ell back from his first post of Bawnikhsra (Bamnilthers) {about 10 kilo- 
metres south of Palwal) 16 Banchati, about 13 kilometres further south, where 
he entrenched his camp. While Mirza Najaf himself halted at Sukri-Futehpur 
Biluch, 8 kilometres south of Bullabgsth and about 15 kilometres north of 
Palwal, Najaf Quti Khan who had just arrived from his successful operations 
‘on Rewari side, was-sent off with the’ vanguard (Gctober 8) to clear the waty, 
Najaf Khan advanced, daily fighting stirmishes und driving ‘back the Jat 
patrols, Nowhere was any stout defence offéred, nid ‘the Villages in the 
north of Jat territory lay helpless before the iniperial army. 

‘So wreetly were the Jit-troops ‘demoralised’ by: the example of thoic 
craven chief that one day (October 11) they abandoned their-tamp at Banchati 
in-n ridiculous panic. While they were at their midday:tneal, they mistook .a 
‘dust cloud on tho-west for the approach of Najaf Khan's .army and fledaway 
in feur, leaving their-entive camp as it\wat, ‘The cloud. ‘maved like a spiral, 
‘The villagers of Bunchari, on seeing the helpless condition of the fugitives, 
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footed their camp. On the neves of rhis reaching Nujaf Khan’s encampment 
in the-rear, every mun Went out of it und. looted what remnined of the Jat 
samip, and at night fell back to their own’ base. Niwal Singh took ceftige 
oar Kotvan, about 7 kilometres south ‘of Hodal (and 13 kilometres south- 
cast of Banchati) amidst its abuadance-of jungles and broken ground. 


‘Afler skitmishes for ten days, a decisive batile was fought on October 
30, midway between Silinr and Bursena: Najaf Khan's superior generalship 
gave him victory over the Jat chief, In the strategic moves before the 
‘battle of Barsuna, the imperialists had marched southwards along the 
‘astern route from Hodal by. Chhata and Sahar, Jeeving Ketvan untaken 
fehind them. “Kotvan which was held by Sitaram, the father-in-lavy of Nawal 
Singh, was alo taken by the end of November 1773. Agra fell on February 
1B, 174, The'fort of Bollubench, was captured from the Jat Ruje's garrison 
on Apel 2; 1774, and Farrukinagar-on May 6, Ajit Singh and Hira Singh 
vere restored the pargana of Ballabeath, Ajit Singh was formally entitled 
*Ruje’ and Hira was calted ‘Raja’ es also “Salar Jang’, 


‘Meanwhile, Abdul Ahad Khan, the Deputy: Wazir, ufter gaining nti 
valled away over the Emperor's mind, wis playing a double game. He pointed 
‘out that all the conquests made by Mirza Najaf hal merely strengthened 
‘him without bringing the least gain in tecntory or revenue ‘to the Emperor, 
thowigh the Emperor's personal troops had cooperated with Najaf’s io making 
thove acquisitions, Tho Emperor's. poverty had, in fact, only deepened in 
consequence of Najal's adventures. The districts round Delhi, north and west, 
which had formerly belonged to the Emperor's privy-purse, as well as 
the recent sonqosst from the Jats to the southwest of Dsthi and’ in the mid 
Dost, had all been appropriated by Mirza’s officers on the plew'of pro~ 
Siding thoie soldiers pay. His Tiewtenant, Najaf Quii Khun. had occupied 
Mewat and Rewari. With all such arguments, Abdul Abad tried to. set the 
Emperor against Mirza Najaf and his intrigues continued for quite a few 
year: while the Mires was again campaigning agsinst Bharatpur (1775—77) 
jad Alwar (1778). Abdul Abad pointed out that not 2 single pice of revenue 
hhad been paid to the Emperor. No ahare of the spoils of war had also been 
credited to the public treasuty, If the Emperor himself marched into. Ruj- 
futnna, the rajas.and eels were aure to present. themselves and. offer tribute 
The Emperor yielded 10 his exhortations and leaving Delhi on November 
10, 1778 for dxipur, reached Rewarl in the third week of December. 
‘Mitrasen Ahir of Rewari was interviewed and siddled with a tribute of 
Re, 125,000, “The Emperor retumed to Delhi in April 1779, 


‘HISTORY 3 


The history of the two years and a hulf after the death of Mirax Najaf 
Khan on. April 6, 1782, i& 2 story of dissolution und formation of new groups 
among his ‘four Weutenants, viz Aftesiyab Khai, Mics Mubamimad 
Shafi, Najaf Quli Khan and Mulammud Bey Hamadiini.' There was chaos 
everywhere. “Shafi came to Dellil ftom Karnal. Najaf Quii Khim marched 
from his fief of Shekhawati ahd Mewat (with its ceniee at Kanaud, the pre- 
sent Mubendragarh) towards Dethi, apparently to join Muhammad Shafi, but 
Afreiyab intercepted him st Gurgaon on July 17, won him over by per~ 
sonal entreity, and brought him to Delii'the next day, Ulimately Shafi 
was made Mir Bakshi and Regent on September 15, 1782, 


‘Only. month after kis appointment as Mir Bakshi, Muhammad Shafi 
fad to flee aveny from the capital, ‘The fugitive with his own troops rade 
urd from Dethi to Ballabgoth and thence to Kosi where he gnined the 
adhesion of Muhammad Beg Homadani. Here ail the former captains of 
Najaf Khun vowed to recognise Shai as their maaier, ‘Then the two set their 
faces (November 6) towards Delhi, expelling the imperial collectors in Hodal 
jitricl and camping oo arrival at Faridatad.2 





The close proximity of the rebel gtuerals alarmed the Emperor who 
was persuaded to march against them (November 12), Thereupon, the rebels 
sent thelr envoys to him (November 14) to offer their protestations of loyalty 
and to seck his pardon and restoration to their former offices and honours, 
which was allowed by the Emperor. 


‘About the end of May 1783, a detachment from Muhanimad Shas 
army was fighting the Alwar Raja's troops near Firvzpur Shirk; Shafi went 
to their aid and bogan to bombard the strong fortalice of Kumati-Pahar} 
(Paturi/Kandla), But soon afterwards Iie went southwards to meet Mahndji 
Sindhia on the Chambal to scck his aid against Hamadani with: whom he 
had quarrelied and by whom finally, he was muirdered on September 23, 1783. 


In December 1784, Mabadji Sindliin was eppointed Regeat of the 
empire. As the Mewatis were disturbing the vountryside, he made « march 
in their direction and reached Nandgion about December 10, 1786. Shortly 
afterwards, he marched northwards info Mewat in order to overawe the rebels 
‘there, especially Murad Beg, » Mughal officer of Najaf Khani service, whom 
‘Sindhia wanted to remove from the’ possession of Kishangarh fort (21 kilo- 
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metres west of Firoxpur Jhirka) aod the governorship of Mewnt. This 
‘having been peacefully elfected, he turned. north to Pingor (tabsil Palwal), 
13 Kilometres north of Hodal (c. December 30), 10 be nearer to Delhi, dn 
the neighbourhood of Hodal, Sindhia lay encamped for the next two months. 
‘Here he received his two Delhi agents — Shalt Nizamudin and Ladojt Desh- 
qukh, whom the Emperor had sent (February 6, 1787) to dun him for 
his outstanding allowances, amounting to Rs, 8,40,00 which Sindhia had to 
pay. Ik.was no easy matter for Sindhla to find a such sum, and be detained 
the envoys for three weeks, after which hhe sent thei back (February 17) with 
tankers bills fer two lakh payable xt sight, aésignments for five lakh on 
the revenves of Meerut and other sewhals, and a promise to pay up the 
Thalunce ‘of 440,000 in (Wo. thonths, His subsequent camupign against Juipur 
to ruse money cesuked inhis. ignominious retreat from Lalot to Dig in 
‘Avgist 1787. hier the Visasterous battle of Tunga fought on July 26, 


The audacious attack of Ghul Qadir Rubeli, grandson of Najib, 
‘con Dethi early ln October 1787, drove the Emperor into making frantic ap- 
peals to Mahadji Sindhia to come 10 his rescue. So leaving Alwaran Ovtober 
28, Mahadji arrived between Rewari and Pataudi (November 4) and here he 
jas brought to's halt for @ month, Me made # vain-attempt to bring the 
over to his own side by sending Ambaji Ingle 4s un embassy, 
His enemies at Delhi gained complete control ovar the feeble Friperor and 
secured an otder forbidding him W approach the Court (November 15), and 
Sindhia could do nothing but wait paisively for reinforcements to areive. He 
nade another eqiully futile effort to raise the siege of Agra by Istoail Beg 
‘Hamadani, nephew of Muhammad Beg Hanindani, who had been killed in the 
haitle of Tonga while fighting against Mahadji, At last, nbundoning all field 
‘operations north of river Chimbal, Mabudji retired beyond that river (De- 
camber 20). ‘The sloge continued till June 1788, when Mahadji regained the 
upper hand and Hamaduni was defeated and fort relieved. 


Ismail Beg had put his father Munim Bey in charge of Gokulgarh fort 
near Rewari in November 1788 when he was working under Sindhia's orders, 
‘When Ismail quarrelled with Sindhia, Munim Beg began to carve out an inde- 
pendent estate Tor himself round Rewari.’ Joined by, Gulab Singh, the son 
of Mitrasen Abit (the dispossessed zamindat of Rewari), he began. to plunder 
the wayfirers and tax-collectors and invade Kot Putli and other mahals where 
‘he levied conteibutions, At this time, Sindhia was too busy fighting the Jai- 
pur and Jodhpur Rajas to sead an adequate force against Munim Beg Two 
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Battalions under a clerk of his serivee occupied Rewari, but they were defeated 
‘and captured by Munim Beg and deprived of all thelr weapons and 
guns, This vierory emboldened him 16 increase his force by enlisting the 
adventurers who flocked to his side, Like the robber barons of medieval 
aly, he made his ewstle a centre of lawlessness in the eouatry around and of 
inscourity to traders on the highways. 


‘Towards the close of the yur 1790, the battles of Patan and Merta 
had been won by Sindhia,ageinst the Rajas of Jaipur and| Joithpur respec- 
tively, Mirza Ismail Beg had heen forced to flee to Gujarat aod Mahadji was 
master again, Being himself still engaged in the campaign in Rajputana, 
Sindhie arranged that Najnf Quli Khan and the Raja of Alwar shoald under 
fake the suppression of Munim Beg with their own contingents. Najaf Quli 
Khan who wes now anxious to conciliste Sindhis, arrived at Bhirawas near 
Rewari, with a contingent of 4,000 men under the Alwar Diwan Ramszvak, 
about the middle of December. Gulats Singh who, offered theay battle was 
defeated and driven back ints Gokulgarh. The siege of this fort was pro- 
tracted for moro than six months, partly becauye & personal quarrel between 
the Alwar Diwan Ramsevak and commander-in-chief Hushdar Khan paralysed 
the forces of that State, but muinly by reason of Najaf Quli not really wish- 
ing to soe Gokulgarh taken by Sindhia. At the end of February 1791, it was 
reported. that the siege was still going om, but there was.no. food in the fort 
and parties of its defenders were coming out in despair; the garrison had 
sunk {0a thouwind Mughal and five hundred men of Gulab Singh, but. “the 
toadh were vinsafe, os the peisints wete up in arms on all sides.” 


Soon after reinforcements arrived from Alwar and the siege trenches 
were ailvanced to the wall of the fort: But Najaf Quii secretly used to send 
provisions to Munim Beg and thus put off its fall, though Increasing numbers 
of defenders deserted to, Sindhin's side, Early in July, the garrison had 
sunk to five hundred mea, and Mahadji wrote to Najaf Quit warning him 
against his double dealing. This Jetter and the approuck of Sindhia's own 
army forced the hand of Najaf Qui. Oa July 16, 1791, te secured the capitn- 
lation of the fort. By Sindhia's orders. Munim Beg wus confined in the 
Agta fort. 


Najaf Quii io, fear of punishment for his treachery Red away from 
Rewari. ines: overtook him and after a halt for treatment at Kot Qasim 
(end of July}, he reached his refuge in Kanuud, where he died on. August 23, 
1791. Shortly afterwards Mirza Ismail Beg also sought shelter at Kanaud.

His tall munly form, wild courage, inborn power of 
‘command amd Irish humour ond geoerosity soon made fim well knowt as a 
food fighter, He worked for Apn Khanle Rao for four years from 1793 
to 1797." 


arly in the sear 1794, Thomak was'raising fresh troops, collecting 
revenue by force from the ever-reffactory peasuntry’af Mewat, and (in Apzil) 
Jpupporting his unpaid soldiery by looting Gurgaon and two other villages in 
the jugir of Begum Sammt. As Apa Khande Rao enlarged the contingeat of 
Thomas, be assigned to him Tiara, Tapulira and Firodpur Iirks as: fiels for 
tthe maintenance of his troops, and he had to fight repeatedly before he could 
impose his authority on the wikt unruly peasantry— (Mech-Iuly), Soe 
‘afterwards Jhajjar (District Rohtak), Pataudi and the neighbouring villages were 
‘added to his jagir, raising his income (on paper) to 15 lakh: of rupees 
a year, 


‘Among other things Malindji’s leadership in Nocth India sulfered 
decline owing to his financial distress. His, death in 1794 threw responsi- 
bility on the shoulders of a’ much Jess competent successor in the person cf 
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Daiilat Rao Sindhis. His unwisdon to flaht with Holker in, the first place 
and ister on with the British, toppled the political structure which Mahadji 
had built in North India. 


In 1797, Thomas's fortune took a turn for the worse. He had so long 
managed somehow or other to get on with Apa Khande Rao, in spite of Apa’s 
Jealousy, failute to Keep his promises, and even a treacterous plot against 
hit Wife, Apa died on June 25, 1797, and his nephew Vamun Rao 
succeded to his-governorship and continued to keep Thomnis in tis service 
only for some time, ie. up to the end of 1797. 


Genege Thomas had been a! regular servant of some {awful authority 
‘or other till (797, But when Apa Khande Rao's successor terminated tis 
services, Thomas became a private robber-captain for his living.* Early in 
1798, he occupied Hansi and made it the cupral of /his Kingdom extending, 
from Gtisgzar river in the nerth to Rewari and Pataudi parganas In the south: 


‘Sombre, another adventurer, the husband of the. well known Beguny 
Samm, had obtained the pargana of Sharsa or Badshahpur.? 


THE MODERN PERIOD. 


Within two years of the abandonment of his daminion by George 
‘Thoms it 1801, the tising power of Davlat Rao Sindhia in North India was 
completely broken, by the British forces under General Lake in the Second 
Maratha War. ‘The Gurgaon district, with other possessicns of Sindhia, 
‘West of the Yamuna, passed on to the British East India Company by the 
Treaty of Surji Arjumgson: signed on December 30, 1803. 


At the time of annexation im 1803, the district (exclusive of tho pargana 
‘of Pali which was transferred to Delhi in 1863), consisted of 11* par- 
ganas, via. Ibarss, Sohna, Nuh, Hathin, Palwal, Hodal, Punahana, 
Firozpur, Buhorn, Rewari, apd’ Shahjahanpur, At that time it was a princ-~ 
ple of British policy to make the Yamuna 89 far ss. possible, a limit of actual 
British possession, and to interpose between that border and foreign territory 
i buffer of semi-independent States; and in consequence of the effect given to

Dating the decay of the Mughal empire, the district wax torn between 
contending powers. In the north was the Nawal of Farrukhnagar, 2 princi- 
‘Pallty founded in 1732, Tt wae ruled by Naveabs until the reigning Nawab, 
Abined Ali Kham, was hanged for participation in the Uprising of 1857 and 
‘tha estate was confieated by the British, 


Ghavera slong with 11 villoges including Nuh and Malab was granted 
‘by Aurangzeb to Hathi Singh, Bar-Gujar Rajput. He was succeeded by his 
$00 Rao Babadut Singh, who extended his rule over the patganys of Indor, 
Kotla, Gkasers and Sotma* Ghasern was besieged by Suraj Mal, and after 
a heroic defence, the fort was captured. Bahadur Singh and all bis fumily, 
except one grandson Bhagwunt Singh,2 perished, Bahadur Singh's wives blew 
themicivey uy with the magazine when no hope of victory was lef, 
‘Thos Ghuseta was then by Sump Mal in 1753." 


Rewari was held by an Ahir fuinily with forts at Gokulgarh nnd 
Guraors. After the ceision of Delhi territory in 1803, Rewari was made over 
fo the rulers of Bharatpur. but was resumed three years later, Tej Singh was 
Wilowed to retnin 87 villages as an itamarar/ Sapir in perpetuity. In 1887, 
Roo Tula Ram represented the family, He harboured a grudge towards the 
British, who hed reduced fix State to a petty éramarari jagir. in May 1887, 
he proclaimed himself ruler of the parganas of Rewari, Bhore and Shab- 
Jahwopur with his headquarters at Rampura, 1S kilometres south-west 
‘of Rewati.¢ Rvo Tuln Rum was slefeated by the British and his estate was 
confiscated. 


Firozpur Jhirka and Punahana along with Lohatu wore granted by the 
Alwur Raja uo the British to an agent of Alwar Raja, Ahmed Baksh Khan,

‘The Ballabgarh estate had been traiaferted by Delhi Emperor wo Ajit 
Singh in 1775, His son Bahadur Singh was recognised as Chic of Ballub= 
gach by the British in 1803, He also received the parguna of Puli Pakhal the 
following yeur, This pargan was resumed inj 1832. Raja Nahar Sivgh, the 
feigning ruler in 1857, was implicated for his correspondence with the free 
dom fighters, He was hanged and the eae was conliscated. 


Putaudi territory was granted in perpetuity in 1806 10 Faix Tulaby a 
descendant of Afghan family of Samana (Punjib). He wat originally athe 
‘Maruilia service but on their defeat in 1803, he was employed under Lord 
Lake who granted him Pataudi tecritory. ‘The Nawab of Pataudi belived 
loyally towards the British during the 1857 Uprising, 


These grunts and estates except Pataudl were gradually resumed and 
cane under the diteet management of the British, The Navabs continued 
to rule Putaudi tlt after Independence when the State was merged with the 
Gurgaon district, 


Unastna oF 1857 


By 1857, the fife ia the district seemed to hye settled down to a 
Peuceful wnd quiet routine. The feudutory races had betaken themselves 
to agriculture, the Nigher castes to trade und Brilish service, The old feuds, 
isnot extinct, were at feast dormant, When in May 1857 the freedom fighters 
from Meerut entered Delhi, W.Ford of the Bengal Civil Service, was the 
Collector und the District Magistrate of Gurgaon.? 


‘The proximity of the disttict to the imperial <apital was to play a mujor 
role in shaping its destiny, Its chief und. people, especiully the former,

Gurgaon was attacked on May 13, 1887, by a Junge party of the 3rd 
Light Cavalry troopers who hud come through Delhi, Ford, with the assist 
ance of a body of Pataudi sowars who were in attendance of him, 
Grove off these troopers und seived their 10 men and 20 horses? He also 
Suppressed win outbreak in the jail. Bot eventually he was compelled to leave 
the ation, which was thereupon plundered and bunt. Avcompanied by 
four or five clerks and some officers, he ficd away to Mathura via Bhuudsi, 
Suilani nod Palwal, picking up the Cuxoms Offers of all these places. He 
feuched Hodal on May 1M und Mathura on May 15.* No symbol of the 
British authority was to be seen throughout the length and breadth of the 
dintrat, + 


The complete political vactium thus ciused Ted the people to. believe 
that the Writish rulo had ceased twexist. Tho role of the people of the 
Guiragion district in the Uprising of 1857 is described below. 


“The Mewatls rose up at once in great numbers, Their natural leaders: 
tind chaudharis addressed letters to Bahadur Shah acknowledging him the 
emperor of Hindustan and Began to conduct the iniisam? of their villages and 
localities in accordance with his instructions, @ 


‘In the last week of May, when almost the whole of the rural Mewat 
his come under the mule of emperor Bahadur Shafi, the urban, Mewat stil 
owed ullepiance to the British through thelr “oative officials" and wealthy 
pesons, on whom the favours hid ‘been showered by the government earlier, 
Large gatherings of Mewatis atticked such towns. They did not mect uny 
opposition at Taoru, Sotina, Firozpur Jhirka, Punahana and Pinangwan, and 
easily reduced thenr to subjection. A great deal of plundering and destruction 
also took place. The town of Nuh proved to bea hard nut to crack. The 
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local police and the “Loyal: Khanzadas"; gave a. stiff buttle to the Meos, 
But soon they were overpowered by the superior aumbers of the latter, The 
Khanzaday suffered heavy caiualtics? After the Khnnzadas of Nuh, the 
Rawat Jats of the region near Hodal and the Rujputs of Hathin, "who were 
suppoved to be om the: part of the (British) Government’, were attacked by a 
large guthering of Surot Jats of Hoda}, Puthans of Seoli and the Meos, “The 
MAM coflinued fer several months afd the “loyalists? suffercd heavy losses 
On receipt of the S..8. signal from the Rawats, the British authorities at 
Delhi despatched a small farce to Hodal to help their supporters. ‘The loyu- 
fists andl the Rritisty troops foyeht well, but they were completely routed by 
the Mewatix + 


“In the midule of June Major W.P, Buen, the Political Agent at Jai~ 
pus, happened to pass through Mewat at the head of a hig contingent foree 
comprising about 60%) mon and 7 guns, He wav going to Dell, but fading 
Mowat, intervening between him and Delhi, in a “most deplorable sate of 
anatchy," he thought it advisable to settle it before going. to Delhi, for Itx 
“turbulent pepulution” could at uny time pose a serious danger to the forees 
before Dethi.s 


“Major Eden's contingent force mict stiff opposition nt the lunds of the 
‘thousands of armed men from the villages between Tuoru and Sohna, Had 
he not been ia possession. of the artillery guns, hiv force would have experie- 
need heavy Joises.e He destroyed many villages, He halted mt Sohna for , 
three days, Ford? and thitty Europesn officers came down from Mohena

"The departure of Major Eden's force tod to further deterioration im 
the wituation, Even the fall of Delhi on September 20, 1887 did mot effect 
aay improvensent i the sitwsiow, Consequently, on Oxtober 2, a strong 
column of 1,50K) men with plight field battery, a few 18-pounder gums, and 2 
mortars, Was sent under Brigactier-General Showers to punish the turbuleat 
MMeos, Gijars, Ranghars, Allis and “the rebel princes’; and to settle the 
‘Gurgnon district. Throughout tte month of October, the Brigadier General 
laboured hard to vealive his wins’ He seized the Nawabs of Jhajiar, Dade, 
Furrvkhnagar atid the Raja ‘of Aallabgarh, dhipersed thair troops and: took 
their forts? In the settlement of Mewit, his work wus shared by Clifford, 
the Assistant Calleclor of Gurgaon. Clifford's sister was “stripped naked at 
tho palace, tied in thut condition ts the whestt of gun-carringes, dragged up 
in the 'Chundai Chowk’ or Sitver Street of Dethi and thor, in the presence of 
King’s son, cut to peices”, Clifford “had it on his mind that bis vister, before 
being muiderod, wus outraged by the rebles"’. Naturally he had a fire of 
-Feverige burning violently in his Heart, He burnt village after village and 
destroyed. the countryside with. An his own: wordy, “He had put to death 
all bo had come eros not excepting women ani children.» But he could 
not curry sin hie ruthless campaign for long, for be was killed by the Meo 

Jof Raising and Mubammatpse, 


“BriguillerGeneral Showors catried fire wnd sword Far and wide. All 
the villages between Dhuruhora and Taoru were indiscriminately burnt and 
thelr inhabitants were shot down ruthlessly, AL the deserted town of Taors 
some 30 pervons were Milled, A few tilles short of Sotna, his column met 
4 stiff resistance at the bands of the inmates of a Meo village who killed 
Jabout 60 sepoys of General Showers’ column in a hand-to-hand fight, Des 
eribing the strife of a brave Mewati, an eye-witness observes i A Mewail, a, 
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hoge fellow, armed’ with shield and sword, was put up hull way down 
the Af (pit) ut our feet, Twenty shots were fired; but no, the bolt fellow 
bel steadily on, springing from tock to rock, dexeniing to the bottom of 
the den, and then mounting the opposite fare. Ths braveman, who put up 
this heroic stow for quile # Jong tine, was ultinyitely put te death by the 
Guites.* 


“The column, liaving cleared the arct around! Sohnt and Taotu and 
Jeaving it in the churge of Gorkha detuchment. of the tate 22.N,J. under 
Captain Drummond, went to Delhi via Bollabgarh,* An nccount of his 
experiences in the district of Guruaon by Brigudier-CGenors! Showers I¢ worth 
noticing: “Wrom the time Lenterey tt Gurgson distelce, twas in enemies? 
sountry, that {n all encampments and during every march | was exposed to 
the:atiacks of the enemies hiry:me......f had to anticipate attack, from, 
‘every Village that'l pamed, whore Chad to be!continually on sie alert against 
ao enemy?» 

“tn the third week of November 137, Captain Dramniond received 
intelligence through the “native afficinly” of Sohn, Hathin. and Palwal that 
“wevertal thowand Mes and a few hundred cavalry were congregated about 
Kot and’ Rupraka! and had been nttwcking the “loyal Rajsut villages" for 
several days. Resides, they were aio intent on plundering the Government 
Areasuty at Palwal4 Capiain Driummand with a small fore comprising @ 
detachment of Hodson’s Horie, another of Tohuna Horse, and vome 120 men 
of the Kumaon Battalion, at once proceeded to Rupraki; Oa the way, he 
was reinforced by a company of the Ist Panjab Infuntry (Coke's) from 
‘Ballabgach,* 


" Captain Drummond's force bumt all the Meo villages on the Sohna~ 
Rupraka route and deviroyed their crops. Panchanks, CGeopar, Malpuri, 
Chilli, Utawar, Kot Mugli Mitaka, Kululka, Guraksiy, Malluka, Jhanda, etc, 
were among these unfortunate villages* When the column reached 
Rupraka, 3,500 Meos and others drow up in, front of the village; and gave 
them tough fight. Though the Meos fought heroically and Jost 400 men, 
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the day went to the British who potsesied superior fire power,’ The action 
it Ruprika, says Captain Drummond, was very important in the way that 
“not only have the Mess been defeated, thelr villages and property burnt and 
destroyed, but the friendly Jat villages, who have hitherto been kept ina 
state of siege by constant agression on the part of their enemies, are relieved.’"* 


On November 2%, 1857, anotter rebel force commanded by a Meo 
fender Sadar-vi-Din attacked the, pargana of Pinangwon,* A British foros 
‘under Captain Ramsay (com Palwal and Gurgioa was despetched at once 
te'mect the danger, ‘The force ceached Pinangwan on November 29.4 But 
the rebles were then at a small village called Mabun. They made for that 
villnge next day and reached there at 7 A:M. The Moos took the defen~ 
sive in the village, Exchange of shots continued till mid-day, Then the 
British troops. bombarded the village with: guns. Three Gorkha regiments 
advanced upon the village from three directions, and they seizes the village 
ina short time,* ‘The entite village was destroyed by fire. They cut down 
24 Meos in the village including Sadaeudedin’s son, and 42 mote in the neigh 
hhouring villages,* Making an nssexsment of the whale affair, Macpherson, 
the Joint Magistrate” of Gutyion, ond the chief actor in the action 
‘st Maliun, observed: “Altogether 1 look upon it as a most successful alfatr, 
J sbowk! say about 70 rebles killed ...... "The whole number of the robles 
assembled wits $0 smu that thel€ resistance was tome a subject of the 
greatest surprise.” 

“Fiuving crushed the last of the risings in Mewat, the column effected 
jus retreat, but not before making a clean sweep of the villiges and people 
suspected to have taken part ia the Uprising. The villages of Shabpur, Ball 
Khera, Khecla, Chitora, Nabirika, Gujar Nagle, Bahurpur, Kheri, etc, were 
det on fire und wiped out of existende.* After some time, many more villages 
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in the neighbourhood of Pininghwan met the same fate for assisting the rebch 
leader Sadar-ud-Din and refusing to pay revenue to the British Government.” 


“The Janded property of several of the villgers, chaudharis, and Tambsr- 
dars Was confiscated in uocordance with the Acts XXV of 1857 and 1858 for 
their rebellious acts and faliure to extend any help to the British at the time of 
sote need, The villages of Jharsa, Kheri, Jalalpur, and Davela in the Sharsa 
angina and Shikrawah and Ghaghus Kheri in the pargena of Noh, suffered 
confiscation of the, entire landed property of theirs. Bhaktawnr Singh of 
Sharsa and: Udampur, Uahi Bax of Badhsahpur and Dhanuspur, Mirkhan. of 
‘Naurangpur and Abu of Bhora and Binola in the Jharss pargnna, Brija Nand 
of Shehjahanpur, Ramjas and Hamza Ali of Chhajunagar, Jafar, Nurkhan, 
‘and Ghariba of Rasvipur in the pargana of Palwal got their shares of landed 
property coniiscated.* Besides that, 235 persons were hanged and many more 
got long, term imprisonments for tmking part in the rebellion, Heavy 
fines were imposed on the individuals and rebel villages.” 


Besides the Mewatis, the Ahirs of Rewati alo played a significant role, 
With the Uprising in {857 and the cemation of all effective British authority, 
Rao Tula Ram of Rowari, at once assumed the government of the parganas 
of Rewari, Babora and Shahjubinpust aod made his headquarters at Rampura, 
1:5 kms. south west of Rewari, His fort of Rampur was equipped with 
eighteen guns and @ good many standard arm and other ordinance stores, 
He had also # gun foundry ia which brass guns wore neatly turned out® 


Tula Ram was directed’ by the emperor Bahadur Shah to collect the 
revenue of his area and revenue collectors in, other areas received. similar 
instruction.* Tula Ram paid forty thousand rupees tq the King’s treasury 
and obtained » patent conferring Rewari in pespetual jagit on hiin.* 

Although the sepoys as well as the people in general were true to the 
cause of national liberation, records hive Brought to light certain fects which 
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Indicate that some of the chiefs and leaders were in most cases playing a 
‘double game. The king, his chief queen Zinat Mahal and the princes were 
sslso intriguing with the British. In the month of June when the sepoys were 
fighting for the defence of Delhi City, the king was offering to,admit the 
British troops there by a secret gate? Nor wus the conduct of the other 
‘astoriates of Bahadur Shah above suspicion. 


‘The tupicion of the sepoys was quite justified as proved by the secret 
intrigues disclosed by British records. The proverb, ‘Like master, like ser- 
‘vant’, was perlapt nowhore better illustrated than by the conduct of the 
chiefs who joined the Uprising of Delhi, Many of tiem were playing a doub- 
Te game like Bahadur Shah. Raja Nahar Singh sent supplies and men to 
‘Delhi to support the Uprising but assured the British also of his, staunch 
friendship. The Nawab of Jhajjar did the same, Some af the chiefs 
joined of utllied the Uprising to verve personal ends. Munshi Jiwanlal re- 
‘cords (uly 31) that Nawab Ahmed Alt Khan, Chief of Farrukhnagat, com- 
plained to the emperor that Tula Ram was going to attack him. At the sume 
time a letter sent by Tula Ram to Ghulam Muhammad Khan, « relative of 
the Nawab, was read with the words : ‘Are you intoxicated that you think 
the Englith are going eway from Hindustan? They will most assuredly return 
and will destroy you. Yet Tula Ram paid mazar and lip allegiance 
to the king.* Thus while only a few showed any inclination to support the 
Uprising, even the Chiefs of Jtajjar and Ballabgarh, are definitely known to 
hhave been playing a double game as mentioned above.* 

After the fall of Delhi, the British ted by Brigadier Showers 


_ marched to Rewarl . ‘They had light skirmishes with Rao Tuls Ram's forces. 
‘The British proceeded and the fort overlooking town of Rewari was taken 
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without opposition. Rao Tula Ram and his cousin Gopal Deo disobeyed 
the summons to atfend the British Camp and fled, Showers stayed at Rewari 
for » week and settled the villages around it. He left this place on October 
12. Loaded with immense booty he went to Jhajjar and Kanoud and again 
passing through Rewari returned to Delhi in November 1857, 


At Showers’ approach to Rewari, Tuls Ram had cetired to. Saipur terri- 
tory in Shekhawati There he was joined by the Jodhpur Legion, which 
‘was on its way to Delhi to fight against the British. On heating the news that 
Showers had gone back, Tula Ram ulong with the Jodhpur Legion 
reoccupied Rewari and Rampura, 


This citised un alarin in Delhi. The British authorities immediately 
organised a strong colin under the command of Lt. Col, Gerrard and der 
patched it to punish Tula Ram. Tula Ram's agent conveyed this news to 
him at Rewari, As this place was not fortified now, he tetired to Narnaul, 
4 steategically better place, 48 kilometers to the west of Rewari. Here he 
‘was joined. by two other rebels of note, Abdus Samsd Khan of Jhajjar and 
Princo Mubammad Azim of Bhuttu. The Jodhpur Legion was already with 
him. Thus Nacnaul became insurgents don, contaning large multitude of 
thes numbering above 5,000. 


“Gerrard, marching from Delhi, the 10th of November, reoscupied 
Rewari on the 13th and pushed on to Neraaul,, In the battle of 
Narumul that followed, the freedom fighters were defeated. On the Indian 
side, the number of dead in the battle was supposed to have gone beyond 
many hundreds. Rao Kishan Gopal, Ram Lal, Samad Khan's son and many 
other top-ranking officers were killed in the action. The British took 9 
Indian guns and many other stindard arms. The total Joss on the British

Tula Ram ‘of Rewari, Samad 
Khan of Shujjar wand the Jodhpur Legion. dt marked the elose ofthe 
crucial period of stenggle In the Delhi Division snd'northern Rajasthan

‘Hakim Abdul Hag, one of the foremost leaders of the Gurgaon district, 
was exccated-on November 2, 1857." The Nawab of Jhajjar and the Raja of 
‘Ballubgarh were ‘hanged on ‘December 23, 1657 and April 21, 1858 vespec- 
tively.* “The Newnb of FarrukHinagir was also carcuted on Junuury 23, 1858. 
‘The States of the three chiefs of Jhajjar, Ballabgarh and Farrukimagar were 
confiscated. -Ruo Fula Rem died as fugitive and his Rewari #tamarar was 
confisettted.

During World War f (1914-18), Indians had helped: the British Govern 
ament freely with mon-and money. After having done all that, they could 
hardly ‘be happy at'what was offered to them by the Rowlatt Committee 
Report of 1918, Itvis, therefore, no wonder that strikes-and other distur- 
bances became ‘frequent, To combat seditions crimes, the Government, in 
spite of opposition from all quarters, passed in 1918 the Rowlatt Act arming 
the ‘executive with special powers to deport individuals, to conted! the press 
and set up $pecial tribunals for the "trial of political offenders without juries, 


‘The year 1919 was/an important landmark in the history of India's 
sstrugele for freedom. With the advent of Mahatma Gandhi into the arena 
, -ofundian :politics, there-came-a new technique and new orientation of spirit, 
The people were called spon to disobey the repressive laws ‘by non-violeat 
smethods, Mahutma Gandhi declared "March 30, 1919" as the day of hactal 
all over India, Later on it was postponed to April. 6 The distsicts 
responded tothe call of hartal, 


Hartal was observed at Rewari on March 30, 1919, Then on \April 
4 and 4, 3 few persons, both Hindus and Muslims, came to Rewari and 
‘agin spread an ittea of imrtal'in'the:town, There was thus» complete hartal 
‘on ‘April'6, 1919. “The people were restless and moved about in crowds, 
“Rumours-were set afloat that “Mahatma Gandhi and few other leaders were 
Shortly ‘expected at'Rewari, ‘Some people gathered in'Birharn ‘Gar -near the 
reat tatik to prepare a romrum. The main crowd reached the

railway station and forced the refreshment rooms to be closed, A  meet- 
ng was held in the evening at Bitham Gash and several people. delivered 
Jectures: but there was disappointment ax no important person had come 
from Delhi, At Ballabgarh and Faridabad, shops remained closed for a 
eouple of hours on April 6, Emissuries from Arys Gurukul at Khawaja Sarai 
fn the Delhl territory kept coming to the Ballabgarh tahsll to induce 
the local zamindars to refuse fo pay lund revene. A meeting was held at 
Molirband just on Delbi border in this connection, 


‘At Palwiil, completo hartal was observed on April 6. A meeting was 
held and a collection, was raised for dofence of those who. might be 
prorecuted: 

Hearing of the trouble in Punjab, and on the invitation of Satyapal 
and Swami Shriddhananda, Mahatma Gandhi started for Delhi oa April 8. 
‘On April’9; he was served with uni order at Palwal to” reside within the 
Hombay! Presidsoey anid was thus prevented. from entering Punjab ot Delt. 
‘On his refwoal t obey the order, he was arrested. and torned back from there 
by @ wpecial train 10 Bombay on April Hartal was, therefore, renewed 
‘at Pulwal on that day (April 10) and continued for theee days, 


‘At Hodal, 2 meeting was ergunised on April 11 and. bartal was observed 
for one day, At Hassanput too hartal was obverved the same day. At 
Firoxpur, Nagins, and Tnoru there was a hartal on April 13, AtNuh: 
there was hurts! on Apel 13 and 14 Partin’ ‘bartal was alo observed at 
Gurgaon on April 10, At night a lurge meeting was held in which it was 
Aecided to hold hartal on the following day and on the last Saturday of every 
‘montis till the Rowlatt Act was ropoaled; the latter saggestion was not carrled 
‘out. Ax decided, hartul wis continued on the Lith, and a Hindw-Mustim 
mecting was held in the Araisnwall Mosque. 

‘Seotion 15 of the Indian Police Act, 1861, was proclaimed in the district 
‘on April 17, 1919. 

‘The Rowlatt Act, Jallianwala Bagh massacre, Martial Law in the then 
Punjab and the procedure adopted by the Hunter. Committee, whereby 
‘Murtial Law prisoners were excluded from giving evidence before it, shattered 


‘Mahstoxa Gandhi's faith in the goodwill of the British Government. The 
Congress then appointed its own committee of which Mahatma Gandhi was 


snember to inquire into. the Punjab incidents, 
Mahatma Gandhi was still debarred from visiting the Punjab in person, 
On October 15, 1919, the order of exclusion was cancelled and he arrived at 
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Lahore on October 24, 1919, to undertake an‘extonsive tour of the province 
which was still licking up its wounds of the Martial Law regime, The 
Muslims were then getting agitated over the Kiillafat issue, After the 
Amritsar Congress Session in December . Mahatma Gunithi continued! his 
Punjab tour and elaborated: his triple theme of Setyagarh, Hundi-Mastim 
‘unity and the use of Swadeshi cloth, ‘The province was passing through very 
excited days. ‘The findings. of the Hunter Committes, published on May 28, 
1920, greatly dissatisfied the people. On the other han, the report of 
the Congress Inquiry Committee published earlier and the Minority Report 
fof the Indinn Members of the Hunter Committee severely criticised the 
actions of the Punjab Goyernment authorities and the public feeling rin 
very high. ‘There’ was widespread ditcontentment amongst the people atl 
‘over the province. Mahatma Gandhl supported the Non-Cooporation Pro- 
gramme approved by the All Indi Khilafat Conference, Rombsay. held) in 
February 1920, The 19h of March was observed as a! mourning day 
throughout the country agtinst the dismemberment of Turkey. There was 
‘complete hartal in all the towns of the province; but there wat no 
disturbance. The Khilafet ogitation way being intensified by holding 
numerous meetings In.which fiery speeches were delivered as. ulso by an 
intensive press propeganda. Mahatma Gandhi visited Punjab in July 1920, 
in the company of Shaukat Ali. Again there was a complete hartal on 
August 1, 1920, but thete occured no major incident. With the approval 
of the Congress in its session held at Nagpur in December 1920, Mahatma 
Gandhi formally launched the non-cooperation movement. Tt was in full 
swing in 1921. Mahatma Gandhi made an extensive tour of Punjab in 
February-March visiting /ater alia Bhiwani ant Kalanaur in Haryana. Hactals 
‘were repeatedly obverved in April in the towns of all the districts including 
Gurgaon. Congress Committees had been estublished in almost all the towns 
Of the district and so the movement was well-organised. Many volunteers 
‘were arrested for civil disobedience, picketing of liquor shops and defying 
law in various ways. Persons cooperating with the British administration 
were boycotted. Bonfires of foreign’cloth were made on August 1. On 
November 24, 1921, the provision of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 
XIV of 190%, Part Hy were extended to the Gurgaon district also. All 
voluntesr bodies were declared unlawful. Many perions were arrested und 
lodged in the police station which was then attacked by « crowd numbering 
two to three thousand, The police opened fire killing 3.and wounding 29. 
‘The situation was saved by the timely arrival of some troops of Alwar State. 
Then occured the violence at Chauri Chaura in Bihar on February 5, 1922, 
and the movement was withdrawn by Mahatma Gandhi, who was himself 
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arrested in March and sentenced to 6 years’ simple imprisonment, 

All India Mco Panctmyst. was founded in Alwar and in 1932, at Nub, 
the Meow were advised bo pay no interest om loans to the Hindu sehutors, 
Conferences were held im the Gurgaon ares in sympathy with the demands 
of the Meo population in Alwar state. British officers in India were unhappy 
with the Alwar ruler ani therefore, they instigated the agitation agsinst 
him, The Meo were already seathing with discontent and with the help of 
the Unionist. Party in the Punjab, 2 large-scale movement was started agsiost 
the Maharaja. Finally in May }933, the Alwar ruler was asked by the British 
Government to leave the state within 48 hours and sot to return tlk normal 
conditions had been restored. To the Meos, the movement represented a 
fight for the independence of Mewst asa consolidated and atitovomous 
Suute under the British. crown. With the appointment of a British political 
agent at Alwar, the menement fizzled out. 


By and targe, during he thirties and forties of the 20ch century, the 
Meos in the district supported the Unionist Party in the Punjab, This was 
a party of the landed aristocracy of the Punjab who irrespective of their caste 
and religion championed the cause of the Zumindars as against the town 


In the Congress sewion held at Lahore in December 1929, complete 
fadependence for India was adopted as the goal of their movement. January 
26, 1930, was observed all over India as the day of Independence. The 
historic Dandi March from Sabarmati Ashram on March 12, 1930, by 
‘Mahatma Gandhi was signal fora nation-wide imass civil disobedience move- 
‘ment. The people of the Gurgaon district also participated in it.and several 
arrests were mide. Almost all the people arrested wero released carly is 
1933, The district also participated in the individual civil disobedience 
movement staried by Mahatms Gandhi towards the end of 1940. Many 
pessoas were urresicd. The Quit India Movement of 1942, the last struggle 
‘before the attainment of Independence, had also. its impact on the district 
Several arrests were made and fines were imposed. 

Besides internal disturbances, the British Government had to face @ 
tetious threat from without, The battle of Indian freedom was now being 
fought ins different quarter and under different leadership. Subhash Chander 
‘Bose had organised Indian National Army (INA) outside India. Many 
'& personnel of the INA were from the Gurgaon district.'

One of the most significant political changes that have taken place 
‘after the Independence, hits been the formation of Haryana as a separate 
‘State on November 1, 1966, Gurguon became one of the districts of the mew 
‘State,

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During the following decade, ie. 1$81—91, the reduction of ascessment 
‘combined with good seasons resulted in an increase of 7.33 per cent in the 
Population. I is significant to note that during the decade, the Gurgaon and 
Firozpur thirks tahsils did not record any increase in population because these 
Thad always been the most buckward tahsils and took longer to recover from 
the adverse conditions than the others.* 


The Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1916, recorded the population of the 
istrict in 1901 as 7,46,208 persons,? which means an increase of 76,948 per- 
sons (11.30 per cent) over 1891. But this figure has been adjusted to 8,77,728 
Pervons according to the territorial jurisduction of the district prevailing on 
April 1, 1971.9 Therefore the latter figure has been adopted here. As a rosult 
of this adoption, the district recorded an increase of 2,08,799 persons 
(31.21 per cent) during the decade 18911901. In any case, the increase in 
population is attributable to exceptionally favouribic seasons between 1891 
and 1895, Although the harvests between 1895 und 1901 were poor, population 
mill showed a seady inctesse. As regards migrations, the following account 
given in the Gurgaon Distriet Gazetteer, 1910 on pages 37-8 should be of some 
interest — 

“The normal conditions may have been somewhat disturbed by the 
fimine of 1899-1900, but even so the very large preponderance of females over 
mules clearly marks the type of migration as reciprocal The migrations of 
the East Punjab 4s to whtich 1 quote the following remarks from the Census 
Report of 1891, (page 273) ‘There is of course reciprees! migration of an 
‘ordinary kind always going on between any two adjoining tracts, but the urn 
hus been especially applied to that migration of women which is occasioned by 
the mrriage customs obiaining in the east or most Hinduized part of the 
Privines, According to these customs the man must, of course, marry with 
in his own caste, but he is forbidden to marry girl from any substivision of 
the caste with which he ix already through is father or mother closely 
connccted, and as he generally is livingin the midst of villages inhabited by 
‘the clan or tribe to which his father belongs, he must go further afield for his 
bride. Custom too forbids a mesrizge with a village which is fa actual or close 
Proximity to his oWn, so the bride may not come from any of them. And the 
idea has so for developed that the respectability of the marriage js gauged more

or less by the distance from which the bride is brought. ‘The result of these 
regulations and feelings is that the brides are generally sought froma reason 
able-distance. And, speuking very roughly, for the purely sdministrative 
boundaries of districts have no appreciable effect on the custom, the brides 
may be sald! to be sought not within but beyond the borders of the district 
in which the intruding bridegroom tives.” 


“Another type of migration which affects the Gursson District is that 
which is termed “one-sided in the Census Report of 190] (Pago 73) There 
is crole,and apparently a stringent rule, among the Rajputs in Gurgaon that 
‘a daughter must alweys be given in murriage to the west, and a wife taken 
from the east, ‘Thus the Rejputs of Rewari get wives from Ujina, Sengel and 
Hathin on the eastern side of the distrct, but do not give daughters to. those 
in tho eastern tects. This custom is said to be in imitation of that fellowed 
in the portion of Rejputana which lies west of the Gurgacn district, znd it 
appears to have been followed for many generations.’ The percentages of 
immigrants and emigrants to the total population are as follows —

The decade 1911—21 witnessed inter alia the visitation of inluenza epi- 
demic in 1918-19 which took heavy toll of 22,660," According to the 1921 
Consus Report? mortality ad been the heaviest in the south-cust of the 
province (the then Punjab), but there was some doubt as to the figures of 
Gurgaon, as in that disteict there hod been an epidemic of relapsing fever 
going on concurrently With influenza and it had been impossible to separate 
the figures of mortality resulting from the two. ‘Thus the distcict would bave 
actitally shown a deorwase of 1,33,399 persoms (17.42 percent) but for the 
transfer of the Ballabgach tuhsil from Delhi district in 1912, which reduced 
ths decrease to $2,438 persons (6.85 per cent). 


The following two decades, ic. 1921—31 and 1931—41, recorded a 
‘gradual increase in population except that during 1921—al, this increase had 
been somowhat checked by mortality caused by cholera, smallpox and fever. 
‘Malaris had also spread in an epidemic form in the Ballabgarh tahsil.

The tower tate of growth (8 per cent) during the decude 1941—S1 was 
in consequence of shifting of the population following the Partition in 1947. 
The outgoing Muslims were mots numerous than the Incoming dixplaced 
persons.

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Villages —In.1951, the Gurgaon district Jwil 1,445 inhabited’ villages, 
15.1961, there were 1,580 villuges, 1,452 inhabited and 128 uninhabited’, in the 
istrict, Ya the Ballabgarh und Palwal tabsils, there were 42 uniahabited villages 
mostly in the ber area affected by the river. Inthe Nuh and Firscepur Jhirka 
tahsils, there were 47 uninhabited villages. The Rewa j and Gurgaon tabsils

After the Partition in 1947, most of the displaced pervons who sejtled here, 
hud come from the districts of Dera Ghazi Khan, Miapwali, Banny,Dera 
Ismall Khan und Muraffargarh. They spoke dilferent dialects of western 
Paujabls but with the lapse of time they picked up local dileets alvo, though 
their own dialiects have not influenced the local dialects to any appreciable 
degree. 

Forty-nine spoken languages or dialects were recorded as their mother 
tongue in the district during the 1961 Census.2 Hindi wus given as mother 
tongue by the largest number of persons, viz. $2.7 per cent, while 13.8 per cent 
gave Undu as thelr niother tongue, Mewat and Panjabi languages had 1.6 
Der cent each. The rest of the languages were insignificant as the following

‘The Hindus mostly follow traditional Hindu beliefs, The performance 
of sajna has been. gencralty replaced in Hindu ritual by worship (puja) of Vishan, 
Shiva, Rama, Krishins, Hanuman and various other minor deities, 
whose images are inostly found 'in the sume temple, Flowers and fruits and 
other offerings are laid before the gods. ‘Their images are bathed and dressed. 
every day and puja is performed both in the morning and evening, The ruralites 
are, however, indifferent observers of religion and it is their women-folk only 
who etre mare for rituils and cétemonies. They have their family priests ot 
purohies on:whom they depend for traditional observance of various auspicious

‘ut algo with other matters like ‘building «house, undertaking a journey or 
pilgrimage or starting ploughing of land. 

Tlic spiral'of.a pucea temple is noticeable in most towns and villages, 
Hindsism, however, also atinchera sacred character to cettain wells, tanks, 
fivers, tress, etc. ‘Phuus on sacted days, pilgrimage toriver Yamuna or to 
‘Retnal or tank nearby may be undertaken for bathing in it, Pipal treo 
(Bieus réigiousa) is looked upon with reverence in pursuance of an ancient 
tradition, Water is offared to it every day and sometimes, cotton threads may 
be wrinped around it, The cow is sacred to all Hindus and Nandi (Lond Shive’s 
bail) invariably appears in Shiva's templesin the Torm of a picture or a statue. 


Prctical religion often assumes the form of rituals cleborate or simple, 
according to persontl capabilities, Thus fasts are kept on holy days in a year 
or om particular days in a week accompanied sometimes, by performance of 
avands, or recitation of devotional songs (kiran) or reading from the religious 
lexts(karhay; Fasts mey be observed either on puré devotional grounds or 
witha View tonchicving some long cherished desire, Rituuts are also practised 
in an offort to produce rain or to stop it when it is excestive, to protect oneself 
against the evil eye, to propitiate the deities, etc. ‘There is, im fact , an eudless 
multiplicity of purposes and practices. To this may be added worship of the 
varioussymbols,the shalagram stone and tulsiplant. Small statues of Radha, 
Krishna, Sit, Ram, etc,, are also Kept in homes and worshipped, 

Tn villages, they also pray to Bhumia, the god of the homestead often 
called Rhera (a villags). Under some shade giving tree on x sriall masonary 
phitform stands the round shrine of Bhumia. It is dedicated to one of the 
founders of the village who is also sometimes attached to the name of Bhmnia. 
The special day for making offerings is chiullath of the fourteenth day of the 
junit month. The temple of Bhumia faces the east, The first few drops of 
milk are sprinkled on carth in dedication to Bhumia while milking cattle. ‘The 
bridegroom befure proceeding to the bride's house takes a round of his own 
village wad worships Rhumia ‘The worship is repested with his bride on 
fettim, Bhitmiz is also worshipped on the birth of a male child, Women 
‘often take their children to the shrine on Sundays, and the first milk of 
cow or buffalo: js always offered there. 

Asomewhat similar local deity who does notseem to be always clearly 
distinguished from Bhumia, tut whose shrine is often found in addition to that 
‘of Bhumis in the same village, is the Chauwand or Khéra Deota, Some 
say that itis tho wife of Bhumia, others seem to put itin the place of Bhumia, 
but iti woruhipped on Sunday,

Some of the Jats in the Gurgaon tahsil also have faith: in Sayyids, one 
Of such is known 2s Jugan Peer, and is located in village [lampur, A big fair 
isbeld inthis village on the ninth day of Bhudra. 

Sitlt Mata is worshipped by the people of villages and towns alike and 
there is-a temple of Sitla Mata in almost every village ot town. Phe most 
important among the Sitia Mita temples isthe onc located at village Gurgaon, a 
suburb of Gurgaon town, It is named after Masani, the goddess of smallpox,

Census figures. They are largely composed of Meos who predominate in the 
Firozpur Jhirka aud Nu tabsils.

Jains Lhe Jains mostly belong to Digamber sect aud they worship idols 
of 24 Tirthankars, the last of whom was Lord Mahavira and the last but one 
Parasnath or Parasva. Some of them belong to Sthanakvasi sect. They do not 
Delieve in idol worship but congregate at Sthunukas visited by Jain Munis. Five 
vows enjoined om men aret truth, wlimsa, celibacy, restraint of passions and 
non- steiling. The Jin pricsts ute required to obsevre these vows atrictly. 

‘Sikhs.—The Sikhs tive mostly in urban areas, “They vistt gurdhwaras 
where verses from the holy Grinth Sahib are recited. Besides observing some 
Hindu festivals, the Sikhs celebrate Gurupurbs (birthdays and martyrdom 
days of the Sikh Gurus) and Baisakhi which marks the birth of the Khalsa, 
Akhand Path is sometimes organised cither in thanksgiving for the fulfilment 
ofa desire oron the occasion of birth, marriage and death. No one is expected 
to appear bareheaded before the Granth Sahib. 

Christinns,—The Christians sre an insignificant minority (0.1 per cent) 
in the district, They “hold religious services in churches, Quite a few of

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‘them exist in the district, ‘The Church of Epiphany (adjacent to the District 
Courts), Gurgion, which was built in 1863, is the oldest one. 


‘Superstitions, —Supecstitions haye come to mankind from the past as a 
‘Part of cultural Keritage. We bind our minds with shackles of unreason and 
Mlogic and Jook upon simple material things xx magical signs of Ale suctess oF 
failure of the undertakings, or of the approach of good fortune or of calamity, 
‘These are knownas omens, In fact, omens are merely signs not causes. 
‘These themselves exert no power, but show that there is some power at work 
‘which will produce good or bad result, 


Although scientific investigition today has proved beyond doubt that 
material phenomena cannot have non-material origins, such is the hold of 
superstitions on Man’s mind that it confines to remain an inherent part, of 
our nature. The numerous superstitions beliofs of this disttict are mostly 
the same xs found in other districts of the State. While starting on u journey, 
People avoid ill omens, The sight of a persan carrying cow-alung cakes or Wood, 
Asnake, donkey or pig, om exitfrom the house on some business, i» considered 
inauspicious, Sneezing at such a moment is also considered as a bad omen. 
lighting of an owl of a crow on a house ix considered. bad! und scarecrows 
‘re placed on house tops to frighten such birds of ill omen, ‘The farmers do 
‘not work theit cattle ill midday on Amavas even in an emergoncy, It is be- 
Tieved that there are lucky and unlucky days for undertaking a journey, sowing 
and harvesting , Saturday and Sunday are considered unlucky days for travel- 
ling and harvesting and Wednesday ix regarded as inauspicious for sowing. 
‘Tuesday and Saturday are not proper for sale of cattle or even a haircut. Phe 
Peg for tethering cattle is generally not inserted on a Tuesday, 


‘Among. the good omens are @ buck or x dove crossing one's path from 
left to right  dholi chiei (grey sbrike) crossing on one's Jolt; moeting a woman 
carrying two pots of water on her hend, and someone coming ftom an other 
Village with grain or sweetmest, oF coming actoss a cow or a deer. Pesoocks 
and pigeons are considered to be sacred, Pips, barh and ber trees ato re- 
irded good and auspicious, If people meet with good omens, they feel 
happy and interpeet these omens in their favour. Bosides, at the sturt of a new 
enterprise, they take every care to avoid ill omens, and walt for good omeas 
or even crete them so, 





Te has been observed that young people believe in omens much less than 

the older generation, men much less than women and literate people tnuich less 

“han illiterate. People whose earning is uncertnin believe more in omens 
Sompared to thos: whose income is mote or less certain,

‘The worst thing that superstition does {s that it damages self-confidence 
‘ind blunts the edge of dynamic thinking. This evil needs to be eradicated: 
But the traditional superstitions will disappear only with the spread of 
educition pnd cultivation of scientific attitude of quostioning to find the truth, 


Festrvats AND FAIRS: 


Festivals and fairs re an integral pct of religious life. The 
common festivals celebrated by the Hindus are Holi, Janam Ashtamé, 
Dusichma and Diwali, Whe minor festivals are Shivratri, Guggt Naumi, 
Solono (Raksha Bandhan) and Bhaiya Du), Mela Masani Mata or Sitla Mate 
ka Mela and Mala ‘Chat Bhadon or Baldey Chhat are the more. important 
fairs held in the district Mla Pir, Mela Burha Baba or Mela Vankhandesh- 
wat, Mela Suraj Kund, Mela of Ravan of Meos and Mela Jhirka are of local 
importance, 


Tho more important festivals and fairs wre velebnated by the Hindus here 
asin other parts of the State and country, [tis, therefore, not necessiry to 
tive a detailed account of theit observance except when there is something 
distinctive or peculiar to this district in the celebrations of any of them, For 
cexumple, Holi is celebrated ts Mela Phooldo! at village Bhiduki (lahsil Palwaly 
with, great gusto. People commemorate Lord Krishna's playing Holt with 
Gpikas by sprinkling of coloured water on oné another, Full of ecstasy, they 
dance and sing to the beating of drums. The numberof visitors on such 
ocasions is estimated wt ten thousand, 


Nawni.—ttis a religious festival connected with snake wonhip 
obsorved ot Bhidra 9 (August September), A number of Jegends have clus 
tered around Gugya, He is also called Gugga Pir, Zahir Pir ( the Saint Ap- 
parent), Soms refer to him us Boggarwala (He of the Bagit) because of his 
grave near Dadrewa (Ganganagar district of Rajasthan) in the Bagar tract which 
heis said to have rulad over. He is belicved to have flourished about tho 
middle of the 12th century. He was a Hindu and his proper name was Gugga 
Bir (Gugga, the Hero), The Muslims also flock to his shrine and his mame 
has been altered ta Gugga Pir (Gugga Saint), while in the opinion of many, he 
himself became & Muslim, Gugga had a peculiar power of curing snake 
bits, Monday ishis day, the 9this his date and Bhadra 9th the date on which 
Guggs desextided (ato earth, To commemorate this event, fairs are held at 
hhis shrine every yeur on this date. Those who do not attend the fair go out 
search of holes that might contain some snake and pouron it Kachelt fasst 
(Gilutod milk) and sewian (cooked vermicelli). 
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Gugga Pir's shrine is distinguished by its square shape with minurets 
and domed roofand is always known as. mari, Some of the places where the 
festival ia celebrated in the Gurgion district are Islampuir, Gurgaon, 
Facrukhnwgar, Nant Kala, Guraora, Paueudi, (aki) Gurgion), Nai 
(Qahsil Firozpur Jhirka), Bissar Akbarpur, Rethaura and Hathin (tahsil 
Nuh), 


‘Mela Misani Mata o¢ Sitla Mata ka Mols.—Chief umong the faies of 
the district is that of the goddess of smallpox, Masani. Popularly known ag 
Sitla Mata ka Mela, it is held in village Gurgaon, suburb of Gurgaon town, 
At the temple of Sitln Mata. This goddess is believed to help her devotees to 
ward off smallpox, There is @ temple of another godless in the village, She is 
called Choganan Mata-on account of hertcinple being located near the main 
crossing (hogan) Of the village. Ik is beligved by somo poople that she is the 
Younger sister of the godiless Masani, This temple is stuled 10 have been built 
by Ulie sweepers of the village when they Were not allowed iccess to the temple 
of Miusani Mata. It is, however, now visited. by all shades of visitors without 
tiny distinction of caste or sub-caste. 


‘Tradition has it that Kirpal or Lalita, the wife of Dronacharya used to 
live in Keshopur, village inthe Union Territory of Dolhi, He visited the 
village duly to 432 his wife, waers she busiod herself in attending to the ehikdten, 
sepszially ths disexsed ones, People called her Muta (mother ) out of affection 
and fespsct- Once Dronacharya, dstaincd by circumstances, could not yo 
fovecher for sometime: The ideal wife, unuble to bear the separation, burnt 
Kerielf to dsath inthe spirit of a true sarl. A temple was buile tiv her honour 
by the villagers and she began to be remembered as Maia Sitla ot Mata Masani, 
fe. the goddess of smallpox. 


‘Tots said that tore than three centuries ago, Masani Mother appeared 
ina dream to Chaudhti Singh Ram alias Singha, « fiof holder of village Gur. 
‘on. She expremed hor desire to leave Keshopur and come to Gurguon, 
‘She bade him build « place for her asi authorised him to appropriate all the 
offfetings made to her. 


To the south of the viligs, les # pond neat the temple of Dronacharya, 
Ais sald. that Singhs selected this spot-as tho site for installing the statue of 
goddess Misaai bitt the goddess urged him in one way oF the other not to tress- 
‘puss on the territory belonging to the Guiri. Therefore, Singha built the shrine 
to the north of the village, he village was divided into two portions known 
as Sins and 12 ‘biswus. Singha lived in the portion of 8 bisway 
‘Whereas the shrine was set up in the portion falling under 12 biswas. 


Prom ” 

‘The legend goes that even ufict Singha hid brought nd. {stalled the 
goddess Masani, after hor own heats desire, at village Gurgaon, the residents 
Of Keshopus continucd to dispute the claims of Gurgson folks, ‘This contro- 
very was put st rest during the time of Begum Saiiru, the Governor of 
Thwrin under the Mughils. Her chitd who hat contracted syuillpox wes 
(ated after being conszcrated in the preseribed manner before the goddess Masani 
At Gurgaon, Te was thence finally established that the godess hd begun to 
live at village’ Gurgaon. 


‘The present temple bullding'is said to have been built by Jawahar Singh, 
the chieftain of Bhiratpiir, in memory of his victory over Delhi for which he 
invoked the blessings of the goddess. A pond Is attached to the teniple now, 
Afew people cite the name of Suraj Mal of Bharatpur in plice of Jawahar 
Singh, 


The image of the godisess is of mixed metal wlth gold-polish and weighs 
bout 4 Kilograms, Tels kept in a Wooden casket whick is placed on a stnbll 
marble platform in the temple. The statue rembins in the Possession of the 
‘Puidri (priest) who moves it to the shrine only When it is needed. The main 
Purpose for which the devotees come to pay hommge and make offerings isto en 
treat the goddess to help them ward offsmallpox. This Purpose is uchicved by 
Foquiring the poople w visit the temple for the performance of iipartant 
ceremonies, This Is done by a ceremony known as Jal dena; the 
devotees spond a sleepless night at the temple chanting hymns and songs in 
honour of the goddess, A seotion of the visitors eome for the mundan ceremony 
(the first huir-cutting ceremony) of their children and offer the crop of hair ut 
‘the altar of the goddess, Aniong other visitors married. couples also come to 
invoke the blessings of the goddess for a huppy married life, 


‘The fait is held on two days in a woek. i.e. Monday and Tuesday. ‘The 
fame of the shrine hus spread fo distant places. The pilgrims now come from 
allover India, Men and Women are almost equal in number, ‘The attendanice 
is at its peak during the month of Chaitra (March-April) when all the roads 
leading to the village and the village site are found full of bustling humanity. 
‘Mre than one lakh people are estimated to visit the fair on this occasion, It 
bespzaks of the faith that people. especially the simple country folk, still repose 
in traditional fairs and miraculous cures, The railways and the Haryana Read+ 
‘ways authorities provide special trains and buses from Delhito Gutrguon and 
back for the convenicnse of the pilgrims. ‘The attendance is considerable during 
the three suoceeding months, and then-again in the Asuj navratrae, However, 
inthe month of Srawana ((July-August), members of the Scheduled Castes like 
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‘Saperas and Sansis alone ¢omé to attend the fair, other castes generally do not 
attend iu that month, 


In addition to this fair being celebrated in village Gurgaon, it is also 
held for one day at Fihara in the Gurgaon tahsil and’at Tiguon fas Sitht Devi 
Fait) in the Ballabgarh whsil, Kuownas Budho Mata ka Mela or Mela Budho 
‘Mata, itis held for one day at two other villages of the same name, i.e. Mubarik- 
pur, one in the Gurgaon tahsil and the other in the Pataudi sub-tahsil 


Mela Chhat Bhadoo or Baldev Chhat.—Thisis another important) religious 
fair of the district which is held to celebrate the birth anniversary of Balrama 
or Baldeva, elder brother of Lon Krishna and,to cominomorate the killing by 
him(Baldeva) of the demon Pralambasur whereupon he founded Palwa} town, 
‘The legend goes that near about 1857, the Maharaja of Bharupur was bringing 
‘aur image of Baldeva from Delhi, ‘The wheels of the chariot got jammed at 
Palwal and would not move despite the chariot beiug dmgued by u hundred 
hhorses tied to it, The Maharaja then declared that if it be the will of the Lord. 
that the Image sbould remain there, then let it bo so; but the chariot should 
move with the usual complement of two horses only. ‘The remisining horses 
Wore unfustened und only two horses drove away the chariot. So a temple 
was erected at the place and the {nage was installed in its [i is estimated that 
about one lakh visitors attend this fair which is held for throe days in the month 
of Bhadon (August-September), People worship Baldeva in the temple, 
Thavikis are taken out ina procession wad the effigy of Kansa, the demon king, 
is burnt. 


‘This fair is also beld for four days in Hodal town and for three days in 
Ballabgurh town and is attended by about 15,000 and. 70,000 people respectively, 
‘Fhe fair is-also held at villages Chhapraula and Bhundicri (for two days) in the 
Palwal tahsil and at villages Pati, Dhauj and Fatehpur Tigga(for one day) in the 
Ballabgarh tabail, 


‘Mela Pir. This religious fait, is held ont Baisakh Puranmashi (full moon 
of April-May) for two days ut village Kaushuk in the Palwal tahsil, According 
to the legend, the (aga was once ruled by Raja Rod. He wanted to relieve the 
Gijars, one of his subject tribes, of their cows and buffaloes. ‘They went to 
4 Sidh’ Mahatma living near the bank of the Yamuna. He gave them a bow and 
anuurrowand asked them to shoot the arrow at the Raja's army. ‘They 
id likewise: and the result wes that she soldiers of the Raja’s arniy began to fight 
‘among themselves and perished, Afler this, the Sidh Mahatma threw a rod 
and said "Jahan parega kata, yahan baseye Kuslusk™ (Kushak would be inhabited 
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At the plice where the rod would fall); Kushak village came up at the place 
Where the rod fell, ‘The Gujars brought the Sidh to Kushak: bur after a few 
days, he left his mortal frame while in samadhi(meditation). Both Hindus 
and Muslin became his followers and the Muslims called him a Pir. The fair 
is held in his honour. {tis attended by about 3,00) people, People celebrate 
the occasion by taking a holy dip in the Yamuna, 


‘Mela Burha Baba or Mola Vankhandeshwar. —This religious fair is held 
{n Palwal town for one day in the month of Magha (January-February), It 
is attended by about 2,000 persons mostly women and children. ‘They worship 
At the temple which is without an image. According to legend, Palwal as 
formerly surrounded by deep woods, und people, before passing through the 
woods, used to Worship a statue of Lord Shiva, The Vankhandeshwar, Lord of 
Jungles-and seek his protection. Later, the Muslims destroyed the image and 
converted the priests to fslam and they ure still Muslims, The general  bellef 
is that the ashes of the place cure skin disease. Another story is that a trader of 
this place got huge profits and constructed the temple and the tank, 


Mela Suraj Kuad,—A religious fait, itis held on every Sunday inthe 
month of Stavana (July-August) at village Lakarpur in the Ballabgarh tahsil, 
About 2,000 visitors are estimated to attend the fair which is celebrated by 
taking a holy dip in the tank. According to one legend, Suraj, Commander 
of Raja Anang Pal, ruling over a small state became avictimof leprosy. 
Following. the instructions of'a Sadhu, he took bath in the rainy water standing 
fiere and was cured, He constructed tank at the spot and the fair begat to 
be held. Another legend is that Raja Anang Pal had no male issue, He 
arranged a big yitina at which all devtas (gods) were invoked, Suraj; the Sun 
god, also exme but he had to be requested to return because nobody could 
ttand his heat. The tank, Suraj Kund, was used as Havan Kind for that 


sajna, 


‘Muhadey ka Mela, —This religious fiir is held for one day once in the 
Month of Phalguns (Febpiary-March) and again in the month of Sravans(July 
August) at village Inchhapuri in the Gurgaon tahsil, It is attended by about 
5,000 people. People worship god Shiva and goddess Parvati and mike offer- 
ings of milk, flowers and Ganga water, [1 is sid that overs hundred. years 
ago, while digging the earth people came.across idols of Shiva, and Parvati which 
they fuiled to remove. Then they built a temple over thom considering. them 
s spontaneous appearance of Shiva and Parvati. 


Mela of Rayan of Meos—Religiows and recreational in character, this

fair is held for three days in the month of Chaitra (March-April) st Firozpur 
Shirks, {tis associated with Ruyana of Meos, It is attended by about 8,000 
persons among whom the Mcos predominate. Wrestling, feats by Sazigars, 
deawatic performuicss and puppet shows aré some of the attractions st the fair. 


‘Mola Thicks,—This religious fair, which is dedicated to god Shiva, is 
held for three days in the months of Sravana(July-August) and Phalgana (Feb- 
muury-March) at Firozpur Jhirka. I is attended by several thousand persons. 
People take bath at the shar (spring) and offer prayers and offerings in Lord 
Shiva’s temple whore bhajans (religious sonys) are sung and kirrans held. 


‘Muslims (M205), till recently, used to celebrate Hindu festivals and fairs. 
Although they have now timed t0 oftliodos Isham it has been noticed that they 
still enjoy « particular group dancing on the occasion. of the Holi festival—a 
festivity shared in common with the Hindu commusities of the region. In this 
perfyranince the village boys and gitis married to them form into two separate 
artics, one facing the other with a large drum known as the Nagqera in. the 
cents. ‘The male party advances towards the'drum: while kezping the tune 
with the Holi songs sung in unisou, Meanwhile the female group recedes in 
the sime manner until the boys have struck the Nagqans and begin to recede, 
‘Then the gitls advanos while the tune continues and they beat the Naqgara in 
fini, ‘This ebb and flow goss on being repeated ong into the moonlit 
night and on rire occasions light drinks.are also serve “Such festivities “had 
ceased altogether ufter the Partition (1947) and particularly 90 in the Nuh region 
‘ut reports indicate that they are cowing into their own again.” 


It is; however, significant thar the women-folk among the Mcos, or the 
Meoniey as they are called. participaty in equal proportion to their-men in the 
fairs hold at pluces associated with Sheikh Must, Shah Chokha, Bhartri Hari 
and Lal Das. Even near Nuh,a fargo fair assembles on the occasion of the Teej 
festival, ‘Phe majority of the patticipunts consist of the Meos in their best cloth- 
ingand with their traditional turbans and lathls. "Ihe Moo women also’ 
Participate freely in this fair and come from far off villages in. bevies of lightly 
coloured feminity and singing Songs reverberating Usrough the hills of Mewat, 


However , the celebration of Muslim festivals fike Td-ul-Fitr, Id-ulZuha 
and Shab-i-Barat, is gaining more popularity ‘among the Meos. Sweet dishes 
und boiled siyeet rice are prepared in Muslim homies om the occasion of Id-ul- 
Fitr and people wear new cloties, On the occasion of {d-ul-Zuha they sacri 
fice goats and distribuwe their taw or cooked meat among Sriends and re- 
Jatives, Feastsarelisld on this day und daughters and sisters are preseuted with

‘gifts and new clothes. Besides, Muharram is celebrated on the 10th of Mu- 
harram month of Hijri ent to commemorate the martyrdom of Ali and his 
two sons, Processions of Tazias are taken out in villages Chahikx, Guarka, Jai 
Singhpur, Tain, Guraksar, Ransike(tahsil Nah), Nagina, Sakras, Doha, Biwan, 
Lohings Kalan, Kherla Punahana, Khori Shah Chothi, Bisru, Punrhana and 
Bichhor (tahsil Firozpur Thirla), 


Besid=+ these, other fairs are also held in this district at some places of 
worship of of tolitist intsrest, “These have been mentioned in the Chapter on 
"Places of Interest’. 


SOCIAL LIFE 


SOCIAL GRours 


The populition of the district as stated earticr is predominantly Hindw 
and its important traditional social groups are Ahirs, Jats, Rajputs, Gujars, 
Brahmans, Banias and the members of the Schedulod caste, The Kambos, 
Khatris and Arotas have come to the district after the Independance, The 
only Muslims are Meos, Ahirt, Jats, Gujars, Brahmans, Kambos atid Meos 
being the chief agricultural communities of the district preponderate in the 
rural area, 


Ahirs are -chisfly found in the northern part of the Gurgzon tahsil. 
Though various other folk etymologiss are current,’ the-name Ahir, sccording 
to HLA Rose, is derived from the Sanskrit abjira,a milkman, As to tir origin, 
‘a.nitmnber of traditions are current.. The Ahris’ own tradition, mentioned by 
Rose, is that a Brahman once tooka Vaisya girl 0 wife and: her-offspring. were 
pronounced amat-nnigha or outcaste; that azzin a daughter of the amatssamgyas 
married a Brahman, and her offspring were called abhirs (i.e, Gopas or herds- 
men}, 2 wond corrupted into Ahir. According to the Delhi District Gazetteer, 
1883-84,* ‘Their (Ahirs") tradition claims for thom « Rajput origin, and the story 
$06 that, when the incsniation of Krishan (Krishna) took place in Bindmuban 
(Vrindavan), some demon cartied off the cattle of an ancestor of the tribe and 
also the un himself who was tending them. Krishna by his omnipotence, 
crested a man for the purpose of tenuling the cattle, and brought back the cattle 
for him to take care of, and his dewendants were henceforth to be called Ahirs, 
“This is. curiously Irésh story, and does not deal well with the original herdsman; 





L Onc of these in chiar, “snako-kilier”, due to the ict that Lord Krishna hod 
‘once: killed @ suake. But according to the Shrimad-Bheysur, Skand 10, Adhpaye 17, Lord 
‘Rekboe did pot kil. the mike, bot. brought it out of the Yamuna,

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‘butanother tradition steps in to.add that the defeated and dissppointed demon, 
‘when he saw his evil intentions thwarted, brought hack the abducted cattle 
‘driver, so that he and Krishna's man have between them to account for the 
tribe.” 


‘The Ahirs are divided into three Whanps or subcastes, viz. Nandbansi, 
Jagubansi and Gualbanst, ‘The Jadubansi Ahirs, who claim to be descendents 
‘of the Yad, a nomadic race, have SSigots.* They were probably by origin 
‘a pastoral caste, but in Haryana they are now exclusively agricultural, and stand 
in quite the first rank as husbandmen. ‘They are also supposed to ,have given 
their name to the Abirwati dialect. 


‘The Jats are Stout hard-working cultivators, They predominate in the 
Palwal tahsil, 


"The Rajputs, who are found all over the district, largely depend on service 
in the army. 


‘The Gujars are chisfly in the villages of the Gurgaon and Ballabgarh 
tahsils adjoining the hills and are mostly a pastoral rather than an agricultural 
tribe, Lately, they have, however, settled down in agriculture in the Ballabgarh 
and. Palwal tahails. 


‘The Brahmans ure chiefly of the Gaurclan and arescattered in the Palwal, 
Ballabgarh and Gurgaon tahsits. They generally live on agriculture but are 
Indifferent cultivators, The displaced agricultural people have settled mostly 
in Bahora Kalan, Dhankot; Chumaba and Badshahpar(Gurgaon tabsil); Taons, 
Hathia, Ujina, Malab and Ghasiara (Nuh tahsil); Nagina, Mandi Kher and 
Punahana (Firozpur Jhirka tahsil); Pingor, Rasulpur, Seoli, Gudhralis, Likhi 
and Hasanpur (Palwal tahail); and Gaunchhi, Fatehpur Biloch and Mehena 
(Rallabgarh tahsil), 


‘The Kambos are an agricultural tribe unmatched for their hard work,

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Due to their tenacity and persistence, they have succeeded in getting the best 
fand in the district allotted to them. 


‘The Vaish community, which is concentrited in urban areas, is mostly 
engaged in business. 


‘The Khatris and Aroras settled here after the Partition of India, 
have brought new life to villages. They are excellent traders and shop- 
Kecpers, 


‘Fhe district has also a large number of people of the artisan classes, Bo- 
cause all of them cannot find work, a good many of them have taken to cult 
vation und: are working ad tenants, and agriculiural labourers, Kumhars, 
simple folks, belong to the caste of potters. Some of them work at the wheel 
and others wander with donkeys in search of work. They are mosily led by 
@ Jamadar who is the Jeader of the group working outside the village. He 
deals with the contractors on behalf of his people. The income of Kumbars has 
shrunk duting recent years. Mast of the Kumhars worked in the salt mines now 
in Pakistan; but after the Partition this avenue of employment was lost co therm. 
Extension in communications has taken away another part-time occupation 
of this community. When communication was difficult, a Kunihwe could buy a 
‘few matthds of grain, transport this on his donkey's back and earn a few rupees, 
Since a lange family is an asset to a Kumbar, the men get married at the age of 
16 or even earlier, a widowed girl may hive a Karewa niarriuge or if her parents 
can afford it, she may have # marriage ceremony conduoted by Brahman priests, 
which is equal in status to the first marriage, They, however, do. not marry 
‘outside their community. 


‘Muslinis by religion, the Meos claim to be Rajputs by descent although 
this claim cannot be considered to have bean definitely established. Many Meos 
believe that they. are descended from the Chindravanshi, the Suryavanshi and 
Agnikula Rajput nobility of old times, As such they connect themselves with 
fone of the other clan, the Fomaras, the Yadavas, the Chauhans (Chahamanas) 
and the Rathors.* It has been suggested that they might be descendants of 
some primitive Indian tribes who also became Rajputs. In any case, in spite 
of being converted to Islam they have followed the customs and cultural practices

Women ssy ximax 
jn their houses, “The Mullah is” respected and Is given customary offerings on 
‘various occasions like births, deaths and festivals, Jumma Nimazis held on 
every Friday and the Muslims assemble in /dgihs, mosques of some other 
scheduled. places. 


‘Aniy Meo will say that the tribe is divided into twelve pis and fifty 
‘two gots; bat no two enumerilions of the pals precisely correspond; and the 
Fifiyciwo gotr include the pule and are nat,as would atfirst appear, in addition 
ta them. ‘The Meos claim descent chiefly from three branches or Bans of the 
Rajpats and twelve sub-branches or pals enumerated below :—

“Ae fact to be noted however is that in many cases whole villages often 
consist of Meos who belong, to. single Pal and in most of the larger villages 
tho Moos belonging to particular Pals constitute separate and distinct localities 
dotiganted by the names of the respective Pals. ‘The.same holds good for the 
Gotras—the Meos belonging to each Gotra live by themselves slightly spart fram 
those befonging to ather Gotras. 


“Each Meo is thus aware of the Pal of the Gotra to which hie belongs 
asalso the Pals and the Gotras to wiiich most of his acqutintarices belong: This 
geographical segregation of the people of one Pal or Gotra from those of another, 
‘even if nominal and indistinct, is sufficient to give the inhabitants of each 
Meo Kheds, villige, or each Pads, section in a village, a: distinct: Mentification, 
‘Bich Meo recognives every other Meo to belong 10 his own community, but 
cach Meo also ktiows the Pal ant Gotra distinctions which separate him from 
‘oF attache hint to, other Meos. 


“The Méos living: in each such geographical units—whetherit be a village 
or only a section of a village— thus constitute & single family the boys and girs 
of which are taught to regard themselves as brothers and sisters, ‘Marsinge- 
detweea.a boy and'a girl belonging to the same Gotra —which las thus become 
both a lineal and geographical unit—comes to be regarod as iicest. "2

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Socially, the Mcos are a well-knit community, capable of united action 
jm an emergency. Being a poor, backward and umophisticated people, they 
can be ensily Jed, They are able to cke out their living by sheer dint of hard- 
workin the inkinpltsble rainfed wreas ofthe Nuh and Firoepur Jhirka tabsils. 
Bur they have neglected to develop their land. 


‘The poverty of the Moes {s accentuated by their wathrifty habits. They 
‘aro so lavish in expenditure that the failure of one harvest phingos them 
irretrievably into debt. 


Early marriage is another bune of the Meos. ‘This is considered as a 
safeguard against sexual laxity, Before a gitl has reached her prime, ahe ik Already 
4 mother to be ‘classed among the matrons rather than among the young women. 
Further, the strong commumity feeling lends 10 muich waste on ceremonies ; 
the whole sub-tribe may have to be ftvited to w wedding or a funeral feust, 
‘Knoven as kaj this feasts. an expensive affair as ts cize denotes the prosperity 
‘of the host. The custom fortunately is on the decline under the inexorable 
presmure of eemomic circumstances. 


The Meo women do not observe purdah, It is said that the Meos owe, 
more than any other tribe of the district , a great deal to the energy of their 
women. They do most of the ficld-work except ploughing and clod-cruthing 
nd they would do these also if thore were no social stigma. signifying 
widowhood attached to this work. 


‘Fasoty Lire. 


‘The size of the family living together depends largely on custom and 
circumstances. Some fumilies are very large and inctude tindes are roof, more 
in.rural than im urban areas, grandmother and grandfather, sors with, their 
‘wives, and sometimes oven daughters with their fuusbands, and many grand 
children. Broadly speaking, this jointfamily system though traditionally 
prevalent, is. slowly breaking up winder the stress of eocial and economic cit- 
ciimstancos. ‘Transfer of property, acquired by individuals, by making a will, 
is becoming common, ‘Townsfolk belonging to rural areas, often partition 
and neglect thoit properties. in the villages ; they hiddly ever go back to rural 
‘areas, “Thus tho tendency to shift from rural to urban areas is helping to 
Tiquidats the joint family system in the villages. Family life is becoming more 
and more individualistic, 


INHERITANCE 


‘The traditional type of inheritance among Hindus prevailed before the 
enforcement of the Hindu Sueoession Act, 1956, when sons used to inherit 
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the intestate property after the death of the futher, and if there was no som, tho 
widow of the deceaved inherited It, The widow had, however, only life interest 
in the property and she was not legally entitled to dispose it of as she Hked, 
Except siridhma, a woman was not supposed to be the list owner of property. : 
nor could a martial daughter claim share in her father's property. 


Now acconting to the Hindu Succession Act, 1956, sons and daughters, 
the mother and the widow along other heirs! of the deceased, inherit the 
intestate property simullancously. A daughther has as good a claim to her 
father’s property as a som, provided the father does not debur her by law (itr 
case of his self-acquired property only), However, in spite of the right conferred 
by law, [t appears to have become a general practice for the girls not to claim, 
‘any part of the intestate propery. In the absence of a brother, a git! may 
Some time give her land to her near relations, though in such vases she usually 
fetains her right to property, 


MasuuAce CusToMs Axo Morais 

There are two predominant forms of mutrixge, viz., Vinah (Hindu 
marciage) and Nikah (Muslim marriago). ~Andnd Karg) is the system of 
‘marriage Which prevails among the Sikhs, Kerewe, anather form of widow- 
marriage, is also prevalent. Early marriage was the rule in the district im the 
Pastand there was no age limitat which the marriage could take places but 
with the enforcement of the Child Marriage Restraint Act, 1930, there is a 
marked tendency to defer the age of marriage beyond the age specified in 
the Act.* “However, early marriage is prevalent among the Meos, 


‘Marriage is negotiated by the parents of the boy snd the girl but sometimes 
the help of a ni (barber) is invitionally sought to arrange things between the 
Parties, After the settlement, the parents of the girl offer revkué (saffron powder) 
tothe boy and the ceremony marks the settlement! of rtarriage which is 
anaouiced. Betrothal follows the eka ceramony. In the caso of Moos, no 
teeka or betrotvil ceremony takes place but either « mui or the fiunily mut if 
ho still exists, goes to boy's house with a smull earthen pot containing sarson oil, 
@ pice of turmeric and a coin and the wedding date is fixed finally. Among 
Hindus, peell chitrhi (a letter smeared over with turmeric) is sent from the girl's 
sid2 proposing the date of murriage, which is confirmed by the boy's side, 
Negotiations in respect of the time of the lidkon (auspicious moment), nun ber

Prior to the» 
mmatiage party proceeding to the bride's house, the coremony of ghurchuart 
takes place, The bridegroom tides a mare amd takes a round of his locality 
and wordhips Bhusnia or other. gods.in a temple. ‘The mariage party 


couple goes round four to seven times around the sacred fire ; in the fitat three 
rounds of the fire the bride toads andi the next the bridegroom, Dering the 
courte ‘of the wedding; the tenots of macried life are read outto the wedditye 
couple, the main principles being chastity, sincerity, faithfulness t0 each other 
aul promises to stick ‘together through thick and thin. In the case of anand 
Raraj. the wedding couple goes round the holy Guru Granth Sahib insteat! of 
the scared fire, Besides, some extracts from the holy Granth are read which 
ssuictify the union. 


‘AMeo martieseatly. The wedding isa prolonged affair. Tris preceded 
by yearlong preparations. Although polygany Is permissible, a Meo usually 
hhas ono wife, As widow marriage Is allowed in. Islam, a young: widow 1s 
generally rial to the brother of the devessed husband. This js dome xo that: 
the family property is not divided or does not go out of the family. “inspite 
‘of rigid rues of sanguinty-—customs defining who can marry who, clopenents 
‘aré not rare, Dut they are not taken lightly either."*, 


Eacller, a beide-price was charged. According to ‘the tribal custom 
anything between Rs, 200 and Rs, $,000 was demanded and paid for a girt. 
"Tite price depestiod om the ages’ This was due to the esonomic importance of 
‘women Who work in the fields. ‘The custotn is mostly extinet now and, instend,, 
parents now give a dowry and entertain big marriage parties. 


Meo marriages ure gencrally held in the moath of May and June after the 
crops have been harvested. The ceremonies begia with Jagan. followed by 
hate nate, and ban nota. Dinners are served to the groom and his people by 
felatives and the-residents of the village. Mustard oil is sent 10 the bride's 
people a week before the marriage. During bendi-ha-nas four days before the 
foarriage, ladius are distribuied ia the village by the groom's family. Botna and 
banvane involve giving an oil bath to the groom two days before the wedding. 
‘Tho baraat f received by the brides people on the outskirts of the village. Money 
is distributed by the bride's people xziong the Barvat. 


“Phe nitoh is performed in the village mosque according to the Istamio. 
1, Hashim Antic All, The Mose of Mewat, 1970, p. 61. 
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custom. The Maulvi recites some verses from the Koran and asks for the consent 
of the girl, As socit as the girl's consent is received the Maulvi aks the boy's 
consent, and the nikalwamais signed, ‘The legal ceremony docs not take mone 
than ten minutes, After this, dried dates (ehhoharas) are distributed among the 
guests. 


‘The araat js sorved rice inearthen ware with migar and pure ghee sprinkled 
omit, After the feast, the guests cary a spare-dish called Kofel and. present it 
‘to any houscholder of the village who provides them: the mecossary fucilitics for 
the stay. The Koral signifies that the petson’ {sa baraael. Satisfactory arrange 
‘ments for the siay of the baraat is 9 matter of respect und dignity for the whole 
village, The baraat leaves after two days. The bride's relatives go to the 
grooms village and briny her'back afters couple of days. Or the girl remains 
in her parent's home fora year or {wo-till she attains muturity, Her departure 
to her husband's house, is called sauna, 


Evory year x colosial umount of money is poured into Weddings. ‘Whe 
miinous expenditure on weddings today appears inevitable because hosts vie Witt 
‘one another in holding pompous receptions. The surprising thing is shat 
people spend lavishly though not all of them have-money, Some take a Joan 
froin rapacious monay-lenders at exorbitant rates Of interest and thon spend 
a lifetime in-paying back the moncy, “Thay indulge in this showy and wasteful 
overspending lest their relatives should siiggor and gossip, 


Rich and poor both take matriage parties in tuxies and. tractor trollies. 
Private cars which are used as taxies charge exhorbilantly. The social status 
of bride-groom is judged fromthe number of taxies hired for taking the marriage 
party. Tho bride is given various gifts by her pureats and relatives so ax to set 
Up & new home. Besides jewellery and money too, a bride often brings her 
Atounesu and articles of utility, ©g, furniture, owtresses, cooking utensils, etc. 
‘The dowry is presented according to the status of the family. Among Meos, ~ 
owry is known as san which includes « lot of money, cattle aid carts. The 
dowry, system has become a tyranny for poor parents who cannot afford it, 
Radicalchanges in the marriage customs have, therefore, become vitully tioces- 
sary. Tt is a happy sign that the Meos re alakening to all this avoidable 
‘and wasteful expenditure ani there isan umber-current to simplify the ceremonies, 
Jessen the duration of the stay of buraazs and reduce the dowry. 


Restrictions on mucriage alliance. —Every olanin thedistrictis exogamous, 
ie. while cyery man must mary into his own tribe, no man can marry into his 
own clan. “The restrictions on the marriage alliance ure Wescribed in the 
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Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910, as follows — 

“Amoag the Abis, Brahown, Tags, Jat (Hindu and Musalman), Hindu 
‘Gaurwa, Agri, and probably the Mallah tribes, as well as among 
some Musalinan Gaurwas,2 man may not marry a woman belonging 
1 aay of the following gors —

These restrictions. are now giving way to some extent and the suit- 
ability of 4 match becomes sometimes the criterion for the marriage alliance, 
This teaiency is visible more among the educated and udvaced familice 
though the rural population is still ia the grip of caste rigiducss, ‘The Meos 
do not marry with non-Muslims because they do not want to lose thelt dis- 
Uinctiveness $m religious and cultural group, ‘The Hindus also follow. the 
casts hierarchy anda person of higher caste will not mitrry a person of lower 
caste, 


Tho marriage within the gota or with cousins or intercaste are.also 
not approved by socioty and hence ae care, Thete has been occasional 
felaxation among the Hindu displaced persons migrated from Pakistan who 
may marry the daughters of matornal uncle and aunt probably due to the eutlier 
Muslim influence. Though endogamy is permitted. in Ila, Moos do not 
‘marry Womet of their mother or father’s gotras. 


With regard to widow murringe, Jats, Ahirs, Meos, Gujars and 
Hurjans are more advanced as compared with the other castes. A wominn 
of marriageable age seldom remains a widow and sho is readily accepted 
asa wife by one of the brothers of the decetsed husband, This typo of 
‘marriage is called Karewa., Karewa is not accompanied by any ceremony, 
Tho Wonian merely resumes her jowels, bracelets and coloured. clothes which 
she ceased to. wear oa her husband's death. A widow caninat be compell 
ed'to marry but the influence of the family is strong enough to make her 
yield 10 theit wishes, 


In case tho husband dies shortly after the marriage und the girl has 
‘not lived with him oF has no issue, she is re-martied with all the ceremonies of 
‘the usual murtioge. This is called purr vival, 


Sometimes widows donot marry but adopt some profession. tn 
urban areas, they usually engage thenelves in teaching, nursing, social work 
of doing some Government of Private service but in rural areas they live only 
‘on the property. feft behind by their husbands or under the Protection of 
‘heir families. 


Divoree,—Divorce is not much provatent. There is general tendency 
to suffer hantship resulting from ill-matched martiages. This is puticularly 
trae of uneducated and conservative people, They prefer to lead 2 miserable 
life rather ‘than to dissolve the marriage, Another practice has bee to Jeave 
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tho, girl with tier parents.and never” recall-her, “However, with the coming 
into force of the Hindu Marriage Act, 1955, cases ofidivoree ere being in~ 
stituted now and then in law courts, The following tuble gives -year-wise 
‘dotulls of divorce cases inthe Gurgaon disirict sinve the creation of Haryana 
on November 1, 1966 — ,

She goes to the village well with 
gharas (earthen water pots) on her head, draws water twice a day, cooks the 
morning meal and when the men are at work in the fickds, carries the food to 
them. On retum home, she has to cook the evening meal, In addition to 
this, she spins cotton and collect cowdung from the fields for making oplas, 
‘The list of odd Jobs attended to by the Women is inexhaustible. No wonder 
they age prematurely. Women who sre no mote than 25 or 30 look as if 
‘they were 40 or 50, 


Women have nat atisined equality with men despite the best efforts of 
the Arya Samaj and other reformist organisations. One reason is that, in 
anil arses in particular, they have remained illiterate, largely eu uccount of 
ths attitude of their parents. Even at places where girls schools exist, people 
are not usually as keen to send their girls to school as they send the boys. 
Boing conservative by mature, they are afraid of modernising influences, Some 
fest that they canmat allow their daughters to do other outdoor jobs since the 
‘daughters belp then in fleld work all day long. Thus women, by and large, 
‘are neither educated nor economically independent. They command 
Jower stutus in society and cannot be independent. 


HOME LIFE 


Althoagh it may appear t0 a casual observer thatthe home life of 
Vilagers is patterned on traditional lines, yet a closer view at once indicates 
the directions in which changesin this pattern are * psrcolating from the 
more modernised urban localities. 


‘Dwellings (Rural and Urbas)—The usual types of dwellings in rural areas 
soasist of a few rooms which are constructed around a courtyard. Ons of the 
fooms dear the courtyard 1s meant for tethering of cattle. In poor families, the 
cattle and members of the family share the room. The number of rooms depends 
‘upon the status of the family. Generally, the farmets have houses which consist 
of two to three rooms ; Harijans and other poor communities possess houses 
which have only one or two ooms. Many ofthe houses in the villazes have 
roofs thatched with straw and grass. In recent years, some villagers have 
constricted houses with pakka roofs, But houses are generally constructed 
without any plan. There is hardly any provision for ventilation and proper 
lighting. The walls and floors are plastered with mud. Provision for bath- 
rooms and latrines hardly exist in the houses and membersof the family go 
out in the fields to answer the call of nature. The men take their bath in 
temples of mosques or at the well whereas females take their bath inthe 
comer of 4 room where an ostlet for water is provided. With the rise in 
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the standard of living, rural people ate also realising thenced of bathrooms, 
latrines and proper sanitary arrangements, 

‘The business community ib urban areas have constructed pakka houses 
and these houses are gonerilly doublestotwyed. Where such houses are 
Jocited in the market, the shops areconsiructed on the grownd floor and 
Aiviig quartets srs placed behind the stops or on. the first floor. They have 
also wrrangemzuts for tha latrines and: bath rooms and their roofs are pakka 
‘and the walls and floors are made of burnt bricks and something, plastered with 
coment, 


With the construction of model) towns and new coltaies in various 
urban areas of the district, modern houses with 4 courtyard and lawns are 
‘also coming ap, In such localities, there aro arrangements for piped water- 
supply and proper drainage, Shamaspur, Ajrounda and Doulatbad aro 
the three properly planned model villages having good houses, 


According to 1961 Census, there were 2,10,557 households in the 
district. OF these, 0.2 per cent did not have Bay regular room ; 40.8 por cent 
had one room ; 31.0. per cent 2 rooms ; 144 per cent 3 rooms; 6.6 per cent 
4 rooms ; and 7,0 per cent $ or more rooms. 


A household in urban as well as rural areas consisted of 5.9 persons 
onan average. ‘The size of the household increased with the numberof rooms 
in the dwelling. It wns 4:78 persons in the ease of household living in one 
room unit and 9.33 persons in the case of those living in the dwelling of Sor 
mote rooms. The rate of increase in the size of household was, however, not 
so steep and consequently the nuniber of persons per room declined in large 
dwellings. Against the district percentage of 40,8 in the case of one room 
‘dwellings, the Firozpur Shirka fahsil had $3.7 per cent of such dwellings in 
which an avornge $,06 persons resided in one room. 


Furniture and decorations —The villagers generally possess articles of 
utility and not of beauty and these generally include charpoys.peeras and 
mooruhy. Few houses have chairs or tables, Well-to-do landowners hive, 
however, bigmiwar or fine string beds, 


‘Ths houses in the towns are provided with chairs and tables, Houses 
of well-to-do persons ure Turnished with sofas, wardrobes and dinning tables, 

Initowns, pictures, curtains and some other curio articles form interior 
decoration of the houses; bat interior decoration ax such is kardly known in 
the villages. ‘They decorate their houses with some calendars of pictures of 
Some national leaders or prophets. 
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Handi: degehi, hestors asd metal,tumbler are common utensils used by 
the people in rural ereas. The Hindus: use utensils made of brass or bronze, 
and the Meos usually make do with a degchi of copper, katora of brass, and 
itloiinluca tumblers. Petromax lumps, torches and sewing machines are 
ecomingcommon in tural areas. “In towns, the brass and bronm inteniils 
fare getting replaced by porcelain crvckery; however, the cooking vtensils are 
still of brass and broaze, Utensils of stainless sicel are used’ rarely being 
‘more expensive, Keroscne stoves, radio sets, transistor radios and sewing 
‘machines are generully found not only in urban houscs but are a common 
sight in rural areasalyo, Bicycles ate sow ubiquitous both in towns and 
villages. 


‘Dress and omaments —The common dress worn by men of the district is 

‘4 shirt,a dhot/ round the waist and turtun ora cap on tho bead. The Meos wear 

# loose kurta, wrap fakmat and a turban. The turban is usually made ofcoarse 

cloth und f called phainsa among the Meos and safu, duparta and parkaamong 

“others; In eastern parts of the district, quilted trousers arc also ‘used in winter, 

‘The most common: type of shoes is the village made panta, which has « design 
«common throughout the rural areas in north Indis, 


Wonien usually wear ghugra(a loose skirt ot petticoat), a fall sleeved 
“shirt; and orls, On feitive and cetemonial occasions, they wear multi- 
coloured new clothes. Ahir women generally put on blue petticoat and red 
rina worked on the hhem in white and usually studded with circalar pieces 
“of tiny mirrors. “These too are’ frequently decorated with bosses and Fringes, 
“The common dress Of 8 Muslim womtn is # churidar pyjama, a full siseved 
“stiirt; and an ovina (known as lugra among Meos) to cover the shoulders and 
“the! head, ~ Invariably these are of different colowrs—zed, green, yellow and 
black being most common. These colours are fast and deep.

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Married women whose husbands ure alite, display a number of ornae 
‘ments, tho commonest among these are ithe silver rings, 5 to 6 foreach: ear, 
pachkelt (silver bangles) round the wrists, baunkara, Aaunst{, and kara and: 
navi about the ankles, Glvss bangles. are alyo: worn by younger women, 
never by widows, Bali bunde-and chained buttons to: shirte are common 
among Meo girls, Poor women cannot afford many oriaments and. they 
‘wear silver urd on the wrist and naived abou the ankles, Men do not 
generally wear omamients. Baankara and turk ure used by bridegrooms 
among, Meos on the occasion of marriage, 


‘After 1947, Hinds displaced persons from Pakistan browght with vhem 
their own traditions, ‘The list three decudes have wittessed 4 significant 
culjural fusion between tho life style of the old residents and the new, ‘Thus 
solwarand Kamizato being ineressingly adopted’ by young girls studylog in 
schools, and even some of the grown-up women have started discarding the 
‘old gmceful ghagri in favour of the salwar. They have alto almost given 
up’ the wie of their heavy silver ornaments. The wil and well-built Jab 
women appetr very graceful in theirghagris aad their bright clothes lend 
charm and colour (0 the countryside. The gfdial disappeanince of 
the ghagrl’ with its bright colours is perhaps not altogether « welcome 
feature, 


The western style of dtess in some form or other is gaining favour 
in urban areas, People bslonging to the learned professions, officials, college 
students in particular irrespoctive of their origin (whether rural or urban), 
caste and creed have generally adopted this style of dress. ‘ 


Food —Food of the people is simple und there is little variety except 
slightseaxonal variations that depood upon the nitare and kind of harvest shey 
get: The number of daily meals ix accansing 10 Ihe seaton of the yourand Use 
wark\to be done. The staple fond isibajra milned with wheat, gern! and 
barley. Bajea is taken. during tho winter whereas barley, gram and: wheat 
constitute staple food during the summer Rise iv taken only on ceremonial 
cceasions,, The people also consume vegettbles which. are available and 
pubeslike mong ang math: Thepeopte generilly do not take meat nnd: 
eggs; cen Moo’ take these accasionnlly, Curd milk is consumed in greavé 
quantities. 


‘There are no fixed meal times but generally the first meal is taken-iny 
the fields before 10 AcM: Lunch consists of loaves besmeared with ‘purified 
butter and pulses or vogttubles, In the evening, teu fa taken: Iq recent years 
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tea has become quite popular in towns as well asin villages, ne dinner con- 
sists of chaparls, some vegetable, onion and chillies, During winter, Inrge 
‘quantities of milk, butter-milk are consumed doily. Kher, haha and sweet 
rice puddings are common. Normally, thoy sre prepared onco a week; but 
fare sho prepared on festivo oceasionsand for enteriainment of guests. 


In urban areas during the past few years the use of vegetable oils has 
become common. Tha consumption of vegetables and fruits has increased, 
‘Since the Partition, the habit of meat euting hasbeen on the increase and meat 
shops are-seen ina number of towns. Some people from the rural areas 
have also ucqitired s taste for meat cating and they ‘enjoy their meals ina 
haba on their visit to the town 


So far ws drink & concemed, tea xs a stinmulating drink has become 
very popular with both urban and rural people. Tea stalls are found in 
every town and/big villages. In summer months, some people prefer to 
drink 2 glass of shirbet ar last, The aerated soft drinks are becoming populit 
with younger peopl, The country-made liquor is consumed practically. in 
every village: Drinking liquor is unfortunately becoming more commion 
overywhere. 


Men are suet! addicted to the use of tobacoo—cigaretto and. bid 
smoking in towns and hookak in villiges Asa rale women do fot indulge 
in smoking, 


COMMUNITY LIFE 


AS everywhere cls:, community life is somewhat more effectively orga 
ised in villages than in tows. A growing town cannot claim to be the nu- 
cleus of a single community. fts various social and economic groups ara 
mare exclusive ever when scattered. They do not come into such frequent 
Contact with one another: Civic responsibilities no doubt ure applicable te 
all, but these-are not cohesive in thsir nature, And this is more true of an 
expanding town which is spraivled over a large area. There is a growing 
tendency for voluntary social agencies to establish themselves in local areas 
or small towns and organise community tife ia some form or ther, They 
lo orgunise muss’ celebration of important festivals in their respective 
aroas, 


The socal situation in villages is different. Big and small Jandowncrs, 
agricultural Jabourcrs and other workers cre not far apart from each other, 
The limited amenitirs and amuse nents of villago life ere equally shared by 
all, of them and require their combined attention, Tho Community Develop- 
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ment Programmes have given a fillip to community activities of various kinds 
and the panchayats have also become 4 tucleus of community netivities, 


Fork Cuvrune 


Ths folk culture of the district is expressed in folk-sones, dances and 
theatre, With fast changing conditions urban culture is slowly but surely 
making an inroad jnto folk life: The gramophone-record is an onslaught on 
the songs of the village ntg/ and the radio seaks to replace the group festivals 
of folksongs and dances. Despite all this, folk: culture continues ta enliven 
the countryside which hums with dances, folk songs sung on various occa- 
sions and festivals. Of lato, All India Radio is giving good. atication to the 
revival of folk culture and broadcasts ‘Lok Manis” Featuring programmes on 
Haryana. culture, besides the specail programmes wleeast by the Delhi 
Television Centre. 


The renowned Hindi poct, Sundas, of Bhakti Movement (Krishna 
Shakha), who composed his verses in Braj) Bhasta, ix said to havo been bora 
at Sihigram (notr Ballabgarh) in this district, Although the Mewati dialect 
hasno sefipt or written literature, some Mewati pocts, like Saadullah Khan, 
‘Nacullah Shah, Bhikji Bude’, Lal Das and Munshi Ahmed Khun are well 
known. Among other familiar Meo names may be counted Ehakkay, Ewae 
Dado, Nabi Khan, Ahmed Chander Bhan and Raja. Mahabharata trans- 
lated into’ Mewati by Saadullah Khan is still extant. The literary contribu- 
tion of most of these nat having acquired the status of written literature, end 
being passed down from generation to generation by word of mouth and 
recital, has assumed the form of folk-songs. 


The dohas of one of the famous Hindi poets, Abdur Rahim Khan-c- 
Khana, popularly known as ‘Rahiman', are very much current particuletly 
in the Mewat area+ He hes beautifully Cepicted the tenderness of love in 
the following doka saying that it is very <iffieult to hoye the same feeling of 
unity and grece rs before if te thread of love is. once broken: —

of domestic life and various types of odd. work which she is compelled to 
do. pangs of childbirth, etc. Love songs are the mos! commtion since love in 
Its varisd forms provides numerous themes. The socio-economic aspects 
190 sometimes find expression. Indeed, it is the village woman who has 
Preserved’ the tradition of folk lore, 


Folkdances.—Folk-dancing, an outhurat of sunging emotions, ut times 
accompanies folk-singing. The celebration of Phag is a signiticunt festival 
and its colebration continues for 2 month. Locally, it is also. called Dhubl- 
‘indi besauss itis celebrated in a season when dust storms blow, Tn March, 
Mer thair daily chores, women congregate in the village in an opin space and 
sing and dance till late at night, Their melodious sound spreads through 
the village aad resounds in gaicty, The dance usually starts with the lines, 
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Which have a distinct poctical flavour +

The women sitin a circle and sing to the sound of drmbeats or 
pitcher-beats. Two women, or sometimes four, dance in 8 circle to the tune of 
the song. Though the congregation & only of women, they sometimes 
danice with their faces covered. The style of the dance on this occasion 
resembles gidda of Punjab: 


Folk-tales—Folktales are enchanting and people love to. hear them 
at teisura. The characters of folk-tales form the motifs of the faccdes of 
houses and chawpaly. Sorath, Hirs Mal faival, Nautanki, Bhartri Hari, 
Gopi! Chand and Nihal Dey are popular subjects among such charters, 


Games AND RECREATIONS 


Wrestling. Kahaitll, girido tora or gindo Khali and gullt danda (sip cat) 
are popalor indigenous games Inthe district, the lust two boing usutlly 
played by chides, \Girido tora/or gindo Khuli is the indigxnous version of the 
game of hockey and is pluyed witha stick anda ball made of rags and twigs. 
Gulls dards is pluyod tiv the streets and in a ground outside the village. Wrcat- 
ling and kabadil ars, however, popular sports among the young, and the 
middle-aged maa. Kabadidé is often played in the moonlit nights during the 
months of Phalguna and Chaitra. (Februnry-March). Kebodddi matches are 
exthasiustically arranged during the festivals, particularly Teo} and Raksha 
Bandhan, ‘Twi teams take part inthis game. Of a number of varieties in 
‘which the game is played, the twa types papular in this district are Haryana 
‘tyle and National style. Haryana style kabaddl is played in circular fidd 
with a peripheri of about 23 metres with 10 players on each side 
wiille the fisld. for National style Aubadat is marked a8 8 rectangle of 13 metres 
by 10 metres. fy Haryana type, a player of one team goes to the court of the 
other tcam repeating the wonts kahudd! kubaddlt or keud! kaudi in one breath, 
Ifthe player after touching and encowntering any player of the opposite team 
Fetums to the boundary dividing the two courts still uttering the words. Keud 
kandi in'thesame breatli, the particular player of opposite team is considered 
to b2 outand that tzam loses one point. Incase the playor is notable to return 

~to is side by crossing the boundary line in one breath, he is considered to be— 
out and his team foses one point. In the National style, the player going to. 
the court of the opposite team may be encountered by any number of players 
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ofthe other team, ihe does not esturm to the boundary line dividing the 
‘court, his toum Joses one point but if he reaches the boundary fine in one 
breath the other team loses points corresponding to the number of players 
who encountered him, The playing time for the gume in both the types is the 
vamo, viz, 45 minutes inchiding an interval of S minutes, The team. securing 
more poinis wins. 


To encourage sports in the rural areas, the State Government gives 
grunt for the cunstmction of playgrounds and aleo provides coaching facilities, 
The State Governmiont awards scholarships to promising young players from 
schools !and colleess. Modern games like hockey, cricket, football, volleyball 
and basketball are popular among students of urban areas where there are 
facilities of playgrounds while games like Kho Aho, netball, skipping, etc. nre 
Popular among gith.* 


Chess, cardi und eiopar are some of the indoor games which are 
playod in urban as woll as rural areax ‘Tho villagers enjoy there ‘games it 
‘porichasat ihars, ehopals or Wharever convenient along with a pull of hookah Gr 
While inhaling didi. Haying no order engagement, the barnaris agcompanying 
the Baraat to the bride's village eagerly indulge in these games to while away 
thelr time. 


The Staie Public Relations Department his provided mdio sets to 
panchayats, cooperatives and school under the ‘Community Listening Scheme’, 
Th addition 10 the occasional! drama shows, this, department frequently. exhibits 
films, mowly documentaries, with the help of motile cinema unit both in the 
turban nd rural arcas, The continguity of Delhi has bestowed a great boon 
‘con the arose of the Gurgaon district which come within the range (60 kilo 
metres) of the Delhi Television Contre, People, both in urban and rural areas, 
fire taking Tull advantage of this fortunate situation. While many in urban 
‘area’, particularly in Faridabad old, Furidabad, Ballabgarh and Gurgaon own 
their oWa television sets, ths Goverment and other agencies have installed tele- 
vision sets at various places in the district.* The items shown on the television 
include agricultural amd animal husbandry development programmes, rural 
prograinmes, edircational programmes, films, dramas, folk-songs, news bulletine, 
ete: Krivki Darshan programme relayed om Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
is. very popular among the farmets. Gossiping and listening to the radio aro 
cman pritines, The portable transistor tas become a fashion of the 
day with everybody: without distinction.

‘The Partition triggered off communal disturbances of gtenl ihagnitude, 
Meinbars of Me iminority communities on either side had to flee for their life 
In tangs mumbers leaving averything bahind; their linils, Houses, cattle, Ihowie~ 
fold goods and evon valuables.

Lakhs of Hindus and) Sikhs moved from Pakistan to the Bait Punjab, 
abd SL nit thie kame tuiaber of Musllims travelled froin the East Punjab, Delhi 
atid Bice Prad.sn 10 Pakistan, This tragic’ movement wis ofie of the” most 
wiAaiive in history involving inidvitable handships and miseries. Mostly, the 
rutlagses weniled Uieir Wettry way in fong camavarte on foot and in bullock 
Carts; ‘Others camo cramitied in trucks or clinging dt great risk to the sides 
‘and roof of talus... A few fortunate ones managed to dome by sit. The 
movemant of dll of them was regulated under the protection of the Militury 
Evacuation Organisation. Despite official efforts vo protect the migrating 
population, Lawless ‘elemants on both sides played havoc with many couvuys, 
Communal feeliags tuncing high in those days muds huitan belngs behave bare 
barously towanls their victims. The Government of india and the East Punjab 
Govscaunant rove equal to the needs ofthe tims, They took all possible steps

Refugee camps. —Transit camps were established at Amritsar, Gurdas- 
pur, Jullundur, Ladhiana, Ambala and particularly targe one at Kurukshetra 
with a‘capacity of fivelakh. The rush of displaced people obliged the Govern- 
ment to establish roftigee camps in. other districts as well. Accordingly, six 
‘such camps wete sct up in the Gurgaon district; three at Gurgion and one 
each at Palwal, Rewari and Faridabad and approximately 35,000 people were 
accommodated in these camps, Allavailuble butldings, including educational 
fastitutions, were utilised for steltering refugecs.and even tented camps had to 
be sot up: The sorvices of teachers and studeuts wore utilised in the manage- 
ment of these relief camps, [a liu of the recognised service, students were 
given conificates/degrees by the newly set-up Panjab University, entitling 
them to haye qualified in their respective examinations (without actually 
undergoing cxamination), 


Camp lifo was made neasonibly agreeable by the provision of a titimber 
of facilities. Free ration was distributed in these camps. Fruits, multi. 
vivamin tablets and other special items of dict were issued to rofigees on 
medical advice. Blankets; quills and clothes were supplied during the winter, 
Dispensaries were opened jn teats for immediate medical relief. These campa 
Provided much needed relief to the displiced persons and gave breathing 
time to all concerned to plan their future. 


Though by the summer of 1948 the routine of camp life nnd adminis 
teation of relicf was well organised, the siage had arrived for the Governinent 
to take the-next step of enabling displaced persons ts find independent mesma 
Of existence, To achieve this the grant of free rations was limited t0 those 
familics who had no adult mate member and could not, therefore, maintain 
themselves. All able-bodied male adults between ages of 16 and. 60 yents, 
who begin to work or who refused to work when they got tne opportunity, 
‘were de-rationed along with their dependents although they were allowed to 
five in the cumps, ‘Those entitled to allotment of land were obliged to lenye 
soon after temporary allotment of the evacuee land had been made to them, 


‘The population in the camps started decreasing gradually 25a result of 
the steps taken for the speedy re-settlement of the displaced persons, Dis 
placed persons from ruril areas moved into villages evacuated. by Muslims

while those from urban areas were sent to towns where they took to various: 
syocations 10 earn their livelihood, For the destitutes, two infirmaries were 
set up, one at Palwal in 1951 and another at Rewari* in 1954. The former 
was closed in 196! wad its inmates were transferred to the later. Subse- 
quently, the Rewari {nfirmary was shifted to Rohtak in 1964 and merged with 
the Mahila Ashrum, Rohtak, which was re-named Infirmary, Rohtak. 
‘During the period 195464, the maximum number of inmates in the Rewari 
Knficmacy wis 2,08). OF this number, 1,152 wete rehabititated,* Besides free 
accommodation, electricity, water, medical treatment ind education for their 
children, the inmates were provided with cash doles and clothing allowance 
as datsiyed below =

Other facilities included three teaining-cum-produstion centres (for 
tailoring, hand embroidery and wesving craft) and a hostel for bed-ridden 
inmates Where arrangemonts existed for cooked meals, As soon as a family 
started earning more than Rs. 150 & month, it was givem one year cash dole in 
advance and discharged from the Infirmary. 


Emigration and immigration —The Muslim population of the disttict 
consisted of Meos, Afghans, Baluches, Muslim Rajputs and Shoikhs. No 
accurate figures are available to show the precise number of Muslim evacuees, 
but the diminution of about 86,000 im the Muslim population in the Census

RUKAL RENAMILITATION 

The ulm of the Government at that time was to ensiire quick distribu 
tion of land with the object of giving employment to all displaced farmers 
who could start cultivation immediately. Possession was not to be delayed 
as the kharif'crop was vtanding and rabi of 1948 was to besown, Ail agri 
cultural refugees who had either owned land or held land by virtue of grant 
aad were cultivating it in Pakistan were declared eligible for temporary allot- 
ments. Allotments of Innds abandoned by Muslims were accordingly made, 
Preference being given to groups of cultivators who Were bound by ties of 
‘kinship or frientship, This wat done to maintain the tocial homogeneity of 
such so(tlements, Under this scheme, each fumily was given a plough unit 
(about 10 ncres or 4 hectares) of land jegardless of its holding in the West 
Punjab (Pakistan) and financial assistance in the form of food and faccavi 
loans, This metsure:not only provided work snd the means of livelihood 
tam very large number of displaced persons but also had a yory salutary effect 
‘on agricultuzal production inthe State, That is why, despite fts shattered 
‘economy during the post partition years, agriculttiral production in the State 
did not remain low for-very long.

‘Aitoeations.—The bulk: of the population from the Dera Gutzt Khan 
and Mixawalldiiteicts, mcluding colonists, was settled in the Gurgion district.

‘lvowhere.

‘Sab-allocation adjustments —As #\ result of = decision of the erstwhile 
Patiala State to pormit cortain refugees from Kashmir who had been given ad 
hoe allstments in the Narnaul tabisil to continue there, an additional area of 
1,400 stundun! sores was made available in villages Akanwali and Joratpur 
Sheikhan near Tohana in tahsil Hisar of the Hisar district for displaced 
(persons from the Derw Ghazi Khan district. 
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Quast-permanent allotment—The scheme of temporary allotments no. 
doubt provided same relief but no development could take plice until une 
ceriainty.was dispdlled und the allottess werd ascarad of their propristary right 
to the land witich they were cultivating. In the absene of such assurances, 
‘all financial help in the shape of taccavi loans, ew, instead of being properly 
utilised. was being squandered away by the rscipleits. To meet the situation, 
the State Government evolved a scheme of converting tomporsry allotments 
into quasi-permanent, The allottees were this encouraged to improve the 
lands. allotted to them. 


This was a protiminary step towards tho resetilement of displaced 
Petans. Claims were invited from ther sind orally verified-at tabsil head= 
Quarters. Unfortunately, in spite of their sufferings, many wiseruputous dice 
placed parsons made exaggerated cliims, and obtained excessive allotments. 
To defeat these uictics, the Government obiained original revenue records 
from Pakistan and verified the claims of the displiced persons, These also 
showed that there was substantial difference betwean the land left behind in 
Pakistan by the incoming displaced persons and thu! absndoned by Mustiais 
in the East Punjab, The latier was less. To overcome this problem 
the available land was converted into standard acres, and graded cuts 
Wore applied in makiig allotments to displace! claimants. The cuts were 
i proportion to the size of the claim. Bigger claimants lost more in 
comparison with the smaller claimants. 


Tn the then Gurgaon district, the “Muslim evacuees left behind 1,539,985 
acres (67,773 standard acres) of land. ‘The net area, excluding urban arca 
and. deductions and reservation, available for quasi-permanent allotment 
Wis 64634 standard acces.

Jauus.—Allormant of land on  quasicpermanent basis 
could not, by itself, bosufficiem for the rehabilitation of displaced. persons. 
They were, therefore, given assistance by way of agricultural loans for 
purchasing bullocks, agricultural implements, fodder, seeds, and for 
repairing wolls and houses. To minimise chances of misuse, @ genoral 
policy was devised to advance these loans in kind. The amount of loan, as 
shown below, was advanced from 1947-48 to 1953-34 :

‘Conferment of propeletury rights <The quasi-permmmnent allotments were 
follows by the gonferment of proptietary rights. This was taken up’ 1955 
‘ahr the enforcernent of Dlyplaced Persons (Compensation and Rehabilitation) 
‘Act, 1954 Bogus and excessive allotments were cancelled. Only the genuine 
Claims of displaced, persons, verified from the revenue record received from 
Pakistan, were admitted. This resulted in the retut to the evacues pool of lakhs 
of ores of oyacaee tands usurped by unscrupulous displaced persons, The

Rural hiowsing,—-Rains and floods had daniged a large number of houses 
abandoned by Muslims in Gurgaon. OF the total number of evacuee rural houses 
in the then district, 6,940 were available for allotments, 3,187 were allotted and 
670 were on rent with local or displaced persons. The remaining tad been daxna- 
od by rain and renderod unit for habitation, Another aspect of the rural hous- 
Ing problem was that the houses wure unevenly distributed: In somne villages they 
‘Were in axcess of the requirements of the allotters while in othors they were in~ 
adequate or non-existent, far entire aad had crumbled and snot a single howe 
remained (ntact. The hows in excess of the news of the allotiees in certain 
Villages could not be used for making up the deficiency’ of xecommodation in 
other villages. 


Like allotment of tand, houses were ullotted on a tomparary basis in the 
first instance and Inter quusi-permanently and finally sanads of propritiary rights 
Wore isnied. After reserving vome houses for common purpores, the allottees 
Wore given a choice according: To their seniority. on the merit list, which was 
based on thesize of their holding. The bigger allottee was given a bettorhouse 
and the smallor one a less fuvoured one. Those who could not get a house were 
‘given cash compensation ittstead, 


‘Unnay Rewanturanos 


The rahabilitation of displaced. persons coming from urban arees had 
thro aims: (I) to provide residential accommodation, (2) to offer financial assis- 
tance by way of loans and. grants und (3) to'create opportunities for. gainful 
employment, These were stupendons tasks in themselves but the gemoral trend 
of-shift towarts-urban areas.after Independence made them more formidable. 
The gloomy sifuntion was indeed a challenge which called for various well- 
gaasidered schemes of urban re-settlement, 
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Utilisation of evacuce properties —All Muslim abandoned properties 
‘were talien over a8 evacuce properties and were governed by the Punjab Evacuce 
‘Otdinance TY of 1947. This Ordinance was superseded by the East Punjab 
‘Evacuce (Administration of Property) Act XIV of 1947 which came into farce 
san December 12,1947, Thhis Act was further amended and repealed in part 
from tline to time, All previous Acts and Ordinances were repealed by the 
Atninistration of Evacuce Ordinance XXVII of 1949. This Ordinance was 
replitosd by the Administration of Evacnee Property Act, 1950 which came into 
force on April 17, 1950, This Act was amended by. the Amending Acts XVI 
Of 1950, XXMI of 1951, XToF 1953, XLIL of 1954, XCI of 1956 and T of 1960, Such, 
Properties comprising houses, shops, vacant sites, Kholas (dilepidated houses) 
annd {dustrial establishments were temporarily allotted to displaced persons 
‘on A rental basts, Their permanent disposal statred in 1953-54, Allevacuce 
Propsities were acquired by the Cantril Government under Section 12 of the 
Dinplacal Psrisns (Cympsqvttion and Rehabilitation) Act, 1954, Properties 
‘valued. balow Rs. 10,000 (below Rs. $0,000 for industrial establishement) were 
dsclaned allotabfe whi those assessed nbove these properties. were sold by open 
auction. “Subsequently the limit of allotable properties was raised to Rs. 15,000. 
Propotties Wing vacant or i uitauthorised possession were similarly auctiored.

‘Housing schemes —The properties absindomed by the Mujlim emigrants 
‘Wore not sufficient to provide shelter to-all ths displaced parsons sottled in the 
district While the former were actully labourers or artjigns with a com 
Prritivoly low standard of living, the latter wore businessmen and shopkeepers, 
useft0 a rolatively hightrstandant of living. To cope, with the shortage of 
resi Leatial a6s>.1modation, the Government formulated three housine schemes, 
viz, Now Townships, 8-Marla (Cheap) Housing Colonies and 4Murli 
(Caxap) Tenenants to cater to the requirements of variqus groups of displaced 
population. The New Townships accommodated the rich and upper-middle 
classes whorsas the housing colonics arid tenements helped the lower-middle 
and poorer sections, The houses and plots in the New Townships and 8 Marl 
(Cheap) Housing Colonies were sold at a reserved price under the East Punjab 
Refugsss Rehrbilitation (Buildings and Building Sites) Act. (948. The price 
was recovered as Joan in 30 half-yearly instalments, Later they were allowed 
to adjust those louns against their verified claims, The disposal of 4-Marla 
(Chsap) Tenaments was made under executive instructions in consultation 
with the Government of India, Details of the houses and shops constructed 
and plots laid out under these schemes in the then Gurgaon district are given 
below :

Mud-hat colonies -Mudstiut eolonies were constructed in 1950 at 
Gurgaon (Shamshan Bhoomi Camp and Railway Road), Palwal and Rewarl to 
provide looyynmindation to the residusl population in refugee camps comprising 
members of the Scheduled Castes and Backward Classes and landless and desti- 
tute persons. A total of 3,950 mud:huts were constructed; 2,350 at Gurgaon, 
1,450 wt Palwal and 150 at Rowark. The claimants wore required to pay the 
cost ofthe land and the superstructure, The non-clidimants wore charged only 
the cost of tho land and. the cost of the supar-structure was trentod as & grant. 
Nothing was charged from the destitute widows and disabled perso, 


‘Small urban and house building founs —The scheme of advancing loans 
and grants to help the poor and middls class disphiced persons to restart their 
business, trade ar other vocations was introduced in February’ 1948, Under 
the East Punjab Refugees Rehabilitation (Lours and. Grass) Act, 1948, the Toan 
was limited 10 Rs: 5,000 co an individual, Rs. 20,000 to a group of 4 oF more 
displaced persons and Rs, 25,000.10 cooperative society, Grants were also 
given to unattached women, widows and others for their re-settlement. The 
‘maximum grant to an individual was limited to Rs, 500, 


‘Sali urbaa Joans .—These loans wore advanced to displaced persons to 
enable tham to establish themselves In different vocations. All:classes of 
diyplaced parsons (traders, shopkeepers, actisans, industrialists students, lawyers 
‘and medical pravtitionsrs) wore helped under the scheme. The loans carried 
ag interest of 3 per cont perannumt Their recovery was to start after two years 
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of disbursement and they wore repayable togethor with interest in equal yearly 
instalments spreid over a period of six years, ‘The amounts udyanced as loans 
to displaced persons during 1948-49 to 1956-57 wore as below =

Displaced students had suffered. greatly owing to the weakening of the 
financial position of their parents and guardians. The student commurmity 
constitutes a valuable natioual asset. Their education was uptot by the parti- 
tion of the country, In order to enable them to purnue their studies, @ scheme 
to give grantsand loans to students was sanctioned by the Government in January 
1948, Under this scheme, relief to the students of vollegos and technical institu- 
tionstook theform ofloans. Relief tosthoolshidents was inthe form of grants 
forthe purchase of books, apparatus, stationery tnd exemption franitchoo! und 
examination fees. ‘The loans carried « nominal interest of 2 percent per annum 
and were repayable within four years (in deserving cases up to six years) of the 
Lr) rLitind ‘payment of the Jast instalment, However, these were later treated 


Opportunities FoR GAINEL EMpOyMenT 


‘The next important step wnward effecting rehabilitation was the provision 
‘of business promises where the displaced persons could pursue their avocations, 
Industry or other professional work, ‘The Government decked that evacuees 
shops, factories and industrial establishments would be allotted only t9 the 
displaced, persons. An extontial condition of eligibility, however, was that 
displaced person who claimed allotinent of shop ora factory should have been 
caerying on similar business or industry in the West Punjab (Pakistan). 


‘The number of evacuée shops, factories and. industria! establishments 
in the East Punjaly were far too inadequate to meet the redjuirements ef the dine 
plabad persons who wore to be rehubilitated. This disparity was beset with 





T, In 1955-56, loans were advanced free oF interest to the displsoed persons having 
‘verlied claims 10 the extent of Ra $000 of insmoveable property left in Pakisian, 
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the danger of the capital and industrial talont owing out of the State. tn order 
to mest this situation and to create additional employment at important refuges 
centres, the Government formed. axckeme of developing industrial townships 
in areas having substantial industrial potential or areas which were expected 
ty gain this potential once industries were established. In this district, such 
& township was established at Faridabud which has now emerged os an 
industeial hub of North India. 


Shopping centres were provided at Gurgaon, Palwal and Rewari for 
displaced persons who wero doing business in temporarily instelled wooden 
structtires on pavements. An amount of Rs, 500 was advanced xs loan for 
the construction of this type of shop. This facility served as an incentive and 
consequently [4’shops in Sabri Mundi, Gusgaon, 45 shops in Mud-hut Colony, 
Palwal anid 48 shops in Punjabi Market, Rewari, wore constructed, 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING 

‘To adjust the displuced persons in the economy of the State and to make 
up for the acute shortage of skilled Iabour, a number of vocational training: 
centres were opened’ by the Government. Three such centtes, one cach at 
Gurgaon, Palwal and Rewari were opened in 1948-49. The aim was to impart 
technical training so that the displaced persons could be able to secure suitable 
employment after gotting such training. Tools, equipment and machinery 
wore provided mostly by the Government of India. Expenses for contingencies: 
and establishment wore met by the State Government. In fact, these were 
training-cun-production centres, ‘The articles of general utitity, ws shown 
below, were produced and wild in the market:

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‘The centres were closed in 1963, The'siniT was adjusted in the industrial 
training instinstes and the equipment and machinery were auctioned. 


PArMmsT OF COMVENSATION 


Compensation was paid to displaced persons who Kad abandoned im- 
moveable property in Pakistan, after their claims had. been verified under the 
Diplaced Persons (Claims) Act. 1950, Interim compensation was sanctioned 
for certain categorics of displaced persons who were in urgent neod of relief: 
The interim schone was lutor replaced bythe Displiced Persons (Compensation 
nnd Rehabilitution) Act, 1934, under which a sale of compensation wits 
Promribed. It gave more to smullor claimants, and Jess to the bigger claimants. 
This compensation was paid out of the carupensation’pool to. which the Central 
Government hd contributed. 


Residual work:.—The rehabilitation of refugees was completed by 
1958 and only minor residaary problems rortsined, e.g. conreetion of clerical 
mistakes in allotments or rectification of deficiencies, if any. ‘The State Govern- 
ment entered into an. administentive 4ad financial agreement with the Govera- 
ment of India from March 1,1970, whereby all tho available urban evacice 
lands and proporties have been transferred to the State Government. These 
are now being sold by the Tahsildar (Sales), This process also helps in the de- 
tection of usurped propertics. The Tahsildar (Sale) has alsa been authorised 
by the Goverament to conduct sale of surplus land available in the various 
ehubilitation colonies of the district. Prices of fand in the rehabilitation 
colonics have gone up. All this hns become an additional source of revenue 
to the Government. 


IMPACT OF DISPLACUD PERSONS ON THE LOCAt. POPULATION 


‘The communal outburst of 1947-48 was followed by a period of re-adjust- 
ment. ‘The mass mignition of thousands of the Moos of the Gurgaon district 
to Pakistan was checked by the efforts of Indian louders. A farge number of 
those who hid alteady gone to Pakistun returned inthe months and years that 
followed Simultaneously, there was the problem of settling ihe influx of 
Hindus and Sikhs who had streamed over from across the new political border. 
Yo basin with, tisic bitter oxperience of tho Partition made thom understandably 
reseutfill towards the indigenous inhabitants of the district. Only with the 
pavsags of time they learned to five together in amity and gradually came closer 
to the oldat inhabitants who wate complete strangers to them at first. It is 
noteworthy that evei in the days of aager on one side and frustration on the other,

fo communal clashes between the refugees and the Mcos are reported to have 
taken place.' 


It is an intoresting feature of the displaced persons coming to thie district 
that & majority of them have settled in urban areas, Even the allotiecs of 





ment. ‘They have greatly helped in the development of industries and tmdes. 
In fact, it was thoy who initiated the industrial cconamy of the district, To. 
begin with, they tok a leading share-in the industriat units at Faridabad, 
Bullabgarh and Gurgaon, 


Tcis generally acknowledged that both the urban and rural sections, for- 
metlyJohabiting West Punjab (Pakistan), were mont advanced and more pros 
‘perous than their counterpacts on this side ofthe bordér. The displiced per- 
sons had, therefore, brought with them new practices in agriculture, row inodes 
of dress and food, less orthodox values of living and an urge to work hard for 
the achicvement of a better lifestyle, Although their life had been soured by 
bitiomass of hardships that tind cropped up in tho wake of the Partition, they 
showsd a tenacity of purpose and eapucity for hart work. Their presence had 
A catalytic wifect om the activity of the Jocal population. Farming techniques 
tended to improve ; cattle and shecp. began to bo given a little mare attention ; 
handicrafts were introduced here and there. In fuct, a new conipetitive spitit 
sphing.up, The mare liberal attitude of the displiced persons towards educa 
tionand social life tended to soften ths rigidity of the local people and weakened 
their resistance which tad seemed unsurmountable. In many ways hard work 
repliced lethirgy and smartness tepliced sloppiness in all walks of life, With 
the passage of time drab hicaars were transformed into botter establishments 
With a variety of wares, e.g. cosmetics, soaps, face powders, mirrors, hair oll, 
sophisticated toys, cto. Dressos and fashions also changed, The impact of 
displaced persons on the life and work of local population has thus been bork: 
interesting and bensficial in a number of ways.

Chapter IV 
AGRICULTURE AND IRRIGATION 


Inmooucrion 


Gurgaon, like other districts or the State, is primarily an agricultural 
Ajatrict und majority of is population lives in villages. Thus agriculture pro- 
viles eesnomic sustenance fo ubout 80 per cent of the people either through 
direct cultivation or through subsidiary or allied occupations. Gurgaon 
haa esientinlly been u district of peasant proprictors. According to the 
Gurgaon Disirlet Gazetteer, 1910," out of the total population dependent on 
agriculture (viz. 61.3 per cent of the entire population of the district), 93 per 
cent Were owners or their dependents and only 7 per cent tenants who consist 
ed.ofex-proprictors, Who had lost thelr lund owing to poverty or. misbehaviour, 
and of manials. Many owners did not cultivate the land they owned: while 
there were many ownsre who cultivated land also as tenants. As Gurgaon 
was a poor district inhabited by numerous peasant propristors owning smutll 
holdings, hired lnbout was not usually employed for general ageicultural 
operations except by those tribes like the Rajputs whose women did not assist 
them in the field, In the ¢ultivation of certain crops like cotton, howover, 
Aull tribes. were compelled to employ hired labourers. Cotton pickers were 
generally pald in kind, receiving one-tenth of the pickings, while other labour 
‘was puid in cash at the nite current. Accretions to the numbers of pessaat 
propristors accrusd further asa result of the vatious land reforms introduced 
inthe postUndepondence period. Feudal institutions like fapirdart and bis- 
wedart have been liquidated. The occupancy tenants have come to acquire 
proprietorship. Similarly muny tensnt-at-will, who purchased the land they 
tilled have availed of the opportunity afforded by law to become proprictors. 
‘Some landlords were able to circumvent the law by entering into benam! trans- 
actions and mutate their linds in favour of their relatives and confidunts so as 
to retin ownership under a different guise, But now ceilings have beets 
prescribed and lew is becoming more helpful to tenants fo purchase tte 
lands they have been tilling. 


‘One seqiiel of thee kind reforms has been that such former landlords, 
whose only intorest im land was to Tealise reat, have taken to cultivation with

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their own hands to avoid their lands passing to the tenants. This change has 
given weleome drive to mechunised firming. Bot in the process, many 
Vemants have been evicted and in the absence of alternative vocations of their 
choice, they have hud to work 4s agricultural labourers. In most cases, the 
Tesources ut their disposal are meagre and they cannot afford to purchase 
land even when the law affords them opportunity. The result is that the 
caumber of agricultural labourers is also swelling." 


‘The activities and progtummes of ths Department of Agriculture are 
linked with those of the Departments of Irrigition, Animal Husbandry, Pisci- 
culture and Forests which cover fields allied with agriculture, 


As inthe rest of the country, great emphasis is being luid on the: need 
toadopt modern techniques, Le. improved implements, better seeds, mulli- 
ple cropping. practices and in-puls like chemical fertilizers, green mannring, 
insecticides and pesticides, 


Trrigation projects anil facilities huve a great bearing on agricultural 
output. Irrigation is the backbone of the Green Revolution. In addition to 
improving irrigation facilities, the Haryana Government is anxious to promote 
rapid mechanisation of agricuhure in the State. Much ground has been 
covered lately; bat the paucity of msources and, to some extent, traditional 
orthodoxy have stood in the way, I appears that, for sometime to come, 
‘ballocks ‘will continue to piay a key rols in cultivation. ‘Therefore, animal 
‘husbandry will wlio have to guide people in improving the livestock. The 
Progrummes of crossbreeding and artificial insemination at certain centres 
hhave already stared making un impact. In order to promote nutrition and 
toadd tothe resources of the furiners, steps have also been taken to increase 
the milk potentiality of the district und to provide requisite facilities for the 
mmatketing of milk. With the same end in view, efforts ure being made ty 
‘boost poultry output. 


By. and large the people of the district are vegetarians und Jocal fish 
consumption is, therefore, meagre. As, however, fish export has a very 
iat future, Government is laying much siress on the development of pisci- 
culture, 


Afforestation checks the spread of desert through conservation of soil. 
‘Thalso increases the timber, fuel and fodder resources of the State.

‘of excessive irrigation, Mr, Mxconachie when Deputy Commis 
signet repeatedly urged on Government the necessity of restricting 
canal irrigation as fir as possible, and presutnably as the result of 
his represventatiin rules 6-anil 7 were incuded in notification 
No. 0857 L, dated 4th August, 1899, which contains the rules appli- 
cable to the portion of the Agr Canal situated in the Punjab, Un- 
fortunately these rules appetr to have been overlooked, No attempt 
has been mide by the district or canal officials to restrict irrigation, 
which in many villages is over-abundant and has supplanted well 
irrigation. ‘The results are water-logsing, the spread of reh toa 
serious extent anit the attendant evile of malaria and enervation’.

‘The lands affected by Kallar or thyr can be reclaimed 
by adopting suitable reclamation measures, Further, the area under sem 
in the Guegabn tahsil which was 434 hectares in 1969-70, decreased to 6 
hectates in 1976-77, This has become possible by the deepening ani desilt- 
ing of Najafgarh drain which carries the water of Najafgarh Jheel into the 
‘Yamuna, The Najafgarh Thee! has become almost a non-entity ia the Gurgaon 
istrict, 
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‘Salinity nad alkalinity.—The salinity and alkalinity problem is primarily 
due to the use of subsoil waters, Which ar places are of poor quality for pur 
poses of agriculture. The following extmct from the Gurgaon District 
Gazetteer, 1910," gives the bauic idea of the problem :— 


“Amatked peculiarity of the Gurgaon district isthe saltness or beackish- 
ness of the water-aupply in many parts; in some tracts, such as the Chiknot 
circle of Firozpur, the wuter is invariably sll, in the others it is everywhere 
sweet, and in others again it is impossible to tell beforehand whether x well 
will be sweet or salt; and sometimes there are two strats of water, one saltand 
the otlier sweet, 60 thikt the well when first worked is sweet, end after being 
worked some Title time, yields sult water. It muy be seid that the wells are 
especially liable to be salt (1), when the depth to water is considerable and the 
soil ofa claycy churaster {as a rule, in sandy villages. the water:is sweet); (2), 
in teacts which are low-lying and receive and retain the dralnage of higher 
fands, The wells are olessed in the Seitloment papers as sweet, brickish, or 
salt; the effect of the character of the water on the produce depends partly on 
the nature ofthe soil; where this is indy,  certsin amount of saltness in the 
eater ib w positive bensfit, and where the water is very salt, very. fine crops cast 
be grown if the seed is ence sprouted by rain water; on the other hand, ona 
olay soil saltness in the water is very prejudicial, Besidles the abave three 
descriptions of water, there fs 8. kind of Water found in some wells in Rewari, 
Known as matwala, or hard, the crops on which are generally good; and there 
are also'a few wells in which the water is sweet Kallar: on sweet Kallar wells 
andon very salt wells om clayey soils, it is oflen necessary to'let the lind, which 
has been watered one year, lie fallow or be cultivated with rain crops the next 
‘year, in order to prevent its becoming unculturable. 


“fn the worst cases the land exn ouly be irrigated once in thres or four 
years.” 

However, it was recetitly observed fiom the anrlysis of 1,914 water 
samples taken feom 518 villages prior to the reorganisation of the district in 
1972 that on an average 30, per cent of the villiges in the district had. good, 28 
per cent marginal and 33 per cent poor quality underground waters In the 
marginal quality category, 11 per cent were marginally saline (Ec x10*=4000- 
$000, SAR 10) and 17 per cont were sodic, which had low salinity but very

‘Amongst the margins! quality, the marginally saline waters could be 
profitably exploited by either using them on light textured well drained soils 
For ‘rowing salt tolerant crops or by mixing them with canal water whereas 
sodic waters can be utilised by using them along wih gypsum. The poor 
quality waters are unfit for irrigation. 


Tt was reported in 1970 that acute soil salinity was problem in Palwal 
‘and Hodal blocks; high salinity and moderate alkalinity in Rewari and Khol

IRRIGATION 


Introductlon.—The district gets uniformly light rainfall and) nearly 
the whole of i falls between Jumeand September. The little rainfall in 
‘winter is most weloome since it benefits the rablerops. It is, however, seanty 
and uncertain. Consequecily, kharif ig more important harvest and 
rabi on unirrigated land is rather precerious. A few unirrigated tracts in the 
district “which sow pab/ crops extensively, such as the Dehar and Chiknot 
assessment circles of Nuh and Firozpur Jhirka, the Khedsr circle of Pulwel 
and the Sahibi circle of Gurgaon are comparatively better off.* The success 
‘of rabi crops depends on edequate showers between mid-December and: mid- 
February. I there is too litle rsin in sinter or a strong west wind, the 

cropsdryup. The first half of September is the ctitical period for the ripen- 
ing of the Khorif and the sowing of the rabi depends on the reinfsll during 
this period. Since the problem of imequete and uncertein rainfall can 
best be solved by irrigation, it is worthwile exomining in detail the extent to 
which Irrigation serves the district for purposes of sgriculture,

Although 
the Rewari tehsil was excluded, the figure of net area sown which wes irrigat- 
‘ed Tose to 47 per cent in 1973-74, The variations in rainfi Ii affect the sowing 
ai well as the harvesting of the crops particularly those of the Riarif season. 
Tho artificial supply of water by means of cams, tubewells, percolation wells, 
tanks, otc., for ireigtted azriculture fs, therefore, necessary to take advantage 
of the richness of the soil and to ensure against drought, 


The district has a) combiderable topsgmphic diversity. The drainage 
problem is of a typical nature; it is difficult became of the drains tending 10 
flow towards inland depressions instexd of flowing out into some river, The 
‘soil is heterogeneous. At most places it is rocky and the. water ts brackish. 
Here the only casily available means of irrigation is the water stored up behind 
the bunds.

The gnudual increase in the irrignted area ix due to the sinking of new. 
wells, repair of old wells, installation of tubewells, and other irrigation schemes, 
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‘The years 1961-62 ind 1967-68. experienced Jess rainfall and consequently the 
‘water level in the river as well as in wells wentdown. In fact, all the sources 
of icrigation wore disturbed und this resulted in the dectease of net aren 
irrigated in the district during these two years, A similar phenomenon wes 
experieticed, though on a lesser scale, during 1971-72. 


CANAL TRRIGATION 


Canal ittigation is done through the Agra Canil and the Gurion 
Cane} Project. 


Agra Canal—An important icrigation work andl also available for navir 
gation, the Agra Canal is under the contral of the Utter Predesh Government. 
Tetakes out of the Yarns at OkhiainNow Delhi. The cats was opened in 
‘March 1874, and irrigation commenced from it in the following winter," The 
anil passes stenight down through Ballabgith Bingar into the: Palwal tahsil 
and thence into the Uttur Pradesh. Tt ettters the ‘Gurgeon district at 9.6 kilo~ 
Metteand feaves it at 79.20 kilometre. Its course is felily Perallet with the 
‘Yamunn throughout and varies from Sto 20 Kilometres from the river bank, 
‘The canst has its outfall in Terminal Distributary peer villege Jodhpur on the 
southern border of the Mathurs district which afterabout 4Skilometres finally 
Joins'the Utanghan river. The total length of the canal and its itrigstion 
channels in the Gurgaon district 4 $95.90 kite metres? as shown below :

‘The above figures show that the area irtigated by the Agra Cans! has 
‘yatied greatly from year to year, This feature was noticezble even in the pre- 
Independence years* As observed in the Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910 
(p, 122), this is In all probability due to the reason that whereas the kharif 
area is. fuirly steady, the rab/ acca fldctustes violently.tn dry yeers, every 
available acre is cultivated, while in wet years, the demand on water is much 
less. 


Gurgaon Caml Project—This project represents « bold experimient in 
the inter-basin transfor of river waters. It provides tho transfer of Ravi-Beas 
waters actoss the basins of the Satluj and Ghagehar rivers to the Yamuna 
dasin. This is a flow-cunviift project und envisages the extension of canal 
icrigation to the arid areas of the Gurgion district and of the Rajesthan 
State, [t wims at irrigating a gross area of 14S lakh hieotares and a cultursble 
commindedarea of 1.31 lakh hectares inthe district, ‘The commanded srea 
would comprise a culturable aroa of 0.36 lakh hectares betwee the Agra

The work om the Gurgton Canal Project was started in 1960-61 but 
‘was sbindoned in 1962 owing to the Chinete dgerestion. Ie was rerumed 
fn April 1964 bat ngsin the Pukastani aggression in 1965 and the non-avail- 
ability of the stipulated funds intervened to slow down its scheduled progress. 
‘The Project Report of 1964-65 which visuntixed its completion by 1967-68 rt 
an estimated cost of Rs. 789.50 Likh, was guia revbied. The project is 
OW eitinsrted to cost Rs. 1206.64 Lakh, of which the hare of the Heryana 
State would be Rs. $81.73 lakh and that of Rejasthan Rs, 324.86 ek. 
Since the net work of diversion works of Ravi-Béas waters is under construc 
tion amd the full share of supplies to the Gungion Cans! Project is not yet 
available, the conmenitioning of the prject will t:ke a few more years, 


‘The project involves the re-modelting of the Aver. Canal, the construc 
tion of the Gurgum Cana) Perellel Feeder, Gungion Canal, Rajrsthan Unit 
and Noh Sub Branch. It envisages 11,11 million cubic metres of earth werk, 
25.52 lakh square metres of cama! lining cnd construction of 300 masonzry 
‘works, big and small, By the end of 1968-69, 8.54 million cublo metres of 
enrthwork and 12.95 lkh squire metres of lining had been excented end 161 
musoniry works built. As against the total length of all the works of the 
Gurgarm Cantl System of $01.97 kilometres on completion, 39S kilemetres had 
‘been completed as a result of the enthusitstic effort of the Government. By 
the-end of 1973-74, the length of all works was 419.47 Kilometres and the 
muniher of mitsonsry works had increased to 234. The length of channels yet

“The lined Gungton Canal Paralle! Feeder has been bailt from, kilometre 
to kilometre 24 of the Agra Canal along iis right bank to feed the Gurgaon 
Canal, For the block on the left on.the Agra Cunal, two distcibutaries, 
Chhainsa und Rampur have been. provided which would ultimately be fod 
directly. fromthe Pucillel Feeder through crossings to be built under the Agr 
Canil. At present, they are supplied water fromihe Agra Canal by a mutual 
arrangement, The test of the commund area has been and would be covered 
by the disttibutary system of the main Gurgion Canal. The ined Rajasthan 
Feeder would carry 500 cubic fect of water per second for Rajasthan areas 
from the tail of the Gangron Cxnal. 


Onithe commissioning of the Project finally, the Gurgaon Canal would 
‘be essentially « pesemmial cansl. Tt has been planned to utilize the spate 
capacity im Bhakra canals and:provide perennial icrigation from the Ravie 
‘Beas waters for 265 days inthe year. For the remsining 100 days fin. the 
monsoon period, water willbe drawn fromthe Yamuna 2s it then carrice flows 


new anmge, estimated to cost Rs. 600 lakh, about 2.5 kilometres down 
‘tecam of the existing barrage, for focding the Gurgaon Canal all the year 
Found. ‘The watersupply for the Gargacn Gana! for the: rahi crops would be 
delivered at Okbls through Bbakra Cxmal Systems and Western Jamuna 
(Yamuna) Feeder. The supply is 40 be -comseyed through Nang Hydel 
Channel onward to Bhakra Main Line up to the ‘head of Narwans Branch and 
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then through Nurwans Branch-Karnal Link to the Western Jamuna (Yamuna) 
Main Branch at RD $1000 nesr Karnal. The toul dischorge allotied for the 
‘Gurgao Canal at the head of the Agra Canal would be 2242 cusecs. Out of 
this, Rajasthan’s share for delivering at Haryans-Rajasthan border would be 
$00 cusees for kharif only (516 cusecs at Ube head of the ‘Gurgaon Canal), 
‘The remaining discharge will be wed in the Gurgaon district: Owing to the 
full share of water-supply for this project not being availible, maximum, 
advantage of this. newly built net work of canals has not accrucd. ‘The new 
‘Okbls Barrage is yet to be comstructed and the Agra Canal hus not been re- 
modelled. ‘The present Agra Canal can carry only a limited additional water 
supply to feed the Gurgaon Canal Project. What is being done at present is 
that about 250-300 cusees of the Satluj water is released from the Narwana 
Branch into river Yamuna through the Munak Escape Channel during the 
‘winter season. It is first diverted into the Agr Canal at the Okils Rerrage and 
then into the Gurgaon Canal. This provides irigstion for the rabi crops as 
also for the sowing of the Kharif crops. No water-supply is taken during the 
rainy season us the Agra Canalis closed. It is on this bisis that the Gurgaon 
Canal fias been operating in limited manner even since April 1968, So fur 
a4 Rajasthan Is concerned, it is at present not receiving water-supply in the 
rabl seasoa. During kharif, as and when the U.P. authorities release water 
from the Yamuna, itis taken to the Rajasthan arcas through the Gurgaon 
‘Canal distribution system But this supply is limited to about 10-12 days in 
the whole season, 


‘The Gurgion Conal was opened for a trial run on June 17, 1967 but it 
started regular service from April 196% when an area of 2,52) hectares was 
fcrigited. It. was closed in July 196% due to the closure of the Agra Canal on 
account of floods in the Yamuna. For practical purposes, irrigation started 
from the 1968 klarif and up to March 1969, an aren of 9,068 hectares was icri- 
gated. Inthe next year, ie, 1963-70, it irrigated an area of 6.480 hectares only 
AS against the target of 10,085 hectares, indicating a shorifall of 45 per cent. 
Two main factors had been responsible for this shortfall. Firstly, Uttar 
Pradesh lod ageeed to carey 600 cmecs of water in the Agra Cinal up wo mile 
13 (kilometre 24) for the Gurgion Canal till 1969, but itfailed todo so. This 
saused short supply and a consequent fal inthe achievement of physical targets. 
‘The non-co-operative and unfavourable attitude of the cultivators in utilising 
the already limited irrigation facilities was the second reason for failure to 
achieve the irrigation targets. The zamindars were shy of using cans! water 
and as before they continued to sow barani crops. The situation imp.oved 
in the subsequent years. But the enormous expenditure incurred on this 
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project & $0 for unproductive, Ierigation through the Gurgaon Cans) System 
is bound to improve only when the scheduled supply of water becomes avail- 
fable and major works like the new Okhls Barrage and the remodelling of the 
‘Agra Canal are completed, It is also necessary that the landowners dig up 
ined water courses to take the maximum benefit of the water-supplics. 


Exploitation of Sabibi busin water in the district.—The western part of 
the district, comprising mainly Pataudi, Gurgaon and Sohna blocks, is chro~ 
ically deficit in perennial water for irrigation. It has a limited monsoon 
period but tropical climatic conditions. The soils inthe area are, sandy loam 
to sandy, ‘The soil of Pataudi block has slight salinity but high alkalinity 
hazards. Gurgion block has moderate silinity and moderate alkalinity 
hazirds. ‘There are no means of irrigation except private tubewells, pumping, 
setnand dug wells. ‘The density of tubewells and. pumping sets is very low and 
the area covered by these means is about 25 pec cent of the total area in these 
blocks, ‘The remaining are is dependent on rainfall which approximates to 
$46 mm pee year. 


In order to arrange an assured water-supply for irrigation to this ares, 
which falls inthe fain-fed Saltibi Nudi basin, te Haryana State Minor Lei 
‘gation Tubswells Corporation carried out felt investigations and exploration 
jm the Whole of the busin during the period February 1970 w October 1971 
and a sweet water belt was delineated Which according to present indications 
‘extends over an area of about 238 square Rilometres in Ute present, ‘boundary 
fof the dimrict, [i has been further established that the entire basin is yet 
underdeveloped and am additional draft of 0.08—10% MAF can be made 
which is sulficient for installation of 200 deep tubewells of 1.5 to 2 cusees capa 
city and 400 shallow tubewells, The Haryana Stste Minor Irrigation Tube 
‘Wells Corporation, however, considensd it safe to restrict the development of 
half the available potential and to walcl further the effect of pumpage on 
quality and ground water sable carefully. ‘1k was, therefore, proposed to in- 
stal 100 tubewells of 1.5 to 2 cusees capacity in the entire Sabibi Nadi basin 
of which about 30—40 tubewells were to be installed in the area falling in the 
‘Gurgaon district. The scheme has not been finally cleared by the Agricul 
tural Reizince Corporation and so further drilling is not to be undertaken in 
this basin, Six tubewells have, however, been drilled in the Gurgaon district 
ures. As and when the scheme for further drilling is cleared, the tubewells 
will be drilled on the specific demand of the people. As far as possible, 
deep tubewells will not be drilled in the areas where privately owned. shullow 
tubewells are feasible. ‘These shall be located suitably depending on the demand 
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of irrigation in each case 50 that there is no difficulty in optimum utilisation 
of discharge from these tubewells. 


Ttbas been observed that the farmers have stuck to the traditional put- 
tem of cropping and no exporimentshave been made on the siland climatic 
conditions. The principal Rabi ccops are wheat, gram, barley and pulses while 
the kharfi crops ate jowar, dajra an’ maize, Ultimately, the assured ‘supply 
‘of water from the deep tubewells of 1.5 to 2 cusecs capacity will surely revolu- 
tionise the cropping pattern and induce the farmers to increase the agricul- 
tural inputs in the form of tractor cultivation, use of hybrid varieties of seed, 
ferifizers and insecticides. Each tubewell will have atleast 3000 fe. (914 metres) 
of underground pipe line for supply of water to the field so as 10 serve 4s an 
incentive to farmers to construct their own field water courses in accordance 
with the underground lay out. With the Increased supply of water, it is anti 
cipated ‘that an intensity of 133 per cent (i: 80 pet cont of culturable comman- 
ded area fh rabf and 53 per cent of similar aren in kharif) will be achieved in 
tie chuk areas of tubewells by working the tubewells 12 hours a day. “The 
water allowance and intensity of Itrigntion could be further increased by 
increasing daily working hours from 12 to 18 depending upon the demand and 
Jocal requirements. 


After the installation of all the tubewells, the net value af produce iy 
‘expected to increase two to threefold.

‘The topography of the district does not permit coverage ofall the eulti- 
vable areas with major and medium irrigation schemes. The ‘soil of these 
unitrigited pices is rocky and the water is brockigh, The only easily ayail- 
able means of irrigation huye been and still are the bunds and tanks where min 
aod flood water may be stored. The various streams which inundate the dis- 
trict end the natural drainage have been described in Chapter I 


‘The construction of hunds cr embankments! to stop, divert, dispose 
of or distribute draiuage water either for itrigation and sanitary purposes, or 
to act as training work 10 control the flow of rivers-and streams is no new 
development. This method of conserving and utilising the surface flow of 
swater for irrigating lind appears to have been long known and practised, 
Tn the district, there are traces to be found, here and there, of old masonry 
embankments. commonly known as Badshahi bunds (those at Aningpur and 
Sohna are fine examples) which must have at one time usefully held up the run

the dniinage flow ‘by. system of bunds and other works originated about 150

desccibed in Chapter 1. Besides the Kovla and N jafgari protection works, 
many bunds were constracted to control the Indori ia the Tura plateau (Nuh 
tahsil) and the myriad hill torrents all over the district, Under the British 
tule originally, these were pliced under the chexze of the Inrigscizm Depent- 
ment. But many of these were allowed to fall into disrepsit on seecunt of the 
small direct reveriie derived from them. In 1879, they were tken over by the 
District Fund Commitiee (later cilled the Disirict Bard) and the system was 
greatly extended and es much attention was pid to the prevention of swamp- 
img as to the development of irrigation.

In addition to the bunds managed by the District B ced, there were 
@ bunds for controlling the Landohs floods and (ij) bunds cn (rocted frm 
Provincial or District Board revenues; but made over to the villizes ¢- ncernid 
for miintenince. Of the former, only three viz. Kanmeida, Mudapur und 
Negli were of importinee,

‘A description of bunds of the Billabgach tchsil hes been given in 
Chapter I. 

When Me. Briyne took charge of the district in 1921, he found that 
most of the bunds had fallen into disrepair owing to the inefficiency of the 
District Board Enginsering Stall. S» on his representation, the work of main 
tenance was. transferred in 1923 to the Drainage Board, which was later re- 
‘constituted into the Rural Sanitary Board, In 1932, the work was re-transfert- 
ed to the Deputy Commissioner. During this period, the old bunds were 
remodelled, improved and extended; several new bunds wece constructed, exe 
tensive sueveys were mde; new sites for bunds were discovered and drainage 
schemes and plains und estimates for new bunds were prepared. Then follow- 
‘ed a large cycle of dry years and not much attention was paid to the bunds. 
Ultimately in 1943, the Irrigation Department again took charge of all these 
‘works and since then holds it. 


‘Nuh tabsil, Bhatha 


The minor irtigation bunds are actually multipurpose projects. They 
help in checkmating the erosion of land, distribution and dispersicn of drain- 
age water for either basin or outside irrigation conserving soil and water, 
ruising of sub-soil water level, charging of brackish water, saving low lying de 
pressions from flood and in developing desert lands. They also provide water 
for cattle and washing purposes. The bunds have thus proved very useful 
in impeoving drainage, agriculture and health of the district. A number of 
new bunds have been constructed in the district in addition to the old bunds 
‘Which have bees remodelled and repaired. The tots! number cf such bunds

The following new schemes have been executed/proposed :— 


(0) Basai Khanzada Burl (tahsil Firozpur Shirk) 


This bund isto tmp the local torrents in the catchment area of the 
Landoha coming {rom hill ranges in the Fisozpuc Shirka tahsil near villages 
Bissi Khanazala, Mohlaks, Kherli Kalin and Nai Nungal near Nagins, 
Taz bund would 623.14 kilometres along involving X0 lakh cubic fect of extth- 
work and would cost about Rs, 3 lakh. It would provide basin irrigation for 
63.Sihectates of land and 163 hecures of land ontside the bund would be saved. 
from soil erosion, Earthwork to the extent of 50 lakh cubic feet hyd been 
done up to February 1973 and was expocted to be completed i 1975-76. It 
is situated abourS km from village Morara on Biskli-Hodal Road. 


Wi) Domgrawan Shakzadpur Bund (tahil Firoxpur Shirka) 


Tais bund is located about (0 kilometres east of village Bhudas. It is 
647 mztres long and thas cost Rs. 1.55 lakh. [i caters to the needs of Dongra- 
Wan, Stulteadpar, Bozadpur and Banarsi villages and beneflis an arca of 
abyut 53 hectares. Inwas completed in 1975, 


(uit) Panchaggaon Bunt (tahsil Nah) 


Tais bund is located about 5 kilometres southtastof Tuoru Rest House 
aand about {.5 kilometces from the Sohna-Rewari Road, It is 1,295 metres 
Jong and cost about Rs. 5.00 lakh. tt benefits 127 hectares of land of village 
Panchgaon. This bund was completed in 1972-73. 


(ir) Bhutlaka Bund (tahsit Nuh) 


(cis situated in Bhutlika Patti of village Sisnla and is about 8 
Kilometres from Sohni oa Sohni-Rewari Road. The catchment ares of 
this bund {53.9 sq. km and it hasa length of 274 metres. It will control 
the waters of five nullhs which take off from the adjoining hills on the 
northern side of the road parutlel to it. After crossing the road, these flaw 
southward and fall into the basin of Dhulawat and Gojjaka Bund. The 
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Bhuilika Bum wis started in the beginning of 1974 and was expected to be 
completed during 1975-76 ata cost of about Rs. 6 lakh, 


@) Bhandwri Bund No. 11 (tahsil Gurgaon) 


Dating the ‘rains, small local civulets join and Bow dows towards the 
Ghata Bund which is situated about 13 kilometres south-east of Gurgaon 
beyond village Wazirabad. Besides ccusing erosion, these rivulets flood the 
Ghata Bund perilously. ‘The excess waterhad to be released nd owed into 
Trarsi-Maidawas Bund situated on the periphery-of Gurgaon town (from 
‘Civil Line to village Badshahpus), In excessive rains, the overdlowing weters, 
posed 4 grave threat to Gurgion town as in 1972, Bhandwari Bund. No. If 
situated of about 4 kilometres from villige Ghata, wis designed to intercept 
the tun-off of this ares, check crosion and reduice AlooUing of the Ghuta Bund.

Moderation of Laudola Nala Floods—This project is # landmark in the 
irrigation history of the district. As already described in Chapter 1, Lands ha 
Stream isa monsoon torrent rising in Rajasthan. Whew in flood, lis wters 
enter into the Gurgion district from the south and cauve damage in the 
Fitozpur Jhirka and Nuh thsils. ‘The roady are sub-merged, communications 
‘are disrupted and there is acute shortage of food and fodder. The losses in 
these two tatuils were much too heavy in 1969 when the Firozpur Jhirka thsil 
suffered a low Of wbout Re, 109 lakh and the Nuk calsil of xbout Rs. 78 
dakh, 


The follwing extrict from the Gurgaon District Guretterr, 1910 ex 
plains the position regarding the sharing ofits waters : 


“Considerable difficulty has always been experienced in maintdining

“Since last Settlement the Alwar State, besides damiing most of 
the tributaries of the Landohs, has converted the Atrix hand froma low 
earthen entbankment a few chains fong into e.dam 66 miles long, of which more 
then half is fuced with masonry. 


“A farther extension of the embenkment to the north is contemplated. 

‘This action has almost certtinly decremed the emount of flocding received in 

Lees but under the principle quoted atic} no objection to it can be taken 
Gurgaon.” 


Ta 1935, the Punjab Government accepted the Alwar State suggesticns 
for Joint inspection of Lendoha works first before the monsoons as also on 
such further dates during the monsoons es the Gurgaon district authorities 
may suggest, 


‘The Gungion district authorities still hed the right to conduct inde- 
pendent inspections af sites if they so desired under the agreement of 1877, But 
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the Alwar authorities were sot always cooperative. ‘The channel above the 
Jat Bund was allowed to be silted up. Only in heavy nains, the Landoha waters 
reached the Firozpur Thirka tahsil. 

‘To tcklo the interState floods problem, inter-State meeting of the 
representatives of Rajoathan, Haryana and U.P. was held in November 1967 
and {t was docided to enlarge the capacity of Government and Pahari Kaman 
drains for which Haryana was to pay nbout Rs. 4 crore to Uttar Pradesh. 
This wes x heavy charge on this State's exchequer. The Government, thore- 
fore, considered other economical methods for controlling the flcod waters 
aswell ns for their utilisation for irrigation. 


Under the revised programme, a scheme for mederation of Landcha 
Adods througlt Rioli-Kanmeda bunts and Ujina-Koils complex was evolv= 
ed. The scheme was estimated to cost about. Rs,2.30 crore andl consisted 
of two parts, Ons psrt envisaged the construction of two bunds ani this 
‘work has been completed, The first bund absut xix mules (9,6 kilometres) 
in length with adequate ypillvays and having miximum Wight of 20 feet (6.1 
metres) and starage capacity of 19,808 acre feet his been constructed at Rao) 
(iahsil Firorpur Thicka), ‘The scornd bund, about the same length with ade- 
quite spillvays and a capacity of 21,046 uere feet, has been constructed nt 
Kanmeda (tihsil Firozpur Jhisku), ‘The cost of the two bunds has been about 
Rs. 65 lakh. ‘Those bunds would hold 40,000 acre feet of water. If Landoha 
‘witers bring a flood of 20,000 cusocs, It would be impounded in these bunds 
far full ope duy. However, the bunds will not be able to contain high Rods 
When the wet period extends over a couple of days and it is not unusual in this 
area to have heavy mins for days together. To overcome this difficulty, 
storage has also been plinned at Kotla Lake at the foot of Aravalli hills 
and situated om the right hand side of Gurgaon-Alwar Road at a distonce of 
about 10 kilometres from Nub, 


The second partofthe scheme, the Ujina-Kotla Complex, was emtimated 
to cost about Rs. 165 lakh, Tt is an ircigation-cum-flood protection project 
and involves the completion of seven works intwo stages, as shown below :

Kotls Lake which receives the waters of the Nuhand Chandaini Drains 
fromthe northern side, is like & bow! in which water can enter but cannot 
‘get olltas there are n> natural outlets to empty it. The cnly wey 10 deplote 
the Itke is, therefore, to pump out the water and since this was not possible, 
the Innd inside the lake hed remained under water for years, The part of he 
Kotht-Ujina Complex comprises the leading channel for taking the water of 
the lake to the Kotlt Pamp Howe, the Kotls Pump House itself and the 
Koils Drain, The existing Kotla Bund has also bees strengthened. 


The underlying idea of the project is twofold: firstly to use the Koula 
Lake asi storage of excess flood water and secondly to de-w:.ter its 9 square 
miles (23.3 squares kilometres) of valuable land by the middle of November 
every Yeer so that itis brought under cultivation. 


For the moderation of floods from the Nuh and Chxndnini drains, 
the flood water will be diverted from these dmins to Kotla Lake through the 
‘Gurgaon Csnal-Kotla Leke Feeder. In order to ensure Tegulated admission 

_ of Landoha waters into the Kotla Lake, a regulator is to be provided at the 
existing Kotla Bond. A bigger Kotla Lake Bund is also to be constructed. 
The water thus stored would bs utilized for irrigation during the period 
September to November over an area of 24,250 hectares. However, the Kotla 
Lake itself, as stated earlier, will be emptied by November 15 every year for 
rabi cultivation It was estimated that crops worth about Rs. 40 lakh would 
‘be annually grown in the area so emptied. 


‘The Kotla Drain takes out the waters of the Kotla Loke. The Kotla 
Pump House has been constructed ‘in such a way that it cam pump out the 
‘waters of Kotla Lake into Kotla Dain (leading into the ‘Ujina Lake) and also 
Pump water of the Yamuna through the Gurgaon Canal into the Kotla Lake 
Whenever required, This would be possible only after the Gurgaon Canal 
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Tunt to its fall capacity. The present capacity of the pumps is 200 ctusces. 
‘Ultimately it will be 600 cusecs. 


‘The Ujint Drain las gtr been remodelled to 8 capseity of 400 cusees. 
Iumiy be mentioned thatany further remodelling of thigdrain depends enticely 
om the remooelling of Pahari-Kimin-Govardhan Drain which is an inter-State 
project, In 19771, twas estimated to cost Rs. 70 hikh. Now the whole 
work is estimated at Rs. 140 Lakh, Haryana has already paid 'Rs, 40 lakh 
towards ts com. 


The Gurgaon Cami! Ujime Link including a pump house is to be con- 
structed for lifting the waters of Kvtla and Ujina Lakes into the Gurgaon Cunal. 


After building the Kovls Pump House ond the Koil Din, pumping 
opsrations bagur ealy.in 1972. In 1972-73, water level in the lake was 
brought dawn from R.L, 614 0 608. About halfofthe kkeares wis mide 
fit for radi cultivetionand whest worth Re. 20 bikh was grown. In 1973, 
it was further brought down to RL, 606 and the Inflow into the luke was 
Sirmultancously pumped out. ‘The pumping operitions cost Rs. 66,000, The 
entice wea of 6,240 ucies (2,925 hectares) of Kotla Like, whick hnd Iain sub- 
merged 8 feet deep ina perpetual watery grave wis put under cultivation for 
the <firsi time in radi 1973-74, ‘The “depression” was full with bumper 
crops of wheat, barley, geam, sorghomand. bujra which: were valued at Rs, 60 
lakh, ‘The viluo of the crops grown in rab 197475, is estimated at. about 
Rs, 70 lakh. 


With the constuction of the Raoli and Kanmeda bunds, the effect 
‘of Hoods in the Landolt has been moderated to a very greatextent. This has 
protected 5,000 acres (2,025 hectares) and 5,830 acres, (2,360 heetzres) of 
Innd respectively from flyoding and condered it fit for cultivation. For the fist 
three years, Ujina Sheel has also been depleted noemalty through the remodel- 
ed Ujina Drain. With the ‘emodelling of the Ujina Dein and also construc 
tion of the Nuh Drain, about 4,344 acres (1,758 hectares) of latid which was 
under watet in Ujina Jee], has also been swved from flooding and made avail 
able for cultivation, ‘The construction of theee link drains, namely, Ter, Panvuli 
and Neem Khera, have brought cultivation to another 1600 acres (647 
hectares), In addition to the arca which has directly benefited from the 
above desctibed works, lands extending to. 16,100 acres (6,515 hectares) 
rave been syed from the devustation caused by floods, 


Tank Tanica tion 
Tks, as a meaqs of irrigation, are found only in some ports of the 
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Gurgaon tahsil. These do not play any significant role in the agricultural 
economy of the district. Tn 1963-64, 3,600 hectares of Ind (including the: 
Rewari tahsil) wos irrigated through tanks. This was the peak year for 
‘ievigation from this source. In 1970-71, only 1,200 hectares of land was under 
this type of irrigation. In 1976-77, it dwindled down to 100 hectares, This 
shows that this source of irrigation is very-much on-the decline beosuse other 
sousces of irrigation have developed considerably, 


‘Wete InnicaTion, 


The Gurguon district Is one of the typical arid disteiets of the State, 
where well irrigation is still the mainstay of agriculture. It includes irriga~ 
tion by dug. wells, tubewells, pumping sets, etc-, and covers 78 per cent of the 
toul irrigated arcs. The quantity of underground water depends on many 
factors, such as rainfall, depth of water-table in the ares, type of underground 
strata nnd i nearness fo a natural stream. Ite quality of sweetness or salinity 
depends upon the type of salts in the clay underneath. The water table in the 
Palwal and Ballabgarh tahsils varies from 10 to 32 feet (3 metres to 10 metres) 
and & tubewell can be bored at 60 to 125 feet (18 metres to 38 metres). In 
the Gurgzon tahsil, the water table varies from 15.to 30 feet ($ metres 10 10 
metres), There is scarcity of water én some parts of the Nuh and Firozpur 
Thirka tahsils and the water table varies from 10 to 20 feet (3 metres to. 10 
metres). The quality of water and its evailability have alreudy been discuss- 
‘ed carlier under the heading ‘Salinity and Atkstiaity’, 


‘The area under well irrigation, which wus 31 thousand hectares in 
1930-31, rose to 44,8 thoitsand hectares in 1960-61 and to 126 thousand 
‘hectares in 1970-71. With the exclusion of most of the Rewari thsil from the 
district on its reorganisation in 1972, the area under well irrigation decreased 
to 107.9 thousand hectsces in 1972-73. fr went on further decreasing and 
‘came down to 94.3 thousand hectares in 1976-77. 


Percolation Wells.—TUl early forties, three classes of such wells were 
still in vogue in the district. These were: (a): masonary (gola); (b) semi maso- 
nary, ic. Of masonary tn one stratum only; and (c) earthen, The earthen 
wells wore again sub-divided, according as they were worked by bullocks or 
‘by w manual labour, into. jheras and dhenklir, 


Masomary wells were generally conitricted’ of stones quusried from 
the local hills, bricks being used in tracts situated at a distance from hills. 
Ordinarily, the masonry wes plestered with cement, but in tracts adjoining 
hills, the masonary was hand packed only. Such wells were ctlled kenaned. 
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The) semi-masomury wells were generally found where the Iewer stra 
tum wishard, Inthe saft upper steaturn,a mosuiary lining sis construct=d, 
fond thie lower stratum was foft unlined, ‘They were found chiefly inthe vitlspos 
of the Rewari Pshar Circle adjoining the ills. 


Earthen wells, ifto be worked by bullocks, could only be siccessfully 
constructed where the soil was firm. They were found only. in the Chahat 
Khari Assessment Circle of the Rew2tl trhsil and Taoru Assessment Circle of 
the (Nuh tahsii where they tested some yeers. Dhenklls worked by tend 
sould be sunk Wherever the sub-soll water wos very nox. 


Since Indepetidence, the semi-mesonary and ecrthen wells haye gone 
cut oF tise, Even. figures of mesonnry: wells are coming down every year. 
Pumping. sets ace being installed fn incrowsing number. Percolztion wells ure 
sunk only in areas where thewell sinking is not possible, These wells ere 
pakin mesonary wells constructed wit cemont and concrete, 


Lately, the installation of tubewells and pumping sets is becoming mere 
and more popular, However, in canal irrigated crees of the Nuh end Bolinb- 
gach tahsilé the persitm whee! (rahat) is used to take out water from the canal 
when there is vory. little water in it or where the higherlands which are not 
commanded by the cansl weter are irrigsted. The following wells were in

‘Medium term loans are advanced to the cultivators through’ the 
Primacy Land Development Banks in the district against the mortgage of 
land. The recovery is made in exsy instalments in a period of seven years, 
‘Tie first year of the loan in treated as grace year and only the iuterest is 
realised. ‘The rest of the loanind the interest are recoverable in 6 equated 
yearly instalments, The commercial banks are aloo coming forward and 
advancing Josns Tor tubewells. The Small Farmers Development Agency 
provides subsidy to the umall farmers et the rate of 23 percent of the loan 
“money for tubewells as wellas for sinking of percolation wells, ‘The ngency 
alo provides subsidy to the small farmers for blasting wherever the per 
colation wells need such operation. Electricity connections are given on priori- 
‘ty basis to the cullivators by the Haryans State Blectricity Board for 1ubewelle 
installed under the above schemes. These schemes have made great impact 
and kre very populor with the firming community, 


‘Up to 1970-71, 27,766 tubewells (36 State deep tubewells and 27,730 
Private) had been installed in the district. This number rose to 37,261 (100 
‘State deop tubewells and 37,161 private) in {972-73. Table VIII of Appendix 
shows tahsftwise figures about the installation of tubewells during 1973-74 
101976-77. Feombetnble itis clear the number of tubewells installed in the 
Nuhand Firozpur Shirk tahsils is much less as compared to the other tahsits. 
Tn the Nuh tahiil, the water is mostly siline and not fit for cultivation. In 
the Firozpur Jhirka tahail, the tubewells are not popular because of the 
anfayourable topography. 


‘The tubewell icrlgstion lias popularised the sowing of various crops 
particularly high yielding varictics of wheat, hybrid bajra and vegetables, 
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Soils | 

‘The district has the distinction of having all types of soils right from 
cliyto sand dunes. Theyare classified into Heavy or Hard Clay (Chiknot,

Heavy ot Hard Clay (Chiknot, Dakar and Roki) —As the name indicates, 
these soils sine very hard in texture and render the cultivation difficult, These 
are mostly found nt the basement of the fills and in regular flooded grea 
of the district, Thoy require a good dew! of moisture. In years of good 
rainfall, they give a mmgnificient yield, but indry years, these cannot be sown, 
‘or if sown, yield tittle of nothing. The approximate area under these soils in the 
district. is 33,540 hectares whieh iv mostly found in the Dahar circle of Nut, 
the Dalarand Chiknot circles of Firvrpur Jhitha aud the Sahibi cine of 
Gunpion tabsils. The crops grown are whent, peas, rice and sugarcane, 


Clay Loam (Narmot).—This bs a mediiim type of soil and the crust 
Isaho not dificult to break, Addition of humous (organic mutter) is esvential 
for raising the crops. This type of soll, approximately 2,20,580 heotures, 
fescattered almost throtighout the district but by mostly inthe exstern parts 
including thove of Nuh snd’ Fitozpur Jhirka taluiils which ate canal irrigated, 
‘he crops grown are whent, gram, barley, fodders, baira, Jowar, pulses, sarson 
and. vegetables, 


Sandy Loam (Magida)—As the mame indicstes this type of soil is easy 
to work, ‘This is the xepreventative soit of the district on which is based the 
‘entite cropping pattern. Itix very much prevalent in the Taora circle of the 
Nuh tahsif and the Gurgaon and Solna viteles of the Gurgion tahsil. The 
‘approximate area under this soil is 2,65,190 hectares, Seepage is & major 
problem in the case of this soifand the addition of organic matter is essential 
to increase its water holding capacity, Thiss oil is suitable for raising all 
types of crops. with top as well.as fibrous root system suchas bajra, Jowar, pram, 
barley and cilseeds, such as sarson, taramira and groundnut, having low water 
requirements, ‘Tuber erops algo grow successfully under irrigated conditions, 


‘Sandy (Bhur).—Sandy soil and sand dunes are found in seattered patches: 
inall the tahsils of the district. Tho area under this category of soil is 
approximately 90,376 hioctsres. Ths soil sulfers from erosions by wind and its 
shifting mture makes the raking of crops very difficult. Ik remains A exuse ~ 
of'esncetn (9 the fiemers and requires constant vigilance on their pari 
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Rain showers are the major factors in raising crops in this soil, The crops 
grown are : jowar, bajra, gram, sarson, barley and taramira. 

‘To general, the soils are deficient in nitrogen and organic matter, but 
othe phosphoric content ranges from low to medium.! Lt is, therefore, evident 
sthat for obtaining good yields, the soils need heavy manuring with nitrogen- 
‘ous and phosphatic fertilizers, The deficiency of organic matter demands 
that the soils be also enriched with organic substance likefarm-yard manure, 
compost and greeo-manure. For the improvement of alkaline soils, grecn- 
‘manuiring occupies an important plice in the development of sgricultural 
"Programme, 

“Agricaltural zones.—Agriculturally Gurgaon district may be divided 
into two zones, viz, the fires zone comprising the Ballabgurh and Palwal 
tabsils and the second zone comprising the Gurgaon, Nuh and Firospar 
Jhirku tahsils. 


‘he first zone is the most fertile area of the district. The soils mange 
fromsandy loamto clay loamt. “nits exst Bows the Yainuna and on its West 
fare the remancnts of the Aravalli. It avails of ireigation foilities from the 
‘Ages Canal, The subsoil water is sweet aud fit for irrigation, The water 
table is comparatively high and water can be struck at a depth of 10—32 feet 
(310.10 mevtes), Lift irrigation is very sucessful, These conditions are 
favourable for the successful eaising of all types of crops, Solas 
crops grown are whicat, gram, barley, oilseds, cotton, sugarcane, 





alkalinity, saliaity,erosion by water , floods, defective Ursinage and depressions. 
“The Government is already seized of these problems and ix taking measures 
‘overcome: these hurdles, The Gaunchi Drain, now re-modelled, will ease 
further tho water-logsing and drainage problems.

In’ the other half comprising Gurgaon, Sohn and 
Pataudi blocks, lift irrigation is practised where the sub-soil water Is sweet, “The 
amajor crops grown in this part are : wheat,grim, barley, groundnut, bajra, 
Jowar, oi-sees and vogctables. ‘The difficulties peculiar to this zone which 
coms in the way of agriculture relate to the absence or luck of sweet subsoil 
water, waterlogging , soil erosion by wind, defective, drainage depressions, 
Depressions are mosily due to the presence of Arayalli hills, Boring ope- 
rations at the foot or in the bed of these hills are difficult. The Govecument 
huesinse arranged Rix machines for deep and difficult borings. Gypsum is 
given on 5) percent subsidy for the control and reclanition of alkaline soils. 
To mke advantage of the accumulated. water of floods and heavy rtins,_the 
Goverment has jntroduced sugurcane, rice and also groundnut crops’ whish 
have given promiaing results. ‘The high-yielding varieties of wheat and jr 
too have proved successful. 


Crops 


The crops grown in the Gurguon district are divided into~ two'main 
categories, vie, \Khar(f'and abi, tocally named us saint and saihi, The 
former isthe summer season and the latter the Winter season hurvest. Any 
crop which does not strictly fall within these Wo harvests Is known as a 2ald 
cropand its harvost iv called the sudd Kharif or suid radi, according to the 
harvest with which it is assessed. Torla is cultivated as:zait Kharif and 
tobuceo as sail rabl. 


‘The major Kharif crops are : bu/rd, sugarcane, cotton, paddy, maize, 
Jowit, soyabean, groundnut, cow-pea; while the minot ones or subsidiary 
‘crops are: Khurif pulses (moong, mash, moth, arhar, massar, and kharif yege~ 
tables (kadiduu, karelis, Whindi, Kaki, tinda, ghia, chillies, tomato, beinjal, onion), 


‘The m {jor rubi erops are: witeat, gram, barley anid 7b! oll-seeds (sxyson, 
taramira, rays); Waile the minor ones or subsidiary crops ure: fodders: (bar 
seem, o1ts, sarson) and vegetables (ciddish, carrot, turnip, brinjal, cauliflower, 
Potato, pea, tomato, bund-godhi, ganth-gobhi, palak, methi), 


Sugareane, cotton, groundnut sand vegetables (potato, chillies, oinion, 
pes, tomato) are the main cesh crops of the district. Vegetables are gonerally 
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cultivated uround’ the towns where there is comparatively a greater demumnd 
for them. 

Table IX of Appendix gives details about the sowing and harvesting of 
Kherif and. rabi ceops; Table X shows the area under principal crops; Table 
XU the yield per hecture und Table XIL the production of principal crops from 
1960-61. onwards, 


A mujor break through inugriculture has been achieved after Independ- 
ence by the evolution and introduction of high yielding varieties of various 
erops and by following, the latest technology in processes connected with agri- 
culm! production including mechanisition, ‘The multi-pronged approwch 
adopted by the cultivator with the technical know-how and guidance imparted 
by the agricultural experts has also contributed greatly to incrensing production 
nthe district, During the last two decades, all existing resources have been 
exploited to the maximum extent, Apart from high yielding varieties and 
improved seeds, the other major factors te provision of major and minor 
ftrigation fucilitics, rationaland balanced use of chemical fertilisers and control 
Of pestwnnd diseaes, The seconlury factors, such us the use of agricultural 
machinery and improved agricultural implements, seed treatment, oprimon 
sowing time, initiation of various package programmes, soil testing reclarma- 
ion fuellitics, ete. have wlso helped 19 @ grea extent in increasing the 
agriculiuni) production. Technical guidance hus beon made available in such 
‘away a5 to ensure that the practices evolved by the experts are followed by 
tho oultivatars in the right manner. By vircue of this multipurpose approach, 
every inch of cultivable land is being brought under the plough. The 
increased. production during 1970-71 was to the tune of 42 per cent as 
‘compared to 1960-67, and it increared to 65.93 per cent in 1976-77.

Wheat—As per the Gurgaoi Disiriet Gazetteer, 1910, (p- 92), 
“Gurgaon is not distinctively a wheat growing district aud the average 
mistured area under wheat fur the 22 years fram 1885-86 only amotinted to 42,675 
uotes (ie. 17,270 hectares)or Spercent of the total matured area". The total 
perveninge under wheat and mixtures of whieat (gochni, i.¢,,-mixed with gram 
‘and gojra, ic. mixed with barley) was 10, Even in the Bullabgarh tabsil which 
Was then part of the Dslki district, the percentage was 9. ‘The estimated yield 
‘of well-ittigated wheat vaned from 610 14 maunds. (3.36 to 5.22 quintals) and 
of canal irrigated what from 11 to 12 maunds (4,11 104,48 quinals) per sere 
(0,405 hecturo),, On the whole, it averaged at about 104 maunds (3.90 
quintals) per acre (0.405 hectare). However, since Independence, wheat has 
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become the principlal rabi foodgrain crop. Tt is cultivated throughout 
the district. The area under this crop in 1950-5! was 49 thousand hectares. 
Ae went on increasing up to 1964-65 when it was 100 thousand hectares. 
‘There was a decrease i area ducing 1965-66 and 1966-67. The area under 
wheat was 156.5 thousand hectares in 1970-7 and 169.1 thousand hectares 
in 1971-72 and the production was 250 and 279 thousand metric tonnes respec- 
Lively. During 1972-73 to 1975-76, the area varicd from 138 thousand hectares 
to 148.3 thousind hectares. The highest area was 182.8 thousand hectares in 
1976-77 and the production was 274 thousand metric tonnes. In 1969-70, 
ilthough the area sown ‘under wheat was less, i.e. 138 thousand hectares, 
the yield was 283 thousand metic tonnes. The varieties sown i the district are 
£.591, 6.518, €.281, 0.273 and €. 306. The now varieties, thataré being sown sre 
Kalyan 227, Sonalika, $-308, Hire 194) and Mou 1949, Those new varicties 
hive led to & remarkable increase jn the production of wheat. With recom- 
mind2d doses of fertilizers snd tiie latest techniques, these varistios sre capable 
ofyleldsashighs 92quinaly perhectere, This fot, alone has brought about 
‘a revolution in whest cultivation, 


Rice (Paddy)—Paddy ix locally known as dhaan, The cultivation of 
rice requires damp climate, heavy soil and frequent rains or irrigation. As 
crop it was practically unknown in the district 60-70 years ago. Onan 
average, only 172 acres (69.6 hectares) were annually under rice cultivation: 
from 1905-06 to 1909-10. Excepting 1934-35, when it was 274 acres (110.9 
hectares), the acreage under rice declined steadily till in 1943-44, it was only 20 
fucres (8.1 hectares). I 1950-51, the area under this crop was less than S00 
hectares. It was less than 1,000 hectares up to 1966-67 but in 1967-68 and 
and 1963-69, it rose to 1,000 hectares. The area was 24 thousand hectares: 
in 1969-70 and 1972-73. The production increased to 3,6 thousand metric 
tonnes. In 1973-74, the area increased to 2.7 thousand hectares and the pro- 
duction increased to 5 thousand metric tonnes. There was decline in the 
area as wollas production of rice. But the highest area was 3.3 thousand 
hectares in 1976-77, with production of S thousand metric tonnes of rice. 
‘The main producing areas are Pulwil, Hathin, Hodal, Nuh, Ballabgarh, 
Paridabad and Gurgion blocks, ‘The popular varieties grown are Basmati 
370 and Jhona 349. The new varictics which have been introduced for 
increase in the production of rive are LR. Sand Jays Padma, 


Gram,—Gram is locally known as chanma. [t requires dry climate 
and is sown throughout the district. An important rabi foodgrain crop, ik 
forms a good item of diet for both human beings and cattle. Tkis consumed 
right from the time of germination to’ grain development staye and is used for 
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‘a variety of purposes. ‘Ihe afea undergram is mostly dependent on the 
‘vagaries of weather. Timely rainfall increases its cultivation while late caiafall 
leads to decresse. This results im considerable fluctuations" The area under 
this erop in 1950-St was: 75 thousand hectares. It was the highest in 1961-62 
with 166 thoumand hectares and the lowest in 1972-73 with 37 thousand hectares. 
The district ranked thin! intheState in the production of gram (10.27-percent) 
during 1970-71. The production of gram touched the lowest level. in 1975-76 
with 25 thousand metric tonnes and the ares was 61.7 thousind  bectares. 
Acconding to the Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910, (Page 92), the out turm-of

Maize—Maize is locally Known 2s makka. 1¢ is a Kharif foodgmin 
crop and needs assured irrigation for its cultivation. The area under this 
crop was only a thousand hectares in 1950-51. Tt rose to two thousand heo- 
tares in 1960-61 and almost remnined. constant till 1965-66. In 1967-68 and, 
1971-72, it was six thousand’ hectares: but the introduction of Baisakhi Afoong 
after whest has resulied in the shifting of the sowing time of maize from the 
monsoon to post-monsoon period when it is more economical and. profitable!

I requires 
a wetclimateand considerable irrigation forts cultivation, The main produc- 
ing treay aro Ballabgarh, Hodal, Punahana, Hathin-and Patwal blocks. Prior 
to Independence, the area under this crop was always Jess than fifteen 
thousand acres. Only in 1941-42, it was 25,743 acres. From thousand 
hectares in 1950-51, ft tose to 14 thousand hectares in 1960-61 and to 
20 thousand “hectares in 196S-66. Thereafter, there has been a steady 
decline and the area was only 11.6 thousand hectares in 197677. The

Fruits form an essential part of humin dist, ns they contain natural 
elements like protcins, starch, minerals and vitamins, Against the per capita 
daily requiremsnts of 3 to 4 ozs. of fruits, Haryana produces only 1.5 ozs, 
andthe Gurginn disteict 145 ozs, OF 12,000 hectares under fruit cultiva- 
tion in the State, Gurgaon hias only about 171 hectares, 


Feuit cultivation ceased to be a hobby ofa few affluent persons after 
Independence. It then began to attract the attention of Government 
Which: took steps to provide fiwilities under the Five-Year Plans to those who 
took to fruit cultivation, To inteniify the production of fruits, the State 
Government introduced a numbzr of schemes suchas Applied Nutrition Pro- 
gramme, Intensive Cultivation of Grape Vine and Garden and Nursery Pro- 
duction Work. The restilts have been encouraging, The area under fruit 
cultivation hay increased by 33 percent. ‘There is no garden colony, but there 
ace 10 model gardens, mostly of grapes, in villages Bhorukilan, Dundahora, 
Garhi, Harsaru and Mulahens (tshsil Gurgaon). and at Bullabgarh, Palwal and 
Pataudi. While the owners of the old gardens.are not keen to run theseon a 
commercial basis, the new gardens luive como up as business concerns. 


Lift irrigition supplies water to mvay gantens though canal water is 
used in the Ballabgarh and Palwal tahsils. 


‘Tho two private nurseries, Jogindra Nursery in Faridabad and New 
Rajoris Nuriery in Gurgion, find it not possible to mect the fruit plants 
fequirement of the district.

Gardens and nurseries-—Thore is no Goverament garden or wursery in 
the districl. OF the wo approved private nurseries, named already, one is 
Jocated at Faridabad and the other at Gurgaon. Numerous varietics of 
docorative plants, shrubs, ornamemal trees and flower and fruit plants are 
available at these nurseries, The people of the district also supplement their 
requirements of fruit and oraimeaul plants fromthe Government nurseries 
focited at Pinjore, (disteict Ambala), Hansi (district Hisar), Sitsa and Jind, 
For the benefit of the growers, the Horticultural Division of the Haryana 
‘Agriculiural University has, since 1971, set up # gacddon-cum-progeny nursery 
galled the Agricultural Research SubStation at Solins Road, Giirgacn, 


‘Vecerasies 
‘With the increase of irrigation facilities, the cultivation of vegetables 
has increased considerably, The increase is notable particularly in or around 
the towns and adjoining villages us marketing futilties are easily available, 
The eating habits of the people in the villages are also changing und vegetables 
‘are becoming an important purt of the dict. Consequently, a majority of far- 
mers in villiges having water enough lor irrigation have sturted growing 
Vegetables nt only to meet their own requirements, but also to make some 
additional money out of it. The increase in production of vegetables in the 
district is borne out by the fact that at present large quantitites of vegetables 
‘are being daily exported to Delhi from Gurgaon, Sohna, Faridabad, Palwal, 
Bullabgarh and otlier towns after meeting the local requirements. 
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According to their ‘growing season, the Vegetables are divided into two 
main groups, ie, (i) Summer vegstables (ii) Winter vegetables. Summer vege- 
tables include utr or Kakri, Kharboora., tarboos, ghia, kaddoo, tori, petha, tinda, 
karela, brinjal, tomato, bhiadi, diferent types of suag and sweet powsto. Winter 
vegetables include a wide range of vegetables such as (a) root crops like radish, 
turnip, carrot; (b) leafy oole crops, like paluk, methiand sarson ka sag (¢) cole 
fruit crops like cauliflower, cabbage, kno! Khoi, etc. Recent researches earri- 
ed in the improvement of vegetables by the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, Now Delhi and the Haryana Agricultural University, Hisar have 
introduced many new yarielics which abt only give higher yield over the old 
types but have alio improved their quality und nutritive value. Seeds of all 
varictics of vegctibies ace produced and multiplied wt the Haryans Agricul- 
turil University Vegetable Seed Farm, Gurgaon. Some of the: seeds are also 
supplied from the Governinent Vegetable Farm, Gharaunda (district Karnal), 


Kitchen gardening —The State aided programme of kitchen gardening 
was taken up in the district in 1971, and it covers Gurgaon, Faridubud and 
Bullabgath blocks, About 3,000 kitchen gardens in urban houses and educa 
tional institutions had been set up by the-end of Macch 1972. Seeds and vech- 
nical guidance in respect of planting and aftercare are given by the field staf, 


Fruit presermation—A. short course on fruit preservation és some times 
‘organised by the Central Food Technological Researcl Institute or the Herti- 
cultural Division of the Indian Agricultural Research Institute, New Delhi, 
for the benefit of the housewives. One such coune was organised by the 
Farmer Training Centre, Gurgson, for five duys in 1971 under the Women 
Farmers Training and Education Programme. A team of specialists from 
the Horticultural Division of the Inditn Agricultural Research Institute, 
‘New Delhi, also participated. About 100 ladies took advantage of this course. 


Applied Nutrition Programme,—This progeamme was initiated in the 
Gurgaon district during 1965 under « Centrally eponsored scheme. It aims at 
‘making the villagors conscious of the necessity of king balanood and mutri- 
tive food as theirdict. This is being udyocuted through prictical moans, To 
start with, only two blocks, vix Rallabgarh and Sohna, were selected but in 
1971 this programme was extended to two more blocks namely, Firozpur 
Shicka and Gurgaon. Ineach of these blocks, about ten villages have been 
selected for this programme, Ten kitchen gardens, one community garden 
and one school garden have been. set up in each of these Villages. Vegetable: 
seeds, fruit plints and garden tools have been pravided free of cost to the owners 
‘ofthe gardens, Technical advice about the cultivation of fruits and vegetables 
is given regularly. 
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Rotation of crops.—The cultivators of the district have been aware of 
the advantages of erop irowation. The general rotation of crops followed by

‘Apart from land and irrigation, agricultural operations depend on some 

other resources which must be scientifically exploited to achieve higher yields. 
Byenfora number of years after independence, the Indian cultivator remutin- 
ed trudition-bound in spite of Community Development Programme. Gras 
dually, agsicalinre assumed national importance, as India, ike other countries, 
could not hope to feed its growing millions without developing the means to 
produce enough food forall her people, Selentific agriculture requires know- 
ledge Of various kinds based on the application of fandamental research to 
focal conilitions. It is becoming more and more the respomaibitity of the 
State to make this knowledge available, to encoumugs its understanding and 
to provide financisl and other facilities to cultivators who are getting keenet 
to we seiantific methods in their cultivation, Any notable achisvement in 
this direction on the part of Government as well asthe cultivators is bound to 
be revolutioasry in character. It was not, therefore, at all surprising that the 
State became involved on many fronts in an effort to improve all the factors 
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of scientific agriculture, I began tw spend large sums of money to achieve 
self-sufficiency in food production so that India may not have to go on buying 
Lange quantities of food from other countries, 


This. effort.on the part of Government can be studied usefully if we 
first keep in view the nature of the administrative machinery which has grown 
over the yeers, 


An office of the Agriculture Department in the district was set up as 
carly as 1929, under the supervision and coutrol of a District Agriculure 
Officer. Since 1967, it hay been functioning under the charge of a Depury 
Director of Agriculmre, He is essised by a District Agriculture Officer 
(District Work), 4Sub-Divisionst Agriculture Officers (High Yielding Variety 
Programme), 24 Agriculture Inspectors (High YieWding Variety Programme), 
It Agriculture Taspeotors (District Work), 7 Agriculture Inspectors (Oil-secd), 
20 Agriculture Inspectors (Intensification of Agriculture: Pr. duction), 3 Farm 
‘Manswers (Fertilizer Scheme), 11 Agriculture Sub-Inspect. rs (District Work) 
and 7 Agriculture Sub-Inspectors (Oil-seed). 


‘The Agriculture Department guides the farmers in the Tetest tech fo- 
gical advances in agricultural production. These include intenive methods 
of cultivation for higher production \per unit area through new crepping 
Patterns suited to their conditions, These also comprise prep nticn of crep. 
plans, control of vations pests and diseases affteting agriculturd! crops end. 
gardens, use of fertilizers and good seeds, and laying out cf dem nitration 
Plots to show to the cultivators the superiority of new string and ¢grencmic 
Prectices recommended for the district. ‘The Agricultural Inspectcrs impart 
training and education to the farmers jn their respective areas cn matters relate 
ing to improve techniques resulting in better management fcr getting more 
Production, use of improved seeds, manures und fertilizers, improved egri- 
cultural implements, plant production, horticulture and other agricultral 
Practices, 


The Agricufture Extension Agency gives # great push to scientific agri- 
culture through the package field demonstration onalerge scale. Thedemons- 
trationsare Inid onthe fields by the farmers themselves With the scicntific 
Knowledge provided by the Government experts. When the results of field 
demonstfation are found to be of marked improvement, Kisen Melas are held 
on such fields-where all the package operations are explained to the formers, 
‘Seminarsarevlso held in these Metas and discussions <mongst the farmers on 
‘various improved agricultural practices are held where the Extensicn Specie~ 
lists and the Extension Officers remove such doubts as the farmers may have, 
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‘With the evolution of high yielding varieties the rmsults have been convincing 
and widespread. 

The administrative mschinery not only provides knowledge and precti- 
cal demonstration butalso administers financial and other help under various 
heads as provided by the State. Let us now review in some detail the position 
inrespeet of the various factors of scientific agnculture. 


Good seed is the basis of successful agriculture. The Agriculture 
Department rightly pays much attention to ensure the multiplication and 
supply of seeds of ‘improved yaricties. It also gives wide publicity In 
Mnyour of improved seeds. Eleven seed farms were set up in the district in 
different blocks between 1958 and 1961 to meet the growing demand for im- 
proved and better variotics of ‘weds. The teonginksed district has eight 
of these farms. On an average each seed farm, except the seed farms at Daulat~ 
pur and Pinangwan, cavers an area. of about ten acres (4 hectares). The area 
ofthe farmat Daulatpurisabout [8 hectires and of the one at Pinangwan 
Wabout 22 hectares, Seeds of whet, gram, barley, bajra snd sarson aro 
‘multiplied at these farms depending uponageoctimatic fuctors. In fet all the 
improved agricultural practices aro being followed at these fiurms which ere 
also serving as demonstration centres. Relevant detailé of these farms. ere 
given in Table XIV of Appendix. The better yielding varieties of seeds 
recommended for the district huve already been mentioned while discussing 
individual crops. 


In 192%, a 100-acre Government Agriculture Demonstration Farm was 
set up xt Gurgaon on the Dethi-AlwarRoed, ats distance of about 1; kil metres 
from the district courts. Research work on oilseeds, wheat, barley, dajra, 
tobacco and millets was being carried on at the Bartley Research Centre 
Jocated at the farm, It hss since been shifted to Rawal in the Rewari tabsil. 
‘The following types of promising strtins and varieties have been evolved and 
tried in the fields on.m large scale ©

The farm hus been under the chorge of the Haryana Agricultural Uni- 
versity, which us since set up Vegetable and Fruits Research Sub-Stations, each 
covering anarca of 8 hectares. “The University hod also set up a Farmers’ 
Training Centre with & hostel with aid from the Government of Indin since 
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December 1968. A Krishi Gyan Kendra has also been constructed to Serve 
as an advisery centre for the fiurmers. The remaining area has been trinsferred 
for the construction of the Mini-Secretarixt at Gurgaon. 


‘The district is notified under the East Punjab Sceds and Seedlings Act, 
1949, tinder which it is an offence to sow varieties of seeds, particularly of 
wheat and cotton, other than those on the approved list of the State Agri- 
culture Department. The defwulters are Hable to « fine which may extend up 
to Rs. 500,

Since in the beginning, the farmers Were not wate of the benefits which 
could accrus from the use of improved varieties of seeds, the demand and con- 
sequently the distribution were insignificant. As the farmers got enlightened 
About more yield, lncger quantities of seeds were distributed year after year, 
By now, the farmers have enoughof the improved seeds produced on their own 
fields. 


Farmers Training Centre, Gargnot—The Farmers Training Centre, 
Gargion, covering the whole of the district, was started in December 1968 
as one of the five centres provided to Haryana Sinte by the Government of 
India, which bore the entire expenditure of this scheme, The training is classi- 
fied under two general headings : (a) Institutional and (b) Non-Institutional. 
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nvlitutional fraining.—The institutisns) type of training is carried ont in the 
form of short specialised courses. at suitable places: where physical facilities 
and expertise exist, such as Government farms, research stations, agricultural 
colleges anti tniining centres. The short duration institutional training of 
firmers hye been an important component of farmers’ training and caters to 
the necds-of farmers who would like to have higher knowledge and skills in 
certain specialised areas such as fertilizers, machinery, water tse, plant pro- 
tection, farm management, storage, etc. Ten such specizlised counes of days 
duration aro held in a year and are attended by 25 fermers interested in 
aoquiring advanced knowledge, 


Recent advances in agriculture have cpened up new vieiss for the ferm 
‘women to acquire larger tesponsibilities especially in relation to storage, seed 
sekection, method of cocking, high yielding varieties and preperticn of 
nutritional diet from coreals, pulses and horticultural products. ‘Training 
of firm women hss, therefore, become very impertant. in this scheme sepe- 
tate trtining courses, 10) in number, ate organised either at the Fermers Trin 
ing Centre or inthe ficld. ThE tmining is wake care of by the woman efficer 
Provilled tua member of thé peripatetic team inthe scheme. 


Specialised courses for the men end women conveners of farmers dis- 
cussion groups commonly knownas charela mandale are also organised under 
the farmers trainiig and educating programme. The coitres for cenvencrs 
inclide special areas such as development of leadorihip qualities, procedures for 
pbisining credit, fertilizers, pesticides and spare parts and procedures 
governing the use of irrigntion water, electricity end related matters. 


Every yeur 25 courses on an eyenige are organised for farmers and 
farm wonten at the Farmers Training Centre. ‘Thus the institutional train- 
ing programme in 3 year covers 625 participants, each course having a 
strength of 25 participants, Out of 25 courses, $ courses are for men and 
women conveners of the Farmers Discussion Progeamme, Thus treining: is 
Provided wo 500 participants in special fields and to 125, conveners of the 
Farmers Discussion Programme. These courses are properly supported by 
andio-vistal aids and radin. 


‘Now-Institutiowal training.—It is conducted with the help of a peripate- 
_ tic team of the Farmers: Training Centre. The programme includes short 
Production-cum-training camps at the points (farms) of demonstration to 
‘educate the farmers on high yiclding varictics, film shows, film strips, ete. 


In the training camps organised for farm women, stress is laid on the 
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importance. of agricultural production, consumer education-on, the high 
yielding. varieties of cereals und domestic. storage of ‘grains. 


These training campsare attended by neighbouring fermers participat- 
ing in production programme, ¢.g. H. multiple cropping and any other 
important agricultural effort. Audio visual van provided in the scheme is, 
‘used by the team for carrying crop specimens, sumples of inputs, posters, leaf- 
Jets and otlier training materials. The team also provides guidence to the 
participants of the training cimp on high yielding varicties, unswers questions 
‘and gives instructive material, all with a view to supporting the demonstration 
and ensuring that the instruction given is followed up. About 100 such 
tmining camps are organised in a year. 


Farmers Discussion Groups.—Organisation of farmers discussion 
‘groups popuburly knowns charcha mandals forms another very important 
activity of this scheme. There are 300-such groups in the district. These are 
closely linked with the demonstrations ectrried out in the district by the special 
Sts amd serve es a forum for exsutngs of views and experience on these 
demonstrations and also for thrashing out field problems faced by the farmers 
inudopting improved prictices demonstrated. ‘These groups are fully equip- 
ped with material such as Ustening sets, bulletins on: farmers’ training, 
Titeruture on high yielling varieties peogramme, audio-visual aids and pre- 
‘nddreseed envelops along with stationery and postage for ecrrespondence. 





‘The convener of the group leader has to armange a discussion on farm: 
trondoxst made by the All India Radio. ‘The group discusses the coment of 
the broadcast in relation to their own field experiences. The problems that 
emerge from these discussions, the conyener brings these to the notice of the 
specialists, through the Radia Contact Officer, who in turn seeks the solutions 
‘and arranges for answers to be broadcast. 


To mutke the disctission effective, the membership of the discussion 
‘group is limited to 20 farmers. Sepurate discussion groups are formed for 
farm men and farm women. 

Conducted (ours of farmers—In the present sftuation, where majority 
ofthe frmers are not literate, conducted tours to ugriculruml research stations, 
universities, experimental firms and the firms of progressive farmers have 
special significence for purposes of adoption of recommended technology. 
‘Suoh planned visits by the farmers make their trcining more effective through 
education and exchange of experience, 

Information support.—The All India Radio plays 2 key role in farmers 
teining and education programme, ‘The Radio Contact Officer, provided at

the centre, is responsible for collecting information about the high yielding 
varieties progmmme from all the relevant sources at the district level and 
passing them to the farmers through radio broadcasts, He also receives 
information relating to farmers’ problems from the conveners of discussion 
groups und sectires solutions for them from the specialist concerned and arranges 
broadcasts, The fisld demonstrations provide the basio information for 
every broadcast, Tlie All India Radio, in order to meet the requirements of 
farm information, has set up Farm and Home Units to cover the district in the 
high yielding varieties area, The Delti TV's Krishi Decchan programme 
plays.a significant role by its comprehensive and topical coverage of items of 
‘special interest and utility for the farmers. 


Training courses in agriculture for the prexelensed personnel from 
service.—With a view to imparting training in scientific agriculture to those 
personnel from services who are to be released shortly and likely to settle on 
the lund after retirement, courses are organised for themat the Farmers’ Training 
Centre so that they may tke up farming ina right way as & profitearning 
business. This training wus taken -up ut this centee during 1973-74 on the 
suggestion of the Ressettloment Wing of the Ministry of Defence, Government 
of India and selected persons from the thres services are sent to this centre for 
training for a period of 2 months. During 1973-74 three such courses were 
arranged and 100 persons were trained, 


‘MANURES AND FERTILIZERS 


Crops constime various plant nutrients in substantial quantities from 
the soi! during the course of growth. ‘The continued depletion of plant food 
elements from tHe soil lens 10 Jow soll fertility and lower agricultural yields. 
It i, therefore, essential that besides irrigation focifities and the improved 
varieties of seeds, plant nutrients are replenished through the increased use of 
munures and fertilizers so tht the soil is Kept ut » high level of fertility end 
crops continue (ogive good! yields. fi recent years, the consumption of manures 
‘and fertilizers hes increased considerably, Before Independence, hardly any 
quantity of chemical fertilizers was used in the district. Tho people were 
under the erroneous belief that chemical fertilizers adversely affected the crops 
‘and spoiled the hind. Even the night-soil and other urban wastes were 
neglected about 20 years ago, asthe poopie did not like to use them duc to 
‘special projudices. But the picture is different now. The laying of 
demonstration plots at various placeshas removed their prejudices und the 
cultivators have realfsed the benefits of manures and fertilizers, 


(© Grecn-manuring—As green-menuring with leguminous creps aids 
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to the fertility of the soll, ithas been found to be the cheapest among all kinds 
of manuring. practices. Chemical fertilizers give very good results when the 
fields have in them sufficiently high amounts of organic mutter stipplicd by 
green-manuring. Tkisan important practice which increases soil fertility by. 
direct addition of nitrogen and improve soil texture by addition of humps or 
organic miter. The addition of organic matter improves both heavy and 
sandy’ soils for it has a binding effect on the: loose particles of sandy soil end 
makes the tough and heavy soil less heavy. The water-holding capacity of 
the soil is also increased. Further, it creates better conditions for the increase 
‘of useful bacteria in the soil. Gteen-manuring is very useful from the pro- 
duction point of view, but shortage of irrigation fecilities in the district and low 
rainfall greatly limit its use, It has not been possible for the cultivators of 
the district to adopt green-mannring decause of edverse weather conditions. 
The Goverament, however, encourages the adoption of green-munuring by 
the cultivators in areas where it can be adopted with chances of reasonable 
success. It distributes free seed puckets of dhaineha, grants subsidv nt the 
rate of 6.25 percent pec hectare for the ares green munured and also grants 
remission of water rate, if crops are buried in the soil before the 15th 
Seplembsr. Apact from dhainche, gowar and sani are also used Tor green- 
manuring.

and ure deficient in organic, matter, nitrogen and phosphcrus. So apart from 
green-manuring, choniical fertilinors are indispeniable for increasing crop 
yields quickly and these are used incombination with organic manures, 


Asa resultofa largo number of village demonstrations, the cultivators 
‘have started using chemical fertilizers in increasing quantitios, 


Previously the District Wholesale Cooperative “Marketing and Supply 
Society received and distributed fertilizers to their dey t-hoiders on cash as 
wellas.on credit, The State Government provided taccavi to the farmers for 
the purchase of chemical fertilizers from these depots whose number in. 1970- 
‘Th was 187, Later on, this raccavt system was stopped and crop loan system 
introduced. It Is working quite effectively, Under this system, short term 
loans are being advanced by the Central Cooperative Bank to the members of 
the Cooperative Societies, for the purpose of purchasing fertilizers. 


Now the Haryana Cooperstive Supply and Marketing Federation 
arranges. supplies of fertilizers to the Coopenstive Supply and Marketing 
S xivties inthe district, These socictissre located at Gurgzon, Sohns, Petsudi, 
Nuh, Taoru, Firozput Thicks, Pslwal and Ballabgarh and heve branches at 
the block leveland sub-depots at the villas level, 


The numbor of fertilizer depots cpened by exch society fell frem 10. 
during 1973-74 10'S during 1974-75, asthe finncis! position of these: sccisties 
was not sound and fertilizers could nat be purchased bn cash payment bests, 
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In addition to the 39 societies lepots, in 1975-76, there were 38 private depots

(it) Compost magure—Atso called farmyard manure or cattle dung 
manure, itisan-ell-rownd gocd manure 1 maintainand improve soil fertility. 
However, the farmyard manure commonly used-by the cultivators Is pot 
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‘both in quality and quantity. This is largely due to faulty method of its 
Prepamtion and incomplete utilisation of the useful ingredicats contained in 
cattle dung, Inthe context of emphasis on high yielding varieties programme, 
ithas been inevilable dut larger quantities of good quality manure are pro- 
duced in villages and the Depiriment of Agriculture is making all efforts in 
‘this respect. For this reason, the entire district has been notified under the 
East Punjab Conservation of Manure Act, 1949, whereunder the farmers are 
required to conserve the cattle dung and other negative wastes in pits of proper 
dimensions for making. the compost. 


‘As already stated, the soil of the district fs composed ofall types ranging 
from sandy to clayey, Addition of compost Js weful for all the types. In 
sandy soil, the compost js useful in keeping together the soil particles and. in 
clayey soil humus material is absolutely essential to improve the soil texture. 
‘With the increase of irrigation facilities and the adoption of the multiple 
cropping programme, the use of compost has assumed a special significance, 
Whatever compost is prepared in the district fs used in agriculture expecially 
for vegetables, sugarcane, cotton, and better yielding varieties of other crops. 
The district on the south and south-west is touched by Rajasthan and from 
that State numerous herds of cattle come every season in search of fodder and 
water. The farmers in the Firozpur Jhirka tahsil utilise the urine and dung 
of these hords on their fields on payment, 


‘To populurise compost manure severil incentives are given by the 
Suite Government. The total quantity of rural compost prepared during 
‘the period 1960-61 10 1976-77 is given below :

In spite of incentives for compost-making, cattle dung is used as fuel in 
the form of dung cakes. With a viow to mecting the farmers’ need for fuel, 
Gobir Gis Plant Project has been initiated, The cattle dung, thus can be 
uilsed to supply gus for cooking purposes as also for compost. This project 
staried 4 decade ago, by the Khadi Board, did got make headway and only 12 
plants were established, Tho Stats Government his now twken up this project 
With a target of $00 plans for the district. Twentyfive per cent: subsidy is 


given for a plant under this. project, 


‘The Furidabsd Complex and the Municipal Committees of Gurgaon, 
Palwal, Hodal, Nub, Firozpur Thitka.and Sohna prepare compost under the 
supervision of Sanitary Inspectors, These inspectors are trainod by the Stute 
Biochemist in the preparation of compost. The State Government advances 
foun to the municipal committees for the purchase of tractors, (roles and 
other carriets on the cecommendations of the State Agriculture Department. 
The compost so prepared is owned and disposed of by the municipal com- 
mitiees. ‘The total quantity of urban com-post prepared during the period 
1960-61 to 1976-77 is given below

Crops ire ocoisionally: exposed to damage from an immense variety of 
pests and diseases. Those attack the standing crops and stored grains. with 
varying “intemity. Suitsble control operations against the attack of pests 
and diseases of cereals, fruits, Vegetables and stored geuine are, therefore, neces- 
sary for the successful'rising of farm crops. ‘The Agriculture Department is 
propayiting different control measures to check these causes of damage to the 
ceops, Under the East Punjab Agricultural Pests, Diseases and Noxious Weeds 
Act, 1949, a8 applicable to Haryana cultivators who do not eradicate weeds, 
pests and diseases bofure the maturing of soeds, ure lixble for legal action. 


‘Most important and common pests and diseases occurring in the dis- 
trict, as elsewhere, are detailod in Table XV of Appendix. Apart from this, 
agriculture is subject to heavy damage caused by hail storms and floods, 
Table XVLof Appendix gives details about the damage done in the district, 
through different agentics during 1960-61 to 1976-77,

‘The old types of simple implements are in-use duc to thelr. low initial 
cost, simple construction, easy availability and also for the reason that some 
fof them can be used for multifarious agricultural operations and these cannot 
be Uispensed with. ‘The description of agricultural implement in common 
use is given below: 

‘Plough.—It consists of three major parts. the beam (Aulas) wooden body 
(hal) and the coulter (panhiari and kuis). It may be of wood o iron but 
one in common use is generally of kikar wood, made by the village carpenter. 
Ai merely scratches tie soil up to 4 to 3 inches and does not really serve the 
purpose of u plough. The chief defect init lies in the fuct thavit leaves ridged 
of unploughed lagd between tle V-Shaped furrows which it makes. The 
plough also fils to eradicate weeds properly. However, a sturdy and intelli- 

qsent farmer makes full and efficient use of the plough with a string pair of 
even, Still in the small land-holdings and fmgmeoted and non-contiguous 
plots the plough is very much suited and it does mot disturb the level of the 
land. 


In 1951 there were 35, 760 wooden ploughs in use in the Gurgaon district. 
The mumber rose to 42,270 in 1961; but decreased to 38,210 in 1965, owing 
toan increasing use of iton ploughs by the farmers. The number of iron 
ploughs consquently increased from 205 in 1951, to 4,062 in 1961 and 
5,880 in 1965. However, the wooden plough still held the field, being 
cheaper, Its number rose to 95,885 in 1970 and 99,354 in 1972, Bar the 
fron plough is changing the outlook of the local farmers. Its number was 
*6,27) in. 197) and 11,658 in 1972. The number of wooden ploughs decreased 
to 73,833 in 1976 and irom ploughs to 10,203. 

‘Tractor,—The use of tractor is limited to- few big farms, The number 
of tractors in uso increased from 115 in 1951 to 740 in 1961, 972 in 1965, 1,416 
in 1970 and 1,874 in 1972, 
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Billock-extt.—This is the tuil load carrying device of the farmer. 
iscommonly used for carrying the farm produce to the trashing, ground, 
‘gmvins to the homesteid and surplus; if uny, to the market and for all other 
triniportation necds. The carte are. manufuctured locally. Different types 
Gfearts are in vogue in different tracks of the district i consonance with the 
fopography, Wooden us well as iron wheels are used. “ut the use of jflsted 
rubber tyre wheels 1s gxining popularity; There wore 27,512 carts in the ditrict 
in 1951, 32,810 in 1961, 38,775 in 1965, 48,810 in 1970 usd 42,433in 1972. This 
was indicative still of the popularity and indispensability of the bullock-caris 
with the nottoe-rich farmers who were in, majorityand could not afford to 
Teplice bullockocarts by wuto-ehicles. However, uecrease in the number of 
certs to 34833 in 1976, shows. chunge in the, rend in favour of the tractorsand 
trolties. 

Cano-crusher-—lt is another important agricultural implement wed, 
mosily on co-operative tusis, for crushing the cane, Wooden eruhets, in 
Vogue somstime bick, have mostly beea discarded and those of steél have 
taken their place. There were 1,720 cane-orashers in 1951, 1,725 in 1961, 1,820 
ih196Sand 1,920 in1970, 101972, the number was 1,468 and itflirther decreased 
to 1,212 In. 1976. 

‘Although the scope of meelunised farming is limited because of the small 
Tknd-holdings, modern implements ure being gradually adopted by the farmers. 
Scarvity af labour and improved economic conditions of the cultivitors have 
accelerated this process. ‘The following comparative study for the years 1951, 
1961, 1968, 1970 and 1972 to 1976 is revealing —

Sol AnD WATER TesTING SeRviCe 


Soif nid Water Testing Service was started in the Gunguon district 
daring 1969-70, Tis object was to check the increasing menace of alkalinity 
and ‘alinity hazind in the district, carry out soit szmples and give necessary 
aulvice about application of suitable fertilizers, etc., on the basis of soil tests, 
The service is provided through  net-work of five Ixborstories Ieceted 2t Gur 
gson, Palwal, Bellabgzrh, Nuband Firozpur Shirkt. The laberatory’ at Gur 
gaonwas established in 1969-70. The Ballabgark and Pelwal laborr.tories werg 
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set up in 1971-72. ‘The Nuh laboratory started funetioning in January 1975 
‘and the Firozpur Jhirka labomtory In 1975-76. Each laboratory is under the 
charge of an Assistant Soil Testing Officer who ts assisted by 5 Junior Scienti- 
fic Assistants and $ Leboretory Attendents. There is 4 target of testing 10,000 
samples forcach laboratory. This hasalready been achieved by the Gurgaon 
laboratory, The service also provided a mobile soll testing unit to help the 
farmers in the field itself, This unit also worked under An Assistant Soil Testing 
Officer and took help from the nearest laboratory in carrying out the tests. The 
unit vas shifted to Karnal in 1974 after completing its target of testing 10,000 
samples, 


‘The service provides valuable advice to the farmers of the district regard 
ing the quility of grouna water. They wre made aware of the harmful and 
huzardous clomonty inthe irrigition waters. Tnsome pockets of the district, 
the problem of salt due to intermittent use of brackish wetor has token an ali-rm> 
ing position and the farmors sre feeling perturbed on this sccount, The tests 
carried out by the nboratorles have considerably helped them to under: tnd 
the peblem and take steps to check this mennoe, 


Stan Aswsraney To. AoaicuLtunists: 


Prior to Tndepondence, loans were regularly given to the nerioultturists in 
the Gurgaon district and erstwhile Pataudi State under the Land Improyenient 
Act andthe Agriculturists Loans Act respectively for wells, seeds, and 
bullocks, Money was advanced for sed at the beginning of the rabi season 
for sowing {irrigated and flooded lands on which the seed was certain to 
germinate and advances were not mide for bullecks unless there was a reason- 
‘able probobility of the owner being able to maintain them. In times of 
drought, advances were made for the purchase of fodder. 


‘Afuse Independence, the scope of loans, etc, was considerably widened 
to cover purchase of fertilizers, tractors, development of horticulture, installa 
tion of pumping sets, tubewells,etc. ‘The Joans thusadvanced during the pericd 
1961-62 to 1976-77 are shown in Table XVII of Appendix, A number of 
other semi-Government agencies like corporations and banks have now come 
into the field to help the agriculturists, to mest their requirements of Joan thus 
lessening the burden om Staite. 


AqRicuntunaL COOPERATIVES 


‘The small lund-holdings are not economic units. ‘Tho scarcity of labour 
‘and its high chuirges require that the cultivation of land be carried out on a 
cooperative batis. Cooperative farming refers to a system of agricultural 
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organisation wherein cultivators of an ares voluntarily associate themselves 
together, pool theit individual holdings for purposes of cultivation and manage 
the whole affairas one unit under-an elected management, Its min object 
is to combine the incontive of ownership with the ‘size economics’ possible in 
‘agriculture, ‘The scanty resources of a farmer can be pooled with these of others 
in order to bring to all the participants the gains of large-scale intensive farming. 


Cooperative farming isyet nota reality, Mecnwhile the agriculearist 
stands in need of help of various kinds during the course of his multiple operat~ 
ions, [he can obtain on requirement, short, medium or Jong term credit for 
improved implements, adequate quintity of fertilizers, improved seeds, in- 
sectioldes, pesticides, irrigation facilities and facilities for storege and marketing 
of his agricultural produce, he can get the best out of his efftrts. It is only 
through agricultural cooperatives that he can get all these facilities in time and 
in & reasonable manner 





Inthe Gurgaondistrict, the indebtedness of the cultivator hral wrsumed 
serious proportion by the end of the nineteenth century. Ae detailed in the 
Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910, (Page 106), the total ascertnined indebled ness 
in the district excluding the Ballbyarh tahsil, both by way of consideraticn om 
tand and unsecured loans, amounted to about Rs 1,70 crere, ‘The ceuier 
of debt were: (1) genetal eatravagence, which led to debt in ordinary yer-rs; 
(2) marriages and funerals, tho expenditure cn ‘Eich was enormously dispro- 
portioniste to locome; (3) drought, which always found the agriculturists with 
‘out any savings and in which his cattle died and compelled him to berrow 
to pay the revenue and support his family and (4) neglect to picy the interest on 
debig already contracted, which rapidly multiplied themselves, Very heavy 
rates of interest were charred on the unsecured loans and, more often thin 
ot, it was compound interest. The cultivators who incurred debts, were 
always in the clutches of the money-tenders and ultimately had to mortgage or 
ell their Iands, becoming absolute paupers and ultimately labourers. The 
money-lenders Were not. intetested to sink more money in improving the land 
obtuined by them and in most cases, the land remained fallow and deprived 
of cultivation and finally rendered bonjar, dwindling the national resources 
‘of foodgrains. ‘This process necentuated scurcity conditions in subsequent 
conditions of drought and famine, 


In order to meet this situation the Governemnt passed the Punjab Land 
Alienstion Act, 1901, imposing restrictions on the transfer of agricultural lands 
to money-lenders and -mortgagees. At the same time, fucilities for cooperative 

~qreddit were created!” with the passing of the Cooperative Sccieties Act, 1904, 
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In the begining of 1907, ten cooperative credit sccietics were sterted at 
the followidg places: -—

‘Unfortunately vt this carly stage the most successfulform of cooperative 
credit soclety fer the Punjab had not yet been evolved and, as eliewhere, 
socictics were founded by a single individual. As the members belonged to a 
number of villages, there was no bess of unity. There has thus been none of 
that common action of enthusizsm among the members which are necessary 
in order to make a society successful, Such sceletics being far remcte frem 
the Registrar's heedquarters elso suleted through lack of preper supervisicn. 
Tho result was thst one socicty was cancelled, three were ready to wind up 
thir business and none of the remaining six showed a prospect of successful 
development. If these were started on proper lines and were properly supecvised 
there wis mo reason why these cooperative credit societies should not have 
Alurished in Gurgaon as they did elsewhere and in 1910, only the Dharuhera 
sockety was working well end a new society was about to be started at 
Jatusana.* 


With incressing avabining among the lend-holding communitiesand the 
“propagrads in this behalf at both Governmental and political level, the ides of 
cooperutive credit societies tock root. 


By 1944; there were 4 contrat and 852 primary xgricultural credit secictics 
with’ membership of 993 and 20,599 respectively. Other particulars of these

Th the erstwhile Patsudi Stato, fi 1932, there wore 17 primary’ agricul- 
ural credit societies with a membership of 318. They had a total capital of 
Re. 105,593 and annual tumover of Re, 70,500 


"The movement made steady progress and the number of societies went 
on Increaxing till Partition Which affected its growth considerably. The apex 
Institutions like the Provincial Coopertive Bank and the Punjab Cooperative 
Union were’ left teltind in Pakistan; Deposits accumulated: in long years 
were lost overnight, The mass migeasion of the Muslim members suddenly 
doploted'the ranks of societies anil the loans’ silyanced to thiem beeame bad 
debts. With coumgs, patience and’ hnird work the coopenitive movement, 
however, recovered from that rude shock within a few years and dashed 
for still better achievements as {s indleated by the following increase -—

By 1959-60, 
their number went up to 10 although the number of members exme down to 1,442, 
Betides functioning as commission sgents in the markets, these societies 
purchased wheat and other commodities for Government whenever required. 
‘There is a big cooperative oil mill at Nuh.* 


“Ireigation Societies encourage installation of tubewells and pumping 
sets on cooperative basis. In 1989-60, there were two such societies with 
22 members. The number of Farming Socictics increused from 7 with 157 
members in 1950-5! to 34 with 610 members in 1959-60. 


“To eliminate the exploitation of the artimns by the middlemen and to 
‘help the members in the purchase of raw material and disposal of finished pro- 
ducts, efforts are being made to organise small-scale and cotige industries on 
cooperative line, There were cight Weavers’ Societies in the district in 1959-60 
with 159 members, 36 Milk-Supply Socictios with 681 members and, 12 
Consumers’ Societies with 870 members, In 1959-60,there were four Housing 
‘Societies with 405 members,"* 


‘The Central Cooperative Bank Ltd,, Gurgaon, established on Febroary 27, 
1919, is the central agency for advancing short and medinm term credit 10 co- 
‘operative societies, Prior to re-organisation of the district in December 1972, 
the bank wt Rewari also served this district. These two banks advanced loans.

It is apparent that the Centra! Coopemtive Bank, Giirgxon, advanced a 
larger amount of Ioans to the cultivators. than thet advanced by both the 
banks before bifurcation, ‘The inereased amount of Ioans being advanced 
by this bank every year shows an increating desire among the cultivators to 
niise mare and more loans for improving thoir agricultural, requicements lend 
ing to greater production. and consequent prosperity. Keeping in view the 
néedsof the rural populition, crop loan system his been introduced and 
matimum credit limit of the members ax well ss that of the societies has been 
increased considerably and this hs resulted in the increase of advances by 
this bank, 


‘The Primary Land Development Banks too play a great role in the 
econtmy of the cooperative sector, ‘There were five suclt banks inthe Gurgron 
district beftre its re-organisation located at Gurgaon, Ballabgarh, Palen, 
Nuh and Rewari. Due to re-organisation of the district during: 1972-73, the 
Rewari Primary Land Development Bank was transferred to district Mahendra- 
pith. These banks advanced loans for long term credit for the purchase of 
tractors, installation of pumping sets, digging of tubewells, debt. redemption, 
purchase of land and improvement of land, ete, The loans ndvanced by these 
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Baink’sto the cultivators for these purposes) during 1969-70) to: 1976-77 are

At the outset, thes: socictits were -organised with the ide that members 
will be benefited by large-scale intensive farming and cost ofjproduction will 
be reduced to enable the members of the farming sociétics to-eamn ‘more pro- 
fits through joint cultivation. However, the movement could not be popu- 
larised among the massesus.a result of which some:of the societies became 
defunct and. non-visbie units. This'is mainly responsible for the Gedline in 
the number of the sccictios. Moreover, the governmental financial assistance 
‘Was not available to these societies in the subsequent years; so the mavement 
did not pick up momentum.

The ayency gets fundeas grants-in-aid from the Government of India 
for implementing its various programmes. Us tenure, originally fixed for 
the Fourth Plan period was subsequently extended first up to 1978-76 and 
afterwards up to 1978-79, The funds placed at its disposi! amounted to 
Rs, 150 lakh for tho first tenure ending March 31,1976. The agency ex-

Anita! husbsnilry activities in the disttict re looked after by the 
Deputy Director, Intensive Cattle Development Project. He is assivted (n 
his work by seven Scnior Chass Ih Officers, viz. District Animal Husbandry 
Officer, Cattle Development Officer, Office-in-Charge Centeslised Semen Bank, 
Fodder Development Officer, Statistical Officer, Dairy Extension Officer, 
Assistant Director Calf Rearing and also by 40 Junior Class I Officers 
(Veterinary Surgeons), Besides, there are 34 Veterincry C:mpcunders, 
S Animal Husbandry Assistants and 120, Livestock Assistants, 


Under the breeding programme, cross-breeding is being dont in cows 
and seltctive breeding in buffaloes. For sheep breeding, rams of improved 
‘breed are supplied to the breeders, 


Disease control covers prophylactic vaccinstion of animals every year 
and providing free hospital facilities to sick animals. 


For keeping mitch aniinst in productivity stage for long period, itis 
necessary to provide itwitha properly talanced feed. Since the grezingzreas 
have almost all disappexred due to pressure in land, the animeds cre being 
Increasingly stall fed, Accordingly, there is the necessity of growing mote green 
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fodder, “The farmers are provided with seed und fertilizers om subsidiary basis 
40 grow more green fodder in their fields. 

Marketing facilities for milk are provided through Milk Cooperative 
Societies organised at village level. Milk from such societies is brought to

Equipment such as Liquid Nitugen Phunt, Liquid Nitrogen 
Storage Continers, Semen Storege Contsiners ind other Locessories were 
received in 1975: under DANIDA Assistance Programme, In addition, a 
Generator was also received: During the period of 5 years (from 1975), 
1,25,000 doses of frozen semen will be imported. 


The Liquid Nitrogen Plant wasinvtalled in May 1975 and the produc 
Hon started thesame yetr. Liquid nitrogen is estering to the requirements of 
Intensive Cxttle Devel pment Project, Gurgion, :nd Meerut (U.P.) and Indo- 
Austmilizn Cattle Breeding Project, Histr, for preservation of semen. In 
audition, liquid aitvogen gas is also sold to Haryana Agricultural University, 
Histr, atid Haryana Development Corporation, Bhiwani.

Apart {romcommon diseases affecting livestock, thedisttict iathe past 
Was most frequently visited by « number of contagious diseases namely, 
sinderpest or e=ttle pligue (mata), haemorrhagic septicaemia (gulghotu), foot 
jad mouth dicesst (muh kur), bluck quarter or black-leg (fxesujan), internal 
Parasites, external parasites ticks and lice. These diseases generally appeared 
dusto unhealthy surroundings and drinking of unhygienic water by animals 
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fromrdirty water sources, Le. village ponds and ganda nalas. People used to: 
resort to religious rimels and local treatment, mostly unscientific. 


With hs advancement of Kaswiedgs and science and provision of 
sdequite prophyliciics and curstive facilities, the incidence of animal disease: 
hus been comiderably reduced. 


Forthe mast pert of the year now, there isn outbreak of sny contagious 
Uiseuse: This only daring the monsoon se:son that in some bow-lying areas, 
the outbre:k of hacmerhagic septiciemia among the animals is observed. 
Tite prophyhctic veocinsticn programme egrimt this disease is, therefore, 
tsken up much earlier before the onset of monsoons every yeur. As a result 
of this, the quinber of outbreaks has been reduczd snd there has been no 
foss amg the eat!= 


Inthe ruest erezs bullock cad camel corts are popularass means of 
‘communicetion Bullocks and camels are extensively used for ploughing 
purposes allo. Unfortumstely camel is vey susceptible to-a wasting disease 
known.assurra, ‘To protect camels from this deadly disease znd lso to treat 
the alfected camels, cufficient quantity of medicine: i stocked in veterinary 
hospitslsand dispensries. Amongst sheep, sh.ep-pox. hulber is common and 
prophylactic Wc! n is administered to prevent the outbrecks of this 
disease, which hrs been substantially controlicd. Foot and mouth disease is 
prevalent but prephyl-ctie vaccinstion 1s administered in small number as itis 
snot feasible ts protectall the cattle on mats scalo due to the high cost of 
vaccine. However, cross-breed animils are being protected from thisdisease, 
For haemorrhagic septicemia disexse, prophylactic vaccinstion is done 
before the summerand winler tains which keeps the disease under control, 

‘Veterinary hospitals. —In the wake of livestock development programme, 
the subject of disease control, for combeting the various contagious snd non- 
contsgious diseases, asumes a great importance. The district has 25 
veterinary hospitals, 9 veterinry dispensaries, 6 regional artificiel insemins- 
tion centres, 101 stockman centres, 6 poultry extension centres and 4 sheep and 
woo! centres for providing treatmentand breeding facilities. Their place of 
Kccation is shows in Table XVII of Appendix.

Under these conditivns there was no crgunised marketing of milk in the 
Gurgaon district cll 1960, Small quantities of milk were collected from the 
ara inn unorgvnisod manner by private teaders for sale in Delhi, In 1959, 
Delhi Milk Scheme was initiated by the Government of India to eater for the 
miilk requirements of Delhi inan organised manner, ft wasalio to provide 
sfuir remaneritive market for milk producers in aress in the meighbourhood 


of Delhi. 
The scheme commissioned its fitst Milk Collection and Chilling Centre 


in the district st Ball:bgurh in August 1960. In/November, the same year, 
nother contre was commissionsd mt Palwal, The centre st Sohn was started 
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im Janurry 1962.1 These Milk Collection and Chilling Centres are equipped 
with modern plantsnd mechinery t receive, chill and store milk in hygienic 
conditions, The centres are equipped with laboratories 10 test the mille for 
its hygienic quslity and purity. Milk was collected from the areas around 
these Centres through the medium of contt:ctors who gave money as loans 
to the progucecs of milk for buying cattle. They pocketed unproportionatsly 
huge profits by procuring mille at much cheeper rites from these lnznces, 
Gradually, coopenstive societies of milk producers, were formed whioh supplied 
milk directly to the scheme and they haye thus beon saved fromexploitaticn by 
Private contectors, 


‘Milk produced in areas in Use vicinity of the Milk Collection nnd Chilling 
Centres is received directly wt these cenires. From farcilf plices, however, 
Delhi Mitk Scheme itself collects milk though transport provided by it, 
The suppliers are alio provided with snitury milkesnsend ice for chilling the 
milk im order to nvdatuin its freshness till it reaches tke Mitk Collection and 
Chilling Centres.

The Gurpatmn ‘Forest Division comprised five forest renges, viz. (I) Gure 
Seon Range, (i) Nuh Rango (i) Palwal Range, (x) Sona Range, and («) Balla. 
gath Rangs, These ranges were further subdivided into blocks nnd beats, ‘The 
hurge of range ts ordinarily held bya Forest Range Officer, and the charge 
Of Block isheld by a Deputy Ranger or Forester, whetcas a beat charge ta 


which are notified as closures under section 38 of the Indicn Forest Act, 1927 
and under sections 4and Sof the Punjab Land Preservation ‘Act, 1900 as 
applicable to Haryana, The staff is also responsible for the execution of 
afforestation works. 


Till about 1930, there Were no forests inthe district. In the Gurguon 
Distelet Gazetteer, Statistical Tables, 1935, Table 71, the following areas are

All the road strips were transferred to the Forest Department in 1950 
for management. Similarly canal banks, railway strips of the Northern Ruil- 
sway and flood protective bunds were put under the charge of the department 
for afforestation, 


The area underforesteis classified according to ownership, viz. Priviie 
‘and State. Forests owned by corporate bodies and private individuals are 
included under Private Forests. The State Forests on the basis of legal status 
are categorised ax Reserved, Protected and Unclassed: Reserved Forests are 
permanently dedicated either to the production of timber or other forest produce 
and in them the right of grazing and cultivation is seldom allowed, In 
Protected Forests, these rights are allowed subject to certain restrictions,

‘Tho districts basa chain of low Aravalli hills starting from Gurgaon- 
Delhi border towards Rajasthan in the south, These hills had vegetation, 
the remnants of which are still visible at various places. ‘The forests on the 
hills are mostly privately owned or panchayat areas. Restrictions for saving 
theto areas from denudation was imposed for the first time in 1948, These 
natural forests contain species like Khair! (Acacin Scnewnl), Diguk (Anogeisus 
pendula Edge), Dhak (Baten monosperma Lamk.), Papri (Holoptelea 
‘ntegrifolin Planch}, Rownj (Acacia leucophtoea), Inderjo (wrightin tincloria), 
Ghamaror (Erhotia luevis), Grevia populifolia, ete, Shisham and Nim: are 
found in the foot hills gud plains and Aikar is grown in the plains, Its bark 
is good source of tanning. Shisham, Nimand Kikar are valuable as timber, 
firewood, and for making agricultural implements, The plnitstion of 
eucalyptus trees in the plains along roads,canals and b=undaries of agriculturys 
fields Ikthe recentdevelopment in.firrestey.

NATURAL CALAMITIES 


Water, & great gift of nuture, poses two problems inthe Gurgaon 
district; its seasonal excess and its general deficiency, The linds are mostly 
darani but, paradoxically enough, there have been serious floods in parts of 
the district. The cutises of floods differ from tahsil to wihall, 


Frooos: 

Floods ‘have boen caused by abnormal rains and the seasonal overflow 
of the Yamuna, Sahibi Nadi und Landoha Nullah. Heavy floods in the eateh- 
‘ment areas of the present Gaunchi and Nuh Drains, blockade of water in 
Paosar Drain in Rajasthan, less discharge from the regulator on Ujina Drain, 
deliberate cuts in drains and breaches inthe bunds have been other factors 
responsible for flooding various areas of the district, 


Heavy mins Increase the volume of water In river Yamuna and cause 
Aloods along. the western bank of is course, that is in the Kader areas of the 
Ballabgarh und Palwal tabsils. ‘The siwation in the riverain villages some- 
times hecomes too alarming. Floods cause heavy damage to standing crops, 
life and property, and also necessitate the shifting of some abadis, especially 
in villages Lalpur (talisil Ballabgarh) and Sotra and Bholra (ths Palwal), 
However, this problem is often not so acute for the water flows Sway automa~ 
tically with the recoding of the level in the Yamuna. Butat some places the 
accumulated yer slays for months together and minimises the possibiliay of 
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the following rabi sowing. The villages generally affected In this way are as 
follows —

Up to Independerice (1947) and even for quite a few years thereafter, 
there Were. large number of depressions round Palwal town which used 10. get 
filled up during heavy rains. The existence of a net-work of catul disteibutaries 
south of Palwal had also widened the natural course of the drainage towards the 
‘Yamuna in many places causing water-logging and reh. Some 14 drains and 
drainage cuts wore provided by the Agra Canal authoritles to prevent the dete- 
rioration by Water-logging. However, these drains were wot designed to deal 
with abnormal Flooding. In the west of the Pulwal tuhsil also, there were a 
isconvested series of depressions which too got flooded in heavy mins to 
cause havoo in the whole of surrounding ares. At that thm the drainage of 
these depressions was notconsidered appropriate as any attempt to do so 
would merely transfer the danger, greately enhanced on the way, to the 
Mathura district and the then Bharatpur Sute. However, syphons were 


Provided where irrigation channels interfered With the natural drainage of 
Blood water, 


The matter was seriously taken up only after Independence and the 
Problem was tackled througk the Guunchi Main Drain and its system which 
serves an area of 257 square miles (665.63 square kilometres) lying between the 
deft side of the Gurgaon Canal (comprising the Ballabgarh and Palwal tabsils 
and apartof the Nuk-tahsil)and the right side ofthe Agra Canal, The drain 
starts front vilkige Gaunchi dnd crosses the Gurgion Canal throught x syphon 
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‘at RD 2,24,000 and ultinutely falls into the Yamuna in the Uwer Pmdesk 
sfler traversing a distance of 46 miles (74,03 kilometres), 


‘The construction of Gaunchi Main Drain in its first phase wos started in 
1959-60 with a small pilot section. Later on, in 1962-63, its capacity yas increas 
ed 40 5 cusecs per square mile (2.$ kilometres) run off factor and link dniins 
Sarghala, Pisthala, Patwal, Ranika, Dhatir and Khirbl were also constructed, 
Inagequacy of the main drain and its tink drains was still felt inthe subse. 
quent years, Therefore, during 1966.67, the work of increasing the qapacity to 
10 cusecs run off factor was tuken up. This work has been completed in almost 
aallparts of the drain and only a few reaches remain to be remodelled. Between 
1964-65 and 1970-71, new link drains, viz. Januauti, Manpur, Huthin, Retipur, 
Mito} Nos. 1 and 11, Bancharl, Sondhy, Silks, Djghot and Bamni Khera were 
Constructed. Alter the heavy floods of 1971, it was experienced that the dein 
and Its system still lid mot provide the Wesired relief against flood waters, 
fa tho seventies, the annual ralnfall in this aru had been more ttn 20 inches 
($08 millimetres) whereas in 1959-60, ic yas only 6.0°7 inches (152.4 to 177.8 
mulllimetres). Accordingly, it was decided to remodel the amain\ drain 
and other drains like Dighot-Pingore System, Rapchaci, Sondh and Gailab, 
Four more link drains, viz, Tumasrs, Khutela, Gudhnonn and Kot Bahin 
were alio excavated, Pump houses were constructed at the outfulls of 
Kot Bghin, Banchsri and Sondh tink drains as the flood waters of these 
ruins could not flow into the matin drain by gravity when it was cunning ful. 
Other measures in the offing include the raising and strengthening of the 
Banks of the drains to check damage from overlowing of water and 
Providing inlets to clear local depressions. Relief ix abo provided by making 
relief cuts of allowing outflow of water through the exicting inlets when the 
Jevel in Up Gauachi Main Desin subsides. 


Allithese measures are expected to, gia Jong way in checkmating the 
‘Feourtence of floods in the Bullabgarh and Pulwal tahsils. 

The undulating charactor of the land is mainly responsible for floods 
in the Pajandl block. ‘The overllow of Sahibi Nadi and its tributasies 
\ike Indori causes Moods in this side. In onder to reduce floods cuused by 
Sahibi N.di, more spans near Khalilpur village have been provided below the 
railway line so that the water muy pass freely without any obstruction. 


As already mentioned in Chapter f, the Landolta brings flood havoe to 
‘most parts of the Firozpur Thiska thailand the south-eastern parts of the Nuh 
tahstl. The villages affected are Deola Nangli, Rajkers, Ujina, Sangel and Jajuka 
inthe Nuh tahsiland Dole, Rajoli, Bhakroji, Agon, Bsdopur, Maho, Righae, 
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‘Abhinoks, Padls, Nsagli, Sukras, Kherla Khurd, Kalika Bas, Hamjapur, Jarpall, 
Malbaka, Kuhajpur. Mandi Khera, Jolalpar Firozpur, Murora, Balai, Sulipur, 
Aterna Shamisabad, Bhedss, Aqiimpuc Firozepur, Umea, Umri, Banani, 
Ghespur, Sukhpuri, Suluapur Nuk, Khan Mohommedpur and Dhamibas in 
the Pirozpur Shirks tohsil A scheme has been evolved for the modeniticn of 
the Landohs floods through Reoli-Kanmeda ‘Bunds and Ujina-Ketls Complex, 
‘thar been discussed in detail earlier under the heading “Madertion of Lan-~ 
doh Nala Floods.” Onitrcompletion not only the floods will be checked but 
aalsovalt- the waters wil be utitised to being prosperity to the people of the area. 


Heavy floods im the catchment ares of the present Nuk Drain affected 
the villages of Ghangola ani Silani (thsi Gurgaon),Bhirawati, Raniaki, Indri, 
Gagupli, Chhapera, Tain and Dhandaks (thsi! Nuh). ‘The project estimates 
ofconstructing the Nuh Dniinage System was sanctioned in 1960-61. The 
drain wss completed during 1964-65, The tows! catchment served by this system 
fs 183 square miles (486,92 square kilometres). The drain starts from village 
Ghangola and falls into the Ujins Lake, The total length of the drain is 1,04,145 
feet (31,743.4 metres) with design capacity of 329 cusecs, It serves an area of 
160,000 acres (64,749. 76 hectares)within the irrigation boundary of the Gungxon 
Cans! System. Kherli Kankir Drain and Parauli Drain have their outfalls 
into the Nuh Drain at RD. 36,480 and 96,800 respectively. 


Anohet factor leading 0 floods isthe blockage of water in Paosar 
Drain into Rajasthan territory which.also causes foodsin the two tahsilsof Nuh 
‘and Firozpur Jhirka, particularly, in the villages on the southern sideof Puna 
hans block. Prosar Drain crosses the Rajasth«n Canal in the Rajasthan 
territory through a syphoa beneath the canal, The Rajasthan authorities 
lose the syphon and this results ia the accymmulation of excessive water in 
the Haryana area. On each such occasion, a request hus to be mide 
to the Rajasthan authorities to keep the syphon open to avoid flooding in 
Haryana tecritory, A 16 kilometres long bund with an average height of 5-6 
feet (1.5 to 1.8 metres) has been constructed by Uttar Pradesh all along the 
southern boundary between Haryana aud Uttar Prafesh opposite Bichot village. 
This is bound to cause very heavy flooding in the Haryana villages om this side. 


‘The Ujins Drain originates from Ujina Lake near village Ujina and flows 
along the villages Rejhera, Alawalpur, Shikrawa, Mohammdpur, Ter, Shah 
Chokha, Mamliia, Lohingy Kalan, Gokalpur xnd Ranauta Dhondal and then 
enters Rajasthan near vitiage Khaltakx, The Rajasthan wathorities sometimes 
do nat allow more thin the agreed 400 cusecs discharge through the regulator 
of Ujins Drain which results in the accumulation of water in the villages

of the Firozpur hirka taksil. These are: Gokalpur, Nimihers and Inchae 

parion the right side and Dhondal, Ranautz, Manota, Lehinga Kalan and 
~ Samalgath on the keft side of the drain. The left bank of the drain hus been 
strengthened to avoid flooding of villages situited on that side." 


Floods are also caused by cuts in drains and breaches in bunds, which 
Aire deliberately made by the villagers to sve their own lands from the ravages 
of excessive water. It mostly happens in the Firozpur Shirksa (parti- 
eularly in Bhond ad Kanmeda bunds), Nuh (particulany Chandaini 
bund) and Palwal tbsih. The villagers of Dhanibas, Umm and 
Sultanpur Nuh sometimes make cuts in the Kotla bund. which result inthe 
flooding of villages Ganduri, Kherli, Nuh, Gohana, Partapbas and Renika of 
the Firozpur Jhirka tahsil and Binika, Dihans, Akairt, Kotla, Malab and 
‘Marom of the Nuh tahsil. A police check post is established in the rainy 
season to check such acts of mischief 


‘The damage caused by Boods and heavy rains in the district since 1956 
is shown in Table XX of Appendix. 


Fasnsts AND DROUGHTS: 


‘Owing to uncertainty of rain and the large pefcentage of cultivation 
dependent entirely upon it, the district has from time to time suffered severely 
from droughts, beginning with the dreadful challua famine. The years of 
Groughts and their mature are shown below® :

No details ate availible about the exclier droughts, In 1781 and 1782, 
there Had been little rain and so the Turvest was poor; and the winter rain 
of 1782-83 completely failed, Hence with no rabi rop of April 1783, a severe 
famine broke out In the then Punjab, ‘The dfought which had been raging for 
the past two years, and had become most acute in that yeer became Known as 
the chalisa because it occured in the year 1840 Bikrami Sanivat. So terrible 
Was the visitation that thousands of persons died of absolute starvation *

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‘The effects of the famine uf 1860-61, scarcity of 1868-69 and famine of 
1869-70 wore greatly mitigated ‘by the timely tlief afforded by ‘Government. 
In 1877-78, the famine was muire severe inthe district than in any other part of 
the State ind hundreds of pecple were tedused to semistervation, It was 
dreadfully fotal to the cattle. Some 30,000 plough bullocks and 1,20,000 cows 
tnd young sock were extimated to havesporished. With the rst of Kharif 
1878, the apparition of famine disappeared. 

In 1883-84, the thea Gurgaon district, incommon withthe thea Hisar, 
Delhi, Karnal and Rohwk required measures of relief, The six preceding, 
harvests, with the exception of L8BIhyevest which wis averngs,hied been poor 
xn comequently the people were exceptionally Impoverished. “Scarcity was 
seriously felt anid dfsteess prevailed mare or les theotighout the district. 

Following 1883-84 was the seareity of 1896-97. IL was alight and only 
‘affected the village workers who Were telieved by employment in digging and 
Clearing tunks inthe Rewari, Gurgaon, and Nuh tabsilsand in work onthe Keaan, 
ahora and Jhans Rouds in the Gurgaon tahuil and on the Schnc-Firezpur 
Road in the Nuh tahsil. 


“The searciiy of 1896-97 was succecded by the firmine of 18991900, and 
large-scale relief mencures were taken up. ‘The loss af exttle was, however, 
‘very severe und was estimated ut two-hinds of the total number in the district. 


‘The district experienced faimines again in 1929-30 and! 1930-31. Tn these 
‘yenti, the people were confronted with the:probltm of fodder famine, About 
1,17,000 muunnds ($3,670 quittals) of fouder was procured from distant areas 
for distribution in the affseted areas of the district, The condition of the 
suiferets was {urdicr aggravated by damage done to crops by locust. Naturally, 
the distress was most acute in the unirrigated tracts. To help the poor people, 
five test works were apened in November 1929, oneineach of the five ourof the 
six tahsils of the district, the then Rewari taksil being the only exception. The 
number of works wis steadily incrossed to 19.and the daily average of persons 
benefited to $8,277, These were closed in September 1930, du to the timely and 
‘suificient rainfall in July 1930, These operations est roughly Rs S# bkh: 

September 1930, vas again 4 rainless month and as the rabi crop ‘could 
not be sown satisfactorily, it Was a failure to the extent of 55.6.percent. 
10193), four test-works were reopened, one in each of the talsils Gurgaon, 
Rewari, Palwaland Firozpur Thirka. More works had to be opened bringing: 
the total number to 14. 


‘To the deought of 1930-31 were added crop calamities in the form'of 
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roll (rast) and chepa(eninicet); the former eonsidersbly damaged’ barley and 
wheat while the luter prectically desteoyed the sarsaf (sarson) crops The 
expenditure on fest nut roliof works during 1931 was to the tune of Rs. 1,50,000. 
Gratutius relief was leo provided to & certain extent in the-affectad ares: 


‘During 1929-20 and 1930-31, taccavi loans, in additoon to, remissions 
andi suspensions to the extent of Rs, 7,43,664 and Rs. 7,37,645 respectively 
‘Wore distributed to tide over Wistress. The Lind reventie and canal etiana were

‘The Famines of 1929-20 and 1930-31 wers succeeded by the famine of 
1939-40. In chose years also the first problem wees fsdder, Relief was provided 
from both direct and indirect sources to the tune of Rs 50,67,983, In fect this 
district had been very unlucky in having w series of bud yeers and there was no 
indication of the terminstisw of the repetition. Since 1928-29, no he.evest 
touched the settlement avemige, The Reviri hell was the werd affected 
byscarity, Pmotically, the whole tahei/ wus without eny means of sustensnce 
from tend in 1938. The tandless inbourers sullored more than amy other cliss 
of people, 


These famines were often followed in subsequent year by exceptionally 
eavy tsimfill. Militia, whiet existed ii iin endemic form, would brezk cut 
and: take 5 heavy tolliof people aleesty enarvuted by hunger and went, An 
enquiry conducted by the Bowed of Economic Enquiry, Punj:b, scmetime in the 
thirties, showed that 46 por cent of the landowners.of this region died widout 
leaving male heirs, This wos pecbsbly due vo the low vitidity of the people. 


‘Thero bas been no fatine since 1939-40, but scarcity still coours. The 
scarcity conditivns prevailed during 1951-S2, 1950-00, 1964-65, 1965-66 and 
1968-69. In 1951-52, 74 villages in the then Rewari tahsil wete affected by 
drought, Theextent of damage was $0 percent or more in2i villages. To 
‘Mozt the acute shortage of fodder 86,271 m&unds (32,200 quintals) of fodder 
‘was imported from outside the State. ‘The foodgeain shortage was also felt 
at certain places. To overoom: this situation, 43 ration shops were opened 
in the rural areasand 15 in the urban areas, A sum of Rs, one lakh was 
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Aistribated as fodder taccari in kind, Besides, out of the total demand of Rs. 
1,12,767 of land revenue of Khurif 1951, a sum of Ra. 34,016 wes suspended. 


The tahsils of Nuh and Firozpur Thirka witnessed scarcity conditions in 
1959-60, A total of S8 Villages were affected, The Government sanctioned 
Rs. 2,24,000 for the construction of ponds and Rs, 11,16,000 for the eonstruc- 
tion of roadsand employed the people from scarcity hit areas on these works. 
Asumof Rs 3 lakh was given as fodder taccavi. The taccavi loan amounting 
to Rs. 17,765.25 and land revenue for Kfarif’ 1959 amounting to Rs, 6,066 
were suspended. 


‘The then Rewari tahsil again experienced scarcity conditions in 1964-65 
‘when 41 of its villages were affected, Although there wns scarcity of fodder, 
there was ino scarcity of food- To meet the fodder shortage, 36,835 maunils 
(13,748 quintals) of fodder was supplied. Relief works amounting to Rs. 
4,50,000 were undenzken to provide employment to the people of these arcas, 


Drought conditions again prevailed in the district in 1965-66 and 1968-69. 
Although 505 villages were affected in 1965-66, there was no shortage of food 
and fodder. However, the monsoon completely failed in 1968-69 und this ted 
to drought conditions in'$33 villsges covermg & population of 5,36,987, To 
offset this natural calamity,a sumof Rs 17,15,500 was distributed us raccawt 
Joans, Land revenue amwunting to Rs, 7,965 and'raccavé loans amounting to 
Rs. 5,61,748 were suspended besides the remission of land revenue amounting 
to Rs: 30,929, Local relief works involving an expenditure of Rs. 4,55,000 
‘were undertaken to provide employment to the people of the affected ureas. 


Now with better means of transport, Government is well equipped to 
cope with eny emergency und food can be rushed immediately to the affected 
areas, However, it cannot be said safely that famines would not re-appear. 
‘The existing irrigation facilities are not. sufficient to cope with the drought 
conditions in case of failure of rains. On the completion of various develop- 
‘ment programmes, particularly extension of icrigational facifities through a net- 
‘work of canals, tubewells/pumping sets, it is hoped that recurrence of famines 
‘would be prevented. But even if famines come, they will not mise their old 
ugly spectre, 


Chapter ¥ 
INDUSTRIES 


Oto-Tm tousraes 


‘The Gurgaon district remained industrially backward area till India 
achieved Independence in 1947, Until then the only small industries in which 
the people of this district engaged were uiensil-making, slate manufacturing, 
mooral-making, mekndi grinding, glue-making, tanning and shoe- 
making, manufacturing of saltpetre, glass bangles and  smalfwidth 
agrees. Utensil-making, glie-making, small-width pagreemaking and 
slate manufacttiring were locsted in the Rewari tahsil which has since been 
Iransferred to. the Mshendragarh district. The history of some of these 
industries which have disappeared is worth recotding. 


‘The following nots oa salt manufacturing finds place in the Gurgaon 
District Gazetteer, 19108 — 


Salt.—“In, 1883 there were flourishing salt works both near Sultanpur 
fn the Gurgaon tahsil and round the town of Nuh, but only the fornier has 
‘Survived the competition of the cheaper lake salts.”

“South-west of Delhi there are ten clusters of villages, known 2s the 
Sultanpur Mahal ; covering an. ares of about 20 square miles situated partly 
in the Gurgaon and partly in the Rohtak districts where salt hes been 
manufictured by solar evaporition of brines from wells from a pericd long 
antecedent to British supremacy. The Mahal comprises the villages of 
Sadrans, Sulisnpur, Mahmudpur, Saidpur, Zaidpur, Mubarakpur, Kaliawas, 
Tkbalpur, Basirpur and Ssilzna. No salt is now manufactured at the inst 
five owing to.adecline inthe demand for the salt. 


“Three of the tracts were included in the Jharsa pargana end in 1836 
lapsed to the British Government omthe death of the Begam Sumroo." Five 
Of these belonging to the Nawab of Jhajjarand two to the Nawab of 
Farrukhnagar were confiscated by the Government after 1857. 


"The salt produced at these sources, locally called sars, is named 
Sultenpuri and contains from 90 to 93 per cent chloride of sodium.

Weather—their 
plough and cart bullocks draw the brine and the labour they employ is mostly

“The demand for SuBanpuri salt has been steadily declining for years 
and the few surviving works are struggling for bare existence. The salt is of 
fair quality, the prineipal works are on the milway, but the salt is expensive © 
to mike and cannot compete with Sambhar salt from Rajputana and, Lehori 
‘salt. fromthe mines inthe Punjab, The cutputofSullanpuri salt new wmcunts 
toonly about 70,000 maunds, and ison the stexdy decline. Mest of the salt 
exported is consuined inthe eastern districts of Oudh and in the Dehra Dun 
and Pilibhit districts where there is still a lingering demand fer this salt, 
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“The Government is entitled to a share in the produce which is realized 
bya-coss, called Hakimi, levied t the rate of 3 pies per maund onal salt excised, 
Though anitem of land revenue the cess ix collected by the Northern India 
Salt Revenue Department for obvious reasons.

‘The Department of Industries, Haryana, again conducted experiments during 
{962 to 1965 but the recovery of salt was only 3;per cent and as such it was not 
considered economical to revive this industry.

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Continental Paints, as per the State Bank of India, is the only small- 
scale unit at Gurgaon that has been progressing according to schedule under 
the Entrepreneur Scheme. Having been established in 1975 by a young 
technocrat, the unit is engaged in the m-nufacture of insulating varnishes and 
paints. ‘The unit was started with on investment of about Rs. 2 lakh and a. 
Projected target of an annual turnover of Rs. 50 lakh by 1981-82. The unit 
has won two all-India level awards, viz. Udyog Patra and Transworld 
‘Tradefare Selection Award. 


Tndo-Nippon Foods Pyt, Lid. is snother small-scale unit with an 
annual production of over Rs. 50 lakh. It is an Indo-Tapanese joint 
venture engaged in the production of sausage castings. 


Indo Swiss Time Lid., 4 lirge-seale industrial unit for the manu 
facture of manusl and automatio wrist watches in technical coll-boration. with 
‘M/S Ronda 5.A., Switzerland has come up at Dundahers Industria! Complex. 
Duringitsfirst phase, the company started assembling watches from imported 
watch components in July 1977. {produced 2.08 lakh wrist watches worth 
overRs, 2crore in 1977-78.

By way of undecwriting, the shares of the wus over Rs. 72 lakh’ have 
been subscribed to 13 companies.

‘Commercial banks have played a yery important role in rapid indus 
triatisstion by advancing loans, ‘Till recently bankingin thedistrict had made 
‘& tatdy progtuss; but since 1970, there has. ‘been substantial incresse inthe total 
nimber of branches opened by the commercial banks. ‘There were 92 branches 
of Various banks in the district on December 31, 1976. Amongst the 
banks operating in the district, the Strte Bank of India hed the largest 
number of branches (17) followed by the Syndicate Bunk (13). 


Goverswunr ASWTANCE To InptstatES 

The industrie! development of the district is looked after by the Senlor 
District Industries Officer, Faridabad, who is assisted by one Assistant District 
Industries Officer and one Mannget, Industrial Estate st Gurgion, seven 
Inspectors (five at Furidabed and two at Gurgaon) and six Block Level Exten- 
sion Officers (Industries), one at each of the five sub-divisional headquarters 
‘and the sixth in the ollice of the Senior District Industries Oificer, Feridabied. 
The Senior District Industries Officer functions under the overall comtrot of the 
Dircctor of industries, Haryana, Chandigarh . 

‘The Government assists the entreprenotrs ine number of ways described 
below by giving cheap land on easy instalments and financial assistance, 
by supplying machinery on hire purchase busisand maw materia! at controlled 
rates, by providing marketing ustistance, technical industrial training and 
comimon facility centres. 

Ti For details, soe Chapter on “Banking, Trade and Commerce’, 
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‘Cheap land —Land in industrial areas and estates is given on payment of 
easy instalments spread over 10 years after muking an initial payment of 20 
‘Percent of the totul cost of a plot. Preferente is given to the educated 
unemployed and technically qualified persons while making allotments, 


Financial assistance—The Department of Industries, Haryana, provides 
assistance 10 small-seale industties in the form. of loans under the provisions of 
Punjab, State Aid to Industries Act, 1935, for the construction of factory 
building, purchase of machinery and working espital, These loans are granted 
tothe extent of Rs. 25,000 ata omina! interest of 3 per cent per ennumagzinst 
tangible seourity in the form of land, building and muichinery (fixed to the 
ground) cither of the applicant orf anysurety. Such loans are given up 
1050 pee cent of the value of the security offered. A scheme of edvancing 
loans up to Rs. 1,000 against a certificate of oredit-Wworthiness was intecduced in 
1955-56 for the benefit of village artisans and craftsmen but it wes. later 
withdrawn.

To put this 
industry on sound lines, to improve quulity standands of products and also 
provide testing facilities to the mamufactarers,the State Government established 
‘2.Qw'lily Marking Centre ut Foridabod in 1962 for light engineering products, 
The scheme is operated ona voluntary basisand the manufscturerscan become 
members by getting their products approved as per specifications laid down by 
the Ceritre which also does quality marking for defence products and purchases 
‘made by the Controller of Stores, Haryzns,and has been recognised as'an Ins- 
pection Agency by the Export Inspection Council, Ministry of Commerce, 
Government of Indix, for the purpose of clearance under Export (Quelity 
Control snd Pre-shipment Inspection) Act, 1963. By this arrangement, it is 
not only the consumer who derives full satisfsction by having quelity goods 
tut #lsp the producer who reaps a rich hervest inthe shape of better prices 
‘and ready noceptability of his products. The contre has gone.a long way in 
improving the production. of small4cale manufecturers wha could not afford 
to. maintain their own testing equipment, It is Jocated in its own building, . 
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the construction of which wes completed in the beginning cf January 1963, 
‘A new Quelity Merking Centre for electrics! goods has clo been set up at 
Faridabad in the same building. 

A Quility Marking Centre for plastic goods has also been set up at 
Foridabod, Another Quility Marking Centre for engineering and rubbet 
goods is being set up inthe Industrial Complex, Dundshor.

‘smithy, Other items being nvinufietured include agriculturst implements, 
tawas, axes, cic. 


Pottery of the Firozpur Jhirka tahsil is a well-kaown produnt because 
‘the clay found in that area is suitable for artistic wares of pottery. The 
products find a ready market in the district itself and in the udjecent Rajasthan 
State, 


Farrukhnsger in the Gurgaon tahsil is known for its moorakemaking: 
industry. Moordhe which are manuisctured in various sizes ond colours, find 
a ready murket in Delhi, Mubarkarpur, another villege in the Gurgton tuhsil 
Jus made considerable progress in moorh-meking industry in recent years, 
‘This villsge was adopted by S.FLD.A. (Sumll Farmers Development Agency) 
in 1976:77 for moorah-mokinig industry. A cooperative society of moorah- 
making artisans was also, formed in'1976, Neetly 22! parties were finincially 
assisted by State Bunk of India in 1977-78, 


‘Almost ell the cottage industries are widely scetteted over the rural

‘The mainoil millsarein Faridabad Complex but there fire quite 
fa lager umber of oil presses throughout the district. Dal milling is done 
‘mostly. in the Palwal and Gurion tah, 


‘The proximity of Delhi has been instrumental inthe development of 
poultry-farming in two adjoining thsile, viz. Ballabgarh and Gurgaon. 
‘Thishas further induced the entreprencurs to set up some breeding farms which 
‘now stipply chicks even to poultry farms in other States, 


‘The breed of Ranishaver Poultry and Breeding Farm has geined 
suifivient popularity, This farm was set upin 1962 in collaboration with 
‘Canadian firm with an investinent of'mipece 13 likh. 


‘The distetot has good agricultural potenti! which con be utilised for 
the manufrotire ofa number of ajro-tinsed products, According to.an indus 
trial survey ofthe Gurgaon district undertaken bythe Small Industries Service 
Tantitute, New Delt, thore is scope for setting up of a beer plant at Pataudi 
inview ofthe availibility of huge quantities of barley inthe adjoining Rewari 
tnhail of the Mahendraguch district, One more plant for the manufseture of egg 
powder has been recommonded in the -district beesuse of its nearness to Delhi, 
which is the biggest marketing centre forthe poultry products. Lurge quaint 
Ties. of anehindi lexves are being exported to Middle-Enst Countries, France, 
and U.S.A, Tillnow, there has been no effortin India to utilise these leaves 
for industrial parposes by way of extraction of scent or manufzcture of dyes. 
‘Therefore, there is scope for the instillation of a mehndi crushing and extraction 
Planton medium-scale basisat Faridabad,

Recisrere Worxina FACTORIES AND CoTrAGE INDUSTRIES 


Tn about 1910, there were only four registered Dhctorics in the district, 
two at Palwal and one exch at Hodal and Fitozpur Shirk, ‘The factories at 
Palwal (Himukh Rai Gobind Ram and Mutfasil Coy-) did cotton 
cleaning and prossing, The former was started in 1901 nnd was the first 
factory in the district, ‘The Muffusil Coy. was started In 1905. Tho 
fictories iat Hodal (Johri Mal) and Fitozpur (Mirchuni Lal, etc.) were com- 
mistioned in 1902 und 1909 respectively. These did only cotton cleaning. A 
flour mill wae started.at Palwatin 1907; It workod for only one year, Another 
cotton cleaning factory at Hodel was commissioned in 1911 by the ime com 
‘oven Which owned the Firezpur fictory. Cleaned cotton was sent to Kosi in 
the: Mathura district (U.P.) to be pressed. All pressed cotton was exported 
to Bombsy. Labour was supplied from the unskilled working population of 
the lovality in which the fuctories were situated, ‘The prevailing rates of pay 
ranged ftom 308 annits (20 10 50 paise) per day for different class of work 
und all the five factories employed on the average 713 workers daily."

‘Thermal Station, Faridsbad.—The Dewlopmenit Bourd, Faridabad, 
Matted setting up a thermal power house at Faridibud in 1949. byes eom- 
missioned J 1951, The electricity generated here was not sufficient to meet 
the growing needs of the industrial township, fn 1956, the supply was aug- 
mented from the Bhukra Nangsl Hysiro-Electric Project, The thermal 
station was purchased by the Punjab Stute Electricity Board in Jane 1959, 
Ieyas, however, closed down in 1964 duke to high cost of production. Another 
thermal generating unit of 13 MW capacity was commissioned in February 
1966 aqd therm! supply yas maintained to supplement the hydro-electric 
supply from Bhakra Nongal, ‘The thermal power house his been further 
augmenied by installation of 2 units of 60 MW cach. ‘The first unit was 
commissioned in November 1974 and the second in March 1976. This 
capacity Is being extended further and work for installing third unit of 60 
MW is under progress.

The industrial Iabour for the expanding industrial ectivity 
fet Faridabad, Bullebyret, Palwal and Gurgxon wits drawn mostly from the 
displiced persons from Pakistanand lute. on fromthe neighbouring villages, 
Besides the ready aynilability of labour imthe villages, the Industrial Training 
Institute and Tadustrial Schools opened by the Department of Industries to 
mest the demand of skilled labour have grostly helped inthe development of 
industries, In the beginning, the sudden wnd frequent closures of small- 
soale factories duc to non-availability of raw materiatund lick of funds caused 
hardship to labour; but the establishment of large-scale units after 1955 (when

The problem of bbour welfare has been engoging the attention of 
the Government, The Employees’ Stste Insurance Scheme and Employees’ 
Provident Funds Scheme have been introduced for the benefit of the employees. 
‘The industrialists, on their own, sre also conscious of the welfare needs of 
iabour. Their attitude has changed in favour of giving better amenities to 
Jabour and many large-scale units are providing medical, sccial, residential, 
recreations! and other facilities 10 their employees. 2 


‘TypustaiaL Cooperatives 


The development of industtie} cooperatives is essential for democratic 
development of industries specially in the cottage and small-scale sectors. 
Groater and greater stress js, therefore, taid on the development of industries 
through cooperstives. The industrial cooperatives ensure that decentralisa- 
tiom of industry is accompanied by proper improvement of techniques of 
production, provurement of niw malerisls and marketing of finished goods, 


‘The cooperative movement in the district has been finding its pluce 
inthe industriel sphere also. The development of industrial cooperatives is 
fooked after by the Industrial Assistant Registrar Cooperative Societies, 
Gurgaon, who is assisted by 4 Industrial Inspeciors and 15 Sub-Inspectors. 
‘The activities of the Cooperative Department sre confined to cottage 
and smolbscale industries The following wble indicated the number of

There has bean: no survey of indebtedness inthe district. ‘The Famine 
Report of 1879 dikcussed at some length the economic conditions of the 
peamatry and vctust figures were given only to illustmte typical instances, 
However, tho Fomine Report indissted tut the economic conditions of thu 
peasantry depended on various fictors euch asthe castes, size of the fomily, 
subdivision of lind, irrigetion ficitities, neture of soll anid stetus of the agri 
culturist, The ecuses of debt enumerted wero general extravagenas, which 
Jed to debt even in ordinary years; matriages und funernls, the expenditure 
‘on which was enormouty dispropertionite fo the inceme; drought, which 
found the ogriculturist without any surplis, killed his cetileand compelled him 
fo borrow to poy the revenue nnd support his fomily ond finelly negket to 
poy the (nterest on debts nireody contercted which expidly imultiptied. 





‘During the Settlement in 1907—09, the total unsecured debt in the 
istrict was estimated to be more {hin Re, 84 lakh The corresponding 
figure for the scured debt was Rs. 112 vkh, Again, the economic surveys 
of villige Bhodus (tahsil Firozpur Jhirka) in 1926-27 nnd 1930, condiwoted by. 
the Board of Economie Inquiry, Punjab, ore indicators towards the general 
conditions which then prevailed throughout the district." 


‘The survey of 1926-27 showed that 4l percent of the ‘borrowings were 
agsinst mortysge of land and the romiininie $9 percent were amectired, Of 
the latter, 35 por cent were for professional use and 63 per cent for personal 
requirements, daily. needs, loos) ceremonies, ete, About 40 per cont of the 
money was borrowed from sgriculturist moncy-lenilers, 51 percent from non- 
agrioalturist money-fenders and 9 per cel fromthe institutional oredit 
agencies: In 1930 when the re-survey oP this villige was mee, the census of 
the debt was taken for cultivetors only. It indicated an incidence of over

Besides giving oredit focllities in the form of taccavt loans and loans 
under the State Aid to Industries Act, 1935, the Government is promoting 
‘cooperative credit tovieties to. ditcharge the tesponsibllities of development 
Progeammes portioularly those in the agricultural sector. It i estimated 
that the shure of the cooperatives in the total borrowings of farmers has 
Sone upto 40 percent, This happened in spite of the set-bock between 1965 
‘and 1967 caused by the severe drought. 


Tn audition 10 the cooperative agencies, institutions like the Khadi 
Sad Village Tndusteles Commission provide omit fucilities In rural areas. 
‘The Government nso ndvances taccan! loans for seed, cattle, or agricultural 
Improvements under the Land Tmprovement Leons Act, 1883 and the Agri- 
culturists” Lokns Act, 1884, 


‘The fonns’ are als advanced for the promotion of industry 
by the Haryana Financia! Corporation, Chindigath, which came into 
being on April 1, 1967 on re-ongnnisation of the former Punjab Finnncal 
Corporation. It grants Joans wp to Re. 30 Ink in the cate of limited com- 
panies and registered cooperative secicties and up to Re. 15 Wkh in ther 
auies. It also gives foreign currency loons to Industral concern for impart 
of plant and equipment under World Bank Loan Scheme, where the oost of 
Project does not exceed Ra 1 crore. The details of loans sanctioned, dix 
buned and outstanding are given fn Tible XXV of Appendix. 


Jamt Stock Banks 


Banking in the Gurgaon district Kas. made tardy Progress till recently, 
Tn 1966, thete were only 19 branches of yarious commercial banks functioning 
inthe then district. Most of the Rewari tolsil was excluded from this disteiot 
on its t-otganitation on December 22, 1972. The number of branches of 
‘various commercial banks within the new delimitation of the district was 20 
In 1969; it inorensod to 73 by March 31, 1975, The major expansion took 
place after. 1968, particularly after the nstion*lisation of fourteen banks on 
Tily 19, 1969. However, the opening of new benches by the commercial banks 
designed to nmeliomte conditions in'this regand was yet to playa dynamic

‘The total deposits mobilised by all the commercial banks inthe then 
district was $59 ctore in 1966, ‘The deposits with the banks (Functioning 
within the new:delimitetion of the district) which emounted to Rs, 8.50 
fore inn June 1969 inoreasedto Rs, 28.65crore by June 1974, This accounted 
for about 19 per cent of the total deposits of the Haryank Stats, while 
the relative share in respect of ad vances given was28 per cent during the corres 
ponding period 1969—74,"

Coormrative Cxeorr 


‘The cooperative movement started with the eneotment of the Coopem- 

Hise Sooicti¢s Act, 1904 nnd the subsequent Act of 1912. Though ten societies 
were sterted in the beginning of 1907 inthe then district of Gurgaon, none of 
thete showed any prospect of successful developmant. Aotually, the movement 
ghined momentum with the subsequent Acts of 1954 and 1961.

These provitle adequate 
faoilities for, shortapd medium term credit for. fertilizers, improved seeds, 
better implements, marketing and storage and extension of advanced agiicul- 
tural techniques. ‘The non-agricultural cooperative socictics comprise urban 
banks, employees credit societies und other entering to the credit requirements 
‘of non-cullivating section of the population in urban and rural areas, Due to 
the amalgamation of unyuible societies in 1972, there were 1,447 primiry.aagtin 
cultural cooperative credit societies and 85 primory non-agricultural credit 
sociotics but on reorganisation of the district, 322 agriculture! and 17 non-tgti 
‘cullutal societies yore transferred to the Mahendtegarh district leaving bebind 
1,125 agricultural and 68 non-agricultural societies as on Jane 30, 1973, Thete- 
after, in the subsequent years, though decrease in the number of sociotics Was 
nocmal up to 1975, there was a teemendows decrease in their number subso- 
quently. Inthe re-organisation of the societies that followed, ull the societies 
functioning in patwar citole were amulgamated ( form only one society in, 
each patwar circle also called “mini bank’, ‘Their number thus decreased, 
from 1,054 in 1975 to 443 in 1976, 


‘This wasa great achievement inthe history of the cooperative movement, 
Managers were appointed by the Central Cooperative Bank, Gurgion 
‘and work of all these societies was streamlined. These were pluc:d 
‘ona sound footing to meet the credit requirements of the members, ‘This 
recorded i marked improvement in the increase in membership, working eapitut 
‘and Ioan advancement ftom year to year, ‘This is indicated when we compane 
the improvement in the year 1976-77:t0 that of 1975-76. Membership in- 
oteased from 1,13,923 to 1,27,286, working capital from Ra, 332.89 lakh to 
Rs. 754.9% lakh, loan advancement from Rs. 366.94 lakh to Rs 642.461 
tnkh and deposits from Rs. 11.41 kh to Rs, 11-64 lakh. As regards 
non-agrioullural oredit societies on Sune, 30, 1971, there were 88 non-agti- 
‘cultural credit societies in the district. Of thete, 27 were exclusively for 
Harijans, After re-organisation of the district in December 1972, the ntumber 
of these socittics was 68 in 1973 ‘but deoreased to 63 in 1975. Some of the 
sooisties were small in size and financially weak. Two or more such socictios

22, 1972, the Rewari bank along with its beanshies nays functions in the Mahen- 
diagarh district except the Hailey Mandi Branch which was transferred to the 
Gurgaon bank on April 1, 1973, 


‘The cooperative bonks isste short and medium term loans to the indi 
‘vidual monibors through sooiaties and provide fiyinclal accommodation to the 
affiliated cooperative sovloties for seasonal agricultural operations and market= 
ing of crops.

After its reorganisation, the number of branches 
‘came downto fous and their membership stood st 12,135 in 1973-74 and 
16,307 in 1976-77, Up to March 21, 1977, the share cspital of these branches 
was about Rs. 60 Iskh and the amount of loan advinced was more than

Insurance 


Prior to 1956, there were agencies of the various private insumnte 
‘companies transacting life insurance business besides business relating to fire, 
‘mating and miseellancous clueses of insurance. With the nationslisstion of 
the life insurance in 1956, only genetal insurence remsined in the private 
sector. The Life Insurance Corporation (L-1.C.} also entered the field of genreral 
insurance in 1964. The generel insurance too was mtionelised in 1971, 


Although the LLC. took up the life business in 1956, it established its 
‘branch office at Gurgaon in September 1958, Its gub-offices wert opened at 
Rewatit apd Palwal in 196] and 1962 respectively. The sub-office al Rewari 
‘was closed in 1967 and wes merged with the Gurgzon Branch, The Palwal 
sub-oflice was shifted to Farkisbed in 1964, and was upgraded as Branch 
Office, The business secured by the L. 1. C. inthe district during 1964-65 to 
1974-75 is given below :

In 1961, there were 184 Post offices of all types doing’ saving bank work and 
this mumber went up to 276 by March 31, 1971, On the reorganisition, of 
the Gurgaon district on December 22, 1972, the number of post, offiges if the 
district decreased to 195, This mimber rose to 199 by December 31, 1975.

CuRRESCY AND COINAGE 


An the beginning the people, in rural areas in particular, had some -mis- 
givings about the utility of decimal coinage introduced in 1957 but they have 
steadily got wed to it. Conversion tables, placed at all the places of money 
transactions mide thingseasyforthem. A comersion factor has been given in 
‘able XMIX of Appendix. The prefix ‘nays’ or ‘naye’ inthe designation ‘naya—~ 
paisa’ or ‘nays pase’ was dropped on June 1, 1964. 
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During the 19h century, the surplus geain of the district was collected 
in the local grain murkets from where it was exported to different places in 
the country. The principal wrain markets were Nuh, Sohns, Firozpur Jhicks, 
Palwal, Hodal and Faridabid. The produte wits exported to Agra, Mathura 
and Dethi by road; to Delhi, Alwar, Bombsy and Gujarat by cul and to Agra 
bythe Agnt Casiil, Besides, camels were pressed into secvice for carrying tude 
with the nearby markets of Rajasthin, 


The exports of the district comprised cotton, salt and quarried slate. 
Ficozpur Shirka wasan emporium forcotton which was grown inthe Firozpur 
Shitke, Nuh and Palwal tabsils. It was exported to Mathura, Agra, Kanpur 
and ‘Lucknow in Utiar Pradesh by road. Tt founda good market in Rewari 
where it was naaulictured into superior fabrics and exported to Delhi and 
Rajusttion, ‘The salt from Farrukhnogar was exported (o the North Western 
Provinces and Rohilkhand.* 


‘The imports of the district included tice from Patna (Bihar) and Bengal, 
salt from Sambhar (Rajasthan) and Lahore (now in Pakistan) and sugar from 
Uttar Prodesh. 


‘The opening of Delhi-Agta railway in 1904 cedused the importance of 
Firozpur Jhirka 9s a market while the trade of Faridabad, Pulwal and Hodal 
increased, of the lutter two dite to the establishment of cotton mills 


The position reganding the export of barley remained the same os the 
Production of this commodity went on increasing day by day. ‘The crop of 
mehndi is growa in the ureas of Faridabad (tabsil Byjlabexrh) and around 
village Hasanpur in Hods| Block (tahsil Pulwal), Its cultivation increased: with 
the provision of irrigation facilities and this led to the establishment of more 
and more mehndi grinding mills, Fifteen such units were in this trade at 
Faridstad during 1977. A:portion of the crop is ground and despatched to 
various plices inthe country and to Turkey, Syris, Inq and Afghanistan where, 
as in India, itis used asa hairdye and for colouring the hands and fect. A 
portion ofthe crop in the form of dry leaves is exported to France and US.AL 
for extraction ofscent and manuficture of yes, Till now, there has been no

The produce is handled in large quantities and specinlised openitors 
pesform different services. The sellers receive prompt payment of the tile 
Proceeds from the commission agents in cash or by hundis. These provide 1 
system Of competitive buying, erdicate malpractices, ensure the use of 
stendatdised weights and measures and provide storage facilities, From the 
mindis, the goods are despatched by traders to otlier cOnsuming markets, 
Uniform market rates have been prescribed in all the market committees, 
‘The market chatges, with the exception of some locidental charges are paid by 
the buyer.

Consumers Cooperative Stores—In 1965, the Faridabad Central Co~ 
operative: Consumers Store Ltd., New Industrial Township, Faridebed. was 
‘opened under a scheme sponsored by the Government of India. The object 
‘yas to ensure the regular distribution of consumer goods (controlled as well as 
non-controlled) in order to check the rising: trend of prices. In 1966, two Co- 
‘operative Primary Consumers Stores were opened at Palwol and Gurgaon. The 
Central Co-opecstive Consumers Store was opened it Gurgeon in Februtry 
1974. Even in its infamy, the Gurgoon store attracted a handsome 
qumber of 1,361 membersasien June 30, 1974 with &-share cepital af R8.0.50 
Jakh. These stores perform an impottant function by making available 10 
the consumers theit daily requirements like sugar, tice, Kerosene oil, bicycle 
tyrea and tubes, safety razor blades, bstlery cells, vegetable ghee, wheat atta, 
etc,,at reasonable rates, The progress as regards membership, owned funds 
and working capital of these stores has been as under :

Fluctustion in the prites of foodgrins necessitated the adoption of 
State trading Ii wheat and otfer essential commodities. This helped to 
rmisintain a price level which was air both to the producers ind to the consur 
mers The extent of procurement bisicully depended on the extent of pro- 
duction.* 

For the purpose of distribution of foodgrins and other essential com- 
modiliés, ihe Government started anétarork of ftir price shops in urban rnd. 
Tural'nress. There wore 615 fair price shops (206 in ucbon’ areas sod 409 in 
url areas) on March 31, 1977, Such shops were scattered all over the 
district, 

Woonrs Ano MEASURES 

There wasno usiform standrnd of weights nod measures in the State 
prior to 1941, so. mush so that even in.the same district, it varied from villr-ge 
fo villege ands seer ranged from 40to 102 tolasinweight ot different pleces 
according towrgs, Gwing to incorsse in¢ommercial end industriel eetivities 
in the country, this thaotic situstion created sense of uneertainty in trade 
becuse offraudulent perctices of the traders. ‘Ttwasto remedy this evil that 
the Panjeb Weights and Measures Act, 1941 whticl in itsclf was « corrollary 
to the Central Standards of Weights Act of 1939, was enscted, 


To bring uniformity and to introduce a standerdised system of weights: 
rid measures in tlie country, the metelic system ‘was introduced in 1958. 
However, to obviste hardship 1othe public, a transitory period of two yeors 
was allowed permitting use of wights end mecsures in vogue immediatlely 
Before the enféreement of the Act Gradually people became fully conversent 
with new weights and miecssures and experience no difficulty. 


‘The Inspectors, Weights and Measures with thelr headquarters ut Gur- 
gaon, Palwal and Faridabad, verily weiglits, scales, etc,, used for truite purposes. 
‘They visit shops and markets and ensure the use of authorised weights and 
measures of metric equal units, 


‘Storage ann Waxetiousna 


Ta villages, people store their produce in their houses, kothas (bins) 
orin bags, In markets, the commission agents and cooperative marketing

their own premises to stock the requisite caw material. 


‘There was no orginised system for the storage of grains und the 
godowas msintained by private dealers were generally not of proper 
Spscificstions, To make availible better warchousing facilities, the Agricul 
tural Produce (Development.end Warehousing Corporstions) Act, 1956, was 
passed and later replaosd by the Warehousing Carpormstion Act, 1962, The 
Haryana Werehousing Corporation was established under the later Act, on 
November 1, 1967. ‘The corporation was authorised co aequire and bail 
godowns and run warchowses for the jorge of ugriculturl produce und 
other notified commodities. 


The corporation is rusming four warchouses at Palwal, Hodal, Pataudi 
and Taoru, The corporition hss constructed its own storage cxpecity of 
2,000 metric tonnes each at Hodal and Palwal, The warchousesat Pataudi 
und Teoru ere in hired godowns. The godowns of 3,500 metric tonnes-at 
Pilwal, 5,000 metric tonnes at Pataudi and 3,000 metric tonnes at Tuoru 
re under construction.

Chapter VIL 
COMMUNICATIONS 


Inmmopucnion 


In 1883-84, there were 68 miles (110 kilometres) of metalled sud 741 
‘smiles (1,193 kilometres) of unmetalled roads which traversed the district, 
‘The formercomprised the present national highway from Delhi to Agra which 
min the entire length of the Palwal tahuil," the roud ftom the railway station to 
‘Gurguon (5,6 kilometres), the road front Gurgaon to Delhi vie the Qutb and a 
section of 24 kilometres of the Gurgaon-Alwar Road. Allthe other ronds were 
Unmetalled. The PalwakNurnuul Rowd vis Nuk, Tioru, Dharuher, Rewari 
and Nimant though an important coud, Was unmetalled. The motalled. roads 
were served by halting phices and rest houses whereas the unmetalled roads 
did not have such facilities. The following extract ftom the Gurgaon District 
Gazetteor, 1883-84, * provides an interesting reuding regarding unmetalled 
roads i— 


“Generally speuking, the unmetalled roads of the district are not good 5 
dn the Rewari and Gurgaon tabsilé the country is40 sandy that the roads are 
necesurily extremely heayy;inthe country neat Taoru the ravines ane nume~ 
rows, anid in the rainy season the roads are sometimes impassable to wheeled 
cartinge: in the low-lying part of Nuk and the Firozpur valley the roads are 
often under water,and occasionally it is impossible to journey from Firozpur 
to Nuh, except by keeping olose to the base of the hills; in Palwal, and in the 
‘east of Firozpur and Null, the country is more naturally favourable tothe 
constmnotion of roads, and here the communications are faltly good, but it 
would be impossible to uliempt w driving tour ovet any other purt of the 
istrict. Really good roids from Gurgaon to Firozpur via Sokna and Nuk 
and from Nuh and Firoepur via Punthana to Hodal, would confera great 
benefit onthe district, but they would not be easy either to make or to main- 
tuin, ‘The other roudsare not so important; the tnuffic between Rewari and 
Nub isnever likely tobe of much importance; west of Rewari good junmetal-

Iu 1910, the mileage of motalled roads Increased to 103 miles (166 kilo- 
metres)and tht of wumetalled decreased to 500 miles (50S kilomsetses). Gurgaon- 
Soltna, Sohim-Nuh, Pirozpur to border-portions of the Gurgaon-Alwar Road 
in the district, were -metalled and so was the road from Sohna to Palwal. 
‘Atio the metalled rouds from Nuh to Pulwol (21 miles=34 kilometres) and 
Nuhto Pirozpur Jhicks (23 miles=37 kilometres) were under construction.*

Eutlier, the railway watconsidered to be of vital importance for transpor= 
tation of goods and movement of people. Roadr, specially the metalled ones, 
were few. Only the portion of th: Delhi-Agra Roed of ubout 30 miles 
(48: Kllomettes) usm: intained by the Government :the remaining roods were 
the responsibility ofthe District Board (Zils. Parishac\/Municips} Committees). 
Astime passed, more toeds were metcllsd, but the progressive increase was 
limited to & few hilometses every yest.

Al the tims of Tadependense in 1947, the arsis now comprising Haryena 
State claimed only 1,893 kilometres of metelled roads. Of this.the Gurgion 
district had only about 290 kilometres. Tae post-Independence period has, 
however, sce comiderible expansion in rod construction.

Vehicles and comveyavces.—In ancient timos, the means of communica~ 
tions were parce. Life wes static and perforce restricted lo villagesand the 
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wants of the people were limited. They used to travel on foot only on rare 
occasions and that too in groups and minly for pilgrimige to distant holy 

taking months, if pot years, to retura home. Country carts were 
wed by common people inthe villages for moving from village to. village. 
Rathsand majhalies were maintained bythe more well-to-do persons. Ponies 
and horses were also pressed into service for travelling from one place to 
‘another, In sandy tracts, the chief means of conveyance was the cemel. 
With the passage Of time, the modes of conveyanme improved. Bkkav and 
Dbamboocarts cxme to supplement country carts. Camelsarts ond four~ 
wheelers dmwn by bullocks were used for transport of passcngersand goods, 


‘With the development of communications, not only were big villages 
‘and towns linked together by metalled toads but the class of vehicles used. for 
transport also improved. ‘Thus a rubber-tyted tongs drawn by one or two 
horses was a swiftcr means of conveyance and came in vogue. With the 
modernisition of vehicles, appeored new types. At present, the numerous 
means of transportation by road availible in the district comprise thelasand 
hand—carts, hones and donkeys, camels, tonges, bicycles, bicycle rickshaws, 
motorcycles, jeeps and station-wrgons, motor cars, buses, tempos and trucks. 
Slowly nad steadily, tho modern swiftand cheap meons of conveyunce are 
becoming more popular, Tempos, which rppeored only some years ogo, 
are now b:coming very populir especially inrural areas, Iisa sott of motor~ 
eyolo tickshaw-with 3 wheels and is used both for carrying passengers and 
goods. Itis ununtly over-loaded with pasiengersand sometimes people are 
seen hanging on its sides. 


‘The number of motor transport vehicles (newly registered) in the 
istrict which was 125 in 1950 Increased 10 176 in (961, 332 In 
1965-66, 1,197 in 1970-71 and 2,022 in 1976-77". The yeare-wise details 
for the petiod 1963-64 to 1976-77 are given in Table XXXIV of Appendix. 


Passoxcrr Thaxsroat 


Before trxtependence, no State mad teunsport undertaking was in 
exisence. A few private companics operated their service without providing 
any Lucilities or amenities for the pissengers The then Punjb Roadways, 
Gurgion,came info existence on September, 1, 1959. On the bifurcation of 
Punjab Roadways, Ambalz, 68 vehicles came to the share of Gurgaon Depot

The Horyana Rosdwiys constructed a general bas stand nt Gurgion 
where amenities like waiting rooms, waiting sheds, bath rooms, canteens, 
toiletsand drinking water haye been provided. Basiiles, tempor ry bis stands 
at Palwel and Firoepur Thirks have been constructed with Ccilites of eatables 
and drinking water. Amenitios such as waiting halls and toilets Inve alo 
been provided Bus stands are proposed to b= constructed at Farkdatad, 
Howlal, Nubiand Soha. Bus qu-ue shelters have been constructed ot Sohna, 
Farmakhungary Pateudi, Halley, Mandiond Billcbgorh and these are proposed 
to be ptovided at Mindkolt and Hathin, 
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Haryana Rosdweys, Gurgron, is running a large number of services 
exclusively meant for short distance passengers even in areas where the income 
from operation does not cover the cost of operation. 


Goons TransrorT 


The goods transport by reed is mainly handled by private operators. 
The mumber of trucks registered in the district which was 48 in 1963-64 
inereased to 185 in 1970-71, On Match 31, 1977, the number of trucks registered 
was974. ‘This trend inthe registration of more public carriers is an evidence 
of the inctessing populirity ofthe transport of goods by reed, As compared 
tothe rilways, the freight and incidental charges are less if the goods are 
transported by rond. Consequently, goods transport has sufficiently diverted 
to roads, particularly on shorter hauluge, Moreover, the ruru! sector which 
isnctively participating im cconomic activities, relies much more on road traffic 
thanon mil traffic. ‘The booking agencies for the transport of goods by road. 
faze scattered all over the district at important places, These eater for the needs 
of both the operstors and the traders. The operators are provided with 
parking, godown and warehouse fucilities and the tmders with a regulor 
satisfictory service. Aveilability of the trucks has inspired the trdets to 
prefer goods to be transported by road for long distances, as the goods are 
delivered quicker ond with less risk. Claims for the loss of goods sent by 
road aro also settled move promptly than in the case of railways. 


Private operators have organised themselves into a union to reduce 
competition, to regulate goods traffic and to share profits, The trucks required 
bythe tradersand companiesare supplied by the union at fixed rates. In 1977, 
‘the number of tracks with the union was 19S. 


Ramwars 


‘Acclose net-work of railway lines connects the Important towns (except 
Solin, Nuh and Firozpur Shirka) of the district with Delhiand New Delhi, 
‘The district hendqustters and other importent towns like Faridabsd, Ballab- 
pith, Palwel, Hodal, Pateudi and Ferrukhotger ere well linked with broad 
gauge double line and metre-gauge double and single lines. The broud-gauge 
line running between New Delhi and Agra serves the entire easter pert of the 
district. The metre-giuge line connects Delhi with Gurgion and Rewari, The 
latter is an inportant junction on the Northern and Western Railways. The 
railway Tine between Delhi and Rewsti hus boon converted into deuble-track so 
‘as to cope with the heavy pressure of traffic on this line. Aho, there is pressing 
need fo convert this metre-gauge line into broad-gunge line in view of the 
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industrial development of the district. A branch metre-gauge single line from 
Gothi Harsaru, which is a miilway station on the Delhi—Rewari linc, connects 
Forrukhnugor. 


‘Abtief description ofthe railway Unes existing inand pissing though 
the district is given below : 





‘Deli Rewari Line (Northern Railway ~ Main Line),—Constructed in 1883, 
this istheoldest rallwoy line inthedistrict. It isa metre-gauge, line and enters 
the district from Delhi at 26.30 kilometre pnt goceup to Kholifpur after 
traversing a distance of 52,70. kilometres. Gurgon is the finit st. tion on thls 
Tipe it the district and itresches Khulilpursficr pasting through Basai_ Dhan- 
Fot,!

‘The reaions for diversion to road tr ffic wemed to de the lower freight rates, 
Proper snpervition,absencs of irksome formulities=nd provision ofdoortodoor 
servioc. The subiequ:nt yeorshave seen clot of toad expansion, wheres 
therehas been noincrease in railway niileage, However, for transport of heavy 
machinery, bulky artivles end elo for long distsnce heuliges (beyond $00 
kilomotres), there is still a marked preference for railways, 


WATERWAYS AND Franits 


‘The Yamuna runt porwllol to the eastern border of the district and 
separates it from the Uttar Pradesh In 1883-84, it was still navigable for 
comutry craft throughout its course apd carried meérchindise between Delhi 
and Agri, However, owing to the construction ofcemals, viz. Western Yamuna 
Giimmns) Canal and Agra Cinel, the Yamunz ceased to contain enough water 
for navigctionapd it hed only ferries to cross the river at various places. The 
Agta Cans was mivig'ble, but mvigstion was not permitied except for 
Government basts curying Goverament timber, fuel, etc,*

‘Travel. AND Tourist Facuucries 


‘Though thers are plices: of tourist interest in the district, no effort 
ad boca made inthe past to developany type of tourism with the result that 
tourist ficilities were compicuous by their absence, Besides, the district 
falls inthe tegion of three major tourist contres of India, viz. Delhi, Agra 
and Jniput, populirly known asthe Golden Triangle of Tadlin tourism. 
‘These plices hold a great charm for tourists, A fhirly large number of 
forcign and domestic tourists have to passthrough the district on their way to 
these plices. Horyana State, of late, thought of tuking advantage of this 
position, 


Apart from dewloping attractive tourist spots with moderna boarding and 
lodging facilities at Sursjkund, Budkhal Loke, Sultanpur Lake and Sohna, 
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the State Government also realised the importance of providing facilities to 
tourists on various highways, For the motorists, on their way to Agr, the 
‘Magpie Tourist Complex at Feridabod , situsted 30 kilometres from Delhi 
von the Delhi-Agra ational highwey now citer {o thelr needs. Nearby 
Isao the Government approved Holiday Inn Hotel with a 3tar (***) classi- 
ffoution which indicates its lururiows nature, The hotel is fullyir-conditioned 
and offers all types of modern boanfing and lodzing ficilities, Besides 39 
‘guest rooms, ithasa conference hall, « bunguet hull, and 2 board/comunittee 
room. Aswimming pool snd mini golf-cours are among the amenities 
Provided. The Oasis Restaurant witha night club isenother attraction. 
‘Onthe simo national highway, 92 kilomstres away from Delhi and about 
hill way to Agra, the State Government has set up Dabchick Tourist Complex 
atHodal. Similarly, 31 kilom:tnesaway from Delhi, on the Delhi-Dharahera- 
Jaipur nutional highway, has been located Shanes Tourist Complex inthe 
ean of Gurg-on, the district headquarter town. Ths facilities at all these 
places cater to varied clientele reaping from tourists desiring a short stop- 
‘over to. varationsrs.* 


For the visitors cither on business or otherwise, there are chopals in 
the Villages and dlurmscles and small hotels in the towns besides a number 
ofrest houses which ate onintaincd by different deportments of Government 
to render facilities to officcrs on tour. 


‘he village chopal is an institution of comiderable importance in 
thelife-of the villkgers, Genctully, i isa prkka building aude of bricks or 
stones faced with handsomely carved woodwork and sittuicd inthe heart 
ofa village. Addozen sturdy churpoys, which appear to be unbreakable, are 
placed inthe chopal forthe benefit of the village guests. A fire of dung-cakes 
keeps smouldering oflthe timeand provides fuelfor the hockah smokers, Soma 
ofthe chopals ere wttractive, heving figures of Rama, Krishna, tigers, horses, 
elephants, Women carrying certhen pitchers, etc., puinted on the walls, Inthe 
towns, dharmsslas are built for the public by piows and generous persons, 
Some ofthe important dhermsslas in the district are detailed in Tuble XXXV 
‘of Appendix. 


‘Rest housesare maintained by different departments of the Government 
to sender facilities to officcts in the discharge of their duties while on tour. 
Annet-work ofrest houses is spread throughout the district and many of 
them are located in the country-side. The list of rest houses along with the

‘There were no telegmiph offices but there wasn telegraph office at each railway 
station, ly 1904, the diatrict had Stelegeaph offices at Gurion, Formukhaagar, 
Hodal, Palwal, and Rewari and 72 post offices inoluding the Head Past Office 
at Gurgion andthe Sub-Oflice at Patuudi. Between 1904 und 1908 a number 
‘of small offices were abolished and a new oneat Kund Railway Station was 
added, ‘Theie- pumibor atthe end of 1908 stood at 59 Sand by April 30, 
1912, it-wis 63,4 of which 6 wore telepgriph offices, Soon after, with the 
transfer of Ballabgarh tahsil to the district, Ballabgarh Sub-Office and its 
seven branches at Ateli, Chhainsa, Dayalpur, Fatehabad, Fatthpur Biloch, 
Molins and Tigaon were added. By 1938, 10 Bownch Offices out of 62 had 
been closed, but 19 new ones opened, bringing the over all number to $0.

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‘The Gurgaon district falls under the Gurgson Postal Division which 
‘was created in 1962 ond functions under the control of the Postmastet General, 
Punjab Cirle, Ambali. This division is now under the cleuige of the Senior 
Superintendent of the Post Offices, Gurguon, and covers the Gurgaon and 
Mahendragich districts and hus been divided into five subdivisions, viz: 
‘Gurgaon (E), Gurgion (W), Faridabad New Industrial Towaship, Rewari 
and Narneul, each under the chutge of an Inspector of Post Offices: 


‘The postal fcilities in the district have increased rupidly after the 
Independence. The number of post offices which was 79 (it would be 80 
finsluding the post office at Pataudi) in 1938 incressed to 184 in 196(* and 
10276 in 19717 (March) with head officeat Gungion. The ratalarea of the 
district was served by 244 post offices which worked to four post offices per 
100 square kilometres. “The number of post offices was the Nighest (79) in the 
Rewari tabsil, which had five post offices per 100 square kilometres. Gurgion 
tahsil ( 42.p05t offices) equilled the district averse of four post offices.

Chapter VIL 
MISCELLANEOUS OCCUPATIONS 


Miscellaneous occupations in rural and urban areas constitute a signifi- 
cant part of the life of the district. These include members of public and 
defence services and oll those working in the fields of education, medical, law, 
engineering and transport. In. addition to these fully or partly organised 
services, thereare many people engaged in earning their livelihood on m self 
employed basis, They cither workin their own houses or in shops run by: 
themselves. Some” go about hawking their goods or -services. In addition, there 
area few people who are engaged'in domestic services and work as cooks, 
‘bearers, gardeners and chowkidars or in the case of women as ayahs, 
charwomen, helping hands, etc. 


Punic SeRvices 


‘After Independence, there has been a considerable increase in the nimiber 
Of jobs in public services under the State and Central Governments. Local 
Bodies and quasi-Government orgznisations. Several now departments came 
jnto beingto carry out development activities in the sphere of agriculture, 
cooperation, anisial husbandry and allied secvices. In 1961, the number of per- 
sons employed in public services in administrative departments and offices of 
the State and Central Governments, qussi-Government organisations, munict- 
polities, etc,, was 7,367 (7.328 men and 39 women). This numiber increased 
steadily and rose to 29,220(26,507 men and 2,713 women) by the end of March 
1972, It, however, decceased to 27,363 (24,638 men and 2,725 women) by the 
end of March 1973, due to the redemarcation of the district boundries in 
December 1972 The number stood at 30,666 (28,007 men and 2.659 wonven) 
by theend of March 197. The number incressed to 32,049 29,131 mea 
and: 2,918 women) by the end of March 1976 and further increased to 32,508 
(29,012 men and 3,495 women) by the end of March 1977.1 


“These figures show that employment opportunitiss in the public services 
have expanded more than fourfold during the period 196]—T7. This hax been 
possible because of the employment potential created by various developmental 
and welfure policies and activities of the Government. The figures also draw 
8 Sharp comperison between the two sexes joining the public

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services. Tt is significant that the number of women in these 
services, which was only 39 in 1961 rose to 2,713 by March 1972. This 
number stood at 2,725 in March 1973. The nominal increase of 12 over the 
previons year’s figure was duc to the extlusion of most of the Rewari tafull 
‘ot re-organisation of the district in December 1972. ‘The number furtlier 
increased to 3,496 by March 1977. At the stme time the mimber of men 
rose contiderably from 7,328; in 1961 to 26,307 by Murch 1972, The number 
decreased to 24,638 by March 1973, the reason being the same, Le. re- 
‘ocguniaution of the district in December 1972. The number, however, increased 
to 29,012 by March 1977. Evidently, the data of 197S;do not include the figines 
pertaining to the area which was exeluded fromthe distri in December 1972, 
Even then, ifa comparison is deawn between the two sets of figures pertaining 
forthe yeurs 1961 and 1977, the number of worsen ia public services increased 
sopnifold daring the period [961—77 wihtereas the auiiber of men increased only 
by about four times: Irhowstharmore and more women are coring out of 
rhsir daily chores and Joining service 10 Improve their awa prospects ind 
fncidentally assist Yheit families financially. 


“The persons in thé employ of Government are given desrness allowance 
related to some extent fo the covt of living as recommended by thé Pay 
Commissions from time tov time. Class IV employees ro provided with 
liveries and chapals. Loans and advances for the construction of houses 
and under the Low Income {Group and Middle Income Group Housing 
Schemes {and for the purchme of vehicles are granted to Government 
employees. Occasionally, they are alio. given an interest-free advince recover- 
ablo during the same year, for the purchase of wheat. Advance is aluo given 
to the employees of the State Government fot the celebrations of marriages of 
two of theirchildren, The advance is recoverable with interest, 


‘According to a decision uiker by the Stato Government in December 
1970, in.addition to famity pensions, if admissible, an ex gratia grant and other 
facilities. ure now provided to the famities of the Government employees who 
die while in service, The amount of the ox gratia grant has beca fixed as 
equivalent to ten times the lavt monthly emoluments drawn by the deceased 
subjecttox minimum of Rs. 5,000 and a maximum of Re 15,000. Other 
faciltiesincluile free edict! nid, free education up to the degree level and 
Govgrament employment toone or more members of the fimily besides howe 
sent allowance of the retention of Government houte on the tesual rent for's year 
aller the death of the deceased. 

Grotip Insurance Scheme was also introduced for all State Government

‘ofthe 20th century, rather up to 1936, the financial position of the cultivators: 
was not satisfactory and much was required to be done to imptoye it, They 
‘hadto borrow money from the village money-lenders to micct their necessary. 
requirements for agricultoral implements, seeds, eto, The ‘exorbitant rate of 
interest charged: usually hindered repayment of principal and led to money 
suits, With theenactment of legislation in this behalf during the years 1935—38, 
the money suits dwindled and the legal profession in the district received a set~ 
‘back’, from which it recovered when preemption and declaratory suits began 
and which continue to be filed in large numbers. The spiralling rise in the 
‘prices of land, Improvement in the financial position of the ayrivulturists after 
Independence ‘and increase in the industrial establishments are the main factors 
Jeading'to an inerease in litigation, Helnous crimes ike dacoity and robbery 
hue teea checked to a great extent but the other crimes in the district provide 
plenty of work for persons engaged in the legal profession, So far as urban 
reas ure concerned, cites of dispute between Inndlords and teriants under 
‘the East.

Dry cleaning has 
‘no doubt become a profitable business as the existence of several such establish- 
ments shows, Dry cleaners charge according toa schedule of rates fixed by 
themiclies.

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The shoe-makers in this district particularly of village Sharsu (tabsil 
‘Gurgson) are specialists in their trade, They have organised themselves 
into cooperative societies, The Government provides then: with loans, 
technical advice and various other. facilites, 


‘Hand-cart pedlars and hawkers go about the towns snd villages hawking 
thelr goods. The goods which they sell include among othots, articles of daily 
use, Vegetables, fruits, eatables, general merchandise, crockery, cloth and toys, 
By the end of Mitch 1977, 1,143 persons were. employed as vendors selling 
eatables, etc, on rehris in municipal areas. 


Exoept in very small, villages, wtew-stall of some kind has made its 
appearance almost in all parts of the district; tsappearance depending on the 
clientele, local and oherwise, which patronises it, ‘The siniller ones, managed 
by a single person and serving nothing but tea, are generally shubby.. "The bigger 
‘ones Which also serve other hot and cold beverages und some-edibles are more 
presentable in appearance and are managed by more than one person. A few 
modem-type restiuirants have dlso sprung vpin the urbanareasand these engage 
cooks and bearers according to the sine and requirements of the estublishment. 


‘The rapid and continuous increaso in the number of bicycles both in the 
Urban and rural areas has made the vocation of bicycle repairing much popular, 
No high skill is required for this job ; bicycle repairers are, therefore, found in 
every nook and corner of the district. Although slack during the: rainy season, 
the business remains brisk throughout the year, particularly during the summer 
when persons with bicycle-repair tools can be seen here und there in the corner 
ofa street of under the shude ofa tree by the roadside, On the other hand, the 
futo-mecanics have their repair shops only in urban ares, 


In every town and big villages one comes actoss shops dealing in general 
merchandise, The goods on sale comprise toilet articles (as combs, hair 
brushes, mirrors, etc), soaps, oils, tooth-pastes, tovth-brushes, shos-polishes, 
hosiery, articles, ready-made garments and sundries of daily ue, They have 
flourishing business in the sense that with the rise in the stundard of living 
there is am increasing demand for such consumer goods and in. fuct new 
shops Keep coming up into existence, 


Every town and big village of the district has a number of Aatwul shops. 
In the old’ days their familiar sweetmeat preparations were faddus and jalebis, 
‘The development of communications and un increasing contact with other 
parts of the country have introduced some new swectiieat preparations “like 
_gulab jamans, rasgullas, barfiand Various kinds of hulwas. Falebis, imeils, tadidus 
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and milk-cake of Firozpur Jhirke are popular, In urban’ areas sweetmeats 
prepared from milk are more popular’, These shops wre generally one-man 
‘unitsemploying two or three or even! more persons according to the requirements 
oftheestablishments, This business provides employment throughout the year. 


Pan-bidi stalls in urban areas are tiny booths which ore a familar sight 
throughout the district These one-man units in towns which usuully sell 
cigarettes also serve as chopals in villages. These become social centres for 
People who stop to listen to radio ‘broadcasts und recorded film musie and talke 
about current events. 


Not so long ago, every place of some significance had unit which manu- 
factured aerated drinks for focal consumption, Now bottled drinks being made 
available in many places by farge manufacturing units, their number is. on the 
decrease. In the last few years bottled soft deinks have become very popular 
and it is fashionable to drink these with a straw put into tho bottle, Such 
drinks are imported into the district from Delhi. In fact yoft drinks are freely: 
offered in all big functions und marriage celebrations, 


A grocer supplies the basic necessities of daily use. A number of such, 
shops can be found in every locality, Although’ these ate cié-man establish 
ments, generally a helper is also engaged, Every’ tawa has a number of shops 
telling vogetables and fruits, Enterprising persons with small cupltals carry 
Vegetables und fruits on their rehris (hund-carts) and sell these to customers at 
their doors. 


It is not unusual to come actoss x bakery even ina small tawn, The 
bakeries have gained popularity owing to the demand for thelr ready products, 
Such establishments are mostly one-man units, The proptictor engages one or 
two persons for preparing products as bread, cakes, biscuits, pasteries, ete, The 
Bakery units sell thelr products in wholesale as well us in retail. Usually the 
grocers and hawkers buy these products in wholesale and retail these to their 
customers along with othor articles, 


Different types of gold undsilver ornaments are made by the goldsmiths, 
‘The ordinary goldsmith cannot afford to purchase his stock of precious metals 
like gold and silver, These precious metals are, therefore, supplied to them 
by the customers who place orders for omaments. However, ticher goldsmiths 
have their own stock and they prepare ornaments oven without taking the

‘women while grinding grain on the grinding wheels. ‘The Gurgaon disttict {s 
not an exception to this, However, with the passage of time, flour mills have 
come to be established in urban areasand in some cases in rural areas as well. 
The new pattern of living hus necessitated such a change, Grinding of grains 
ike wheat, jowar and bajra, dehusking of paddy, grinding chillies, etc., constitute 
the main work of these flour mills. 


Electric fans, radios and watcher have now become a part and parcel of 
the life of practically every family in the urban areas and have alto gained no 
Jess popularity amongthe rural masses, Shops selling these articles und repaiting, 
them are naturally to be found in most of the towns, Their fixed capital ranges 
between Rs. 5,010 fo Rs. 15,000 depending mostly. on the volume of the business. 
‘The profit margin of these establishments ranges between 25 percent and. 30 pee 
cent, Repairing clurges depend on the parts replaced. 


Religion has been a foll-time occupation and the main source of income 
for some persons, among whom the most qumerous are the priests, The priests 
conduct worship anid perform rites in aecordanice with religious scriptures and 
recognised practices {a a temple, church, gurdwara or mosque, nnd make theit 
living tn return for their services. They. ure called Poojari, Padre, Granthi and 
Mulla according to the faith of denominations to which they belong. Some 
Hindus practise the art of astrology and palmistry. The astrologers prepare 
oroxopes of persons showing position of stars at the time of birth and 
finterpret horoscopes to tell past events in. their lives and predict the future, 
‘The palmists interpret lines and other symbols on palms of porsons. 


‘As elsewhere, beggars ure to be seen everywhere, Some of them expose 
their crippled of: wounded limbs to evoke pity forulms, Atbuystinds women 
and children wre often seen showering their blessings and goodwill continously 
in onder to strike a generous chord in the heart of the giver of alms. “Others 
try toventertuin the people by singing before they ‘beg for money. Common 
jugglers usually earn their living, by showing feats of jugglery and other tricks 
to un audience they manage. Co collect, Occasionally, one may find » bandare 
‘wala of richhwala entertaining the people by showing the feats of monkeys or the 
bear he fas trained for the purpose. The snake-charmer also belongs to this 
category, He collects-alms by instilling awe in the minds of the people by 
showing # snake or two, What these people collect in return’ for the 
entertainment they provide is anybody's guess, 
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‘The quack who exhibits his medicinal stuff on the roadside and uses his 
‘powers of oratory to extol the potency of his medicines is also a familiar sight 
everywhere. Heis usually successful in pulming off his stuff to the ignorant, ~ 
sredulows people and before long moves to another station to. avoid receiving 
compliints: about his ineffective preparations. 


‘The contiguity of the Gurguon district to Defhi has its special bearing 
‘op the livelihood. pattern on both the sides. A large niumber of workers 
employed in industries at Faridabad reside in Delhi and daily come to thelr duty 
places at Faridabad: Paradoxically due to non-availubility and costly residential 
accommodation at Delhi/New Delhi, many @ person engaged in the Central 
Government offices and commercial estiblishments live at Gurgson and 
Faridabad and daily commute to Dethi or New Delhi. A similar paradox is 
noticeable in so faras employment in the education line is concerned. Many 
Womed teachers employed at Gurgaon und Faridabad reside at Delhi. whiereas, 
artracted by better pay-scale a numiber of male teachers belonging to Gurgaon 
sand Faridabad have secured service under the Delhi Administration, While 


the former daily come to Gurgaon atid Faridabad, the latter daily go to Delhi 
and New Deihi. 


The proximity to Delhi has mide the Gurgion district « potential source 
‘of milk supply for the people of Dell, In the villages practically every family 
‘has ono or two buffaloes the milk of which he sells to the contractors of the 
Delhi Milk Scheine or to the cooperative societies,* 


Dowssnc Senyices 


‘A domestic servant is paid between Rs. 30 and Rs. $0 per month ia 
addition to: board and lodging, The Indian situation and utmosphere do not 
usually fivour specialised jobs, A single domestic servant engaged’ in a 
household may be required to buy eatables in the market, cook food at home, 
clean the used dishes and plates, scrub utonsils, sweep the horse, make the beds 
and in fact do anything also at the bidding of the master. Ttis-a hard life full 
‘ofchores, Some women also work as parttime domestic servantsin a number 
‘of houses for cleaning utensils, sweeping and helping the house wives in their 


daily chores. Such a part-time domestic worker gots about Rs. 20 to Rs. 35 por 
month, 


Tn urban areas, the upper middle class and the more Well:to-do people 
often employ domestic servants. If both the partners ure in service, a domestic

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servant is employed to look after their house and children. The increase in the 
‘number of watien working in offices, industrial establishments and schools: 

. has increased the demand for domestic servants, On the other hand owing to 
the opening of other avenues which provide increasing ‘opportunities of 
employment cliewhere and particularly the establishment of industrial establish= 
ments at Faridabad, Ballabgarh and other towns, the domestic seryants have: 
become: scarce in relation to thtir demand. 


Jn rural areas, hardly any family employs servants for domestic work: 
‘Most rival women attend to theirdamestic work themselves. The halls besides 
attending to agricultural opertions, do domestic chores for their masters. 
‘These persons who are generally. landless labourers are puid at fixed proportion 
‘ofthe haivest, If engaged on cash wages, they generally recelve Rs, 4 to S 
daily in addition @ two meals not costing more than Rs. 2 





Chapter IX 
ECONOMIC TRENDS 


Livetoob PATTERN 


‘The livelihood parsuits of the people of any region, the nature and 
‘variety of occupations followed, as also the economic development of the 
area are closely: related to the stages of economic development and the 
extent to which available resources are exploited for the industrial and 
agronomic advancement of that region, This district, lying in the shadow 
of Delhi, has witnened devastating upheavals of foreign invasions and inter~ 
necine warfare, It also suffered from the insecurity of harvests, a no part 
Of the then Punjab had droughts and scarity been so prevalent and over- 
whelming as in this district and recurring famines and scarcity have Weft their 
indelible mark on the life of the people. Struck by the miserable condition 
of the people, the primitivencss of their farming and the squalor of their houses, 
F.LBrayne, the then Deputy Commissioner, introduced in 1920 u voheme 
of reconstruction, popularly known asthe Gurgaon Scheme”, to bring about 
all ound. impcovement. This was the British Government's peoject plan to 
meet Mahatma Gandhi's ctullenge of establishing muss contacts with the 
people, The scheme yielded some favourable results, but the famine of 1928 
‘and the general depression of the thirties thwarted these efforts. The position 
improved alittle duting World War Il as a cise in agricultural prices 
und incorme from their sons serving in the atmy brought more money to the 
farmers for a time. Busic backwardness and low standard of living, however, 
antintied to be the muin characteristics of the Gurgson district before. the 
Independence, The Partition provided a new facet to this poverty-stricken 
district. ‘The displaced persons who came to the district had among them 
individuals who had initianve and experience to start a new life through 
the process of economic development. With the introduction of schemes 
for economic growth asa revult of planning, the district, therefore, started 
making headway in various Belds of economic. development, Under the 
community development programme, facilities for education, medical aid, 
improved agricultural practices, loans and grants were provided in the rural 
sector, All possible efforts were made in the urban areas to develop trade 
and industry, Asa result of these measures, the average income of the 
people began to show am upward trend. 
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‘The all-round. development in different fields of the district cconomy 
thas been discussed in the relevant Chapters. Here it is necessary 10 review 
the state of ugriculture and industries in'the district for these two fields play a 
major role in shaping its economy, To take agriculture first, according to the 
197} Censua, it was. the:primary occapation of nearly $7,7 pet cent (2,10,124 
cultivators and 47,395 agricultural labourers) of the total of 445,948. working 
population in the district," “The contribution of the district in the production 
‘of barley io the State in 1970-71 was the largest (59.68 per cent) while io 
respect of hare it ranked second (17.68 per cent) after Hisar (41.16 per cant) 
in the Stte®. The fotwl value of agricultural produce marketed through 
royuluted markets, was estimated to be Rs 23 crore, 


For various reasons which inclode a larger area brought under culti- 
vation of food crops, increased irrigation facilities , use of fertilizers and high 
Yielding vartios of seeds and-improwed agricultural Implements s the yield 
from the land has increased appretiubly to the advantage’ of the yrower 
‘also, This position is roflectod inthe following table relating to tho yield 
rates of different crops during’ 1960-61, 1965-66 and 1969-70 :—

In the past, there were only few industries in the district, Le. utensil- 
making, slate manufacturing, salt mannfictring. mooral-making, —melilt 
grinding, glue-moking, manufacturing of saltpette, glass bangles and smalt- 
width pagrees (turbans), These fasignificant industries provided employ- 
ment toa small namber of persons only, After Independence, the district 
started making sapid progsess in the fold of industry, It now tuts the nique 
distinction of ‘having one ‘of the biggest industrial complex Tocated at 
Faridabad. Numerous industrial products are niaiufactuired here. In 1970 
Ti, thers were 760 small-scale Industries in the then district. This number 
included 193 small-scale unity with a capital investment of Re. 1 lakh or more. 
Resides, there were 80 registered lurge und medivh-ecale units, 40 ancillary 
tunits and 6,630 cottage industries, All these industries provided employment 
16 About one Iakh workers. The estimited total capital investment made 
inal these industries way about Rs, 200 crore and (heir annual production in 
1970-71 was Rs 142.09 crore. Thi excluded 67 small-scale industrial units

Nonworkers—The number of non-workers, is, those not engaged 
fn any economic activity, was 7.53,048 (320,405 males und 4,532,643 femules) 
in 1961, A study of the relevant details given in Table XXXIX of Appendix, 
shows that the distribution pattern of non-workers according to the type of 
activity among males and females was very dissimilar, The largest number 
of non-workers fell in the category of ‘Dependents, infants and disabled” which 
was 4,34,780 (57.74 per cent) of the nonworkers, Itincluded 2,22,857 females, 
In the second category fell ‘Household duties’ whose number was 1,84,012 
(24.43 per cent). Out of it, the number of females was 183698 Those 
two categories jointly accounted for $2.17 per cent, In the ‘Household duties’ 
the percentage of males. was 0.04 (313) whereas the percentage of females was 
42.46 (1,83,098). The fernales engaged in houschold duties were proportionately 
higher in urban areas than in villages where women-folk in addition to their 
attending to household chores also participated in agriculture and householed 
industry.

Farther details: of this classification by sex and urbanjrural workers’ “are 
given in Tables XXXYIII to XLI of Appendix. 


Employment exchunges.—The Employment Exchange, Gurgaon, was 
established in October 1947; Ths activities of his exchange were further 
expanded by opening its sub-offides at Palwal in 1950, Rewari? in 1951 and 
Faridabad in 1959. ‘These offices were raised (0 the status of Town Employment 
Exchange, Distriet: Employment Exchithge and Divisional Employment 
Exchange from July 4, 19743 May 13, 1971 and December 19, 1967 respectively. 
To cover the rural areas, twa Rural Manpower Units were opened at Nuh and 
Firozpur Shirka in 1971 and 1973 respectively. 


‘The Eouploywient Exchiinges (Compulsory Notification of Vacancies) 
Act, 1959, cameinto fore on June’, 1960, It makes a statutory obligation 
on the part of all estublishments in. public as well as private sector to notify all 
Vacancies tothe eniploymont exchinge.” Inv private’ sector, provisions of the 
‘Act apply only. to those establishmients'which employ 25 or more persons. 
‘The working of employment exchanges in'the Guitgaon district dutig’ 1952 to 
1977 is given in Table XLII of Appendix: 


The State Directorate of Employment, Haryana, runs employment 
@xchanges in the district, These register the numes:and qualifications of those 
people who being- unemployed; scck employment. These exchanges 
‘are also supplied information about the vacancies which under the Iawimust be 
reported to them, ‘The employment exchanges are in a position to determine 
the kinds of ‘employment in which (I) the vacancies we fewer than the 
number of applicants and (2) the vacancies are apt to remain unfilled for lack 
of suitably qualified personnel, '

The surplus category included extrainces of different trades, fresh graduates 
and people with lower qualification, The problem of unemployment can be 
tackled with the right sort of occupational information and guidance nod 
provision of sufficient training facilities, in the occuputions ii which vacancies 
sist, To perform this furiction, the vocational guidance programme was 
shifted to the Employment Exchange, Gurguoa, in February 1962 from Rohtak. 
‘Talks wee delivered in schools and colleges and at employment exchanges 
‘Where employed counselling is also Wone. A career information room has been 
‘eitablished. “The programmes of occupational research and. analysis us also 
the publication of career books and pamphlets are being attended to by the 
State Headquarters of the National Employment Service, Haryana, Chandigarh, 
and the Directorate General of Employment and Training, Government of 
India, New Delhi,

zur and potutocs, It is jnteresting that there was no significant rise in the 
price of potatoes sold at Rs, 40 per quintal in 1970-71 ws against Rs, 36 in 
1960-61. ‘The. price of gur, however, hud gone. up by more than four timer 
in 1970-71 (Rs. 175 per quintal) as compared: to Rs. 42.55 per quintal in 1960-61,

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The above table reveals that average retail prices like wholesale prices 
also rose considerably. Wheat ptices increased from 76 paise per kilogram) 
in 1966 to Rs. 1.11 in 1967, after which a downward trend started which 
continued up to 1971 (77 palse per kilogram), From 1972 onward, the wheat 
price again registered an. upward trend and in 1975 it was Rs. 1.62 per 
Kilogram, i.e. more than double the 1971 price, However, in 1976 i declined 
to Rs. 1.19 per kilogram. The prices of other commodities also moved in 
similar way with slight variations from year to year, But the increase in 
the price of gram, milk, gur and kerosene oil registered almost 100 pet cent 
increase over 1971 prices thus badly hitting the consumers of lower incoms 
brackets. 


‘The Economic and Statistical Organisation started compiling monthly 
cost of living index mumbers for working classes from 1956-57, in 
respect of important industrial towns in the State. Rewari, then a town in 
the Gurgaon district, was one of them, This series was discontinued after 
1966 and in the new series Faridabad replaced Rewari. 1966 based series 
‘of Faridabad was discontinued and replaced by a new series (base July 1972 
to June 1973) from July 1973. The relevant year-wite data regarding cost 
of living index numbers from 1956-57 to 1966-67 in respect of Rewari and 
from 1967 to 1976 in respect of Faridabad are given below, These i 
numbers are based on the weekly retail prices that prevailed in these towns 
imrespect of more than 100 commodities/services which were mostly consumed 
by the working classes :

Lil] 1966-67, In 1958-89, the rite was 19 por cent of the base year but it was 
‘not so sharp in 1959.60 to 1963-64, Again in 1964-65, it rose by 12 per cont 
‘over the: proviows year and by 6 pér vent in 1965-66 over 1964-65. Tho price 
Tise was, however, tremendous in 1966-67 when in single year itrose by 20 
per cent teuting all the previous ten-year record. During the period of 
sixteen years from 1950-51 to 1966-67, the price level had increased by 99 
Per centin Rewari, This state of affairs was not, however, peculiar to Rewari 
lone, During the some period, in other parts of the State, the prices had 
risen by 99 per cent in Bhiwani {in the then Hisar district) 81 per cent in Panipat 
(Karnal district) and 94 per cent in Ambala Cantt, (Ambala district), The 
position in the country ws a whole was almost similar, The all-fndin working 
ass cout of living index number was 191 in 1966-67 with 1949 ws the base.

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In-normal conditions wages for farm. lubourers are mostly determined 
by factors like customary practice as modified by the law of supply and 
demand. During the busy season, labour being more in demand, the wages 
are high while during the slack season, labour can be hired at lower wages. 
‘The wages for various occupations in rural us well as urban areas are paid 
cither in cash, kind or both. For example, a cavual labourer in urban areas 
is paid only. in cash whereas & burber of tailor or washerman in rural areas 
js paid fa cash and kind, Adomestic servant in urban areas receives wages 
partly in cash and partly in kind. A domestic servant. gets mesls and clothing 
Tr addition to his pay, while an agricultural labourer gets meals. or a share of 
the produce in addition to his wages in cash, The agricultural Inbourer wages 
per day in the Gurgaon distrit during 1960-61 to 1976-77 were as follows +

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‘The above figures show that with minor deviation the wages kept on 
increasing from 1960-61 onwards in respect of all agricultural operations nd 
aso for skilled wotkers like blacksmith and carpenter. The wages were 
more than treble in 1970-71 and. a litte less in 1974-75 as compared 10 1960:61 
for ploughing shile these almost doubled for sowing, weeding and hurvesting. 
‘The daily wages in respect of other agricuftural operations [increased from 
Rs. 2 in 1960-61 to Rs Sin 1970-71 and Rs. 6.89 in 1976-77. In the cese of 
blacksmiths, the wages incressed From RS 4.36 In 1960-61 to Rs, 10,33 in 
1970-71, anid 10 Rs, 15,00 in 1976-77, while the increase in respect of carpenters 
fad been from Rs. 4.95 to Rs, 10.33 up to 1970-71 and Rs. 15.00 in 
1916-77; 


Both prices and wages on the whole have been rising during the resent 
years, As usual, the rate at which prices have gone up hus outrun the rate 
‘at which wages haye increased, In other words, the relative position of 
prices and wages has not remained constant and there his been a greater rise 
in prices than in wages. The effect of these fluctuations is obvious. ‘The 
valve of money has been constantly on the decline, adversely affecting the 
cast of living of the people and in turn their standard of living 


Communtry Davavormant 


The idea of Community Development was first thought out and 
tried in the Gurgaon district by FL. Brayno, 1.CS., about $0 years ago. 
He took over as Deputy Commissioner in 1920 and was so struck by the 
‘miserable conditions in the district, its poverty and lack of health, in sanitation 
and uncleanliness, primitive farming and wasteful customs, etc., that he decided 
that something must be done on a large scale to improve these conditions. 
He organised « compaign known as ‘The \Guryaon Experiment’ covering the 
‘whole districit and its seven lakh inhabitants. 


The objects of the experiment, to quote Brayne, were “to jerk the 
Villager out of his old groove, convince him that improvement is possible, and 
Kill his fatalinm by demonstrating that both climate, disease and pest can 
be successfully fought”, “to laugh him out of his uneconomic and unhealthy 
customs", and “to teach him better ways of living and farming, Tho 
‘objects of the experiment were firstly, to increase the produce from the soil; 
secondly, 10 stop waste; thirdly, to secure good health; and finally, to raise 
the standard of living. 

As regards the mesures, to. quote Brayne again, “Agriculture was 
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easy; better seed, better implements and more manure All these things 
‘were already worked out and ready to hiand, These only required bringing 
hhome to people on alarge scale, ‘The reduction of waste was equally simple; 
better finance, that Is to nay cooperative credit, arbitration in preference to 
litigation, limitation of expenditure on social coremonies, discarding and 
reduction in the sumber of ornaments worn by women, The bealth of the 
village fortunately combines easily with better farming. What now poisons 
the village will, if conserved for use in the fields, give bigger ctops. Every 
farmer must have a six-foot deep pit in which to collect everything that will 
help is crops: And to raise his stindard of living since the Key to this in 
the condition of women, in as much as she brings up the childrea and runs 
the home, "the little gitl must be sent to school, at first with her brother and 
fas she gets better to a separate school, and she must be taught everything 
which village housewife should know to enable her to keep her family healthy. 
happy. and comfortable and to regain the position and respect which her 
gnorance has pastially forfeited." For this purpose, a school was established 
in Gurgaon to train village women so that they might return to, teach the litte 
gitls at school and the grown-ups in their Houses. In. this sphere of work, 
Mrs. Brayne was the moving spirit 





“Thus it will) be soen that both objects and mearures were so designed 
8 to cover the whole field of rural reconstruction, But how was effect to 
begivento this plan overan urea of the size of district and amongst a 
population that was almost entirely illiterate? How, too, was this to be done in 
the short span of a Deputy Commissioner's tenure of office? “Here again, to 
‘quote Brayne, the method was ‘(0 take the whole district as the feld of opera~ 
tion and to deluge the area with every form of peopaganda and publicity that 
wwe could devise or adopt or afford’, The great ally was the magio lantern 
‘and after. that parties of strolling minstrels und ghee songsters ‘roped in und 
bribed to sing our dope’. They cost very little and hundreds of villagers 
were still enthralled for hours while they told them in song how to wash the 
baby or whit Sort of wheat to sow. Finally, “we plaster the walls with 
cartoons and posters, distribute leaflets, handbills and poems, organise shows, 
demonstrations and competitions..,......and prizes are even given for poems 
and essays”. Briefly stuted, the method was propaganda, more, propaganda 
‘and still more propaganda, 





Brayne was, of the opinion that propaganda would move mountains, 
yot he did not trust’ to it alone, snd joined with it, to tho full, the use. of his 
Deputy Commissioner's authority, “I always worked hand in gloye with the 
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tural leaders", be explains, “but once I bad thems with me in any new 
Weparture, I did not hesitate to use the whole of my official influence to obtuin 
acceptance for its ani! to get it cartitd out in the villages”..,...

"The Gurguon Experiment’ po doubs produced some good results but 
itdid mot last. The transfer of Bayne to another district, the famine 
‘of 1928 -and the general depression of the thirties wete the main factors which 
thwarted these efforts. 


After the attainment of Independence in 1947, the central purpose 
behind all the-efforts the nation has been making, ay manifested in. the Five- 
Year Plans, ix'to raite the standard of living and crisure better conditions 
(Of living for all sections of society. ‘Tho directive principles embodied in the 
Constitution are sought to be mplimented through the integrated Uevelopment 
Programmes included in the Five-Year Plans, All India level, State level 
and disteiet level phins are formulated with their specific. targets. and methods 
‘of-uchievernent. These are implemented through the distrivt administrative 
miaschinery which has been’ re-organised and strengthened after Indopendence 
tomeet the challenge of all types of strains in tho develapmental growth, Thus 
the district udministrative machinery is ussigned a pivotal role in excovting 
dovelopmental and the welfure schemes. It ix with this end in view that the 
Community Development Programme wus initiated, It is altogether 
unique and scientific endeavour for an integrated approach co the problenis 
of rural development based’ on public participation and working through 
Fepresentative institutions of the people. This programme was first inaugu- 
fated in the district on October 2, 1952, by starting Community Development 
‘Projects at Ballabgarh and Faridabad, At first three types of development 
blocky known 28 National Extension Service (N.ES.), Community Develop- 
‘ment (CD) and Post Intemive Blocks were conceived. "These marked three 
Gifferent phaser. of development in rnril areas. The NES. was a preparatory 
period when the area was prepared for receiving u heavy dose of development 
during the next stage of Community Development, ‘The assumption was that 
thereafter it would be sufficicatly developed and the people educated and 
conscious enough to keep up by themselves the tempo of progress already 
achieved, ‘The programme since then has undergone various organisational 
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‘chaniges a a result of the recommendations of the Balwant Ray Mehta Com- 
mittee appointed by tho Planning Commission during 1956-57 tw examine the 
working of the Community Development Programme and related matters 
and fo reconynenid measures for improving its quality and content, In 
Pursuance of the recommendations of this committee, the existing distinction 
booween the NES. stags, Intensive Development stage, and Post-latensiye 
stage was abolished from April l, 1958, andall the blocks under the All Thdia 
Programine except bldcks in the community development stage which had 
then not completed 3 years were classified into Stage Tand Singo 1 blocks, 
with revised financial patterns and periods of operation, Proveding Stage 1, 
every block which hay been recognised as « unit of planning aud development, 
undergoes a pre-cxtension phase of one year during which work Is confined 
to proliminiry surveys, planning und agricultural development, ‘The 
community development blocks oo completing Stage I period would enter 
Stage 1. A Stage T block hm a five-year period of operation with a ceiling 
of expenditure of RS. 12 lakh for this period. ft is the intensive development 
phase in which the peoples’ participation is to be promotedias the means of 
community development by eloser association, of gram panchayats with the 
formulation of plans for their respective areas. The degree of success attained 
during the first stuge will be the evidence of the growth and functioning of 
self-reliant rural communities which is the basic objective of the programme. 
After completing Stage {, the blocks enter Stage II of the progeamme with a 
total provision of Re 5 ukhifor S years during which period the process of 
community develogynent is intensified. After the two stages of 5 years cach, 
the block enters the Post Stage II where the expenditure 1s the entire responsi- 
bility of the State Government, Oa march 31, 1971, of the 14 community 
development blocks in the distriét, only one, viz. Punahana, was a Stage Ih 
block while the remaining 13 were Post Stage UL Blocks, The tahsilwise 
Jovution of these as obtaining In 1971, is given below :

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Apuintsraative Division 


‘The Gurgaon district’, as a basic administrative unit, consists of 
five tahsils namely; Gurgaon, Nallabgarh, Palwal, Firozpur Shick and Nuh 
and two subtahsils, viz. Hathin (of Nuh) and Pataudi (of Gurgaon). A 
manageable number of yillages is included within the compass of a tahsil

‘On the principle of deventeullsstion of authority in the administrative 
setup, the district is divided into five sub-civisions, each coinciding with a 
tuhsil area, The object is 10 promote. efficiency in-administration and 10 
ensure betier supervision over public affairs through decentralisution, The 
Sub-Divisional Officer can dea! with miny matters expeditiously on the spot. 
Before 1947,, there was only one-sub-divisiog in- the district; namely, Palwal 
which, had been crested: in 191}. The remaining four sub-divisions functioning 
now, besides Rewari which hus been made part of the Mabendragarh district, 
Wete created inthe post-Independence period; Nuk (and Rewari) in 1955, 
Bullabearh and Fitozpur Jhirka'in 1964 and Gurgaon in 1965. In March 
1967, Gurgaon and Firogpur Jhika subdivisions were abolished and merged 
with Rewari tnd Nuh sub-divisions respectively, bot were again created in 
March 1968,

In addition, attached te the office of yhe Deputy Commissioner, there 
are 3 Naib Tatsildars—one for Low and Middle Income Groups Housing Loans 
und two for Axrariaun Reforms work. ‘These three officials ure entrusted with 
work extending nll over the district, 


Disraicy Auruoames 


Deputy Commissioner —The general administration of the district is 
Vested i. the Deputy Cammissioner, who is normally a member. of the Tidian 
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Administrative Service. For administrative purposes, he fs wniler the 
‘Commissioner, Hisar Division, Hisar. Inother words the Stato Government's 
‘general authority descends through the Divisional Commissioner to the Deputy 
Commissioner. Fors fairly long period after Independence, the Depaty 
Commissioner was assisted by an Additional District Magistrate, other 
Masistrates, Treasury Officer, Revenue Assistant and the Divisional Officer. 
‘With the separation of the judiciary from the executive, he ceased to exorcise 
controf nd supervision over the Additional District Magistrate and the 
Magistrates’ The control over treasuries and sub-treasuries having gone 
‘over to the Finangs Department, he lost supervision over this field also, 
‘The Treasury Officer was no longer an Assistant Commissioner or Extna 
Assistant Commissioner. With the creation of more sub-divisions, and appoint- 
ment of Sub-Divisional Officers with revenue powers, the post of Revenue 
‘Assistant was abolished and an Extra Assistant Commissioner designated 25 
Genera} Assistant hogan to supervise the Revenue Branch. in the office of the 
Deputy Commissioner. Another Extra Assistant Commissiner, designated as 
the District Development and Panchayat Officer (DDPO) was appointed to took 
after the work relating to Community Development, Municipal and Market 
‘Committees and the Panchayats: That post has also been abolished and re- 
placed by that of Additional General Assistant. The Sub-Divisional Officers, 
General Assistant and Tabsildars are Executive Magistrates and decide security 
cases for prevention of breach of peace and good behaviour under the Criminal 
Procedure Code. 


The Depoty Commissioner is the executive head of the district with 
‘multifarious duties and responsi including coordinating the activities 
‘of the various departments. exscuting: developmental schemes and locking 
after all kinds of emergent situations such ax floods, locust attacks, epidemice, 
etc. There is hardly any aspect of district administration with the general 
supervision of which he is not concemed in one way or another, He hns a 
special role to play in Panchayati Raj. In addition to keeping an eye on the 
working of Panchayati Ruj institutions, he guides the panchayats and Panchayat 
Samitis and also helps them to overcome their dificulties and problems, 
‘Similarly, he supervises the functioning of Municipal Committees and Murket 
Commitizes. Asthe seniormicst officer in the district, he is espected to maintain 
contact with the elected representatives of the people in order (3 keep hinvelt 
‘well-informed about the functioning of the machinery Zor which be is responsibts. 


‘As District Magistrate, he's entrusted with the maintenance of law and 
order in the district for which purpose he, in principle, heads the police 
organisation. However. in the actual discharge of this responsibility, be is 
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assisted by the Senior Superintendent of Police who administratively controls 
the entire police force in the district. The District Magistrate orders pre- 
yentiye detentions under various laws and also exercises the powers of an 
Excutive Magistrate, 


Prior to April 1974, the District Magistrate also he'ded the Prosecution 
“Agency responsible for the prosecution of police cases, which was actually under 
the administrative conteol of the Superintendent of police. A Prosecuting 
Inspector, a non-gazetted officer wns posted at the district headquarters and 
‘was assisted by.x number of Prosecuting Sub-Inspectors, who guided the investi 
ation of police cases und alto conducted these cases in the various courts in 
the district. Since the enforcement of the Criminal Procedure Code, 1973, 
on April 1, 1974, the entire Police Prosecution Agency has. been placed under 
the District Attorney. 


As Collector, the Deputy Commissioner is the highest revenue judicial 
authority in the district and is responsible for collection of revenvs-and all dues 
recoverable ay arreurs of land revenue, If 8 party does not pay a ux in time, 
the tax-collecting authority sends a certificate of tax arrears to the Deputy 
Commissioner, who has powers to recover: the amount in the samme way as he 
does in respect of land reyemue. A host of functionaries, viz. Sub-Divisional 
Officers, Tabsildars, Naib-Taksiidars, Kanungos and Patwaris assist him in 
this sphere. 


He supervises the mitintenancs of land records and agricultural statistics 
besides the management of Government lands and estates under Court 
of Wards, He is also entrusted with the implementation of tand reforms. 
and distribution of tacearl and other Joans'to agriculturists. The super 
vision of acquisition and requisition of lund  and/administering relief ineasures 
in ase of droughts, floods and other natural calamities are some of his other 
duties, He sots as the District Elections Officer and the Registrar for 
registration work. 








The list of his miscellaneous daties for which he can be said to be 
responsible is not a short one. Some of the more important ones relate to civil 
defence, jails, reformatories and poor houses, liaison with military authorities 
and wellire of the members of the armed forces, collection of loans, donations 
and subscriptions; and callection and supply of all sorts of information about 
the district. 


The co-ordination work of the Deputy Commissioner to which a brief

reference has been: made forms» very important part of his overall cespansi= 
bilities, While co-ordinating departmental activities whenover neceesary, 
he mkes exte not to interfere in their taternal administration, and the” 
procedures, methods and policies of their parent department He holds 
periodical meetings of all the district-lovel officers with » view to reviewing the 
‘of work done by the several departments and coordiniting and 
sifying their efforts, He has to possess « clear picture of the objectives: 
of all the departments soxs to evolve an integrated approach 10 various 
activities. In thin way he promotes development schemes of 
all the departmenits, To make him more effective in this behalf, whe Deputy 
Commissioner has been authorised to inspect the offices of all the departments 
in the district and he may call for any reports and other jaformation regarding 
those offices and their working, He ix, in short, the head of the district 
administration, a co-ordinating officer among various departments and a 
connecting link between the public and the Government in so fiir as he 
exceutes the policies, administers the rules and regulations framed by the 
Government {rom time to time, and also looks after the welfare, needs and 
requirements of the people- He has to keep his finger on the pulse of the 
people and refer such of thelr grievances to Government as he himself cannot 
redress In fact he has become an essential instrument in the building of 
Welfare State. 


‘Sab-Divisional Officer—The Sub-Divisional Officer js the general desin~ 
nation of the chief civi} officer of a sub-division. In fact, he it m miniature 
Deputy Commissioner of his sub-division though he exercises his powers in 
consultation with and without detriment to the authority of the Deputy 
Conimissioner, ‘The deventralisstion has been effected in order to enable the 
Deputy: Commissioner to devote more time for gecera! development work. 
‘The Sub-Dividional Officer exercises direct contro! over the Tahaildur and his 
auf, Heis competent to correspond direct with the Government and 
idepartinents on routine matters His main duties, Tike thote of the Deputy 
‘Commissioner, inclode revenve, executive und jodicial Mis executive duties 
pertain tothe maintenance of law and order, development, coutrol over local 
bodies, motor tration, issuing of passports, renewal of arias licences, control 
and supervision over the sub-divisional establishment, ete. As Sub-Divisional 
Magisirate, he exercives judicial powers under certam preventive sections of the 
Code of Criminal Prodcedure. An appeal from the orders of the Sub- 
Ditisional Magistrate in such casey lies with the District and Sessions Judge, 


Tabsildar (Mshuly/Naib Tabsildar (Mahal)—The Tahsildar und Naib 
‘Tabailitar ace the key offitery in the revenue administration and exercite the 
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powers of Assistant Collectors 11 Grade. While deciding partition cases, 
‘the Tahsildar assumes powers of Assistant Collector 1Grade and for regis- 
tration work he acts as Sub-Registrar. 


‘Their main task being revenue collection, the tahsildar and Nalb Tahsildar 
have to tour extensively in their areas. ‘They are principally responsible for 
the maintenance of revenue records and crops statistics. Tn the 
discharge of their miscellaneous duties, they assist the development staff 
in the execution of development plans, constriction of roads, drains, embank- 
‘ments, soll conservation and reclamation, pavement of streets, filling of 
depressions and disposing of work connected with rursl reconstruction. They 
‘also belp the Block Development and Panchayat Officers in enlisting the 
‘miximum co-operation of the people in rural wreas in muking the Panchayati 
Raj a success, They have to exert a lot to cope with any emergent situation 
‘that may arise, 


The Tushildars and Naib Tabsildars in. the district are assisted by the

‘Since the actual preparation of village records and. reyenue statistics 
rests with the Patwaris, the district ix divided into 311 panwar circles, each 
circle being looked after by a Patwari who works under the immediate 
supervision of the Kanungo concerned. 


‘The Lambardat (a non-official) is quite an important functionary in the 
administration. He collects and deposits the land ‘holdings tax. These depo- 
sits were proviously made in the Government treasury under the charge of the 
tahsil officers. The deposits are now made inthe branches of State Bank 
of India nt Gurgaon, Nuh, Firozpur Jhirka, Palwal and Ballabgarh, Tn addition, 
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to his duties of collection of land holding tax, he tooks after the law and order 
imhis area and any breach thereof is reported by kim to the nearest police 
Station and to the Deputy Commissioner's agency. He i assisted in his work 
by the village Chowkidar, The total number of Lambardurs and Chowkid rs 
in the district as on March St, 1977 was 3,050 und” 1,080 respectively, 


Prior to the enforcement of the Land Holdings Tax Act, 1973, the 
‘Lambardar was paid pochoira at the rate of 5 per cent of the Jand revenue, 
Since various levies have teen consolidated into land holdings tax," the rate 
Of pachotra has been fixed at 3 per cent of the new tx The Lambardar also 
collects dues pertaining to the Minor Irrigation and. Tubewell Corporation, 
‘consolidation fee and ablana and is paid commission ut the rate of 
1, Sand 3 per cent respectively. 


GENERAL ARRANGEMENT POR DISPOSAL OF BUSINESS 


Besides the sub-division, tahsil and sub-tahsil stuff, the Deputy 
Commissioner is assisted by the General Assist and Additional General 
Assistant. At times, Additional Assistant Commissioners) Extra Asvistant 
Commissioners are temporarily appointed with varying degrees of power-— 
magisterial (executive) and revenue, for training as also to pesform special 
functions, These officers relieve the Deputy Commisioner of douilled and 
Toutine activities of his office and enable him to concentrate upon the general 
‘managerial duties of co-ordination, direction, superintendence and control 
all spheres of district administrative functions, 


General Assistant —He is the frst principal administrative officer at 
the district headquarters, directly under the Deputy Commissioner and assists 
‘him in all exceutive and administrative functions. Not required to tour in the 
district, he stays at the headquarters to supervise the working of the office. 
Heis competent to correspond direct with Government and other departments 
‘on routine matters Papers concerning all the branches? except the Develop- 
ment. Panchayat, Low and Middle Income Groups Housing, Inquiry. and 


lees Judicial Record Room and Copying and Registration Branches in 
the Deputy Commissioner's office are routed through him. He is also required 
to function as the District Electoral Officer.

‘Soon afier the Indepenilence came the progranime of Commiinity 
Derelopment and National Extension Service through a -series of community 
development blocks. The first two community development blocks in the 
district were instituted in 1952, By the close of 1956 their number rose to 8 
and to 14 by 1961.1 


Afier the: re-organiation of the district in December 1972, Rewari, 
Bawal and Khol blocks of the Rowari tuhsil were trunsferred to. the 
Maliondeagach district. ‘The remaining 11 blocks are; Gurgaon, Pataudi, 
Solna (tahsit Gurgaon), ‘Nuh, Hathin (absil Nuh), Firozput hi 
Punahana (tulsil Firozpur Jhirka), Hollabgarh, Faridabad (tubsil Ballabgarh), 
Palwal und Hodsl (Latsil Palwal), Each block comprises a consolidated unit 
of about 45 to 125 villazes. 





The block wus previously under the charges of a Block Development 
Officer but with the merger of the Panchayat Department with the Develop-

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ment Department on October 31, 1959, the Block Development Officer has 
‘been redesignated 4s the Block Development and Panchayat Officer and has 
been vested with powers of Panchayat Officer under the Punjab Gram 
Panchayat Act, 1952. With the introduction of Panchayati Raj in 1961, the 
development of the block is looked after by an clovted body known as the 
Panchayat Samiti. The Block Development and Panchayat Officer function 
under the administrative control of the Panchayat Samiti and also functions 
84 its ox officio Executive Officer. 


Each block has been provided with Exteosion Officers by the Develop- 


This procedure helps in the co-ordination of several development activities in 

the block. 

Raj institutions function under the overall supervision of the Deputy 
Tk is not easy to assess the peoples constribution in developmental 

‘activities because it is mostly in the shape of manual labour and: voluntary 

participation which is difficult to evaluate. The achievements of these blocks 


‘cannot be assessed in exact terms, Hence only « general description of their 
activities is given below: 


Improved seeds, implements, greea-manure and fertilizers are supplied 
to the cultivators at subsidised rates. They are encouraged to preserve 
dung 4g pits and help in reclaiming lands and im laying ont model farms. 
Financial assistance is given for constructing percolation wells and installing 
pumping sets and tubewells. 


Cow and buffalo bulls of good breed are supplied to villagers. 
Astificial insemination centres have been opened. Each ceatre has a few sub- 
‘centres attached to it and has pedigree bulls. 


Hicalth and sanitation activities cover opsning of new hospitals, ‘rural 
healih ceatres, rural dispensaries, child welfare and muatemity centres, 
construction of drains, dry latrines and smokeless chullaks, pavement of streets, 
installation of hand pumps and comstroction of wells. for drinking water, 


Educational activities cover opening of sew schools, upgrading of old 
schools, conservation of schools into basic type and construction and repairing 
‘of school buildings. 
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Ja adult Iteracy centres, men and women are encouraged to learn the 
3 R's Libraries and reading rooms are started and young villagers are 
encouraged to organise youth clubs Mahila Samitis are organised for the 
welfare of women-folk. Children parks and balwadit (nurseries) are started 
for the benefit of the children Panchayat Ghars, Community Centres and 
listening radio sets are provided for the benefit of the community at large. 


People are encouriged to construct kachche roads, to repair old paths 
and to macadumise Rdehcha rods, The villagers are allo encouraged to 
‘organise themselves into cooperitive credit socleties, industrial societies, 
farming societies and service societies of various kinds. 


Village und smallcale industries are encouraged by sewing up 
demotistrition-cum-training centres where villagers are trained in various 
arts and crafts, The block development authorities have also tried to set 
up model villages to serve as examples for other villages. 

Pouce 

The police administration in the district is under the Senior Superin- 
tendent of Police, who, next to the Deputy Commissioner, is responsible for 
the maintenance of law and order. The Senior Superintendent of Police is 
aisisted by one Additional Superintendent of Police and four Deputy Superin~ 
tendents posted at Gurgaon, Faridabad, Nuh and Palwal, He, however, 
functions tinder the administrative contro} of the Deputy Inspector General 
of Police, Ambala Range, Ambala Cant. 


There are 16 police stations and 2 police posts, im the district as detailed 
at pages 403.04.

‘The organisation of civil and criminal justice in. the district Is headed 
‘by the District and Sessions Judge, Gurgaon, who is assisted by one Additional 
District und Sessions Judges. The civil justice is administered by the Senior 
‘Sub-Judge and two Sub-Judges at Gurgaon, and two Sub-Judges-cum-Judicial 
“Magistrates Ist Class—one each at Ballabgarh and Palwal. The criminal justice 
is administered by the Chief Judicial Magistrate and three Judicial Magistrates 
at Gurgaon and one Judicial Magistrate each at Palwal and Ballabgarh. The

District Attorney. —Prior to 1960, litigtion work in civil courts and 
fiminal work in sessions courts on behalf of the State was attended to by 
Advocates employed by the State Government on the basis of = contract 
renewable every year. The advocates conducting civil cxses were appointed 
as Government Pleaders under the Code of Civil Prodedure, 1908 and payment 
tothem was mede foreach case taking into account its nature and the volume 
of work involved, The advocates handling criminal cases were appointed 
‘as Public Prosecutors under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 189% and they 
were paid a fixed monthly salary. 


In 1960, a regular service, known as the Punjab District Attorneys 
Service, comprising the District Attorneys and the Assist nt District Attorneys, 
Grade 1 (redesignated as Deputy District Attorneys)/Assistant District 
Attorneys, Grade Il (redesignated as Assistant District Attorneys), was created 
to conduct ull cases in civil courts and criminal cases in the sessions courts. 
‘After the re-organisation of the State of Panjab.on November 1, 1966, this 
service came to be known as Haryana District Attorneys Service. With the 
into force coming of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, the police officers 
hhave been normally rendered incligible for conducting criminal cases, Now all 
civil cases in @ district are conducted by the District Attorney under the 
guidance of the Legal Remembrancer to Government, Haryana, and criminal 
‘cases under the guidance of the Director of Prosecution, Haryana, who is also 
‘the supervisory and administrative head of the District Auorneys and others. 
‘The District Attorneys are not allowed any private practice. They are required 
to give legal advice to district level officers. No fee is charged. If, however, 3 
Central Government office at the district level seeks legal opinion, the prescribed 
fee is realised. and credited into Government account. The District Attorney, 
Gurgaon, is assisted by two Deputy District Attorneys and eight Assistant 
District Attomeys. 


Official Receiver—An Official Receiver as been appointed by the 
Government on the recommendations of the District and Sesions Judge. 
‘Heis in charge of insolvency estates. incase a person applies for insolvency, 
his property is put under his charge and he Wispose it of according to the orders 
Of the Insolvency Court, keeping 74 per cent of the sale proceeds as his 
remuneration. He also acts s Court Auctioneer and gets 4 per cent com-

‘Chapter XT 
REVENUE ADMINISTRATION 


History oF THE REVENUE ADMINISTRATION 


The land tax has been an important source of revenue collected by rilers 
ever since the concept of state became # teafity. The history of India bears 
this out, Only the designations of royal cfficials responsible for collecting 
in have differed from tims to time. According to Manu, it should be one 
sixth, one eighth or one fourth of the crops, ic. of the gross produce. For each 
village, the king wes to appoint an official known as Gramika. Kautilya in 
his Artbashastra, mentions varioos forms of fand tax. ‘There were crown lands 
which were either worked by hired lshourers or let out to tenants who got i share 
(aorinally one half) of the pradues. As regards other lands, the king received 
22 tax for protection though in some cases, they were given to officials free of 
reat in lied of service. The rate of tax was normully ope sixth of the produce, 
Since Grumika is not included in the Hist of salaried officials given by Kautilyn, 
itvhas been considered thit Grumika was an elected official, of the villagers, 
Kautilya-mentions @ royal official called Gopa who looked after five or ten 
villages and another called Sthanika who supervised one quarter of a Janapada 
or a district, During Ashoks's nile, Rajubas corresponded to-the present day 
Deputy Commissioners. Kautilya refers to Samahartas (Collectors Geosral 
of Taxes) assisted by Pradesktas oc Yutas or Yuktas (Commissioners) who 
sare later mentioned in Ashoka’s in-criptions and who, along with their assistants, 
Upayuktox, were probably District Treasury Officers, whose main function was 
to manage the king's property, receive an spend the revenue and keep accounts. 

More or less, this systent continued with deviations in nomenclature. 
Under the Imperial Guptas, the districts were known as Vishayar which were 
ruled by officers Known as Kumaramatyas, Ayuktakas or Vishayapatis, Various 
officers of the local administration bearing the titles Bhogapati, Aywktaka and 
Pratipalokopuriahes are referred t© in Harsho-charita. This would suggest 
an official-ridden village administration at that time. An officer mentioned 
is Gramakshapatalika whene title points toa regular arrangement for maintaining 
the village accounts."

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During the Pathan rule, the country, for administrative purpose, was 
divided into. Taras (provinces), Shigs (districts), Medinas (towns) and Pargenas 
of Sadar (a collection of 100 villages), The head of the Shig was called. Amit 
et Nazim oc Shigdar, In each Pargana, an Aminicsuda or Tabsildsr was 
{in charge of the revenues." 


The Amir--sada, like the present Tahsildar, lad a large staf of subordi- 
nie officials under him. The Qanungo was the keoper of previous schedules 
of assessment. The Afuiirif was the inspector who actually saw the crops 
and deterniined the Government share. The Btakar, Khut, Muggadams and 
Chaudharls represented the pessants.* 


‘The Aakasil received the payment madoin cash ot kind. A Gumathta 
wasan agent ofthe Goverment. The Patwari kept the revenue records of 
tach village and the Sarhang, like the modern peons, served peasants or 
Maggadams with official orders or summons.* 


Before the advent of the Mughals, the centrally organised administrative 
system had practically broken dawn, though the concept of the traditional 
did not disippear, Babar and Humayan had no time to. re-organise it. 
Whatever efforts were made by Sher Shah Suri in this direction became 
futile under his successors. Akbar had to begin almost from scratch. He 
‘overhauled the entire administrative machinery from the bottom to the top. 
He formulated a workable basis for the functioning of the revenue system and 
introduced the Mansabdari System but eradicated many of its evils. The 
empire was divided into Subahs, Sarkars (districts) and Mahale or 
Parganas. Exch Sarkar was headed by a Fimjdar who was usually a Mansab- 
dar of high rank. The Amal or Amalgazar was the revenue collectot He 
was the chief civil authority Next to him, was a Altikeht (a word of Turkish 
‘origin, signifying a writer or scribe). whose duty was to prepare the records 
Pertaining to the nuture of land and its produce for purposes of reveniie 
Assessment. The revenue administration in the Makel or Purzana was almost 
the same as during the Pathan rule excepting that the Shigdar wus now a 
Pargana official under the Taluildar He-received Government cash and his 
duty was to supervise and control the treasury and maintain peace and order 
in the Pragans. He was assisted by 8 Karkun. The Tahsildar was also 
aasisted by three paid officials, viz the Amll, the Fotdar and the Quungo 
‘The Amit or Munsif or Amin was concerned with assessment and. collection

‘Pargena ‘The Qummgo supervised the work of the Ptw-ris and occupied a 
‘very important Position in the revenue administration He was a repository 
of knowledge of various kinds of lend tenures, peculurities of soil and 
assessment.and collection of land revenue. ‘He was an expounder of laws that 
applied) especially to village and district revenue officers concerning landed 
Property: and the realisation of the revenue He kept all registers of values, 
tenure, extent and transfer of lands and assisted in measurement and survey 
oF lands. He reported deaths and successions of revenue payees and explained 
When required, focal practices and public regulations, Several sets of surveyors 
worked in the Pargan atthe time of harvest, recording the cropped area in 
various villages.* 


This was the revenue administrative set-up which the British inherited 
‘in the district in 1303,

‘The cestwhile Putaudi State comptised an aves of 52 square miles (134,7q. 
Km) including one town (Patnudi) ind 40 inhabited villages. The revenue 
administration was headed by the Nevin under the Nawab, The Nazine 
‘conducted his revenue and judicial functions under the contol of the 
Commissioner, Delhi Division, tit 1911 when Pataudi became one of the then 
Punjab States and came in direct politicat relations with the Central Govern 
ment throush the Lt. Governor. Under the Nazim, there was a Tahsildar 
who did-the seienue work He yeas nssiited by a Netb Tahiildar, who 
worked as an accountant; a fomungo, who performed the duties of a girdawar; 
a solha-navls afrearurer and tight Patwaris. The State had no Zaildlars, the 
duties of Zaildars being performed by $ SWfedpushen wha had no rights in 
their villages, but received Rs. 60'n year from the State out of the 
lumbardari funds. There were 107 Lambardars. The Lambardari fund was 
derived fram 4.cess oF Sper cent of the land revenue out of which each Lambardar 
was allowed Ra, 24 annually 


Till 1857, the State reyonuc was realised through the Tabsil by means 
of theka (lease), kavkut (appraisement of produce) and batal (division of pro~ 
dice), ‘The amount of revenue, inclusive of certain ducs (emai, etc,), amounted 
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to nearly Rs. 110,000. The revere was taken either in kind or by farming ; 
the lamer method being used in preference to the former. The State's share was 
theoretically supposed to be tsro-fifths or half; the cultivators being considered 
fenants-a\-Will. Theayerige ennual revenue collection for the 10 years ending 
June 1867-amounted to Rs. 85,925. 


A five-year settlement was sanctioned by the Commissioner, Delhi 
Division, for the years khar/f 1868 to rabl 1873 and the revenue was fixed at 
Rs. 85,550. For » further term of five years, it was determined ut Rs. 40,945, 
‘The above sertlements were made by Managers appointed by the Nawab, The 
ext settlement was made in 1879 uniler the supervision of the Commissioner, 
Delhi Division, and the final assessment was sanctioned at Rs. 82,130. In 
luding income from two. villages, in which the Nawab was a proprictor and 
from some assignments, the total revenue came to’ Rs. 90,903 per annum. 
‘The assessment was still arbitrary, oppressively heavy and most unfairly dis 
tributed ‘The people were in.very straitened circumstances and crushed by 
the burden of accumulated arrears of revenue which itwas difficult tp realise. 
In 1888, the whole settlement. machinery was overhauled and thenew settlement 
‘was completed in 1891, ‘The State was divided into two assessment circles, 
Magda T'and Magda If and the total demsnd of each was fixed respectively 
fut Rs. $3,150 and Rs. 22.350 (i. R&. 75,500 for the entire State). With the 
consent of land owners, the demand for each village was divided into 
dry sovenue and water-rate. The former was spread over the holding 
according to their area und the Intter was distributed’ by fixing a lump 
sum oa'each well (in the case of well-irrigated land) calculated on the average 
aren irrigated during four yearsand by Jump sums on three fourths of the area 
naturally irrigated in each holding This distribution proved very satisfactory 
And as collections from 1891-92 to 1908-09 show, the démand which was on the 
average of Rs. 72,000 was almost realised within the same year except in years 
1899-1900, 1901-02, 1904-05, 1905.06.and 1907-08. The arears of these yours 
had also been mostly recovered in subsequent years by 1909-104

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In the Ballabgarh tahsil, the third regular settlement became effective from 
Aharif 1909, It was a tims when the district was in & Very reduced condition 
‘onaccount ofcontinuous droughts. Thereveniue was carefully distributed over 
villages and this combined with the liberal policy of suspensions and remissions 
‘enabled the assessment to work fairly smoothly exceptin Chiknot Circle of Firoz- 
pur Jhirka tahsil and Dahar Circle of the Nuh tahsil where conditions grew 
from bad to worse. In 1926, Brayne, the Deputy Commissioner, suggested 
resassessment of these tracts on grounds of irregular and frequent failure of 
‘both monsoon and winter rains and the Wecrense in the Gooding because of 
several bunds having been constructed. The proposal was sanctioned at 
first but was ultimately dropped as it was considered that the time was not then 
suitable for undertaking any kind of re-assescment. Ax crop failure on w large 
scale occurred rarely, the first 20 years afterthe settlement were comparatively 
prosperous and uneventful. World War 1 (1914-18) was followed by an 
era of high prices which was too good to lust long. The long continued period 
‘af cconomic depression since 1926 wat accompanied by a succession of dry 
years. Famine conditions prevailed during 1928—31 and again during 1938—41 
necessitating large suspensims and remissions of land revenue, liberal advances 
of facedrl for fodder und opening of fest Works, Ti spite of the generous and 
timely help provided by Government, cattle perished or were disposed of at 
throw away prices, debts piled up and health and vitality shrunk to. the 
lowest ebb. A complete collapse was partially averted. by good rains in 
Kharif 1941, and seasons. thereafter were {ivourable on the whole. With 
hhigh rising prices as a result of World War Il; the cultivators appeared 
tobe regaining their polte, The amount of Innd revenue under suspension 
atthe time of introduction of the new assessment of 193843 was about Rs, 25 
lakh and it waslater remitted by the Goverument. 

‘Ajslight revision’ was made in respect of the assessment circles of 
Gurgaon, Firogpur Jhitka and Ballabgarh tahsils xs shown below, there 
being no. changein the assessment circios of Rewari, Nuh aad Palwal tabsils :

The Gurgon bunds were in the charge of the Canal Department up to 
1879 but as-they. were financially unprofitable, most of them were handed 
‘over to those zamindars who profited by them, to maintain them at their own 
‘expomse. In the case’of wo sets of works, however, which drained’ the 
Chandeni Jhil and diverted the drainage of the Firozpur valley from the 
Kotla Lake, special arrangements were made.

‘The rules regulating the assessment of these rates had been notified under 
‘section 74(1) read with section 29(3) and (4) of that Act, vide Punjab Govern 
ment Notifications Nos. 112 and 113 of September 27, 1909. 

The uctual assessment of abiana (water-rate) was done by the district 
revenue staff which was guided by the procedure rules incorporated in the 
Dastur-ulramal of the district, 

The net amount of muuafis wax placed at Re, 24,549. 

The new assesaments were introduced in the Rewari tabsil from abs 
1942, in the Gurgaon, Nuh and Fitozpur Jhirka taahsils. from kheirif 1942 and la 
the Patwal and Ballabgath tahsils with effect from kharif 1943. The distribution 
of the assessment over holdings was made after local inquiry in the case of 
‘each estate as to the method of distribution which the proprietors wished to 
adopt. The people were duly informed of the rates before making a final 
decision. 


Tn conformity with tradition in the Meo tahuils of Nuh and Firozpur 
Jhirka and owing to the general inferiority of soils in the unirrigated tracts 
of other this, the distribution was mot commonly made by an all round 
rate (Sarsarl parta) oa cultivation, and in some cases on waste lant! bso. 
‘Apart from canal irrigated villages, the only parts in which differential soil 
rates were applied to any extent in the distribution of the revenue were in the 
tahsils of Rewari, Gurgaon and in the Taorn cirele of the Nuk tahsll where on 
account of a regular well-irrigation m high rate was put on chuhi Winds.

‘Special rules’ for alluvion and di-altuvion (burd baramad) were approved. 
‘during the settlement for all the villages of Khadar area situated along the 
western banks. of river Yamuna in the Ballabgach and Palwal tahists. There 
were 1] villages subject to special assessment due to river action, For these 
villages, the alluvion, dialluvion files were to be prepared, every year in the 
‘month of December when the river recedes to its lowest level. June 15 was 
fixed ws the date for the payment of annual instulment for rai’ and January 
TS for Rharif. Ix framing the rules the possibility of the adoption in the near 
future of @ fixed boundary in lieu of the deep stream between the Bulandshahr 
and Gutgson districts was kept in view. Procedure rules. were included in the 
Dasturul-camal, Arrangements were also sanctioned for remitting the revenue 
on land tendered uncutturable by reh or temporarily submerged by floods. 
Im this case too, procedure rules were contained in the Disstursul-amat. 


‘The areas in the revenue records of the Ballabgarh tahsil, which were 
added to the district in 1912 and had formerly formed part of the erstwhile 
Delhi district, were being shown in karicha bighar while im other tabsils these 
were entered in pablo bighus. In the interest of uniformity the areas in the 
records of the Ballabgarh tahsil were also calculated in pakka Aighas during

The old maps except in the cate of 33 villages* were in the scale of 
IGinches to a mile, This scale ‘was adopted during the settlement of 1938—43. 
‘Old maps were carefully checked and map correction was found suitable 
for most of the estates. Only the area of those estates where revision was not 
possible owing to consolidation of holdings 1 some other reasons, was fe 
measured on square system. The number of estates at the end of the settlement 
was 1,471 as-agsinst 1,265 at the lust settlement. The increase of 206 estates 
wats accounted for by the fct that 196 estates of the Rullabgarh were added in 
1912-13, 8 estates were transferred from the Bolandshahar district (ULP.) under 
the deep stream rule and two estates of the ‘Ballabgarh tahsil were split into four, 


‘The consolidation of holdings was done in 41 villages all of which were 
Te-measured on the square system, 


Atthe last settlement one instalment had been fixed for the collection 
of the land revenge damand of each harvest and the dates prescribed for the 
payment of land fevenue into the treasury were January 15 for the kharif 
‘and June 15 for the ‘abi with the proviso that the latter date could be changed 
to June | in the Nuh and Firozpur Jhirka tahsits, if difficulty occurred sub- 
sequently with regard to the collections from the Meo zamindars. It was 
not, however, found necessary to.change the date. The continuance of the 
system of one instalment at each harvest and the dates prescribed at tast 
settlement for the payment of fand reyenue, viz January 15 for the kharif 
and June 15 for the rabj, were sanctioned, 


The new assessment was to be paid by 1,308 estates in one kharif and 
‘ono rab instalments; by $4 estates in one Kharif instalment and by 103 states 
in one rahi instalement. Six riverain villages were assessed to land revenue. 

The otal Khari instalment was Rs: $,48,517 and the rabi Rx. 546,993. 


The dates presciibed at the last settlement for the payment of water-rate 
‘were February 15 for the. kharif and July 15 for the rabi which being deemed 
‘suitable were approved without any change, 

The Aharmarls showing the revenue due from each cultivator for the 
Rharif and robl harvests were despatched by the Canal authorities to the

Alll the above, except the index of field numbers, are prescribed in

The alphabetical index of owners and tenants was not prepared. as its 
usefitiness was hardly commensurete with the labour involved in its preparation 
amd the genealogical tree gives all the information required, 
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‘Working of the Settlement of 1938—43,—The scitlement seemed to have 
Worked well during the normal years While in the years of food und droudhe 
4 number of remissions and sispensions were made, However, the rising 
Prices of foodgrsins simce the forties improved the economic condition of 
Jand-owners. In recent years, the construction of urge nuimber of wells, 
tubewells and jrrigation bunds have also greatly helped ‘the egriculturists, Inv 
1956, a special charge on the land revenve was imposed to mect the growing 
exponditure on development plans. 


‘The prices of ngricultutel commedities rose considerably on account 
‘of World War If (193945), followed by the development activities after 
Independence in 1947. The land revenue, fixed at the time of settlements 
under the conditions then prevailing , had lest all relevance to the increased 
income arising from the land. The Goyernment expenditure ha! also vastly in- 
‘creased, particularly since the Independence, on account of the expansicn of 
Government establishment anil because of the introduction of various dovelop- 
Tent plans. To meet this ever-growing demand, the Government tapped 
Gifferent sources: of revenue. As regards land revenuc, in wdiition to the 
asseged demand of lund revenue of previous settlement, Surcharge, Special 
Assessment, Special Charge and Advitional Charge were levied in. accordance 
With the Punjab Land Revenue (Surcharge) Act, 1954, the Punjab Land Reveque 
(Speciul Assesament) Act, 1956, the Punjab Land Revenue (Special Charges) 
Act, 1958 anid the Punjab Land Revenue (Additional Charges) Act, 1960. 


All the above and various other enactments proved inadequate in 
the: Hight of the changed circumstances and ultimately to put the record straight, 
Government passed the Haryana Land Hollings Tax Act, 1973, The incidence 
of land! revenue from 1952 to 1973 is given in Table XLIV of Appendix.

Since avery elaborate prodcedure was provided for carrying out the 
special assessment operations extending over a number of years, it. was 
decided to levy special asiessment on ad hoc basis as a multiple of the existing 
Jand revenue with effect from Kharif 1953 and for this purpose, the Punjab 
Land Revenue (Special Assessment) Act, 1955, was enacted, 


While the work of special assessment war in progress, a defect was 
observed in the Punjab Act XE of 1952 in 3s much as it did not permit the 
Jevy of special assessment on land put to non-agricultural use. if it was not 
already assessed-to land reveaue: Tn other words, the town sites escaped 
assessment. Accordingly, the Punjab Land Revenue (Amendment) Act XIX 
‘Of 1958 was passed to provide with certain exemptions for assesment of lands 
excopt village abadi deh (inhabited site of village) whether or not alreedy 
assessed to land revenue.

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Fepresentations were made to Government regarding the harshness of the Livy, 
Government . therefore, took the fotlawing decisions on Apeil 4, 1961 -— 


(i) The rate of levy at present should not be up to the maximum 
limit of 25 per cent prescribed in the Punjab Land Revenue 
(Amendment) Act, 1958; it should not exceed 6} per cent of 
‘the estimated average net letting value. Where, however, this 
levy thas to be made according to the Act, it should be modified 
also in the same proportion as above 


(Gi) Exeinption should be given to the following cases:— 
(a) All hilly areas notified as such by Government, 
(6) ‘Sites on which new factories are built, for a period of 10 years 
(Le) each factory will be exempted for 10 years from the start 
‘of working of the factory). 
(Gil) Sabstantial relief should be given in the following ‘cases. -— 
(a) Compound and courtyard areas surrounding the building 
‘and used for purposes such as Sower-beds, kitchen ganten, 
grasy lawns, fruit plants, etc, 


(b) The owner-occupied residential houses and bungalows. 
To give effect to the decision No, {ii), the following proposals wero 
formulated und apptoved:— 


(i) The rate of levy on owner-occupied houses and bungslows 
shall be jth of the rate otherwise leviable, ius. if the building 
‘was rented, 


Gil) The rate of levy on compound and courtyard areas shall be 
ith of the rate charged on the buikting itself. 


Since the general rate of levy had already been reduced from 25 per cent 
to 6] per cent of the net letting value, the rate of owner-vocupied houses 
and bungalows oume to 2th of the original rate, and in the case of compound 
and courtyard areas of owner-occupied houses/bungalows, it came to ath 
of the original rate: 


In addition to exempting hill areas which term included sub-montane 
Sreasand factories (for a limited pesiod of 10 years), the following exemptions 
‘were alse provided <— 


i) Use of land for purposes of a garden; 
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(i), Use of land: for purposes of an orchard; 

(iii) Use of houses occupied for agricultural purposes or for 
Purposes subservient to agriculture: 

Gv) Use of land for public, charitable or religious purposes; 

(¥) Use of land for small-scale cottage industries; and 


(vi) Residential houses/bungalows in occupation of owners with an 
annual rental value not exceeding Rs, 300, 


As already mentioned, the work of special assessment in the district was 
Started in 1955. Special assessment ordinarily tasts for a period of 10 years 
nd remains in force til a new aseessment is made, The work of special 
assessment im areas outside Jal lakir (line to demarcate the inhabited site 
Of village, not assessed to land revenue) was completed and the amount was 
realised until Kharif 1964 when it was suspended. 


Table XLV in Appendix shows demand, recovery and baluhice under 
ad hos special nssessment and regular special assessment. 


Surcharge oo land revenve-—The Punjab Land Revenue (Surcharge) 
Act, 1984, hnd been enacted for the levy of a surcharge from the rabi harvest 
of the ngrioultural year 1953-84, Under the Act, every land-owner who paid 
Teventie invexcess of ten rupees was liable to pay a surcharge thereon to the 
extent of one quarter of land revenue ifthe amount payible by him as land 
Fevenus did not exceed 30 rupees, and two-fifth of the land revenue if it 
exceeded 30 rupees. ‘ 


Ax the surcharge levied from’ 195S proved to be inadequate to. meet 
‘heavy financial obligations created by various development schemes, it became 
necessary to augment the State revenues in every possible manner and hence. 
special change was Jevied under the Panjab Land Revenue (Special Charge) 
‘Act, 1958, fron the rabt harvest of agricultural year 1957-58. ‘The ito of 
special echitge was based on the income tax patton with différent slahs for 
different categories of land-owners. ‘The slab rates wete such that the 
incidence of special charge mainly fell on these who could afford to pay it. While 
the Jand-holders paying revenue (land reveaue plus surcharge) up to Rs, $0 
had been cxempted from the provisions of the Act, those paying more than 
Rs. 1,000 wore subjected to 300 per cent increase in land tevenue. 


‘Ont Exacramars 


A cess on commercial crops namely, cotton, stigarcane und chillies 
at the fate of Rs.4 peracre in the case of faad which was irrigated by 
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anal water and Rs. 2 per acre in the ease of other land, had been levied from 
harif 1963 under the Punjab Commercial Crops Cess Act, 1963, Areas. under 
‘commercial crops, sown solely for domestic use up to one kanal in the case of 
chilties und 2 Kanals in the case of sugarcane of cotton were exempt from this 


levy: 


‘An_additional surcharge on the land revenwe at the rate of 30 per cent 
was levied for the development of Kurukshetra University/town vide the 
Haryana Land Revenue (Additional Surcharge) Ordinance No. 2 of 1967. 
Tnitially, this had been levied for ome year, ic, for Aharif 1967 and rahi 
1968, bat it was extended for Aharif and rabi harvests of the agricultural year 
1968-62 wecording to the Haryana Land Revenue (Additional Surcharge) 
‘Act, 1969. The levy of surcharge was further extended up to 1973-74 vile 
the Haryana Land Revenue (Additional Surcharge) Amendment Act, 1970, 
‘hut it could oily be collected up to 1972-73 on account of the enforcement 
‘of the Harysna Land Holdings Tux Act, 1973. 


Haryams Land Holdings Tax Act, 1973—The Haryana Land Holdings 
Tux Act, 1973, came into force on June 16, 1973. This Act has consolidated 
various levies into a single tax known as Land Holding Tux. “The levies 
consolidated are; 


G) Surcharge, under the Punjab Land Revenue (Surcharge) Act, 
1954; 


(ii) Spechal Charge, under the Punjab Land Revenue (Special. Charges) 
Act, 1958;

‘Act, 1887, or the Punjab Land Revenue (Special Assessment) Act, 1955. 
Further, during the period the above tax is levied and charged, the land shall 
not be liable to payment of land revenue by way of general assessment under 
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the Punjab Lund Revenue Act, 1867, or the payment of Jocal rate under: the 
Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961.

Pe the system of dealing with Mugiadams and Chaudhris in the villages. 

Tho yillage panchayat which managed the affairs of the brotherhood 
continued to be ignored, It was left to regulate the private aifairs of the 
‘community in places where its sosial authority was recognised und respected, 
The British appointed: Headmen or Lambardsrs from among the leading 
members of the villags community, usually, one or more Fleadmea to’ each 
division and. sub-division of the village. A. cem of Sper ceat oo the lund 
Tovenue was levied for their emoluments, and the sum was divided among 
them in proportion to the amount of land revenue collected by cach. The 
office of Headman way looked upan a» strictly hereditary in the eldest branch 
‘of the family, and thas formed an exception to the general rale that all the 
sons share equally In the imhentaince without regard 10 uge. Channing 
ote at the second regular settlement that the number of Lambardars was 
inconveniently Large in proportion to the aumiber of proprietors and the ize 
and land revenue of the village. The inevitable cevult was that the majority 
of Lambardars was poor and incifective. From 1X78 to 1909 their number 
was reduced from 3517 to 3,307. The mumber Increased with the merger 
‘of the Ballabgarh tahsil in 1912. Still @ reduction register was prepared and 
reductions in their number were made whenever possible. 


‘The office of Chief Headman or Ata Lambardar was hastituted in 1878, 
Chief Headim.n was appoinied only ia villages where there were three or more 
Headmon.' He was elected by the voles of the proprietory body subject to 
the sinction of the Deputy Commimioner, He represented village Headmnen 
in his village and recelved Government orders tn the first. imstuncs though in 
respect of the’ collection of land revenue he possessed no special authority 
‘of reyponaibility, “He was paid by deduction of | per ceat from the land 
sevenie of his villuge, The number of Ala Lambatdars in 1904 was 500, 


‘but in 1909 it was ordered that vacancies among the Chic Headmen should 
not be tilled. 


In place of Ala Lambardurs a system of Inamdars or Sufedposhes was 
fittroduced. “The total emoluments of Inamdars were fixed to a quarter per ceat 
ofthe land revenue. The appointments were made every five years as money 
‘bocame available owing to vicant Ala Lambardari post not being fillod up, The 
duties of Inamdars were the same as those of Zaildars, At the time of tho 
193843 setilement, the total number of Ala Lambardars was 27 and that of 
Anamdars 42. There were 46 Inamdars in 1948. The remmeration of an Ala 
Lamibartlar was Rs. 265 pee annum and that ofan Inamdar Rs. 60 per annum.

The Zaildart system was introduced at the second regular settement 
when the whole disteict was divided into allr. In making the division 
due coasideration was given as fur ws possible to the tribe and clan of the 
‘proprictors of the villages ‘and the tradition of oll revenue divisions. In 
‘many parts of the district there wis no such clear basis of division available; 
therefore It was necessary first to chioose Zaldars, qualifications for the affice 
being respectiblity, heseditary influence, popularity among tho Headmen of 
tthe villages and usefulness to Government, and then. to parcel out the villages 
among. thea. Several Zaildars were men of no great influence and were 
only appoliated because no better men could be found. Exch Zaildar received 
anallowance of one per cent on the land revenue of his zail, This allowanes 
was not a separate cess, but was deducted from the Government demand. 
Sixty four Zaildary wore appointed, drawing a total remuneration of 
Rs. 12,671—an average of Rs, 198 each, ‘This number was subsequcatly 
reduced to 61 in 1X gad) a graded system as detailed below was introduced 
foe ull the ails except thres, of wich tho Zaildars were the owners of the 
whole land of their zalis +

With the inclusion of Ballabgath tahsll in 1912, 6 mare zails were added, 
‘one of which was later split into two in 1929, During the settlement of 1938— 
43, nochange in the number of sails was made except in the Firozpur Jhirka 
and Gutyaon tahsils, Twelve zailt of the Firospur Jhirka tahsil were 
reduced to ten and Farrukhnagar-zaif of the Gurgaoa tabsil was abolished 
und thus the total aumber was reduced to sixty five as detailed below:

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‘As the assesument of the district was reduced considerably during the 
previows settlement, the allowance of Zaildars was raised from one per cont 
to one and x half per cent of the land revenue of a zuil. 


Till 1948, the agencies of ralldart and sufedpashl inams continued to 
supervise and assist in the collection of land revenuic. These agencies were 
‘abolished in 1948, revived in 1950, but were again, abolished in. 1952, 


Now only Lambardars are responsibles for the revenue collection. In 
case a. Lambardar is unable to collect the revenue, he mules a written 
complaint to the Tadsildar who Helps him in effecting recovery. Lamburdars ere 
truthorised to remit theland revenue by post but the system is not very popwlar 
ecauuse they. generally find it more convenient and ceonomicsl to visit the 
tuhdil headquarters personally for crediting the lend revenue in the treasury than 
sending it by thoney'order. In Match 1977, there were 3,050 Lambardars: in 
the district, 


Prior to the enforcement of the Haryana Land Holdings Tax Act, 1973, 
‘the Lambardar was paid pachorra at the rate of 5 per cent of the land revenue. 
Since various levies. have been consolidated into lind holding tax, the 
rate of puchotra has been Fixed at 3 per coat of the mew tax, The Lamb. 
ardar also collects dues pertaining fo the Minor Irrigation and Tubewell 
‘Corporation, consolidation fee and ablana and i paid commission at the rate 
‘of 1,5, and 3 per cent respectively,

districts and a district is sub-divided into several tihsils, A tahsil is’ further 
aub-divided into Kango ciccles, patwar citcls and revenue estates. Thus 
the unit of revenue administration is-am estate which: ts usually identical with 
the Village, Each of them is separately assessed to land) sevenue and has a 
separate record of rights und! register of fiscal and sgricultural statistics, Al 
jts proprietors are by law jointly responsible for the payment of hand revenue, 
and in their dealing with Government they are represented by one or more 
Lambardars, Estates ure grouped into panwar circles each of which is under 
the eirge of a Patwari About 20 of ttiese circles form the charge of-a 
Kanungo, whose duty, is to supervise the work of Patyaris. A tabsil, 26 a rule, 
contains from two to four hundred of the revenue estates.

For the purpose of revenue administration, es already mentioned in 
Chapter X, the district isunder the charge of a Deputy Commissioner whose 
title as Chief District Revenue Olficer, is ‘Collector’, # term which indicates 
his respousibility for tho realiiation of all Government revenues* Ho is 
‘assisted in this regard by Sub-Divisional Officers, Tulisildaes and Naib Tabsil- 
dors. Asa measure of decentraiising the revenue work, the powers of the 
Collector have been delegated to the Sub-Divisional Officers.

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‘revenue and other miscellaneous revenue registers. He is the custodian of

At disteice headquarters, there is 2 District or Sadar Kanungo assisted by 
‘a Nuib Sadar Kanuwgo, The Sadar Kanungo is responsible for the efficiency 
‘of Kanungos and should bein camp inspecting their work for-at least 8 days" 
inevery month from October to April. Heis the keeper of all recorils received 
from Kaniingos and Putworis, He maintains with the help of his assistint, 
copies Of the prescribed statistics! repisters for each aswesement circle, tabsil 
and the whole district. The responsibility of TTahsildar snd Naib Tabsildar 
for the inspection and correctness of the work of Kanungos.and Putwaris is, 
however, not affected by the duties of the Sadar Kanungo. 





Lanp RevEntr AND Spsciat Cessess 


The lund revenue and cesses as fixed inthe Settlement of 1938—43 
continued to be realised till the coming into firce of the Haryana Land Holdings 
Tax Act, 1973, from Wiarif 1973. Some other cessesand surcharges had been 
Jevied in the interval. A detailed account of these charges is given below + 


Land Revenue —The détails of income from fixed and fluctuating land 
Fevenue and remissions. during 1963-64 to 1972-73.are given in Table XLVI of 
Appendix, 

Local rate—It has grown from small beginnings. It was usual in early 
settlements to levy a road cess at 1 percent of the land revenue, Subsequently, 
an education cess amounting to | per cent onde dak cess amounting to 4 
er cent respectively were added, But by the Punjab. Local Rates (XX) Act 
‘of 1871, Jocal rate amounting 106} percent on land revenue was imposed. 
This local rate sas raised by the Punjab Local Rates (V) Act, 1878 feom six 
pics to eight per rupes of anmsal value, or fromé6} percent to 8} per cent, 
but the enhancement was delayed for this district by-a special order, With the 
passing of the Punjal District Bourds Act XX of 1883, the road, postal and 
education cesses were merged in the local rate and the entire smount wasto be 
redited to the District “Board. 

In 1919, the Jocal rate was raised to 10-', per cent of the total revenue. 


Later on, it was increased to 124 percent. At this rate it was sanctioned and 
continged under the 1938—43. settlement. In 1954, the Punjab Government

‘a much more complete form except where it has been disrupted cither wholly of 
partially as. result of the emigration and immigration of people following the 
Partition of the country in 1947, ‘The members of the proprietary body are in 
Almost all enses united by ties of kinship, The villages are divided into pavtirand 
these ugain, whers'the. pattisare larger, are sub-divided into sinaller sections 
called rhoks nnd thullas. In most cases, the relationship between the poprictors 
éan be traced through the thula or the pate right up to the common ancestor 
of the village. In the Ballabgarh tuhsil, the primary sub-division was termed 
ks a pand of taraf and the minoraub-division, part! or thula, 


Impectect bhalchara and patridariwere the common land tenures. prevalent 
inthe district" The trend was from communal form to several possessions, 
The strong Ahir communities clung to the former, while the Jats and Moz:

The distribution of superior at 
inferior proprietorship hardly existed in the district and all bivwedars (ils membors 
ofthe proprietary body were called) were of equal status, However, there were 
a Few dohilidars, the holders of rent-free land for the benefit of soms temple, 
mosque or shrine and Ahodadars, the holders of rent-free land for some secular 
service such ws the duties of the village watchman of messenger. 


‘The main forms of tenures which existed. in the district In the beginning 
‘of the present century were owners, tenants, free of rent or wt nominal rent and 
tenants paying’ rent with of without rights of occupancy. These tenures 
Sontiaued till India: achieved Independence in 1947, The detailed picture is given 
in Table XLVIT of Appendix.

A great deal of iand was cultivated by peasant proprietors of small holding 
0¢ (twas held. by intermedianes, who got it cultivated through tenants but. who 
themselves had no interest in the land beyond getting their rent. All these 
combined formed a sizeable proportion of the rural population, Their lot had 
to be improved in purruance of the Goverment policy of ‘land for the tiller’ 
by coincifing ownership with the actual tiller. To give effect to this policy 
of abolition of jatermediaries and regulation of tenancy of agricultural lands, 
the Government enacted the following pleces of legislation —

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Under the East. Punjab Utilisation of Lands Act, 1949, the Government 
enforced the utflisation of every inch of available cultivable land for grawing 
more food and other essential crops. A notice to tke ovet the land. is served 
onevery landowner who allows his land to remain uncultivated for 6 or more 
consecutive harvests and the lind thus taken over is leused to others for a term. 
Tanging from 7 to 20 years, priority being given to the Hatijans, Under the 
Provisions of this Act, approximately 1,679. hectares of land was taken 
gyer in the district prior to December 1972. On. the re-organisation 
of the district, 374 hectares of lund \was transferred to the Mahendmgath 
district. The entire remaining land has been leased out, 


Under the Punjab Abolition of Ala Malikivat and Talikaduri Rights 
Act, 1952, all rights, title and interest of an alee mullk in the land held under 
him by sn aidua malik were extinguiahed and the adna maiik wus required Lo yeey 
‘Compensation ta become the complete owner. The Purijab Occupancy Tenants 
(Vesting of Proprietary Rights) Act, 1952, declared all the occupancy tenants 
asithe owners of the lund. In all, 45,286 occupancy. tenants. were conferred 
Proprictary rights: in 42.923 hectares of land umder this Act. 


‘The main purpose -of the Punjab: Security: of Land Tenuiies Act, 1953, 
isto (i) provide a ‘permissible area’ to 4 Jand-ownet/tenant which. he can retain 
for self-cultivation, (i) provide security of tenures to tenants by protecting them 
against. ejectment, (iii) aicertain surplus area and secure resettlement Of 
ejected tenants of those aress, (iv) fix the maximum rent payable by tenants, and 
(w) confer rights on tenants’ to preempt and purchase their tenancy in certain 
Circumstances, 


Its object bing to effect agrarian reform and to give security 10 the 
fenants, the Act provided for the settlement of tenants on the Iand declared 
surplus and also fixed  celigg on the total holding of a land-owner. It not 
only reduced the ncreage which could be reserved but also specifically pyohibited 
shectment of tenants front all un-reserved areas, except in cate of default in pay- 
ment of rent or improper cultivation. Section 9-A enacted vide Act X1 of 
1955, pravided that no: tenant Hable to ejectment would be dispossessed of his 
fenancy unless he was accommodsted on a surplus area or otherwise on some 
other land by the State Government. Rent yas limited to one-third of the erop 
oriits value or to the customary rent, if that was lower, However, payment 
for services provided by the landlord was excluded ftom the computation of rent, 
‘The Act further extended the opportunities for tenants to become owners, A. 
tenant of year standing acquired 1 right of preemption at sales or foreclosures; 
but moreimportant than thit, tenants of 6-year standing were allowed to buy 
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un-reserved area from their landlords at three quarters of the 10 years average 
of ptices of similar land. The payment of compensation, however, eoul! 
bbe made by'the tenant either ia Jump sum or in sit-monthly instiiments not 
‘exceeding ten. 

Government was further empawered to utilise the surplus area of both 
Jand-owners and tenants for the resettlement of vjected tenants, Iandless 
Jabourets and small and-owners, All aress owned by a local owner above 30 
standard acres and by a displaced person above 50 standard acres were assessed 
‘assurplus, A snuill owner, who hud up to 30standand acres, may not eject 
tenant under the Act from Standard acres unless the tenn his been settled 
by Government on surplus are,

The State Government gives financial assistance to those tenants and 
landless agricultural workers who are being yesctiled oa the surplus areas for 
reclamation purposes, and also advances foans for building houses and sinking 
welts, 


Asa result of these enactments, feudal institutions tke jogirdari and 
Bisweduri have been fiquidated. The occupancy tenants have sequired 
proprictorship. Many tenants-at-will have availed of the opportunity afforded 
by law to become proprietors. At the same time, landlords were able to 
circumvent the law by entering into benwm/ transactions und mutate their lands 
in favour of their relatives and confidents, 30-45 10 acquire ownership under 
ifferont yuise. AKO muiny landlords whose only interest in land Was to 
realise rent, took. to cultivation with their own hands to avoid their funds 
passing to the tenants. This has, of course, given a drive to mechunised farming 
and more production, but has also resulted in unemployment for former tenants, 
Many tenants hive beea evicted on ono pretext or ths other. In most cases, 
the resourors at their disposal are meagre and they cannot affard to purchase 
the fand even when the law affords them the opportunity to do so. 


Three other Acts completed the reform of the tenancy aystem prior to: 
1966. The Punjab Bhudan Yagna Act, 1955, gives statutory recognition to the 
Bhudan movement, the-object of which is to receive donations of lands and 
distribute them among landless persons Who are capable of cultivating them 
personally, Land measuring 19 acres 6 kandls and 1 marla in all, situated in 
village Daleigarh in the Ballabgarh tahsil was donated under this Act prior 
to December 1972, It comprised 17 ores 4 Kanaly and 12 marlas of a banjar 
Vand and 2 acres 1 Kanal nnd 9 marlas of barant lind, The former (banjar land) 

. already being im possession of the tenants could not be distributed while the 
Jatter (Garant land) was sanctioned for Rs, 2,300 on January 11, 1969, 
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All Jagits, muafie and Jagir pensions, except military jagirs granted in or 
after August 4, 1914 ; any Pension as defined in clause (17) of Article 366 of the 
Constitution of India, and-any aram made in favour of religious nnd charitable 
institutions, were resumed on November 14, 1957, under the Punjab Resumption 
of Jagire Act, 1957, Compensation to the extent of 7 times the annual jagirs 
wes paid to holders inlump sum or in ‘instalments with interest at 2 per ceat 
pér annum. 


‘The Punjab Village Common Lands (Regulition) Act, 196}, provides to 
give village common land to landles persons. 


‘The Haryuna Ceiling on Land-Holdings Act, 1972.—The Government of 
Tndia had appointed 2 Central Land Reforms Commitise in 1970. The 
‘Committee submitted its report in 197}. This was dicumed and guidelines were 
Grawn up on the basis of the conclusions of the Chief Ministers’ Conference in 
July 1972 A national policy. was evolved for removing economic disparities 
by moking availabio additional land and securing its more equitable distribu- 
fon among landless persons arid also for enliurging the scape of employment. 
This could be done by further reducing: the existing permissible ares with » 
fand-ownet Two enactinents, namely; the Punjab Security of Land Tenures 
‘Act. 1993.and the Pepsu Tenancy and Agricultural Land Act, 1955,1 which 
Sontuined dnter wlla provision relating to czilings on agricultural lind-holings, 
‘ere in force in different parts of Haryana. The flava in the implementation 
‘of these two Acts which. hail come te notice and the chimged circumstances 
<ring the preceding two decades motivated fresh thinking in respect of ceilings 
‘on agricultural land-holdings, Experience had wlso shown that surplus land 
sould not be transferred expeditiously to eligible tenants and landless peccons 
‘Rewas originally intended. The increase in population had alco revutted in more 
‘suemployment and called for making more fand available to the landless persons, 
‘At the same time the break through in agricultural production, development of 
‘igh-yielding-varicties of seeds and availability of other facilities like iriwation, 
ferilizer, ete, Highlighted the fact that the limit on an individual holding 
could be further reduced without allecting. the total curing of a person from 
fond, Te was, therefore, decided to: unify thie two Acts, viz. The Punjab 
Security of Land Tenures Act, 1953, und the Pepsu Tenancy and Agricultural 
Lands Act, 1955, in so far as the ceiling on sgricultural land was concerned, ®

+ Alongside the reform of the lund tenure, ate ths msasures for reducing 
strip farming and fragmentation of holdings. A characteristic feature of 
Peatant land tentice and cullivation over a length of time had bssa the feaginan- 
ted holdings which usually consists of amall und oftsa, magy stripyof taad,

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Tying between the fields of other peasants. This had been the case with 
farms of both tenants and peasants who owned land, The ‘tiller naturally 
found it dificult to look after his crops scattered at different places and it was 
alo cumberiome to maintain long channels and water courses intact, 
Symtematic and large-scale development was not possible when the holdings were 
‘small and, fields ley scattered. 


‘The process of bringing together small and fragmented pieces of lund 
into w compact block: for better and intensive cultivation is known as consolida- 
tion af Rollines. It -suves the tiller to a great exteat from wasteful supervision 
and irvigsticn of scattered holdings. It enables him to avail of the facilities of 
modern ugcicuttund implements and extend tractor cultivation in consolidated 
Holdings: 1 Sonly through the consolidation of holdings that the land 
lying scatizrod in iny'stripe cum assume a compoct and standard shape. 
Uneconomic, neglected aod inaccewible holdings are re-zrouped into a consali- 
dared , composite und Homogeneous block. A lot of virgin land is also reclaimed 
by the Government 2a corollary to the scheme. The circular and approach 
roads increase the mobility between houses and villages anf the provision of 
and for institutions like Panch at Ghars and schools help initiate the socint 
welfare programmes. In fact: consolidation brings about a revolution in botit 
the ecenouic structure of land tiling, znd the m.Jbility aud social p-ssibilities 
of the village. 


‘The work of consolidation of land holdings had been’ carried out in 
the Pusjab by the Cooperative Department since 1930 but in the absence of 
Tegishetion, (t did mot make much headway. To muke good this deficiency, 
the State Government enacted the East Punjab-Holdines (Consolidation and 
Prevention of Fragmentation) Act, 1948, and created a separate Consolidation 
Department in 1949. In the district, the work relating to consalid- 
ation of jand holdings was started in Gargton on 15-4-1951, in Ballabgarh’ 
on 1-4-1953, in Palwal oa 1-4-1955,, in Firoxpar Shirka on 1-11-1955, in Rewari 
(on {-4-1959, and in Nuh om 141960. The work was completed in the Firozpur 
Shirkn, Nok and Rewari tashils by March 31, 1971. It is also. complete jn the 
case of other threz tahsils except 3 few cases involving writ petitions, 
revislons and iver action. The tahsil-wise progress of work achieved up to 
1976-77 (.e. Marsh 31, 1977) is givea in Table XLVI of Appendix, I is 
evident that out of the total of 1226 villages in the reorganised Gurgaon 
district, consolidation work had been completed in 1176 villages, was in 
progres in 9 villages. Six villages were yet to be taken up while 35 villages 
‘were found unfit for consolidation, 
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The measures of fund reforms, es’ described above, though not the sole 
basis ofjincteased agricultural production, contribute grestly to it. tn fact, 
these reforms have provided the basis and pared the way for increased 
Agricultural production with the help of modern and scientific techniques, viz. 
better implements, improved seeds, scientilic inputs, iticreased irrigation 
facilities und effective insecticides. Mors area has been brought under 
plough owing to the Utilisation. of Waste Lands Act. The consolidation of 
holdings has almost dons away with the dispersal of operational holdings 
and this has promoted the advancement of agricultural production. Before 
the enactment and implementation. ofthe Acts relating to abolition of 
intermediaries, vesting of properitary rights in occupancy tenants and tho 
security. of land tenures, the interest of a tonant was much too precarious 
for him, to invest his available Inbour and capital to the fullest extent so ax to 
raise the maximum quality and quantity of cash crops and other crops. Now, 
‘with the implementation of thes Acts, we have a large ‘body Of sinall Lind- 
owners who have « comparatively larger stake fn the land, and consequeatly, 
have greater impetus to invest their labour and capital with a view to raising 
the maximum product out of the land in their prossession. 


OTHER SOURCES OF REVENUE, STATE AND CENTRAL 
‘State Sources or Revenue 


Tn addition to the land, there are various other sources from which 
the state detives its revenue, A brief description of euch of these is given 
below = 


‘Stump Daty,—This duty is collected under the Court Fees Act, 1870, 
fand the Indian Stanip Act, 1899. The former was enforced on April (, 1870, 
and the latter on July 1, 1899. Both these Acts were amended a number of 
times, Ths Court Fees Act was list amended by the Court Foes (Haryana, 
Amendment) Act, 1974. The Stamp Duty Act was fast amended by the 
Haryana Act No. 7 of 1967. Both these Acts require the Collector ( or Deputy 
Commissioner), District and Sessions Judge and all the Sub-Judges to easure 
‘that’ applications for all suits and other relevant documents are properly 
stamped according to schedule. The collection of stump duty under thee Acts 
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duting 1963-64 to 1976-77 has-been as follows!

Ths main function of a Sales Tax Check-barrier it to collect information 
feparding the movement of goods so tht the information can be used. at the 
fime of making un msvessment. The officers in charge of the barriers are 
Authorised to collect the tax on goods other than tax-free goods purchased in 
the Stute of Haryana and exported out of the Stute, not being in the course of 
intet-State sale and export ont of the country. To check the evasion of tux, 
the vehicles can be unlouded at the barriers and if any goods are found ust 
Seclared or the declaration produced at the barriers is found to be false, a 
penalty is iamponed after giving an opportunity to the owner of the goods. The 
barriers are alio functioning Tor collecting tax under the Punjab Passengers 
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and Goods Taxation Act, 1962. The income from the barriers. for the last

Sales Tax (Inter-Siate)—On the partition of the country in 1947, the 
province of Fut Punjab inherited the powers to levy sales tax under the Punjab 
Genera! Sules Tax Act, 1941. Soon after, the Act wan substituted by the East 
Punjab General Sales Tax Act, 1948, which came into force on May 1, 1949. 
It provided single stage levy and gave relief to small traders by raising the 
exemption limits, ‘This Act underwent various changes as # rewltof judicial 
Pronouncenients and the modus operandi of (he dealers to evade tux, 
Provisions were also made for raising rates of taxon certain items normally 
used by the affluent people. Tn the Haryona ‘State, this Act was substituted 
by the Haryana General, Sales Tax Act, 1973, repeating the earlier Act of 

+ 1948. The new Act came into force on May 5, 1973. 


The particular problem confronting this district was that the goods 
procured) munufuctured here were transferred to other Stites and no 
tax t this Stite was paid.

It Is ulso dive to enhancement in 
the rate of tax from.2.to 3 per-ceat on sules mude to registered dealers against 
Prescribed declaration and ftom 7 to 10 per.centyon sles made to unnegistered 
dealers, from April 1, 1973. The present rates of tux are 44 on sales to 
registered deaieis and 10 por cent an other inter-state Sales, 
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Property Tax.—This tax was levied undet the Punjab Urban Immovable 
Property Tax Act, 1940. It is charged ut the rate of 10 per cent of the annual 
Value of the buildings and lands situated in the rating arca (municipal area) 
of Gurgaon, Faridabad, Faridabad Township, Ballabgarh, Palwal and Hodal 
in this district.

“Motor Spirit Tax.—This tax is levied ander the Punjab Motor Spirit (Taxa 
tion of Sales) Act, 1939. The rate of tax has beea changed a number of times, 
11 1970-71, it ras 6 paise per litte on petrol and other motar spirit items. How- 
ver, since July 21, 1967, the stage of levy of tax has been shifted from "last sale” 
jo iest-sale’ within the Stare. At present the tax is 12-paise per litre on the 
first stage? oF sale, This change has minimised the difficulty experienced earlier 
by the traders, Now all such motor spirit dealers whe purchase motor spirit 
from within the Stare-of Haryana have been de-régistered as the tax is to be 
paid by the oil companies, which have their depots in the State and generally 
make first sale in Haryane. Despite this change, the dealecs of Gurgaon dis- 
trict still get their supplies from the Union Territory of Delhi. This is because 
there is no depot of any oil company in the district itelf-and it is economical 
for the dealers to get their supplies from Delhi instead of from any other depot 
situated within the State,

Professions Tux:—Every person’ who-has been carrying on a trade, either 
by himself or through an agent o¢ representative, oF who has followed 2 pro- 
fession-o calling or who was inemployment, either wholly of in part, within the 
State, was Tinble to:pay for-eack financial yeur (or part thereaf) Professions Tax 
tier the Punjab Professions, “Teades, Callings-and Employments Taxation Act, 
1936 provided the gross income exoeeded.six thousand rupees a year.or a 
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part thereof, ‘The maximum limit of the tax was Rs. 250 per annum payable 
by @ person whose income was more than Rs, 25,000 and the minimum war 
Rs. 120 per annum, payable: by a person whose gross income ranged between. 
Rs. 6,000 and Rs, 8,500. However, no tax was charged from the personnel 
‘belonging to the Armed Forces. 


Employees of the fuctorios situated in the rovenue estitey of Ballabgarh 
nd Faridabad were subjected to Professions Tax by the Jocal panchayats. 
Later on, the Goyernnient, on the representation of such employees, removed 
their hardship by amending the Act thereby exempting with effect from April 
1, 1970, every person from liability to pay tax, who in any local area was tinble 
to pay a similar tax to the local mithority to the extent of his linbility to pay 
such fax to such authority, The Assistant Excise ond Taastion Officers have 
‘been functioning a8 Assessing Authority under the Act.

Commenting on the general crime situation in the district, F.C. Channing 
wrote! aboot a century, ago that murders were rare. ‘The commonest 
crime were simple theft. and house tresspass, Cattle thefts-and crime accom- 
panied! with vivleace were not unusually common. Even the Meos, formerly 
noted for their turbulence, had become a taw-abiting people, and although there 
hhnd been a notable inerease in the amount of crime during the hard years of 
1877 and 1878, duting which the scarcity in this district had approached the 
dimensions of « famine, yet not even in such a tine had the population generally 
shown # uisposition to infringe the law, The Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910, 
also bears out this fact : "Gurgaon is singularly free from etime and all criminal 
Coutts are very lightly worked. ‘The predominant forms oF erime axe cattle- 
thoft and petty burglary. ‘The former is stimulated hy the presence of so much 
foreign territory adjoining the district, and for the same reason a rather serious 
amount of ctime goes yniletected ws the criminals take refuge across the border. 
‘Ons class of crime is peculiar to the diateict and deserves special notice, ‘The 
offence of committing suicide by jumping down a well is extraordinarily 
common among women, especially Meo women who take their lives in this way 
on the sost teivial grounds".* Undoubtedly the people of the district have been 
law-abiding. 


Even now the crime situation in the district is generally normal. There is 
‘no specific or staple crime which could be mentioned in particular. The in- 
stance of murder is still rare and the general public is peace loving, The common 
ccrime reported is the crime against property, viz. simple thefts including cattle 
thefts, burglaries and at times sporadic incidence of robbery and dacoity,

Committing suicide by jumping into wells by 
women is still common, The malady persists ‘because of the socio-economic 
backwardness af women belonging to the Meo and Ahir communities,

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“The commiinal disturbances jn the wake of the Partition in 1947 resulted ia 
diminishing respect for law and moral values. ‘This nccounted for Increase in 
crime, ‘The lawless elements coming to India with the general body of 
displaced persons also partly contributed to the increase in crime. The adminis~ 
tative machinery and the police force underwent a radical change duc to the 
inigeition-of the Muslims who constituted « major portion of the then police 
force in the district, It took ubout two years for conditions to become normal 
after which the dowaward trend in the incidence) of crime started from 1950, 
‘Since then, there has been only normal fluctuation in the general urime situstion. 
However, the upward trend in the ‘number of cases reported during the past 
few yeurs can, be attributed partly to better detection under the Excise Act. 
Despite the best effores of the local police to cheek them, the bootleggsrs: do

Dacoity—Dacoities generally incteased in 1947 due to Partition distur 
‘bances, After Independence in 1947, one organised gang of dacoits led by 
Juban Singh Rajput (of Jewar, district Bulandshahr) in Uttar Pradesh operated 
iin the Kiadar area of the district. For many years, this gang was not ullowed 
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to enter the Gurgaon district duc to pickets placed strategically, methodical 
patrollig of border areas and systematic naka bandis, Ultimately, it wis 
completely liquidated by the Gurgaon police in 1959.

‘Uttar Pradesh across the Yamuna provides. an easy refuge for the 
desperadoes after committing dacoity. It has been noted that after the rains, 
particularly in December and January, when the Yamuna recedes, dacoit gangy 
from Uttar Pradesh start the district thus calling for intensive anti- 
dacoity measures. However, besides the police, the local population is alive 
to this menace and they haye formed village defence societies and virtually 
made it difficult for gangs to move about in the rural areas,

‘The increase in the number of theft cases is only normal. This increase 
includes a large number of wire cutting and cycle theft eases. This-also partly 
due to rapid industrialisation im the district and consequent influx of outside 
labour whose previous antecedents are not known. 


Culite thelt—Since the price of milch cattle has continuously gone up in 
recent years, cattle theft is confined to ooly useful animals. Such cattle sre sent 
to far-off places on fast moving vehicles and no trace of crime is left behind, 
No doubt when vehicles are used for removing the stolen cattle there is 
Joss incidence of cattle theft than before when cattle were stolen and od 
to other places within the district.

‘Cheating —The desire to become rich without putting any Jabour is the 
motivation beind this crime, ‘The cheats ure alwuys on the look-out for 
‘persons of credulous nature who can be mndé to believe things and under the spell 
of deception, are made to part with cash and property. ‘The rapid industrialisa~ 
tion of the district and its proximity to Delhi has led many unscrupulous people 
to indulge in bogus land deals and chit funds, The offence is bailable nnd 
compoundahle, The aggrieved party, in the event of redress offered. to it, 
‘prefers to compound the ‘offence rather than pursue it. ‘The following figures, 
25 representative of this type of crime in the district since 1947, show that its

Constables, Under the re-organisution scheme, its numbers were increased by 
3 inspectors incharge of separate circles with headquarters at Gurgaon, Palwal 
and Nuh-and 30 Constbles: The district formed part of tho Eastern Range 
which was under the control of Deputy layps~or General of Police, with 
headquarters at Ambala. “There were no punitive, military or other special polios 
attached to this district. The Punjab Railway Police supplied conitables for 
‘dutty at the stations of Rewari and Garhi Harsaru; the Rajputana-Mulwa R: 
‘way Police supplied constables at Khori and Kund, and the United Provinces 
Railway Police were in charge of the Assaotl, Palwal, Bamaikhora, Sholaka and 
Hodal stations. For the purposes of detéction of crime the finger print system 
‘was regularly used but the tracking was not in Vogue in the district

The development of urban areas, the economic end political unrest in the 
wake of World War F.and the growth of the nstioaalist movement posed pro- 
biems in the maintenance of public order and reveeled considerable deficiencies 
{n police strength. This Jed to the appointment, in November 1925, of Punjab 
Provincial Police Committee headed by Lumsden, The committee 
submitted its report in 1926. It contained inter alia recommendations about 
Gurgaon distict as well. Asa cesult of the recommendations ofthis committer, 
various changes were made in the police set-up. The police strength in 1931

‘after, tahsil Ballabgarh minus Mahrauli Police Station and Badarpur Police Post 
became part of the Gurgaon district but Faridabad ceased to bo'a Police Station 
aandt was made into a Police Post. By 1931, Hodal had also ceased to be Police 
Station and downgraded to x Police Post, The Police Posts at Pali, Dhayj and 
Majhauli had been abotivhed. 


Consequently in 1931, thore were 16 police statiors, viz, Gurgaon, Rewarl 
Sadar, Paiwal, Firozpor Jhirka, Nuh, Sobna, Khol, Farrukhmagsr, Punahana, 
Hathin, Husaripur, Twory, Jutusina, Rewari Clty, Ballabgarh and Chainsa; 
and Pollos Posts, viz. Shuhjahanpar, Faridabad und Kund. By 1944, two more 
police posts had been established at Hodal City and: Hidayatpur Cantonment, 
‘Afler Independence, the Shahjahunpur area was traniferred to Rajasthan.

Fresh burdens were thrown on it by expansion in the machinery of public admi- 
istration. While the responsibilities jucreased, the police force had not been 
adequately strengthened: nor were its salaries and conditions. of work reviews 
ed in the light of altering economic circumstances: Ultimately in 1961, the 
State Government, constituted the Punjab Police Commission under the 
chairmanship of Mehar Chand Mahajan, formerly Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court to enquite into and report on the role of the police in the eon~ 
teat of democratic rights consistent With the paramount security of the State, 
measures for controlling meetings, demonstrations and mobs, police-public eo 
operation, steps for improving the work of the investigation and detection, 
shuf position, emoliiments an conditions of service, relations of the police with 
the magistracy, mutanl obligation of the police and panchayats, etc, ‘The 
recommendations of the Police Commission were made in May 1962 and 
ure being inyplemented, 


Onganivation of Police —For the purpose of police administration, the 
loirict falls in Hisar einyge which is undee the charge of a Deputy Inspestor 
General of Police, “The police setup in the district as on March 31, 197% 
is given below :

‘There ure'16 thanax {police stations) and two police posts in the district 
Their list hus already been given in the Chapter on ‘General Adininistration’, 
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Besides, there is an outpost at Palwal attached with railway police station at 
‘Rewari. 


‘The Civil Police is detailed for duty at the police stations. Each station 
is under the charge of a Police Officer, known’as the Station House Officer, 
ssisied By one or more Secotid Officers, a Head Constable, 2 Mohurrir or 
Glerk-Constable and’a number of Constables. It is the dury of the Station 
House Officer ta ensure law and order in bis area and investigate offences 
occiurring Within his jurisdiction, 


‘The Arm Police deployed on protection of important vulnerable 
points. It has an interesting background, In the pre-putitioned Punjab, 
prior to 1947, there wrs a temporary force called the Provincial Additional 
Police. It was largely manned by Muslims: At the time ol the Pustition, 
the East Punjab got u sinull force, Extsmiive recruitment had, therefore, 0 
be carried out immedintely but it was restristed to ex-army personnel, because 
men were needed at once und the taining of civilian recruits would have taken 
lime, This rapid secrultment had jis drawback and & number of undesirables 
also ctept into the forte, They were, however, gradually weeded out. The 
Provincial Additional Police was rechristened ss the Provincial Armed Police 
‘on December 15, 1947 and thereafter designated as the Punjab Armed Police 
‘on April 11, 196); Since November 1966, it has been called the Haryana 
Armat Police, Mounted Police is made available by the Haryana Armed Police. 
Its responsibitity is confined to patrol the barder area between Uttar Pradesh 
and Rajasthan to prevent icoity and also to cheok smuwsling. 


‘The railway police is not allotted to any distiet in particular but it fs 
‘part oF separate State organisation working tinder a Deputy Inspector General 
‘Of Police whois stationed at Ambala Cantonment, The circles of the railway 
police are Farmod according to the sections of railway fines and they are 
sancethed With the prevention, detection and control of crimes committed in 
railway trains and within the riilway premises. 





After the Partition, the Crime Branch of the C,1.D. functioned under very 
Aifficult anit abnormal ciseumstances. ‘The History sheets aod personal) files 
of coufirined criminals were obtained from Lahore after some time. In the 
intervening period such cominats as had migrated with the general population, 
operated freely. Mowever, with sustained and cateful action, the Crime 
Branch was able to evolve a suitable measure of supervision over these 
criminals before they could do much mischief. The existénce of a large number 
of unlicensed weapons in the countryside in 1947 had also created a grave law 
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and order problem. ‘The Crime Branch helped the district police appreciably 
in the recovery of illicit arms. 


Village Police —For over a century, the police functions at village level 
were proformed by Zaildars, Sufedposhes, Chowkidars and Inamkhors. 
‘The Chowkidara institution alone survived the other institutions. The Chowki- 
dars report births and deaths in « thana fortnightly, give information of crime, 
keep surveillence over the bad characters residing in the village and report 
their movements. Besides attending to watch and ward duties, they generally 
assist the public officers. 

in the remote past the village Chowkidar used to receive, 8 his remunera~ 
tion, a share fronr each cultivator’s produce which was reckoned according to 
the ‘umber of hearths. Now ‘the Chowkidars are given a salary at the rate 
‘of Rs. 55 per month. ‘Theit cemuneration is collected by the Lambardars from 
‘the village. It is called *Chowkidara Collection’ and deposited in the treasury, 
The amount of *Chowkidara Collection’ which a village is to pay, depends 
upon the number of bouses in that village. In same villages, itis collected yearly 
‘and in others, half-yearly; but the amount of collection as fixed by the 
Government is Rs. 660 per year per Chowkidar in a village. 


Mention msy also be made of thikari Chowkidars who were selected by 
lot from among the residents of the village; those unwilling to serve were 
obliged to pay the cost of a substitute. These Chowkidars were provided only 
during an epidemic, outbreak of crime and emetgencies, This system, 
which was a sort of sharmdan aimed a1 providing safety to person and 
property, has now Become very weak and is not of much help in the field of 
watch and ward. People generally ane averse to it as it is considered a Begar. The 
Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952, has, howevet, authorised panchayats to 
raise theit own voluntary force for the purpose. 


GaeRat 


The socio-economic changes which, of late, have been taking  plice 
in the country, have brought in their wake certain new problems end 
difficulties for the police. Some of these with particular reference to the 
district ane discussed here. 


“The all-round development of the areas around Delhi has indirectly involv 
‘od m sizeable portion of the district, Besides the net-work of new roads, the 
‘two national highways, viz. Dethi-Agea and DethiJaipur, which pass through 
this district, have thrown up a new problem of “highway crime’ unknown in 
the past. The criminals committing such a crime are highly mobile, To deal 
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with them adequately it has become essential to huve nn equally mobile. palice 
force furnished with all modern equipment. 


Bootlegging Js another problem, Large-scale smuggling of liquor from 
Rajasthan. (where it is cheap) to Delhi takes place through the intervening 
‘Gurgaon tercitory. It isa Jucrative business for the smugglers, The criminals 
indulging in this crime are often Wesperate and when intercepted, do not hesitate 
‘to come to an open clash with the police. 


‘Tho Haryana Government hes set up ® number of tourist resorts in the 
district at places like Budkhal, Hodal, Suraj Kund, Sultanpur, Sotina, etc. A 
large number of tourists. from Delhi-visit theso places on holidays, The police 
fave to deal with not only the traffic parking problems thus creutey, but also 
the ‘lone birds’ who find these lone surroundings much conducive to the 
fulfilment of thelr nefatious designs. The police have aiso to handle the pto- 
lem of eveteasing which generally springs up at crowded places. 


Increase in crime involving ses is also noticeable. A section of the popue 
lution has became relatively: affluent us a result of the expansion of industry. 
This, affluence is also shored by the ‘ural population which has benetited from 
the “green revolution’, Besides, there i a certain amount of floating popula- 
Hon without any family moorings. These sections of the population mare 
Purtiallarly in the Faridabad Complex, uppear to be responsible for sex times. 


The “hippy cull and the student tinrest in general have given rise to new 
Problenty of law and order. The unrest among the stuleat community often 
culminates in looting and burning of public and private property, hijacking of 
buses, assault on public servants and citizens, 


A aumilir Of steps have besa: taken to modernise the potice in the district 
¥0 that i is in a better position to cope with the problems confronting it. 
‘There is considerable improvement in the means of sooimunications. Each 
police station has beea provided with a telephone and a radio telephone set: 
Through. weiscommunication, the police aro now able 19° gst proinpt informa 
tion, sind therefore, itis much easier to deal with an emergency today than it 
was before. Now if'a heinous etims iy committed in any part of the district, 
net can be throwa around the criminals for their uppechstnion within minutes 
Of the information reaching the conttol room at Gungaon.. With a view to 
mun the police force with better snd intelligent constables, Matriculation has 
been prescribed ws the minimum educational qualification fox the new recruits, 
Thicr training is now more science-otiented. There is also a. desire to modify 
the traditional distorted image of the police and, therefurc, much stress 43‘ laid 
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‘on thelr good behaviour with thé public so that the police gel attuned to main- 
ain Taw And order with public cooperation and with the minimun use of force, 


Hove Guaabis 


Keeping civil emersencits in view and appreciating the necils of the tints, 
4 voluntury otgunisation known as the Punjab Home Guards, was started in 
1960 in the border districty nd in all the important fowns of the State. Since 
‘the creation of the Haryana State, the orpunisation of Punjab Home Guards 
huts boon re-thristened as Homme Guurds, Haryana. This organisation is 
‘governed by the Haryana Hom> Guards Act, 1974, 


‘The aims of the orginisition inciude the boosting wp -of the morals of the 
people by infusing ia them spirit oF self-confidence and selEralinnce to over- 
some different kinds of emergencies, both matural and man-made, Tne teait- 
ing given. by the organisation is:designed to tone up self-discipline, engender 
self-excrifice, national pride and promote a feeling for dignity of labour among 
its members. 


‘Tao overall chacg> of the district is with the District Commander, Gurgaon. 
Priog to the re-orgnaisitiois of the uistrict thore were cight urbun companies in 
the, distri, of witch, three were mised in 1961, one in1963 and two cach in 
1964 and 1969. Those urban companies ware located at Gurgaon (2), Rewari 
(2), Faridabad/Bullabgarh (3) and Palwal (1), ‘The two companies at Rewari 
have since been Wanslerred to the control of the District Commander, Msbea- 
dragarh (at Nacaaul). Each urban company is under tho chuarge of a Company 
Commander. ‘Similarly, there were 14 rural companies, ons in each block in 
the district, which were'raised in 1963, Three block companies haya also been 
transferred to the Muheadragarh district, Training is imparted to the volunteers 
in the urban companies at their respoctive pluces whereas the yoluntecrs com- 
Jog from the rural areas are trained ut Gurgaon in dill with and without arms, 
taihi Scill, fire-fighting, first-aid, orowd-control, naka baadl, maintaining 
‘essential services and in helping the civil authorities. They are.abo trained in 
using Weapons, Uking cover, judging distance, best patrolling and performing 
general duties, 

leven rural and six urban companies have a strength of 1,100 and 606 
‘volunteers respectively, 

Every elfort is made to raise the standard of organisation in keeping with 
its alms and objects. Ths Home Guards havo discharged their duties efficiently 
‘on Various occasions particularly ut the time of Pakistani Aggréssions in 1965

‘District Jail, Gurgson—The District Jail is located at abous 370 metres 
away from the District Courts, Gurgion, on the Gurgson-Alwar Road. The 
‘Hullding of the jail in the earlier stages comprised a patwar school in the front 
portion and! jiidiclal lockup ja the aner enclosure. The patwar school 
was closed in 1908 and the portion oF the building occupied by it was converted’ 
ito an administrative block and miscellaneous godown of the judicial lock 
up. On October 3, 1908, the judicial lock-up as converted into a, sub-jail 


In 1910, the sub-jail had accommodation fer 43 prisontes, The Treasury, 
Officer wah cx officio Superintendent of the sub-jall, The stuff winder the 
Superintendemt consisted of one Police Hospital Assistant, wito also nated ns 
Deputy Superintendent, ons Head Warder, ix ordinary and five resorve Warders, 
ttiree Convict Ollicers, besides Cooks and Sweepers’ Th 1922, an Assistant 
Sailor was appointed to replace the Police Hospital Assistant to discharge the 
Uutios of the Deputy Superintendent. ‘The post of the Assistant Jailor was 
luter conve-ted into the post of an Assistant Superintendent Jait but the posting 
seas done in 1930; To-assist the Assistant Superintendent, ons Clerk. ive 
Warders, and twelve Couviet Night Watchman wese posted. In addition, 
one post) of a Dispemer and one post of a Female Matron were 
alo provided, ‘The Treasury Olficer continued to be the part-time. Superin- 
teniient of the sub-jail, But-this arrangement underwent-a change when the 
post of Tretsury Officer was included inthe Panjab Finance nil Accounts 
Service Class (IT) in 1958. From thea on, the General Assistant to the Deputy 
‘Commissiones Worked as part-time Superintendent will 1965, In that year, 
the sub-jail wes upgraded tow District Jail, Iwas agsin downgraded as sub- 
jail on September 1, 1966, the old stall position re-emerged but a Welfire 
‘Oificer Was posted on July 3, 1968, tt was, however, again upgraded to & 
District Jail fn June 1970, with a Superintendent and s Deputy Superintendent, 
both gazetted officers. Besides, one Head Warder, six Warders and one Clerk- 
cumStorckeepst were sho posted.

The prisoners are classified into three clawes, viz. A. Band C, according 
to their education, social status and financial resources, All these classes of 
ptisoners are kept separately in different blocks. Class A is sanctioned by the 
Government, Class B by the Inspector General of Prisons. A prisoner can be 
entitled to Clsss B if he fulfils any one of the following qualifications’ — 


(a) should be at least intermediate, 
(B) has @ net income of Rs. 500 per mensum, 
(©) pays at least Rs. 500 per annum as tand revenue. 


Glass C is awarded by the Trial Courts but a prisoner confined as 
such has aright to apply for revision of the class to the Inspector General of 
Prisons. There does not exist any separate classification for political prisoners. 
However, this jail wat used as a special jail for confinement of political 
Prisoners during the Quit-India Movement of 1942, Punjabi Suba Agitation 
of 1955 and the Chinese Aggression of 1962. Some persons detained during 
the Emergency period June 1975 to March 1977) were also lodged in this jail, 


“The dict of prisoners, in general, consists of chapati, dl, salt, masala, tea 
and ‘vegetables. But A and B class prisoners are also given ghi, potatoes, 
sugar and milk. The non-vegetarian prisoners are served meat for S days in 
‘a week. In summer season they are given coli drinks, provided this is within 
the permitted expenditure. Carrots and onions, if available in the jail garden, 
are also served in raw form. Class C prisoners are given parched gram, 
sarion-toria oil and gut. 





1, “These qualifications cxs, how=ver, be related by the Government, 
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The authorised accommmodution in the jail (then a sub-jail) was for 43 
prisoners in 1910 while thee average number confined was $0, It increased 10 
119 in 1922; More space in barracks has been made available by, demolishing 
leeping berths.

The number of juvenile delinquents does not usually exeeed two to thes,

The convicts up to three years of imprisonment ace normally confined to 
thls. jail Prisoners with Jongsr terms (other than the lifers) ure also 
detained to Work as convict alfiials to, assist the watch aad ward. However, 
the long term prisoners are allowed to be released under the Punjab Good Cou- 
duct Prisoners (Temporary Release} Act, 1962, provided they have eames three 
good annuil repos and during the period no jail punishment was awarded. 
Convicts ure also refeased om licence under the provisions of Guod Conduct 
Prisoners Probational Release Act, 1926. As these prisoners are transferred 10 
the Centrut Jull, Ambali, the actual release takes effisot disre. 


“There iy u'sepacate ward for women prisoners, “This is Janked by a high 
‘wall all round aad can ascommodite eight Prsoncts, The women prisoners 
are given moro facilities such as a charpoy, & looking glass and a comb. No 
‘wonnut prisoner is detuined in the jail afler her conviction; thereafier she is 
transferred to the Central Jail, Ambala * 


Measures of jail reform need # detailed reference Prior to the implemen- 
tution of the recommendations of the Jails Reforms Committee, a prisoncr 
‘wes allowed to-have only one interview and write only one post card i a month. 
This facility has been liberalised very much. Better clothing and utensils, are

‘The Julks Reforms Comniuas wis forined Lt 194%, 
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now provided. A prisoner is issued a brass shall (plate) in addition to a brass 
atl (bow!) in place of an iron dari, The rough clothing hes bern replaced by. 
Bood Khadi clothes. To create a sense of responsibility and trust among the 
Prisoners, they are associated with work connected with their welfare through 
the P nchayati system. This is working successfully and is of great value in 
the maintenance of discipline. 


A small hospital with four beds s attached to the jail. The staff comprises 
# parttime Assistant Medical Officer (who acts.as the Medical Officer of 
the jal) and a dispenser. Before Independence, medical facilities for 
Prisoners were meagre, The prisonees were usually not referred for specialised 
treatment. Now all the seriows cases are transferred ta the Civil Hospital and 
those requiring specialised treatment, to the Medical College Hospital, Rohtak. 


No paid teacher was employed for impurting education to the prisoners. 
However, literate prisoners impart some instruction. To provide elementary 
education to the prisoners on sound lines, the appointinent of 
Teacher wits sunictinnad by the Government in October 1971, Consequently, 
& number of prisoners have obtained literacy. certificates from the Education 
Department after passing the préscribed test, ‘The stay of prisoners in this 
jail is usually short, This does not allow any long term measures to be en= 
foreed for their mental, mora} and social uplift. Anyhow, prayers ace said 
carly inthe morning ty all the: prisoners. Thete does nat exist eny Crime 
Prevention Society in the district. Fundy, gre collected by the Prisoners Aid 
Society of which the Deputy. Commistioner is the Chairman and the Deputy 
Superintendent Jail is the Secretary. These finds are utilised towards the wel- 
fare of the prisoners and for providing monetary assistance, A radio set has 
been provided. Occasionally, on release, deserving prisoners are’ given clothes 
and fare to reuch their homes, Sometime a sweet dish is served to them on 
festive occasions, A canteen hus ; so started functioning from where the 
Prisoners can buy on coupons, the articles of daily use such as tea, biscults, 
sur, sugar and sarson gil. 


The Welfare Officer (in the rank of Assistant Superintendent Jail) is 
required to manage the jail canteen, prepare eases of parole and furlough and 
Jook after the wellire of the prisoners. He fis been authorised to pay visists 
to their homes to assist them in removing bortlenccks in the way of their 
ultimate rehuhilitation as useful und honourable mbmbers of the society. He also 
Visits the homies of the prisoners to secure help from the public in adjusting 
their family and other property matters. He organises literacy classes, indoor 
games, community listening progranimes and7dramutics and cinema shows, 
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‘No industry was run in the jail earlier. ‘A small beginning was made in 
1970. Besides the manufecture of mun/ ban and all types of furniture, caning 
work is undertaken. 


A poultry farm was started in 1971, The year-wise figures of production 
since introduction of Industry in this jail are given below =

‘The variation in production in different years is caused by a oumber of 
factors including availability of the skilled prison labour and fluctuation in 
demand. = 


A small number of prisoners, generally from among those confined for 
six months to one year, are trained in the latest techniques in agriculture:on the 
farm attached to the jail The area of this farm is 23 aces anil 4 kenalr 
(about 9.4 hectares), Mostly vegetables and a few fodder and cash crops 
‘are grown, The vegetables mect the requirements of the jail itself 
and the surplus quantities are sok in the market or to other jails on demand. 
There was no scheme of growing vegetables before 1959. 


Sob-Jall, Palwal.—It was converted from a police lock-up to & sub jail in 
1958.

The building of the sub:iail comprises 3 barracks with xn authorised sccom~ 
modation for 26 prisoners. Woman prisoners are not confined here since there: 
is no. seperate accommodation for them. A small dispensary under the super~ 
vision of the part-time Assistant Medical Officer is run within the promises of 
the sub-fill for thie SeneGt of pristmers, No regular arrangements. exist for 
imparting education (0 the prixoners. ‘The literate prisoners, if'any, are 
deputed to teack the illiterate ones who.are provided with slates and Hind! 
alphabet primers. 


The area covered by the sub-iail is one acre and four Kanals. Of this, one 
Kanal nil six marlas of land is btilised for growing vegetables. The produce, 
however, fs always found inadequuite ss compared to the requirentents of the 
number of prisoners'nsually confined here; 


Pouce Locr-urs 


An accused in police custody is lodged in the potice lock-up attached to. 
police station, In 1912, there were 17 polivs lock-ups in the district wt Gurgaon, 
Farrukhnagar, Solina, Palval, Hodal, Hasanpus, Hathin, Null, Toru, Firoz- 
pur Shirka, Bhadas Road Post, Punahana, Rewari Sadar, Rewati City, Jatusina, 
Shahjuhanpur Outpost and Khol. With the morgerof the Bollabgarh tahsif. 
that year, three police lock-ups at Ballabgsth, Faridabad and Chhainsa were 
added, By 1935, the police lock-up at Bhadss Road bad ceuved 10 exist, 
‘Afr Independence, the Shihjahanpur Outpost lock-up weat over to Rajasthan 
Government with the transfer of the territory, On the re-organisation of the 
district, the police lock-ups at Rewari Sadar, Rewari city, Jutasane and Khol 
Police Stutions were transferred to the Makendrasith district. Except the newly 
Created! police stations of Central Faridabad and City Gurgaon, eack one of the 
Femaining 14 police stations in the district has separate male and female lock-ups. 
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The average capacity of these lock-ups is 8 and 6 persons respectively, In 
normal circumstinces the lockups are quite adequate to lodge the persons in 
‘police custody but in abmormal situations Tike riots and agitations this wccom- 
modation becomes insdequate and. the lockups may get crowded. 


‘Normally, the police lockup is not electrified. This facility is denied 
to the persons in custody to gucrd against the possibility of their committing 
suicide, However, one of lighting point in the police station building is so 
fixed that at nigh the tock-up is nicely fit up, 


‘The lock-up is guarded by an armed sentry, round the clock, whien the 
accused are lodged! inside, 


Jomierat, Lock-ups 


‘An underttial prisoner ie kept in. u judicial lock-up. There are two suck. 
lock-ups in the district, one at Batlabearh and the other at Nuh, 


‘The building of the Judicial lock-up at Ballabeath was:constructed’ during 
1970; It finetions under the superviion of the Sub-Divisional Officer 
(Civil), Hallobgurh. Tt ts accommodation for 14 under-trial prisoners. 
There is no portion meant for femnle under-trial prisoners, The lock-up hes 
two barracks, one having. accommodation for anly two and the other for 12 
Prisoners, Flush system Jatrines and bath rooms are attached to these barracks, 
which also have ceiling fans with other clectrio light arrangements. Drinking 
Walet-supply arrangements tinve alto been proviiled, 


One turkey who is provided free residential nccommodation is incharge 
of this lock-up. He keeps the keys of julicial lock-up and miiintains a movo- 
‘ment register for the prisoners confined there. Healwo maintains a diet register 
for the priscmers es the dietis supplied from a Dhaba tothe undertrial prisoners 
‘on an snaual contract buss. 

The police guard attached to the lock-up comprises one Head Constable 
and seven Constables. One part-time Sweeper has also been engaged for 
general cleanliness, The judicial lock-up at Nub is not much in use as there 
‘is no court, 


Revevor Lock-urs 


[7 There ate four revenve lock-up itt the district, Except the Guingaon tahsil, 
all other tahsils have one lock-up each for keeping the defaniters of arrears of 
land revenue: These lock-ups are part of the main tabsil building and. were 
E conitrveted long ago. The Japiadar of the tabsil looks after the lock-up and 
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is responsible for the comfort and meals of the defaulters. A defautter can be 
‘kept in the revenue lock-up up to 10 days-under the order of the Assistant 
Collector If Grade, who is normally a Tzhsildsr/Naib Tshsildar, under intima- 
tion to the Collector. After this a defaulter is produced before the Callector 
who may detain him for # further peciod of 30 days in the fock-up or may send 
him to the jail if the defaulter falls to clear his arrears, Defaulters of other 
departments like Cooperative, Taxation, Ceatral Excise and Industries, in res- 
ect of tunes or loans which are recoverable as arrears of land revenue, ate also 
Kept in these revenue lock-ups. 


JUSTICE 


(A) Civic Axo Cenaxac Courts 


In the beginning of the twentieth century, vie: deta format part of tho 
Dethi Division. The Deputy Commissioner was subordinate to the Commit- 
sioner and Supetintendent of the Delhi Division in revenue work und 
general administration and/to the Divisional: and Sessions Judge, Delhi in 
Teapect off crimins! work. The District Judge was subordinate to the Divisional 
Judge in all matters relating to the aifministration of civil taw. 


In: 1910, the District Judge was assisted: by two Extra Assistant Commis- 
sloters, who were Munsifs of the first class, and-by one Munsif stationed at 
Gurgaon. All Tubsildars were invested with the powers of 2 Munsif of the 
third class, There was an Honorary Munsif of the second class. One of the 
eo, Munsifs' of the Dethi di-trict had jurisdiction within the Ballebgarh tabsil, 


Following the tecritorial and administrative changes in {912 and up to 
1950, the district was under the Hisar Sessions Division ind the 
District and Sewions Judge, Hisar used to visit Gurgaon fer the disposal 
of civif and criminal work as an appellate court. ta 1950, the district 
was transferred from Hisar Sessions Division to Karnal Sessions Division, 
Again, in 1955, it was transferred to Rohtak Sessions Di to which it 
remained attuched up to October 1966. On November 1, 1966, the district 
became 2 full-Aedaed Sessions Division. 


‘The Gurgaon district was among the five districts of the then Punjab 
State where the separation of judiciary fram the executive was introduced in 
1954 on an experimental basis. The experiment having proved a. seccoss, 
the system was extended to all the remaining districts of the State in 1964.

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On account of separation of the judiciary from the executive, two kinds of 
courts came Into existence under the Gurgaon Sessions Division, j.c, civil and 
criminal. The District and Sessions Judge, Gurgaon holds overall charge of the 
administration of justice, both civil and criminal, in the district! Me func 
tions under the Punjab and Haryana High Cowt, Chandigarh and is assisted 
by ono Additional District and Sessions Judge in the disposal of civil and 
criminal work. 


On the civil side, there are eleven courts of Subordinate Judges OF these, 
‘one Senior Sub-Sudge, wo Subudges Ist Class and thre Sub-Judges IIT Class 
ture located at Gurgaon, two Sub-Iudges {st Class and one Subshidge 1 Class 
at Ballabeath and one SubsJudge 1st Clie and one Sub-Judge {1 Class at 
Palwal, ‘The data about the cases tried by the Civil Courts as given it Table 
L of Appendix. stiow tho oxtent of civil litigation. 


On th criminal side, there are eleven courts of Judicial Magistrates. Of 
these, one Chief Judicial Magistrate, ano Aiditional Chief Judicial 
‘Magistrate, one Judicial Magistrate Ist Class ‘and three Judicial Magis 
trates IT Class are located at Gurgaon, three Judicial Magistrates Ist 
Cliiss at Ballabgarh, und two Judicial Megistrates Ist Class at Palwal, 
‘All the presiding officers of the courts exercise civil and etitninal powers 
wSmultaneously. The Senior Sub-Judge, Gurgaon, exercises the powers of 
Additional Chief Judicial Magistrate. The data about the cases tried by the 
¢riminal courts in the district isulso given in Table L of Appandix. 
‘The higher figure of sammary cases after 1970 was due to a larger institution 
and disposal of such cases,

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Alter the pessing of the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952, some of the 
functions of the civil, crimiail and revenue courts were made over to the 
Panchayats, Where cases lie in the exclusive jurisdiction of the panchayats, their 
cognizance (by -other courts is ‘barred. The Chicf Judicial Magistrete is 
empowered to revise their decisions and hein turn can delegate these powers 10 
the Waga Magistrate. The panchayats being elected bodies, however, do not 
generally consist of persons with un adequate knowledge of law. The usual 
formalities of procedure are thus conspicuous by their absence in the trial of 
cases by @ panchayat, 


(B) Revexue Covars 


The Deputy Commiaioner, by virtue of his office, exercises the powers of 
Collector under the various statutes and is the highest revenue judicial authority 
ia the district. The cases regarding appointment of Lambardurs are devided 
by him ia the exercise of original jurisdiction and an appeal fram or revision of 
hhis orders lies to the Commissioner of the Division, The Government has 
also invested the Sub-Divisional Officers (Civil) working in the district with 
the powers of Collector under specific laws, The Assistant Commissioners ond 
Extra Assistant Commissioners, on first appointment to the service are ex officio 
Assistant Collectors (IL Grade) but Assistant Commissioners and the Extra 


Assistant Collectors of the first Grade by virtue of their office. However, the 
‘Tithsildars assume powers of an Assistuat Collector of the first Grade in partl- 
on cases only, The Tahsildars and Naib Tahsildars also exercise the powers 
of Assistant Collector (1 Grade) under various Acts, 


BAK Assoctarions, 


‘Bar Association, Gurgson.—its exact year of estublisliment is not trace- 
able for want of record. It is, however, certain that it existed eved prior tothe 
beginning of the present century (1900) whien the bar had only four of five 
‘members, According to the Gurgaon District Gazetteer, 1910, the local bar 


then comprised xix first grade and four second grade pleaders with two 
amnukhtears,* 


‘ ‘The bar is credited with having provided distinguished Judges, Magistrates, 


Ministers, Members of Lagislative Assembly and Members of Parliament, 
from time to time,

‘The organisational set-up, staff, duties and functions of the departments 
hot mentioned in other chapters are briefly given here. 
Pusuic Works DepantMent 


The three wings of the Public Works Department in the district are 
Public Health Engineering (ji) Buildings and Roads and ({ii) Irrigation, 
@) PuMc WEALTH ENGINEERING 

‘This wing of the Public Works Department is represented in the district 
by six divisions, viz. Project Public Health Division, Faridabad; Construction 
Public Health Division, Faridabad; Drainage Public Health Division, Faridabad; 
Tadustrial Area Public Health Division, Faridabad; Sub-urban Pablic Health 
Division, Faridabad and Public Health Division, Gurgson. The first. five 
divisions function under the overall control of the Superintending Enginter, 
Public Health Circle, Faridabad, while the lust one is under the overall control 
‘of the Superintending Engineer, Public Health Circle, Rohtak. Administratively, 
however, ail the Executive Engineers, are under the Chief Engineer, Public 
Health, Public Works Department, Haryasa, Chandigarh. Each division is 
headed by an Executive Engineer. The Executive Engincers are further 
assisted by 21 Sub-Divisional Enginsers. 

‘The department undertakes the execution of public works: relating to water- 
supply, sewerage, drainage (other than land urainage) and sanitation in rural 
‘and urban areas. It is also responsible for providing public health amenities 
in urban estates, mandix and Goverament buildings and looks after the 
maintesance of public health engincering installations.in the public buildings. 
‘The water-supply and sewerage schemes in the towns where the municipal 
committees $0 desire, are also maintained by the department. 

Safe drinking water-supply has been provided partially in all the towns 
of the district, Similarly, tapped. water has boea made available to 115 villages 
and steps ure being takea to extend this facility to some other villages. 
‘The department has provided the sewerage facilities in Gurgaon, Faridabad 
Complex, Soma and Nok. A sewerage scheme is under progress in Haley

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(i) PUBLIC WORKS DErAKTMENT, BUILDINGS AND ROADS 


‘The Haryana Public Works Department, Buildings and Roads, is res- 
ponsible for construction ani! miintenance of Government buildings and roads 
in the district. For this purpose there is a full-fledged Circle at Gurgaon with 
4 Superintending Engineer as its contolling afficer. It comprises 5 Divistons 
including a Horticulture Division with headquarters at Faridabad. The other 
4 Divisions of this Circle are located at Gurgaon (one), Furidabiid (two) and 
‘Nuh (one). These Divisions further comrol 19 Sub-Divisions including 2 
Horticulture Sub-Divisions 


The National Highway Circle with headquarters at Faridabad is headed by 
8 separate Superintending Engineer. This Circle Jooks after the construction 
‘and maintenance of National Highways in the district, The Executive Engineer, 
‘Nitional Highways Division, Faridabad, attends to Dslhi-Mathura Road (Ni 
No. 2from km 18.80 to 93.83) while the Executive Engineer, Provincial 
Division No, 3, Rohtak, looks after DelhiJaipur Road (N.H..No, 8 from km 
23.787 to 67,925), 


‘The Electrical Divinion, Guirguan, under the charge of an Executive Engineer, 
Electrical, has S Sub-Divisions locuted at Gurgaon (two), Faridabad (one), 
Palwal (ane).and Narn! (ons), This Division functions under the control 
of Superintending Engineer, Electrical Circle, Karnal. It attends to the work 
of electric installations and maintenance thereof in Government “buildings in 
the district. 


‘The Mechanical Division, Gurgaon, has four Sub-Divisions, including 2 
(Crushing Plant Sub-Division with headquarters at Faridabad. The other three 
‘Sub-Divisions are located at/Gurgaon, Patwal and Faridabad. This Division 
functions under the control of Mechanical Circle, Public Works Department, 
Buildings and Reads, Karnal, It is responsible for the operation, muinteasnce 
and repairs of pmchinery belonging to the department, 

‘At the State level, the administrative control of ull the above Circles! 
Divisions lies with ihe Chief Engineer, Public Works Department, Buildings 
and Roads, Haryana, Chandigarh, 


The Governinent hias Been ren to provide mouemn builldings with cléan 
4nd sesthetic surroundings for locating hospitals at district and taht hesd- 
quarters. The department has completed two 25-bedded hospitals at Nuh and 
Firozpur'Jhirka costing about Rs. 9 lakh each and a 130-bedded hospital at 
Gurgion with a cost of about Rs. 37 lakh. Besides, construction of two 30+ 
bedded hospitals st Palwal ud Sohna at wn estimated cost of Rs. 40 lakh and 
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(Rs.38 lakh respectively is-in progress. While the Primary Health Contre, 
Ghisers, is under construction, » similar buiising at Solta is in-an advanced stage 
of completion, “The building of Primary Health Contre, Kurali, was complet 
ed-during 1976-77. The construction of a judicial complex in the proposed 
Mini Secretariat, Gurgaon, stands completed at « cost of Re, 43 lakh. 


In pursuance of Goverment. poticy to provide residential sccommadla- 
fion to its staff, 31 M.LG. (Mudldle income Group\/lLG. (Lower Income 
Group) hotties aye been comtracted for the offers und the statl, Sisteent 
houses taye besa constructed in the Urban Estate, Gurgaon, for the \Govern- 
ment employees bolonging to low incoms group. The Police Lines Coloay. 
at Gargoon ani a hulldiny for the residence of Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
‘Nuk stand completed. Twelve quartess for the police at Hasanpar have been 
complied. The comirnction of new police station at Bullabearh is alo in 
progress. 


‘The facilities wt tourist complexes, Hodal, Sohna, and Sultanpar Lake, 
are being expanded by constructing two campus huts at cach of these pluces 
besides 6 Drivers’ cinteen ot Hodel The restaurant st Hodal is being 
extended to provide & museum at the ground floor and a restaurant at the first 
floor. A Farmers’ hostel has also been. constructed in the campus housing 
istrict offices of the Agriculture Department. A modera building for Higher 
Secondary School has been completed in the Urbam Estate, Gurgion, which is 
‘presently occupied by the Stato Institute of Science Education, 


‘The building of new roads, their maintenance and improvement of existing 
roads constitute 2 significant activity of the department. In 1970-71, the 
Government had embarked upon 2 crash programms for connecting every village 
‘of the district with a metalled road. Till March 1977, 1,999 kilometres of 
mietalled roads were constracted linking 854 villages. The work regarding. 
linking the remaining villages with roads is in hand, The roads in Gurgaon 
town have beea greatly improved and concrete footpaths hay= besa provided. 
‘The construction of Gurgion-Pali Road, which provides a short link betwsea 
Gurgaon und Fandabad and his beea accepted by the Government of India 
‘sw road of economic and inter-State importance, is in progress, 


Prior to the ereution of Haryana Urban Development Authority on 
January 13, 1977, the work cegarding the construction of roads, community 
buildings, ete, in the Urban Estates st Gurgaon and Faridabad was looked 
after by this department. 


A Techoological Consultancy Centre at Faridabad slong with staf quarters 
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ras completed by the department on behalf of Y.M.C.A. (Young Men 
‘Christians Association) duting 1976-77 and additional staff quarters for this 
centre ure: under construction. Construction of additional accommodation for 
Deaf and Dumb Cente, Gurgaon, is in progress. 


‘Two villages, Ferozepur Namak and SidhmiWli, were selected by the 
Government 24 focal villages. In Ferozepur Namak, a Nutsery School-cum- 
Mahila Mandal, a Panchayat Ghar, « dispensary nnd jinternal roads have beet 
completed. At Sidhrawli, the Panchayat Gut has been completed and. the 
construction of a periphery road and Nursery School-cum-Mahila Mandal are 
in progress, :

‘A brief description of the various offices of the Irrigation Department 
concerned with the Gurgaon district and working under the adoinistrative 
control of the Superintending Engincer, Western Yaniunt Qumnay Canal 
Feeder, Gurgaon Canul Girete, Delhi, is given, below. Tho Superintending 
Engineer functions under the overall control of the Chief Engineer, Irrigation,

Faridabid Division, Gurgaon Canal, Faridabad—The division is headed

The origin of the division may be traced to Gurgaon Canal Division No.1, 
Which was established! in March 1960 with headquarters at Faridabad for the 
construction of 312.80 miles (303,3 kilometres) of Gurgaon Canal and its 
distibutariesiminors.'| The division was closed on. November 30, 1962 and 
amalgatnated with Gaunchi Drainage Division, Palwal, However, to accelerate 
the work on Gurguon Canal and its off'twking channels, this division was te- 
opencd on April 4, 1964 and tenamed as Faridabad Division, Gurgion Canal, 
Faridabad. This division was responsible for food protection works on Zahar 
Nalah und River Yamuna and maintenance of Ring Bunds of khadar areas of 
the Ballabgarh and Palwal tabsils which were later on transferred to Gaunchi 
Division, Faridabad, In July 1972. This division is also responsible for: the 
maintenance of Badkhal Bund, Dhauj Bund, Kot Bund, Kherli Lals Bund, 
Pali Palwid Bund and Ankhir Bund,

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The running of Gurgion Canal, which provides irrigation facilites 
through |ts completed portion to the ureas of the Bullabgarh, Palwal, Nub and 
Firozpur Shirka tahsily and a part of the Gurgaon tahsil of the Gurgaon 
district, 1s controlled by-this division. 


In-addition, the construction work of Gurgaon Canal Feeder from mile $ 
{kilometre 8) to mile 15 (kilometre 24) of Agra Canal has also been entrusted 
to Faridabad Division after the amalgamation of Gurgaon Canal’ Division, 
Faridabad’ with Faridabad Division, Faridabad, on August 25, 1972, 


Gurgaon Canal fs proposed to off-iake from opposite mile 5 (kilometre 8) 
‘of Agra Canal. It hes a net-work of distributaries, Of these, some ate flow and 
some are lift channels where water is lifted by electric pumps to commitnd the 
hhigh ares. For the present, a temporary Head Regulator has been provided 
iat mile 15 (kilometre 24) of Agra Canal for 600 cusecs discharge so that the 
jerigation could be started at an early date-xs the Gurgaon Canal itself is 
lmest complete fram Head to RD 168. On completion of this project, a gross 
area of 3.57,975 sores (1,44,867 hoctares) and culturable commanded area of 
3,22,693 acres (1,30,559 hectares) will be covered. With this, the recurrence 
of droughts in the Gurgaon district would be prevented; regular irrigation will 
Boost food production in the area. 


Gaunchi Division, Gurgaon Canal, Faridabad —This division came into 
existence in 1959 with headquarters at Palwal. The main function of the division 
‘was to set up an effective drainage system in the Gurgaon district to save 
tthe village ahedis and land badly affected by floods. Accordingly, the 
construction work of Gaunchi Main Drain, about 43.5 miles (70 kilometres) 
Jong, was started during 1959-60 along with the construction work of link 
drains. Previously the work was being handled by Faridabad Division, 
‘Gurgaon Canal, Faridabad. The work on Nuh and Ujina Drainage System was 
also cartied out by this division during 1961-62 to 1963-64. 


In November 1962, the work of the other two divisions of the Gurgaon 
‘Canal Project, which bad been closed down, was also temporarily transferred 
to this division, Its headquarters were shifted from Palwal to Faridabad in

1968, all the flock! Control wod drainage works of the district, which were 
pteviewsly with the Karnal Drainage Division, Karnal, were also transferred 
to this division. 


‘The Nub and Ujina Drains with their link drains and all bunds tin .the 
Gargaon district were transferred to Gutyson Drainage Division, Gurgaon, of 
June 23, 1970, while Burwala Link RD 9,502—$5,060 was transferred to this 
division: due to the closing down of WIC Feeder Division, Narwans. All the. 
Fiver protection works along river Yamuina and Zahar Nalily were also teans- 
ferred to this division ja July 1972. Besides, after the closing dawn of Gurgaon 
‘Canal Division, Faridabad, on August 25, 1972, the work of flood. protection 
‘of villages Basantpur, Dadria and Mohabatpur was also teansferred to this 
division, 


There were five syb-Uivisions under this division up to Tune 25, 1972. But 
subsequently one of the sub-divishons, i.e Rajasthan Link Sub-Division ‘No. Il, 
‘Palwal, which wos renamed:xs Drtinage!Sub-Diyision Ny.I1, Palwal an December 
16, 1971, wis-mierged with Palwal Drainage Sub-Division, In-March 1975, 
there were-onily four sub-divisions, namely Ballubgarh Works SubDivision, 
Faridabad; Rujasthen Link Sub-Division, Palwal; Puahana Sub-Division, 
‘Hodal; aud Pulwal Drainage Sub-Division, Patwal, under the charge of this 
division. ‘These subdivisions are: enteusted with, the flood protection works, 
maintenaice work-of link canals, construction of approach channels, outfalls 
and diversion ruins, remodelling of Gaunchi Main Drain from outfall ta. 
RD 122,000 nd some other link drains, river protection works, the work of 
Raoli Band and Gaunchi Main Drain. from RD 1,22,000 to 2,29,500 besides 
some other link drains and the maintenance of pump houses. 


“There wos unprecedented) rainfall'during the rainy seasan of 1977, which 
urpassed all the previous records. Earlier, the works had been proposed keop- 
ng in view the anual fainfill to the tune of S08 mm but in 1977, over 762 mm 
‘ainfall was recorded during July to September thas completely jeopardising 
the normal working of the drain. Keeping in view the Soods of 1977 it has 
been proposed to construct link drains ourfulling into Gaunchi Main Drain and 
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‘also to provide ring bunds sround the villages which were inundated.* It has 
‘also been proposed to deepen the Gaunchi Main Drain. The efficiency of the 
fink drain would greatly improve and even during floods, the link drain would 
‘continue to work, This in turn shall help im the timely depletion of rain-water 
from the existing catchment of fink drain and thereby save the {harif crop and 
rabi sowing Besides, the construction of Ujina Diversion Drain (starting from 
RD 24,79) Ujind Drain and outfalling in river Yamung) is being executed by 
the Ujina Diversion Circle, Faridabad. With the construetion of these: 
projects flood problem im the district is likely to be solved. 


Gurgaon Drainage Division, Gurgron—Heaied by an Exccutive Enzincer, 
and with ifs headquarters at Gurgsco, this division hes under its charge fout 
subdivisions, viz. (2) Gurgaon Drainsge Sub-Division No. 11, Gurzon, (i) 
Bund Sub-Division, Sohna, (ji) Drainage Sub-Division No. I, Nuh and Gv) 
Drainage Sub-Divsion No. I, Nuh.* These sub-divisions are entrusted with 
the task of drainsee, Hood protection works and minor irrigation schemes in 
the district.

W.3.C. Feeder, Gurgaon Canal Mechisical Division, Dethl—This division 
fs prinarily meant for the proper upkeep, repairs and maintenance of all 
the machinery required forthe execution of various works scartered in the 
Gurgaon district under the control of Faridabad Division, Gauncht Division 
and Gurgaon, Drainage Division of WJ.C. Feeder, Gurgaon Canal Circle, 
Delhi. ‘There are four sub-dfivisions attached to this divivion, namely 
Mechanical Sub-Division, Faridabad; Mechanical Sub-Division, Sohna; 
Mechanical Drainage Sub-Division, Palwal and Mechanical Feeder ‘Sub-Division, 
Delhi. 


This division attends to ull the mechanical jobs involved in the constie- 
tion of Gurgaon Canal stich as the muintenance and operation of excavation 
machinery, compaction of ewnal banks, lowering of subsoil water for the purpose 
of excavation and lining, and the supply of water for compaction. and lining 
wherever required. It also looked after the earthmioving machinery of the 
Construction Gisele No, 1, Delhi, til March 1978. This division has played an 
important role in the initial excavation and lowering of the subsoil water and 
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installation of heavy pumps for the two major works, viz. (i) Kanmeda Band 
Regulator and Kotla Pump House und (i) Sond, Banchari and Kot Bahin 
Pump Houses on Gasinchi Main Druin, and ndertakes dewatering of flood 
Wats from villagst dating monsoon. Departmental workshops: at Ballab- 
gathand Palwal for maintenance and repairs of heavy eurthoving machinery, 
Pumping sets and tranéport are run hy this division. Theee pr \torts wt Narwana, 
Karnal (WIC Fall) and Ballnbgarh where many unsérvicesbls items, of earth- 
moving machinery have been stoted, This division also undertakes the jobs 
for erection of gates and gearing: including repairs, initalled on Gurgaon Canal 
System. 


‘HARYANA Sava Execrmicrry Bojan. 


The Gurgnon district Is covered by two circles of the Haryana State 
Electricity: Hoard, Chandigarh, and the heudquarters of these circles. are loested 
itt Faridabad and Delhi. The Superintending Engincer in chargs of Faridabad 
Operation Circle thas under his jurisdiction Batlubsork, Faridabad and Palwal 
Divisions. One division of the Delhi Circle fs located in the district at Gurgton: 
A small pockst of Pataudi town, with ity adjoining arcan is being looked! after 
by Rewari Division. Each of these divisions has four to seven sub-tivisions 
‘and some sub-pffies tuner. i. 


‘There are 'two separate divisions for the constriction of lines, sub-stations 
nd connected civil works Roth the Jivisioné Nave theie headquarters at 
Gurgaon. These divisions function under the Superintending Engineer, 
‘Transmission Construction Circle, Chandigarh. 


‘There are 32 sub-stations of 66 ky and’33 kv.capacities in the district. 
The former are located at Faridabad, Gurgaon, Palla, Dabriwala, Oswal Steet 
(Sector 24, Faridabad), Globe Steel (Ballabgarh), Solinu, Palwal, Partp Steel 
(Bailabgarh), Northern Indi (Ballabgarh), Maruti (Gurgaon), Universal Stee! 
and Alloys (Faridabad) and Patandi’ and the latter ot Taort, Nwh, Bhades, 
Hyderabad Asbestos (Ballabgarh), Mathura Rond (Foridabst), td-eah (Ballab- 
goth), Hodal, sthin, Pumahana, Firozpor Jhirka, Farrokhnager, Badrouta, 
‘Manesar, Escorts (Faridabad), Partap Stoel (Ballaigarh), Chandut, Badshah- 
‘pur, $.G. Steel (Rullabearh) and Gurgion. There is « 220 ky substation at 
Rallabgsrh under the charge of Bhakra Bets Management Boant. This js the 
Primary grid station of the power net-work to feed areas of the district and it 
Teceives. power from Bhakra und the Thermal Complexes around Delhi, i.e. 
LP. Station of DESU and Badarptt Thermal Power Plint, 


Faridabad in this district is one of the most flourishing industrial complexes 
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inthe country. ‘The factories here produce minchiners, goods of vurious 
types including tractors, motor-cycles, scooters, refrigerators, electrical goods 
and numerous kinds of consumer items, The boatd has installed n. thermal 
power station in this town to augment the power supply so that the energy, 
demusd in this area js met with satisfactorily. Initially the thermsl power 
station had 2 13 MW plant which went into production in Febrisry 1966, The 
genoration capacity, with the Joad demand picking up, was further inereased 
subiequently. The unit of 60 MW was added in November 1974 followed by 
second unit of the same capacity during Murch 1976. The enpacity of the 
thermal plunt ix planted to be further raised and! the work of installing a thied 
‘unit of 60) MWY fas boen taken in hand, 


Whien the Huryainit State Electricity Borai! was formed in. carly 1967, only 
225 villages had electricity. As a consequence of the implementation of the 
programme of cent per cent rural electrification in the State by November 
1970, all the villages in the district were electrified. 


Tubewells are playing an important role jx the development of agrictilttire 
in the district. Their number has gone up more than six times during the last 
ten years. The amber of power-rua tubewells in'the district which wus 4.193 
‘on March 31, 1967, increased to 26,114 by the end of March 197. Thewe 
tubewells irrigate about 2.26 lakh acres (0.91 lakh hectares) of lund. 


‘There has been w sharp rise m the number of power connections provided 
to various catezories of consumers:in the istrict over the period March 1967 
to Marchi 1977, as is evideot from the following table :—

Cooperative DeraneMenT 


“This department is represented in the district by three General Line-agd 
three Spevial Line Assistant Registrars, Co-operative Societies, The former 
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Yhree are posted wt Gurgaon, Palwal and Nuh. The jurisdiction of the Asti 
hunt Registrar, Cooperative Societies, Gurgaon, extends to the Gurgaon tahiil, 
that of the Palwal to the Palwal and Ballabgarh tabsils and that of Nah to the 
Noh and Firorpur Jhirka tahsifs All the Asiistait Registrars fimetion ander 
the administrative control of the Registrar, Cooperative Societies, Haryana, 
through the Deputy Rezistrar (Industrin!), Cooperative Societics, Haryana, 
Chandiaarh, The Assistant Revistrars are aséisted in their work by 13 General 
Line Inspectors who ure posted ia each block. These General Lise Inspcetars 
‘work under the designation of Extension Officer, Cooperation, and are assisted 
by three or four SubsInspectors. Besides, there are 18 Special Line Inspectors, 
Ke. Inspectors Marketing (2), Inspector Labour (1), Inspector Farming Societies 
(1), Inspectors Industrial (4), Inspectors Milk Supplies (9) and. Inspector 
Consumers Stores (1). 


These General Line Assistunt Registrars ate responsible for the healthy 
growth und development of the cooperative movement. They: make sure 
that agriculturists receive adequate and timely supply of short, medium and 
long term efedit ‘through Central Cooperative Banks, Land Development 
‘Banks, Agricultural Service and Credit Societies, etc They also artnge for 
te supply of agricultural requisites such as chemical fertilizers, improved 
seeds, inuecticides and gestlcides, For ensuring better and remunerative prices 
to them the produce of the agrictlturists js routed through the marketing co- 
operatives. Besides, consumer goods like sugar, foodgeains, kerosene oil, 
ete., ure also arranged for them through a net-work of village service ¢o- 
Operatives, 


The three Special Line Assistant Registrars ure posted at Gurgaon. These 
are ; Assistant Registrar (Todustrial), Cooperative Societics; Assistant Registrar 
(Milk Supply), Cooperative Societies and Assistant Registrar (Milk), Intensive 
Cattle Development Project, Cooperative Societies, The first functions under 
the administrative control of the Deputy Repstrar (Industrial), Cooperative 
Societies, Haryana, Chandigarh, while the secon under the Registrar, Co- 
‘operntive Socicties, Haryana and the third under the Animal Husbandry 
Department. The jurisdiction of Assistat Registrar (Industrial) extends to 
the Gurgaon, Rohtak and Mahendragarh districts and that of the other two. 
Assistant Registrars to the Gurgaon district, 


Derantsoet oF WaLFARE oF Scrrputen Castes anp BACKWARD CLASSES 


This department is represented in the district by the District Welfare Officer 
for Scheduled Castes and Backward Classes who is assisted by five Tabsil 
Welfare Officers, one in each tahsil and one Male Social Worker, one Lady 
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Social Worker and-ooe Lady Attendant working in'each of the 4 comnmnity 
centres "The main duties of this officer relate to the creation of public opinion 
‘ageinst. untouchability and to the adoption of messures for the welfare of 
Scheduled Castes, Vimulat Jatis: and Other Backward Classes and: imple- 
mentation of various schames for theit uplift, 


The Male Social Workers hold adult education classes and deliver lectures 
against untouchability, social evils amongst the Scheduled Castes and also work 
for the general uplift of the Scheduled Castes, Vimukat Jatis and Other 
Backward Class. This work is intensively carried throupts the four community 
centres located at villages Manpur (tahsil Nuh), Pirthia (tahsif Patwal), 
Faridabad and Dayatpur (tahsil Batlabgarh).- Besides this, sewing, cutting and 
knov-hoiy of small-scale industries is also taught in the commimity centres. The 
Hurijan widows ure given a monthly stipend of Rs. 20 each for one year and 60. 
completion of the course each widow is iven a sewing machine free of cost. 


‘The Lady Social Workers hold bafwadi classes and arrange sutsangs in 
the cammunity centres, They deliver Ioctures to Harijan women on child- 
care, geucrul cleanliness, efe, Besides, they visit Harijan hartie and create a. 
public opinion umong the residents that they should observe no distinctions 
even among themselves and other castes. 


‘The Lady Attendants are trained Dals and provide maternity aid to the 
expectant mothers in the radius of 8 kilometres of each centre,

‘The District Treasury ut Gurgaon is under the control of a Treasury Officer 
ssisted by the three Askistant Treasury Officers, one each for the sub-treastrics 
at Nuh, Firozpar Shirks and Hathin, The cavh transactions of the treasury 
and sub-treasuiries are conducted through the branches of the State Bank of 
India at Gurgaon, Nuh and Firozpur Jhirka while Hathin is a non-banking sub- 
‘easury. There is another full-fledged treasury at Faridabad under the control 
of a separate Treasuty Officer who is also assisted by three Assistant Treasury 
Officers, one cach for Ballabgarh, Pulwal and Hodal. The cash transactions of 
the treasury anit sub-treasuries are conducted through the branches of the 
State Bank of India at the respective places exept, Hodal in which case the cash 
transnctians are conducted through the State Bank of Patiaia, 


The threefold functions of a Treasury Officer comptise (0) teceipt of revenue 
including sale of stamps on behalf of the Central and State Governments, (b) 
disbursement of Bills of pay and allowances of Government ‘employees, bills 
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of contingencies, grant.it-uid, scholarships and pensions inchiding: military 
‘Pensions, and (c) maintenance of necowmts pertaining to (a) and (b). 

The district treasury was previously under the charge of an Extra Assistant 
Commissioner (Revenue Departinent) who could not obviously devote full 
altention to this fob, being entraxted with magisterial work in addition to, the 
treasury duties Under the scheme of Re-organisation of Treasuries intro- 
duced in December 1955, the district treasury came under the administrative 
control of the Finance Department and & Treasury Officer belonging 
to the Punjab (now Haryxna): Finance and Accounts Servics Cadre and 
well versed with accounting procedure was appointed for efficient working of 
treasury und maintenance of ite accounts, 


Punic Retavions Drrawraent 


The Public Relations Department has. district office at Gurgaon headed 
‘by a District Public Relations Officer, Ho serves as a link between the people 
and the Government at the district and State fevel, He is responsible for 
publicising plans and policies of the Governmeot and conveying people's 
Feactions to the Government. Me nmititains Haison with the Press/All India 
Radio for explaining the official point of view. He also plays an important 
role in communicating public grievances 1 the Government, 


In order to enable him to perform his manifol! duties proficiently and 
expeditiounly, the District Public Relations Offer is assisted by tho field 
publicity staff including the Assistant Publig Relations Officer, Fiald Publicity 
Assistants, a Deams Party, 0 Bhajan Party, a Mobile Cinema Unit and the 
Publicity, workers at all the tahsil and block: Reudquasters. The three information 
centres ut Gurgion, Nuli and Ballabgath ice also maintained by him. He ali 
Jooks after the work of Tourism and Cultural Affairs Departments, within his 
district. He distributes Government's publicity {itorature, organises. public 
mestings, conferences, exhibitions, film and drama shows. He is also the officer 
fespoutible for the coverage of the press und television news for the important 
functions that are Held the district from time to tirpe, 


The District Public Relations Officer is also in-charge of the Rural 
Community Lirtening Scheme Five hundred and twenty two radio sets have 
been allotted to the panchayats, vilhige cooperative societies, and govern- 
ment achools in rural areas of the district. For proper mintetinoe und 
Tepaits of these sets, a well-equipped radio workshop has been establisbied at 
the district headquarters. Repairs of the tadio sets are algo carried out at the 
four sub-ventres located at Pulwal, Noli, Fitoapur Jhitka and Ballabgarh, 
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Being aujacent to Delhi, most of the district ares comes within the range 
of the Delhi Television Station. Taking advantige of this situstion, 107 TV 
sets were installed by the end of March 1977 at different places for the benelit 
of general public.' Out of this, 7 sets were provided by the Indian Atomic 
Energy Commission, 10 by Government of india and the rest by different 
departments of Haryana Government, ‘The didiribution of the TV sets is

Food AND Supruies Darartinst 


‘This department is represented by the District Food and Supplies 
Controlter. He isassisted by 2 District Food and Supplics Officers, 5 Assistant 
Food und Supplies Officers, 34 Inspectors and 51. Sub-Inspectors besides other 
‘miniterial establishment, He functions undee the administritive control of 
the Director, Food and Supplies, Hatyant, and js responsible for the procure 
ment of foodgsains and their despatches to other States and, deficit areas im 
Haryana. He looks after proper storage of foodgrains kept in provincial 
reierve and arranges for their distribution us also the distcibution of augae, 
Kerosene oll, coment, coal/coke, vegetable gi, ete, al reasonuble/control prices, 
The distribution of foodgtains and other essential commodities is regulated 
through a network of fair price shops in the district. Those activities are 
regulated through. various controlilicensing ordes issued by the Food and 
Supplies Departuent mainly under the Essentias Commodities Act, 1935. 


Prior to the abolition of wheat zones on April 4, 1970, wheat, rice and sugar 
‘were smuggled out of this distiict into Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. The higher 
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Prices of these articles in: these States Encouraged such smuggling tendencies. 
‘Taoru (thsi! Nuh), Dharuhera (tuthsil Rewari),! Hodal (tahsi} Palwal) and. 
Firozpur Jhirka were the vulnerable points for smuguling of food articles, To 
checkmate this smuggling, three barriers, one each st Firozpur Jhirka, Hodal and 
Kund?, were extublished. By March 1977, 13 more barriers were established 
at Furrukinagar, Makroly, Dharaumpur, Bajghera, Gualpabari, Surajkund, 
Basantpur, Punahana, Dundshera, Sikandurpur, Badarpur, Sarai Khwaja and 
Tqbalpur, In addition, six check. posts at Faridabad, Sikendarpur, Kapasera, 
Tek, Biwan and Juisinghpur Khera were established by the Police to counteract 
‘amoggling operations. 


Procurement of wheat Ir made by the Government mainly to ensure price 
rapport to the farmers: besides building up reverve stock for utilisation during 
Jean itionth wien-prices usally tond to go up. The procurement price fixed 
thy the Government of India from year to yeur helps tho producers to get a 
yeasonuble price for thlor produce brought to mands.

As stated earlier, 
when the food zones were abolished on April 4, 1970, the peices were higher 
in the bordering States of Unar Pradesh and Rejaxthan, This led to more 
purchases by privite trade aud there was lets procurement by the Goverament. 


‘When the State took aver of the wholesale trade in. whest (a 1973, wheat 
‘oties were again formed: Haryana State was made a zone in invelf. The pricos 
of What in the neighbouring States of Rajasthan, Uitar Pradesh and Hinuchal 
Pradesh and tho Union Territory of Delhi remained higher than the prices of 
wheat hore. Comequoutly, large-scale smuggling was upprehended and to 
‘chock Jt strict amiiautuggling measures were taken. Beiides the antiamugeling 
check post, un anti-amuggling Nying squad was stationed at the district heul- 
quarters. Procurement suf was also strengthened, In order wo facilitate 
‘the expeditious payments to the Aachha arhtlss/producers, three pay points 
at Palwal, Faridabad and Gurgsoa were opened in this district where payment 
for the wheat procured was mule by cheques on the existing oF newly opened 
‘branches’ of the cooperative banks. ‘The take-over responsibility for the 
wholesale trade in wheat was, however, abandoned by the Government in 1974 
and the private ine Was again allowed to operate under certain restrictions, 
The procurement purchases and the auti-sinuggling measures by the Govern- 
ment, However, continue unabated,

The District Statistical Officer tus been fiver the additional charge of the 
District Planning Officer. He formulates district development plans under the 
guidance and direction of the District Planning Advisory Board, Dirtrict 
Planniog Committee and District Executive Councils which work under the 
supervision of the Deputy Commissioner, He coordinates the statistical 
activities of various departments in the district: and also renders them tehnital 
guidance rogatding collection and compilation of statistics on. proper linn,

tench Hind to ts employices i the Hindi roglon in order to ensuro ant easy and 
smooth switch aver from English to Hindi by October 2, 1962, totroduction 
Colle Were created in September 1962 ar district headquarters.

The Distnet Language Officer paid 
vitits. to various Gavernmant offices located in the district, guided and helped 
the stuf in tiding over their difficulties. Tmining in Hindi typewriting und 
dhorthand to the Government employees was also imparted by an Instructor in 
hin office, The dittation of type classes was 4 months and that of shorthand 
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classes 9 months, The-cundidates who had completed these coutses. success- 
fully by October 31, 1968, wore awarded certificates and cash prizes of Rs. 100 
and Rs, 150 respectively us an incentive, Hindi was introduced’ as an oficial 
Janguape in the Scate on. January 26, 1969, The objective having been achieved, 

training classes in, Hind! stenography and typowriting wore closed on 
December 31, 1969 and the office of the District Language Officer was wound 
Up in April 1970, 


In order to promote Hindi in the district, the Department of Languages, 
during the Second Five-Yerr Plan, introduced the scheme of literary contests.

It wan re-ofwanised in| 1948 
when & Regionul Director wus appointed ti euch Stile, assisted by an Assistant 


Regional Director, and one or two District Organisers, National Savings, in each 
distilet.*

established in December 1948 tinder a District Organiser, National Savings. Qne 
Additional District Organiser Wes also poxtet! at Faridabad in 1X1, One more 
District Savings Officer was later on posted at Faridabad in 1971. The

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designation of the District Organiser waa changed to District Savings Officer

these Is entrusted to the embers of tho Savings Committee. To educate 
the people about the ailvuntages of the Scheie, publicity is curried out by 
‘means of radio, cinoma slides, films, folders, posters, exhibitions, public mect- 
ings, dooi-to-dode and shop-to-shop canvaxsings, eto. ‘Two-thirds of the total 
ret collections are plavsd at the disposal of the State Government by the Govern 
ment of India for the development schemes in the State and the remaining 
onethitd is utilised by the Centril Government.

Chapter XIV 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


‘Hisory o Local GovennMEnt: 


A progressive account of the development of local government in the dise 
trict makes intoresting reading in so (ar as it reflects the growing importance 
of certain. areas fron: time to time. The first step towards the introduction. of 
otal government was the constitution of monieipalities (Class 111) at Farrukh 
nagar, Firozpur Jhirka and Palwal in 1868. In 1879, local Government insti- 
tutions were set up at Sohna (Class IIT municipal committee), Nuh (notified 
fates) sind Hodal (small town committee), According to the Gurgaon District 
Gazerteer, 1910, there were then five municipalities (Farruliaagur, Palla 
Firorpur Jhirks, Sohna aod Hod!) and four notified aceay (Hadayarpur 
Chhisoni, Nuh, Punithats and Hathia), although by the Panjab Government 
Notifications Nos, 674 and 679, dated the (7th Noveinber, 1908, thi Fartukhy= 
‘nagar and Sohna municipalities had already been reduced to the stutus of 
notified dreas*. Punabaua notified area was abolished sometime after1912, The 
municipal committees of Ballabgarh* and Farldabad* (now Faridabad Old) 
were included in the district with the merger of the Ballabgarh tahsil in 1912, 
thus raising the number of municipal committees again to $, while:the number 
of notified areas stood at 5. Duritig the next two decades, Hadayatpur ‘Ciihaoni, 
Farrukhnagar, Sohna and Hathin notified areas were abolished* thus leaving. 
only one notified area, viz. Nuk, It 1934, Farrakhnagar was made a small 
town committee, Hailey Mandi was constituted as ® notified area in 1941,

The Urban Estate Department by March 31, 1977, had 
allotted 25,000, residential und 1,000 industria). plots in various sectors. 
Haryaria Housing Board has also constructed 2,300_ houses of various 
categories in different sectors.

The genesis of tawn planning lies in: the need to eradicate the evils created 
by land hunger ia urban ares resulting in haphazard and ugly growth of 
Towai with their aumerous striking slums. Town planning provides for urban 
Usvelapment in accordance with recognised standards to create a desire for 
healthier living. 


‘The concept off towa: planning in the district Was first introduced imme- 
diately after the Purtition of the country in 1947 when rehabilitation colonies 
were planned und set up in the fos of New Industrial Township at Faridabad 
and Model Towa ind Four/Eight-Matla Colonies at Gatzion and Palwal for 
housing the displaced population. 


‘In order to provide fur the manifold increase in its projected population, 
the Delhi Master Plan hus recommicnded, a part of it to be uccominodatad in, the 
ight cing towns around Delhi which include Gurgaon and Faridabad Complex. 
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‘These towns are being developed to accommodate 2.25 and 4.5 lakh of populi- 
tion respectively by the end of the present century, As a rewult of stringent 
Controls imposed i Delhi aller 1956, considerable overspll of hyphazard and 
‘Spociilutive activity Was observed in these towns, especially in the Faridabad 
Complex, 


To check such tensencies on the part of speculators and to regulate 
‘development, the area around Faridabad and Ballabgarh, right from the 
Delhii Border, was dectared as controlled ares in 1963 under the Punjals Scheduled 
Roads an) Controlled Areas Restriction of Unregulated Development Act, 
1963. The development plan was finalised and published in 1966, which 
‘provided for the development of 5,500 acres. (2,226 hectares) for residential use 
and 1,500 acres (607 hectares) of land for industrial wie, besides the areas under 
‘the existing towns, 


A major. umnendment. to this Master Plin wisx made in 1968, whereby an. 
Additional area of 3,000 ones (1.214 hectares) of which 600 acres (243 hoctuces) 
for industrial use unit 2,400 acres (971 hectares) for residential use was added 
for development, The developinent plin of the rea wis again amended in, 
1974, when tand use of the area of about 450 acres (182 hectares} lying beyond. 
Ballabgarh overbridge and bounded by railway lise in the cast and by the 
distributwry in the weat, was changed from) rum to industrial purpose. The 
major role in the execution of the development plan was performed by the 
Deparknent of Urban Estates, which’ acquired land and sold-plots on’ "no 
‘profit np loss busis’. Plots were sold on {ree-hold basis, By March 31, 1977, 
22,430 plots were sold if 16 residential and 1,000 plots in 10 industri! sectors, 
‘The development is complete in 9 of the 16 residential sectors and in 4 of the 10 
industrial sectors. 


The municipal schemes In the towns of Ballabasrh, Faridabad Old and 
Faridabad Towaship were earlier. prepared by the ‘Town Planning Department. 
But there was:no 60-ordination in between the schemes of three towns prior to 
1972, because municipal aluits of thew towns were looked after by’ the 
respective municipalities. To facilitate planned development of these areas, 
Faridabad Complex yrs formed on January 15, 1972, comprising the areas of 
‘the erstwhile municipalities of Ballabeath, Faridabad Old, Faridabad Township 
and 17 vilhiges, ‘The Faridabad! Complex administration with « full edged 
wing af town planning unier the supervision of @ Senior Town Planner, now 
[prepares various development schemes Tor the areas comprising the Complex, 
‘The Faridabail Complex also functions as an Improverignt Trust within. its 
limits and the provisions of the Punjab Town Improvement Act, 1923, apply 
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anvitatis mutauulis to ths Faridabad Complex uniter section 9 of the Faridabad 
Comples. (Regulation and Development) Act, 197).

With a view to controlling the haphazard ¢roieth in the municipal areas 
of the towns, regulitiry, town) plunging schemes are framed under the Haryana 
Municipal Act, 1973 by the musicipalities: Out of 14 uch schemes of Gusgion 
and 5 of Palwal_miutisipalities, 9 schemes of Gusgad and'3 of Palwal have been 
sanctioned by the Government. 


Development schesnes aro‘also undertaken by’ the Jinprovement Trusts 
funder the Punjab Town. Improvement Act, 1922, An Improvement Trust 
A Ghicgaon was constituted in 1963. but was dissolved in 1967. Ik was to 
Sonstituted in 1969. Ir has so far framed 19 developinent schemes for residential 
and commercial purposes.

During the British rogitte, the village panchayats which wed to manage 
the alfuirs oF the irudari (brotherhood) ‘ceased (0 have any official status. 
However, it was sil’ patent force among the united willige communities. It 
‘continued to regulate their private affairs ax well as those affecting their common 
interest. Lambardars appointed by the Goverament from amongst the Jeadiog 
member, repliced the panchayats, There were usually ene oF more headmen 
ineach division and sub-division ofthe village. The average villager gradually 
became aware that under the regime of Lambardars, the panchayats were 
completely ignored and so he ceased to pay uny regard to theit wishes. The 
headmaa, hitherto, not so dontinant, acquired comiderable pawer and’ prestige 
with Government patronage. 


This virtual disappearance of panchayats brought about a disintegration 
of village communities, At was, However, realised that (or the routine ddminis~ 
tration of'common affairs of the village sonie kind of orgunisation should be 
created. The Decentralisation Commission (1908) concluded that it was desite- 
tuble in the interest of decentralisation and of the association of" the poople with 
the task of atlministration that-an attempt be made to constitute the village 
panchayats for the udministration of local affairs. Consequently, an attempt 
to tevive the panchayat system Wass made in 1912, but it did not find a healthy 
linate to thrive, The Village Panchayat Act, 1922, abolished the panchayats 
routes! by the Act of 1912 und provided for the constitution of panchayats 
‘consisting of elected Panches holiing office for3 years. The panchayats were 
given administrative functions and judicial powers both ctiminal and civil, 
The Panchayat Act of 1939 consolidated and extended the law relating 10 
panchayats and give them powers of mxation. 


The necestty of eitablishing village panchayats throughout the country 
vas fully recognised, aftet Independence and this was laid down inthe Constitu- 
tion of ludin ‘as one’of the Directive Principles of State Policy. 1a pursuance 
OF this, the’ Grain Panchayat Act of 1952 (Punjab Act LV of 1953) was passed, 
‘The civil, adipinistrative and judicial functions of the panchayats wete consider- 
ably incressed in August 1960 by an amendment to the Punjab Gram Panchayat 
‘Act 1952. This provided for the estublishment of a panchayat in every village 
with» populution of not less than 500, anda joint panchuyat for a village with 
lesser population by grouping it with any contiguous village or villages the 
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combined population of which was not less than S00. Under this enactment 
the entire rural population of the Uittict was coveced by panchayats, 


‘The final step towards the implementation of the Pauzhayatt Raj was the 
enactment of the Punjab Panchuiyat Samitis. and Zila Pacishails Act, 1961. 
Under this Act, the Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parshads were constituted at 
tho block and district Jovel respectively. x this way, the Panchayati Raj 
became 2 threstige syste having panchayat at village lovel, Panchayat 
Samiti at the block fevel and Zila Parishad utthedisirct level, The institution 
of Zila Parishad was abotisiied on June 13, 1973, ‘The steuoture of rucal local 
government now comprises two-tieys, Le: 4 panchayat at (ae villige level and a 
Panchayat Samiti atthe block level.

Sources of income.—The panchayats are authorised to levy taxes, duties 
and foes Apart fYom midcellancous items, the main sources of ingame ate 
grants from Goxerament, tious ts, income from shumdar land, voluntary 
contributions, three per ceat of the land holding tax to the panchayat area, foes 
and fines. 

Judiclal fuicitons.—Panchayats haye beon given powers to try certain: 
minor offences like petty shelts, alfray, public nuisance, efc., and ate alto 
enipoworeil to itpose finer. They are not bound by the provisions of the Indian 
Evidence Act, 1872, and as mich lawyers aire not permitted to wppear in the 
proceedings ‘before a panchayat, 

Tie Chiiel Judicin! Magistrate at the district headquarters hears appeals 
from their orders ia uriminal cases, and is empowered to transfer cases from one 
panchayat to another, “The nanehayats have also. beet given powers for trying 
ivi and revenue judiciil cases within certain pecunigry limite. In expect of 
thess eases, they are under the vontrol of the District Judge and the Collector 
respectively." 

"The judicial (criminal, civil and revemuo) work done by the panchayats 
ln the district duting 1966-67 to 1976-77 is shown i Table LVI of Appendix. 


Pulithe wtility work —The functions of the panchayats cover alt important 
matters relutiog to ‘tnunkipal and development works in villages and also 
encouragement. of industry amd sgriculture for improving the economic 
‘conditiog of the community. The public utility work. done by the panchayats 
in the district during 1966-67 10 1976-77 is given in Table LVIF of Appeniit. 


Punstiayut Samilis.—The 1e-organived district stands divided into 11 
‘blocks, each with a Panchayat Samiti which consits of 19:peinary members;

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16 members elected by Panches and Sarpanches, 2 menibers elected by coope- 
rative societies, and 1 member elected by market committees. Every M.L_A. 
teprenenting the constituency of which: the block forms part, works on the 
Panchayat Samiti 2s an associate member, Two lady members and four 
members belonging to the Scheduled Castes, if not elected otherwise, are 
co-opted to the Panchayat Samiti, The Sub-Divisional Officer (Civil) and the 
Block Development and Panchayst Officer work as 0x officio members, The 
‘ex officio end associate members do not have the right to vote. 


‘The Chaitman and Vice-Chairman of the Panchayat Samiti are elected 
by the primary and. co-opted members from amongst themselves for a term 
of 3 years. The Block Development and Panchayst Officer is the Executive 
Olficer of the Panchayat Samiti, 


‘The Panchayat Sumit! is the most important unit in Panchayati Raj. 
‘Most of the work relating to the development of villages in the fists of 
ugticulture, animal husbandry. and fisheries, health aod rural sanitation, 
communications, seelal edweation, comperation and a pumber of other 
Miscellancous subjects ia entrusted to it. It is an agoney of the Goverament for 
the formulation and execution of the community development programme ant 
disbursement of loans. 


‘The Panchayat Samiti has a vital role to play in building up a sound 
financial structure for Panchayati Raj. The ‘Samiti Fund’ consists of : (1) 
apportionment made to it by the Government out of the balance of the district 
fiind standing to the credit of the eestwhile District Honrd, (2) local rate, (3) 
proceeds. of taxes, cosses and fees, (4) funds alloted to Panchayat Sanuiti and 
income. arising from all sources placed at-its dispowa!, (5) rents and profits 
accruing fram property vested in it or managed by the Panchayat Samtiti, 
(all sums contributed to the fund by the Central Government or State Govern- 
mentor any local authority including the panchayat or any private persons 
(7D ull. sums received by the Panchayat Samiti jn the discharge of fitnctions 
exercised by it, (8) all sums paid by Government to tie Panchyat Samiti to 
meet expenses for the performance of ugency fimotions, (9) grants mmde 
by Government for the implementation of community development programme 
and! (10) proceeds oF all sources. of income which the Government may place 
wt the disposal of the Panchayst Samiti, “In adktition, the Panchayat Samiti 
‘cam jinpee any tax which the Stite Legidluture bas power ta impos. 


‘Zila Parishad, Gurgaon —Prior to 1962, the District Board, Gurgaon, 
‘Was responsible for the development of the rural aress of the distrit. The iden 
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‘of the District Boanl can be perceived in the Local Rate Act, 1871, wherein the 
Lt Governor was empowered to ajppoint committees in each district to assist 
thim in determining the manner in Which the focal rate in rural areas was to 
be applied, Such committees consisting of official or non-official members were 
Formod in every district with the Deputy Commissioner as President. The non- 
nfficiel members were appeiited by the Government on the recommendation 
of the Deputy Commissiooer, By virtue of the Punjab District Boards Act, 
1883, the principle of election wat made applicable to District Committees 
which were then termed as District Boardh. ‘The District Bound, Gurgaon, was 
aecordingly constituied in 1883. Local boards were also established 
Simultaneously wt tilil eeedquarters, These local boards, however, proved 
Of little utility and were nbolished in 1898. 


In 1910, the District Board, Gurgaon, consisted of 45 member of Whom & 
were ex efficlo und 37 nominated. In order that all parts of the district miny be 
faitly represented, 20 circles fad been constituted foreach ofwhich a member 
was nominated, while 7 nominations were mide irrespective of circles. Up to 
1906, the nemvefficint members wore elected, It is sited that as the system 
failed, was abolivbed ia favour of nomimition, The Deputy Commisioner, 
Civil Surgeon, District Inspector of Schools and the Tohuildam of the thea 
five hails (excluding Buttabparh) constituted the’ 8 ex officio mmambers. 


Tn 1924, the number of members of the District Board was raised to 48. 
G2elected, 10 nominwted and ex cilcio), In193), the number of elected 
members was Increased 10:36 while that of the appointed and ex officio members 
‘was reduced to 7nd 5 respectively, In'4936, the number of ex officio members 
‘was increaed from Sto 6 After the Partition iy 1947, 12 Muslim members 
of the Board yacnted their seats und in their plice members from amongst 
the displaced persons were appointed by name. In 1950, there were 37 elected, 
7 appointed (norinated) and 6 ex officio members on the Board. With the 
merger of Patoudi State und Bawal, four members were appointed from these 
areas. 


‘Thie chief source of income of the: District Board was the local rate which 
was at first collected pro tata with the land revenue. Owing to’ prolonged 
drought, suspension and remission of land revenue, income from local rate also 
decreased considersbly, In 1907, it wis therefore ordered. that the collection 
of local rate should not Wausally be suspended unless the whole land revenue of 
the aren in question, was suspended. In 1909, it war also, ordered that the 
fncome from the local rate should be extimated at the same figure every year and 
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4 balence of 20 per cent should be maintained to be spent in bad yours to the 
extent to which the lecal rote collections fell below the estimate, Thus the 
income of the Board was steadied. Other important items of receipt were the 
irecire from cattle ponds, education fees, income ftom bunts and civil works 
nd contribution from Provident Funds. The expenditure was’ mainly on 
general t¢ministention, watch and ward, ediication, medical, works, etc. Bet-

Chapter XV 
EDUCATION AND CULTURE 


Histonicak Backarounp 


Ediucation is vital for refinement of the cultured life of @ society. Gurgaon 
seems to Ihave been a centre of education in the ancient past where, according 
to legend, Dronacharya, the great Guru of Kauravas and Pandavas, taught and. 
trained his pupils. But apart from this we know little about what happened here 
in the succeeding centuries, 


Before the advent of the British rule. the system of instruction, here as ele- 
Where, both among the Hindus and Muslists, was intimately connected with 
Aheir religious fastitutions, Some sort of schools popularly known ax pathshalas, 
tmaktabs or madrasahs usedt to be organised here and there, especially ut places 
where the population of a particular community was comparatively larger, 
The sons of Brabamars were sent toa pushshale in the charge of a Pandit to 
Tocelve Instruction in sacred lore and’ritual. ‘The boys began with the Deva 
Nagart alphabet. The instruction in xyakarna (grammar) was individual anit 
two pupils rarely learnt the sare Jeston, ‘The teacher used to sit on his gad 
and the boys went to him by turn to receive instruction. ‘They were divided 
into two sections—Chandraka Parhi xnd Siddhant Pathl, the former studying 
elementary and the latter advanced treatises on Sanskrit grammar. The Mullahs 
in mosques undertook the duty of teaching the Koran to Muslim boys. They 
began by teaching the Arabic alphabet according to the Baghdad) Kaida and 
then went on to teach the Koran, The ordinary Meo was generally content 
with knowing the Kalma, the Asan and one or two ordinary prayers in Arabic. 
‘There was also another type of indigenous institution functioning in the 
district under the Padhas who imparted the knowledge of reading, 
‘writing and keeping of scouts in Lams characters to the wards of shopkeepers, 
These boys also memorised tables 0 perfection. No. books were, however, 
used for this purpose: Each boy had a reed pon, and an earthen inkpot 
‘containing wet clay and a tokht (wooden board) smeared over with red clay 
or soot, on which the teacher marked the alphabet, figures or sums to be 
truced over by the pupils: This marking was called writing Katkhanwz, As 
toon as # boy had mastered the elements of reading, writing and arithmatic, 
the started to assist his father in keeping shop accounts and this completed his 
education. 
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The schools practising the above systems of educstion, now termed ‘indi- 
genous, wore either Hindi, ot Persian schools. In 1846, there were in all 100, 
much schools, Out ofa total number of 1,309 children under instruction, 789 
wero taught Hindi, while only $20 received instruction in Persian. There were 
104 teachers and thelr remuunoration was meagre and uncertain, In.nddition to 
some money, food was occasionally provided to them. Further, every teacher 
used to receive presents on sured duys’ snd on the occasion of weddings of 
their scholars o¢ their relation. ‘There was no such thing as a school building 
exclusively set apart for the purpose. The feacher a:sembled the scholars either 
in the house of oneto the parents or in his own house, # moxue oF «temple. 
The cases were not rate when the teachers imparted instruction gratuitosuly, 


‘After annexation of the Punjab jn 1849, the British Government began to 
‘open suhools iy every district. At the close of 1477-78, 67 schools existed 
in the Gurgaon district as shown below :

Besides, there were 49 indigenous un-aided schools thus bringing the total 
number of schools to 116, The number of teachers, 104 in 1846, rose to 172

the opening of government schools, the quility of instruction in the lower 
schools as compared to that liv the indigenous schools improved, ‘The agricul- 
tural classes paid the wehool cess and local rate but did not send their children 
for instraction, In many’ of the village schools there was preponderance of 
‘boys of the trading classes, which paid! litte towards this support. In any case, 
the foes charged fromm these classes was very «mall. Very few gitls received 
any education beyond what their parents taught them:) 


In 1910, the district was distinctly behind the rest of the province (the thon 
undivided Punjab comprising 29 districts) in the fleld of education, us the 
following figures reveal -—

‘The only hist school in:the district then wae at Rewari which was opened 
448 a middle school in 1857 snd raised to a:high school in 1880, ‘The education 
Of gitls was still in a very backward stage, there were only’ 14 Djsttict Board 
Primary schools for girls with 335 scholars, Progress was very stow: partly 
owing to the apathy of parents and partly to the difficulty of obtaining quilified 
and efficient woman teachers on the low seals of pay offered. 


The introduction of Punjab Primary Education Act, 1918, and passing of 
‘Compulsory Education Act, 1919, gave a filiip us education and w number of 
primary schools were opened for boys and uiris, World War IV also exercised 
some salutary effect on education itt the district, The retrenched. soldiers.on 
their return home urged their brethern to send their wards to school, Many 
of them hud fought abtoad and realised the benefits of education. The result 
was encouriging. In 1947, there were 292 primary, $8 lower middie, $0 upper 
middle, and 11 high schools for boys, 


‘The Independence brought a new type of social order in-its train and 
‘sirrell the mitids of the people who began to strive hard to acquire education 
to meet demands of the new social order, The district was re-orpxaised in 
December 1972 with the tesult that most part of the educationally wdvanced

Prior to reorganisation of the educational setup, there were separate 
agencies for boys’ and girls" schools in the district: The boys’ schools up to 
the middle standard were controlled by District Taspector of Schools and the 
itis! middle schools by District Inspectréss. of Schools. They were assisted by 
Assistant. District Inspectors/Inspectresies for control of the primary schools. 
‘The high and higher secondary schools were controlled by a Diviuional 
Inspector and Divisioniil Inspectress of Schools, Ambals. With the re 
Organisation of educational set-up in May 1963, the Dismict Education Officer, 
Gureton, was, made respomsibie for the administration of all primary, 
middle, high and higher secondary school'for boys and gitls in the distiict. 
In October 1971, the posts of Deputy Education Officers, were rechtis‘ened 
#4 Sub-Divisional Education Officers. The District Education Officer, 
Gurgaon, is assisted by one Education Officer, § Sub-Divisional F:jucation 
Officers; and 18 Block Education Officers, six of whom are women: He holds 
independent charge of the district under the Director of Public: Insteuction, 
Haryana, Chandigarh. 


‘At Assistant Education Officer looks after the promotion of physical 
education in primary anit middle schools, At the minitarial staff level, the 
Sstablishiment, sopounts, examinaton and general (indluding statistics) branches 
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Seoction under the general supervision of « Superintendent who ls respodsible 
6 the District Education. Oticer for general administration and working. of the 
office. 


MEDIUM OF INsTRUCHON 


‘According to the Sachar Formuta introduced in the State in 1949, this 
istect-wasinsluded ia-the Hindi Region. Accordingly, teaching of Hindi 
‘began: from Class 1 sa first laiguage and as medium of instruction, Punjabi 
sas second language was introduced from Class TV. ‘There was, however, an

LITERACY AND EDUCATIONAL STANDARDS 
Grown oF Lrreracy 


In 1901, only 2,6 pee cent of Population of the district was literate. The 
‘exteut of literacy often extended to'little more than the ability to siga one’s 


The Five-Year Plans have brought about a welcome change, ‘The. literate 
Persons in the district in 496 were 20.5 per cont af tie tots! population; male 
literate population being 31,2 per ceat of the male population and the female 
St per ceut of tbe female population. The urge for receiving education is now 
OB the increase and is quite perceptible among the people of the district, This 
‘eeu more in rural areas where u number of schod} buildings have been put up 
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by the people and given ver to the Gavernment, In 1971, 39.6. per cent of the 
‘mule papulution and 14403 per cent of the femule pupalation was literate while 
‘the overall poreentage of literacy was 21.8." 


EpucaTion oF Women 


‘As in other district of Haryana, the women in this district too concern 
themselves more with household duties than with education and to m great extent 
thie i necessitated by the agricultural economy of the district, Before 1900, 
thore were hardly 0.1 per cent literate women and there were only 11 primary 
‘chouls for gitls, where 233.gitls were on roll, 


The growth of the education of girls hs not kept pace with the growth im 
‘other fiodds of activity inthe State, Parents still hesitate to wend their daughters 
to educational middle and higivhigher sccondary schools, The following 
figures show the growth of the elucation oF girls in hie district daring the 
period! 1961-62 t0 1976-77 -—

‘ate of increase hits been rather slow, In order to propagate the education of 
‘girls in the rural areas of thi district, the Education Department opened 
‘eight primary schools in 1972-73 in the rural area exclusively for ‘girls, These

‘Suae lustinte oF Education, Haryana, Gurgaon.—This institute, which’ wus 
shilted from Karnal to Gurguon in 1971, ate at ‘bringing about qualitative 
Ammprovemeat ii the fleld of school education. It is the privcipal agency at the 
Suite level to look after the programme of academic improvement and Tunetions 
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through various wings, vie, Guidance, Evaluation, Language, In-service Traine 
ing, Audio-visual Education, Science and Exteasion Services. By March 1977, 
12,589 teachers/masters were trained through 431 seminars of varying 
uration, ‘The teachers who participate in the seminary workshops are 
provided o very good plitform forexpressing their views freely on all seademic 
problems and the curricula, text books, evaluation techniques and the 
application of new methods. Te conduct research on projects. Witch 
fare of practical interest to the teachers, is another important work of 
the institute: Research: projects on topics like analysis of Hindi text books 
for primary classes, Hindi handwriting scales, wastage nnd stagnation, co 
felation between co-curricular activities and ucademic achievement and cause 
for not sending children to the schools jn rural areas, have been completed.

‘Anendant and one Ground Mali, A-sports centre has been started in Nebrit 
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Stadium, Gurgaon, where coaching in hockey, football and athletics is 
imparted fo young students, both bors and girls. To prepare them for 
competitions, coaching camps for selected teams of the district are held from 
time to time: Talented young playets aro sent to centralised State level 
coeching camps for further specialised training. Such comps are held 
regularly every: year during. vacation separately for school and college students. 


Frem 1970, the Sports Department has started sending parties of 
stedents for high altitude trekking in-Kults Valley mountains during the 
‘summer vacation. Nine boys in 1970 and fifteen boys in 1971, were selected 
‘and sent fromthe Gurgaon district to take part in different parties sponsored 
by the Sports Department, 


Nehru Stadiam, Gorgaon,—A small pavilion was constructed on @ picor 
of land, which was xazvo! property. and then known as Cricket Ground, in the 
thirties by the Nawab of Patudi, a famous cricketer and excellent sportsman. 
In 1955, the Deputy Cummissione:, Gurgaon constructed a new pavilion, It 
was named Nehru: Stodium,' Public donations were accepted in cash 
and kind in developing this stadium. Its management is with the Sports 
Department and the office of the District Sports Oificer |x located in its 
building Separate hockey and football grounds with facility to: play oficket 
exist nt this sports camps, 





‘A good ‘sports campus comprising a set of playgrounds, separate for 
ail games, with s club-house including all modsea facilities for players and 
spectators is-very much nceded for the fst developing Faridabad Industrial 
Complex. ‘There already exist Country Gold Clab, Bate Sports Club and 
Escorts Ground. Some of the big industrial concerns, viz. Escorts Ltd 
Goodyear India Ltd, Metal Box Company of Indi Ltd., Bata Shoe 
Company Ltd., Gedore Tools (Pyt,) itd, American Universal Elsctric (India) 
Prt. Eid., Forgings Lud., and others have started taking interest in sports 
Promotion amongst their employees, The ‘sports activities in that area 
are coming to the surface and good teams. in almost all major games aro 
taking shape.

‘Before Independence, a few schools in the district had their libraries 
which were open only to the students and teachers of those institutions. 
‘The Bar Library at Gurgaon met the professional ‘Tequirements ofits members. 
The library movement gained momentum after Independence. Village 
libraries were introduced in 1950 when some panchayats collected 
subscriptions and openest village libraries and readiag rooms. Now each middle, 
Bigh/higher secondary school and calleye hs its own library, 


‘By 1976-77, there were 371 libraries and reading rooms inthe district, 
‘Of these, 234 libranes were owned by colleges and schools for use of thelr 
students and staff; 127 were under gram panchayats; and the remaining 
10 Hbrariey/reading rooms, as stiown below, were maintained by the local 
Bodies and private organisations :

This library was started in Match 1971 
and is mun onthe open shelf system. A ney building for this library has 
‘been constructed on Sharsa Road at a cost of Rs. 90,000, 


There is no museum in the district, 





Chapter XVI. 
MEDICAL AND PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICES 


Before the advent of the Britlth, two systems of medicine flourished 
jn'the country side by side. By and large the Hinda funilies patronised the 
‘Ayurvedic system and the Muslim favoured the Unani system, The allo- 
pathic system of medicine was introduced during the British rule. Exotic 
at based on the progressive researches. in the field of medical science, it 
gradually carried conviction ofits usefulness, The British Government opened 
a number of hospitals and dispensaries to provide medical fucilities on an 
Increasing sale. ‘These were, however, af no time adequate to meet the needs 
of the whiole of the population. 


‘The state of public health that obtained in this insalubrious district 
in early times is not known, ‘The flooded and swampy. tencts near Nuh 
were terribly fover-stricken in years of abundant rain and few men could stand 
wlongthened residence at Nuh without (mpairing thelr health, The high 
parts of the district, notably the Taoru tableland and the high plain of 
Ballabgarh nnd Patwal and of the east of Nuh and Firozpur Jhirks this, 
‘were originally very healthy but the introduction of canal frrigation. disturbed 
the long established conditions. Many people suffered from malarint fever 
with enlarged spleen in the villages along tho course of the Agra Canal 
‘after its opening in 1874, In 1878-79, the east of the district and in the 1879- 
80, the whole district was, like the neighbouring tracts in north, south and 
‘east, devastated by fever. There was lieavy rainfull jt 1879 following: a perio 
‘of scarce rainfall in 1877-78, The adverse conilitions debilitated the popu- 
lution owing to scarcity of food. Fever affected 95 pet cent of the population 
ofthe district as then constituted, One seventh of its total population died in 
1878 and 1879, ‘The total number of deaths in these two years was 1,03,543. 
The town of Rewari! fisd heen unhealthy ever nines the over-Mlooding of 
the Sahibi in 1873, The fever epidemic af 1908 was one of the 
severest Known. There were 37,821 deaths in that year on this sccount 
in the district excluding the Ballabgurh talvil. The most unhealthy 
months were September, Octaber and November, while in February deaths 
were at their minimum point. Malaria! fever was the chief cause of mortality 





J; Inthe Mahendragarh ditch since December 22) 1972. 
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although cholera visitations were also sometimes very severe. Above all, 
tthe district was the worst sufferer from smallpox in the State. 


The agricultural populition in general resort to simple traditional 
remedies, For fever, which was the most prevalent form of illness, a 
mixttire of butter milk with flour and water was trunk, Some people took 
a haid turn at the plough in order to induce perspiration ‘To counteract « 
s<ofpion sting they either rubbed the place with the root of a certain onion 
fike plant or fried the scorpion in phi torub iton the sting. There were 
somewhat. simitar recipes for sake bite or the bite of a mad dow. In-the 
towns, vols and hakime generally practised the Ayurvedic and Unani systems 
‘of medicine, 


On the tim of tho twentieth century, there were ouitdoor and! indoor 
nd cliss dispensaries at Gurgaon, Rewari, Furrukhnagar, Palwal, Nuh, 
Fireapur und Ballabgarh, While Sohna, Hoddl, Pundtiina and Faridabad (Old) 
had only outdoor dispenuiries.1 The Gurgaon dispensary was founded 
before 1887 and was originally known ws the Sadar dispensary, It was 
fittuated to the cast of the civil statlon, close to the police tines. Till the 
end of the nineteenth century, it was tinder the charge of a Hospital Assistant 
Tike: all other dispensaries except Rewari snd Bollabgarh which had respect- 
Wely an Assistant Surgeon and x Sub-Assistant Surgeon, Then Gurgaon 
was also placed ‘tinder an Assistant Surgeon, However, Nuh, Furrukhnagar 
‘and Firozpur Jhirka were made outdoor dispensaries under Hospital Assit 
tants. The dlipensaries at Rewari, Palwal, Hodal, Firozpar, Ballabgarh and 
Faridabad! (Old) were maintained by the tespective Municipal Committees with 
grants from District Bourds, if necesstry. "Those at Gurgaon, Farrikhnavar, 
Nub, Sokina und Punahans were maiotained by the District Board, Gurgaon, 
Rallabeach and Paridabid (OM) were under the controt of the Civil Surgeon, 
Delhi, till 1912. All othere were under the control of the Civil Surgeon, 
Gurgaon, who also had churge of the police and sabjail hospitals. “Two 
ptivate fiospituls, one for men and the other for women, were maintained by 
the Baptist Misionary Society at Pulwal and hud 26unid 21 beds respectively, 
In Februmry 1903, the S.P.G, Mission opened « hospital for women at Rewati, 
Thad to be closed in 1908 owing to the death of the lady doetor.*

‘Allthe hospitals and dispensaries in the district were 2ad class. All 


the Mission hospitals. were rated as 4th class. The Women’s Hospital at 
Rewari was opened in 1903. Mission ispensaries for males were also 
started at Hathin and Fatehpur Biloch in the sume year, Somo of these 
institutions, however, were shortived; The Womn’s Hospiuls at Rewacl 
and Palwal were finally closed in 1908 und 1932 respectively. ‘The disper 
saries at Hathin and Fatelipur Biloch were abo closed in 1938°, 

The State dispensary, at Paaudi worked uuder tho direction of the 
Civil Surgeon of the Gurgaon district. A Hospital Assistant was lont by the 
British authorities. to supervise the dispensary. A hospital was built in 
1875 With accommiodation for 6 in-patients. AS stuted in the Pudaudi State 
Gazetteer of 1904, this uccommodation was never used. On thie mergec of the 


Rep Dias Gesu, Sail Fale, 138, Tale, sed 
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State, this hospital was taken ‘over by the medical authorities of the 
Gurgron. district. 


‘The dispensary at Baweal also came under the control of the district 
authorities with the merger of the Bawal area. The dispensary at Manjhauli 
was abolished in 1942! Those at Pinangwan, Maundkola, Biwon and 
Soblen allo casei! to exist by 1947, At leust there Is no mention of these 
in the 1951 Census records. On the other hand, they’ record the existence of 
ispensaries at Jhainsa and Huthin and of « Mission Hospital for Women at 
Palwal,? 


‘Thus by 1951, there were 34 hospitals and dispensaries in the district 
besides: 2 Mission hospitals, one for males and the other Tor fomsles, at 
Palwal, ‘Thee wos also u modernised und well-equipped hospitat at Rewari 
which had'been built and stursed by Sir Shaull Lal, the firit Indian Chiet 
Jadge of tho Lahore High Court, in 1941. The muin object in opening this 
hhospital was (0 give medical nid to women. It was, however, taken over by 
the Governinent jn about 195051," The district suffered from infectious 
disewes like Which, appears off and on in an epidemic form and took a 
heavy toll of fwumun life, 


‘The wintionsl Government felt concerned about extending modical 
fund, health services to the people at large. More and more medical: insti- 
tutions on modern lines wore apenéd and provided with necessary equipment 
‘and. other facilities, Many new programmes to control and erudicats diseases 
were undertaken, In 1961, the number of allopathic hospitals and 
Gispensaries in the district Increased to 47, Simultaneously, the Government 
realised’ that the indigenous systems of medicine, were favoured by the people, 
particulatly the rural masses, People found them jnexpensiye and readily 
available, Keeplig this, in view, the Punjab Suite Government in 1953-S4 
uaried a programme of opening Ayurvedic dispensaries in the district ‘These 
dispemaries were opened on the recommendations of the district authorities 
and the demand of the pe ple of the urea concemel, These were howed 
in the: accommodation provided by the gram panchayats, The stall sttength 
atu dapensiry generally comptised one Vail, one Dispenser, one Dai and 
two part-time Clay LV employees. In that year, 2 dispeniiries were started, 
The number inowased (0 24 in 1960-61. Meanwhile tho State Government

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hed also established the Directorate of Ayurveda in November 1956 and 
thereby encouraged this indigenous system of medicine by affording faci- 
lities for its promotion and propagation. 


MepicaL AND Heauri Services 


‘The administiation of medical reliof tequired attention on several fronts. 
The health services bad to be expanded to cope with the increasing number 
of hospitals and dispensaries nnd to supervise meayures to. check epidemics 
and. to organise health education and various schemes connected with the 
promotion of public health, The two officers concerned with health and 
medical problems were the District Medical Officer of Health and the Civil 
Surgeon, both at the district headquarters, Rural dispensaries, rural health 
centres andl primary health units were administered by the District. Medical 
Officer of Health while the local body and other civil dispensaries nnd 
district und tahsit headgauaiters hospitals were under the chutge of the 
Civil Surgeon. 


In July 1964, as in all districts, the departmental set-up in the Gurgaon 
district was ulto re-otganised with a view to providing Improved medical 
aid tothe people. Since then, the combined medical and health services have 
been looked alter by the Chief Medical Officer asisted by Deputy Chit 
Medical Office: (Medical) and Deputy Chief Medical Otficer (Health). 


Bofore the re-oigunisation of the district on December 22, 1972, there 
were inall'$§ Government allopathic medical institutions. ‘The ares. which 
were excluded from the Gurgion district had 11 such institutions, viz. 3 
hospitals (Civil Hospital, Sip Shadi Lal Maternity Hospital and Railway 
Hospital, Rewari), 3 primaty health centres (at Bawal, Guraora and Khol) 
and 3 dispensaries (at Jatusana, Dharuhera, Mirpur, Dahina Zainabad and 
£S.L. Dispensary, Rewatl). This left a balance of 47 such institutions in the 

isod district. To this number was added one hospital at Ballab- 
gah in 1976, However, on December 31, 1976, medical facilities were avail- 
fable to publi at the following institutions :—

Government General Hospital, Gurgaon.—As montioued earlier, Gurguon 
hal a yecond class dinpensary under an Assistant Surgeon who had » staf 
OF 14 in 1910 t0 arsist him. The Civil Hospital was started in 1920, a8 a small 
hospital, inn old stone-structure which had been a British Cavalry stable. 
Tt accommodates forty-four beds (twenty-one general, nine children and 
ourtecit yynascology and obstetrics), At had a sksleton, stuff of 35 employees. 
Other blocks comprising Outpatients Department, Women Section, Operation 
‘Theatre and four Private Wards were added subsequently, 


‘The Nowpital ix situated on the old DelhieAlwar Road opposite the Town 
Holl, Over tho years the bed strength has been raised to 120. The medical 
department has 40 beds; surgical, eye and ear, nose, throat 30; gynaecology 
anil obstetzics 30° and paediatrics 20, In order to provide better specialised. 
treatment fucilities ter the sick, the State sanctioned a scheme for improvement 
ofthe hospital in February 1970. A new. building hus been constructed in the 
campus of the existing hospital at a cost of Re SS lakh and provided with the 
Agiest clinical and surgical equipment costing Rs. S lakh. {ts foundation stone 
wae Inid on August 16, 1969 and:it was inaugurated on April 27, 1975, 


‘The hospital is headed bya Senior Modical Officer who is assisted by 
10 Medical Officers, 35 nurses, 5 pharmacists and #9 cliss THT and IV eaployees, 


The new hospital complex comprises a three-storey hospital building 
Sontsining outdoors, pusdistries; dental, TB, clinic and full-edged surgical, 
medical, gynaecological, anasthetic, pathological, radiology and £,N.T.

epartments, hostels for A.N.M. Trainees, Staif Nurses ond House Surgeons 
and residential family quarters for medical and para-medical staff. 


Specialists with postgraduate qualifications Have been provided in 
surgical, medical, eye and E.N.T, departments. Specialists services are alto 
ovailuble in pasdiutric, T.B. and dental. 


‘Three Casualty Medical Olficers attend to the energencies round the 
clock with the help of para-medical stuff. The specialists aro available 
whenever needed. 


‘The hospital is provided with important equipment like X-ray. machine, 
units, E.C.G. machine and double distilling unit for glucose 
saline, etc. It has facilities for sterilisation. 
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Besides having sccammodation facilities for the attendants of the patients, 
the hospital will also have a Children’s Short Stay Home to be established by 
the Hospital Welfare Section of the District Red Cross Society, Gurgion, 
to look after the children of the indoor paticats.

Itis situated inthe town on the 
‘old G:T.Rond. passing through it, Before its provincialisation in November 
196), only one Medical Officer worked in the hospital and genetal medical 
facilities were available, Since 1969, the hospital has been functioning 
under the charge of a Medical Officer who is assisted by one Lady Doctor 
und «Dental Surgeon, There are30 beds for indoor patients (20 for male 
patients und 10 for fermule patients), Medical facilities like maternity, 
gynaecology, medicine, X-ruy, and dental treatment are available, The

Badstah Khim Hospital, Faridabnd,—The hospital, which was named 
after Abdul Ghaffar Khan, popularly known ax ‘Badshah Khan’, the groat 
patriot and Pakhtoom leader of the North-West Frontier Province of pre- 
partitioned Tndia, is located in Sector 4 of Faridabad Township. It started 
functioning on June 5, 1951, under tho supervision of Faridabad Develop 
ment Bourd (Retiabilitstion Departmant of the Govetament of fndia), 
The State Goyerament provincialised it on October 1, 1959. 





The hospital hus teen provided with 200 beds in different 
departments, viz. Surgical ; 43, Medical ; 40, TB, and Chest 
Diseases = 42 and Gynusclogy: 25. The remaining 50 beds which have 
yet to be allocated are treated: as additional beds. All the facilities of @ 
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general hospital including sutyery, plastic surgery, medicine, muternity, 
gynaecology, opthulmology, pathology, radiology, paediatrics, deatistry, eye, 
ENT, and tuberculosis, have been made ayallable here. The hospital is 
under the charge. of x Medical Superintendent who is assisted by eight 
doctors. One doctor attends to aurgery. two to medical and ‘tuberculosis, 
Wo to gynascology, one to radiology and one to pathology. An eye specialiat 
Of the ESI, Hospital, Faridabad visits this hospital on alternate days. 
There are six. private. wands,

Government General Hospital, Firorpur Jhirka.—Previously 3 civil dis- 
pensary run by the Municipal Committee, it was provincialised in April

Ballubgart, this hospital was built by the All India Institute of Medical 
‘Sclonces, New Deli, and started functioning in 1967, Previously, it was a 
Primary Health Centre which was taken aver in 1963 by the All India 
Tnstitute of Medical Sciences, New Delhi, to run & comprehensive Rural 
Health Services Project, The object. waa to evolve teaching programme for 
medical anit para-medical perwnnel, service to a unit of population and to 
develop facilities for medical research, It was, therefore, felt to have a block 
hospital with all tho basic facilities, Consequently, came up the present $3-

‘The hospital {a run by the All India Institute of Medical ‘Sciences, New

Delhi, The Health Directorate of Haryana contributes equivalent to the 
man-power and expenses of a SO-bed hospital on a set sale. 

The staff of the hospital has been provided both by the Haryana Govern= 
ment and the All India tnstitute of Medical Seiences, New Delhi. The 
Haryana staff consists of one Senior Medical Officer, four Medical Officers,

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‘District Tuberealosts Clinic, Gurguon.—Changing concepts in the treatment 
of tuberculosis have brought the clinic/domiciliary service to the forefront. 
Accordingly, in 1957, a block to house the T.B. Clinic was constructed by the 
District Red Cross Society, Gurgann, in the premises of Civil Hospital 
Gurgson, It was tun by the Society with the help of a part-time doztor till 
March 1957, when it was taken over by the State Government. This clinic 
ineréased its domiciliary services in| 1969. In 1974 (31st December), 1,639 
TB, Patients of all types were on its inex register and il were taking regular 
freatment.

Duras Common To THe Desmuct 


‘The common diseases that occur in the Gurgaon district are typhoid 
group of fevers, tuberculosis, dysentery and diarrhoea, ‘trachoma, chest 
infection (other than tuberculosis), Epidemic diseases, viz. cholera, plague and 
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smallpox are the three notifiable diseases under the Epidemic Diséases Act, 
1897, 


Of the three chiof epidemic diseases, cholera and plague are no longer 
endemic inthe St teand the incidence of these diseases depends largely on 
the chance of importation of infection and laxity of preventive measures to 
cheek them, 


Ghotera—Cholern is no longer an endemic disease in the Gurgson 
district, Even im the past, it was always imported from the neighbouring 
States and districts after dispersal of gatherings at fairs and festivals of 
allsindia fame, particularly the periodical Kumbls fairs at Hardwar (U.P.), 
solat and: funsr eclipse fairs at Kurukshetra (Kurukshetra district), the Urs at 
Ajmer (Rajusthan) and similar gatherings ut other places. However, the number 
of cholera cases his not boea large in the last iy years because, of strict 
prophivluctic and other anti-cholera measures like medical inspection posts 
‘and miss inoculation in hospitals and dispensaries, With tl: development 
and expansion of public health activities relating. to disinfection of water 
‘and safe drinking watersupply, paverfent and drainage oF streets, removal 
‘of refuse and manure heaps, antifly and other general — sanitution 
‘measures, the severity and incidence of cholera outbreaks, is becoming a story 
Of the: remote past. 


‘The result of all these measures was beneficial since no death oceutred 
from cholera during 1953—G4, 1967, 1968, 1970, 1971 and 1973—76 as. shown 
in Table LIX of Appendix. 

Plague—Till 1929, plague was one of the most feared epidemics, The 
following figures? shaw its incidence inthe district since the beginning of the

1944, there was’ no death’ on ecount ‘of plague excepting 
Vesch in the years 1937, 1939 and 1948, During the last thir. two years, 
there lias been no death resulting from this disease as shown in Table L{X 
of Appeniix, 


Ttisnaw no secret tat this horrible disease has become an occurrence 
Of the past, “The factors determining its disappearance have been the 
Spraying of houses with insecticides to kill rut Mees and systematic de-ratting 
measures, 


‘Smallpox.—This district has never been free from smallpox until recently. 
The incidence ‘and deaths due to this disoase in eatliee years are given in Table 
LIX of Appendix, It was more commen in the ‘Nuk, Firozpur Shicka and 
Palwal tahsils thun other areas of the district, ‘These three tahsils have a 
common: border with the Bharstput and Alwar districts of Rajasthan, and 
‘Muthitrs and Bulandshahr districts of the Uttar Pradest: whers.zmallpox. 
Was endemic. The inhubitsnts of these tahsils paid occasional ‘visits 1 
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‘these adjoining areas, This there was always a possibility of the infection: 
being imported from the neighbouring. districts which rendered the task of 
controlling the disease in the district more uiifivult, 


Muny other factors alia: operated adversely, The cases were concealed 
by the villagers. Tho Hindus entertain the belief that it is a vision of goddess 
‘masa and the Muslims consider itan act of God (Allah kt ilen), ‘Tho cases 
‘wero thus not rcporied by the village officals, viz. Lamburdars, Sarpanches, 
Panchayat Sccreturios and) Chowsidars. A sizable number of the Muslim 
Population of the Nuh and Pisazpur Jhirka talisils resisted vaccination. All 
new-bord children were not vaccinated in Ume. Chowkilars did not register 
allthe blethy; in this way unregistered cildeeo escape) vaccination. People, 
‘even'in affected) arcas did not cooperate to got themselves and. their children 
Yaceinaled! Many of the local’ bodies top uid not pay serious aitention 
{o smallpox. eradication work. Besides the vaccination suif being insullicient 
could not always be yery effective 


Smallpox cases occurred mostly during winter and the disease appeared 
‘in an epidemic form ones ina span of Sto 6 years, ‘The National ‘Smallpox 
Eradication Programme supported by tho World Health Organisation wan 
Tunched. by the Government of india in April 1962. There was smallpox 
epidemic in the district im 1963 whea 648 cules wore detevted. Out of 
thee 9) died. Under ths eradication prograinme muss vaccination and. re- 
‘vactination was carried out during 1962 and 1963, ond this resulted in. 
suppression. of the epidemic during 1964 and 1965. Ducing 1966, uiere was 
syain increase in smallpox. cases (352 cases and S7 deaths) and the divoass 
spurted up dusting 1967 causing 137 deaths in the disicict, The people wig 
sould, wot be vaccinated in time caught-the infection. This was a country. 
wide epidemic. and timely action of the eraisation staf reduced the fafetion 
in 1968 (228 cases and 20 desiths). Jn. 1964, 93 cases of siaalipax woes roportsd 
and 24 deaths occurred. In 1970, thece was agiin an incruse in suiilipox 
cases and deaths (S02 cases and 125 deaths). Late reporting of cases led to 
the spread of theditease. The people who could not get themiclves vaocinuted 
iis time also caught the infectiva. 


In 1971, 1,744 cases wero notified. This inzrease in cases cin be atitie 
buted to ineffective cominmsst measurcs in previous yous, vontiqued 
smouldering of infection for the lust muiny years and improved notification 
in 1971, fn 1972, active surveillance and improved containment measints 
brought the desired results und hidden cues were unearthed and truant 
mission was successfully interrupted. In all 414 cases were delecied. Of 
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this, 65 proved fatal. In 1973, only 58 cases of smallpox occurred in this 
district. The source of infection in ill these cases wus either Uttar Pradesh 
64 Union Tertitory of Dethi. “The incidence ofsmallpox decreased sigaificant 
lyin 1974-75 whea out of the $eparted cases, 4 proved (atal, Among the 
measures intcoduced since 1972, which have brought down the incidence 
‘of Smallpox, mention may be mude of carly notification by health 
‘officiils, eficctive containment steps and Weekly follow-up of affected 
localities ‘by primary health centre and district headquarters staif and im- 
provised routine vaccination. by vuevination stall and in hospitals: 


No smallpox ease hes been feported in the district after 1975, Apart 
from the Gurzton district, Maryana State, India or Asia, the whole world 
has become free of variola major, the moxt severe form of smallpox. The 
lust recorded case, according to the Work! Health Organisation was that 
of the sieyear old Rahims Banu of Kauralia village in Bangladesh on 
October 16, 1973. Varivla minor, ao less virulent type, Is now the only 
form of smallpox that is known toexist. The campsign to wipe it out is 
receiving attention of the World Health Organisation. We can thus 
look forward to complete global’ interruption of smallpox transmission, 
in any form, at an early date. ‘This would indeed be an unprecedented 
achievement. 


Tubereulosis—Tuberculosis is also a major public Health problem in the 
district The Natibaal Sample Survey has reveiled that 0,6 pet cent of the 
population sutfors from the disease and itis equally provalest in the rural 
and urban aress, Though a conservative estimate ik indicates the magnitude 
of the problem, B.C.G. vaccination. campaign was launched in 1949 to protect 
the stceptible population in the shortest period, The entire area of the 
district has been covered vice and tubercilosis tested and those found 
negative given B.C.G, yaccinition, The operations were completed under 
the supervision of Senior Technician and.aT.8, Specinlist Medical. Officer. 
Inthe mass campaign, infants under one year were exchuided but later the benefit 
of protective inoculition Was extended to the new-born sls0, 


In villages, with # population of less than 16,000, persons up to 20 years 
of age have been given direct B.C.G, vaccination. In towns, persons below 
16 years were given tuberslline test and only those found negative wore given 
BCG. The yeat-wise number of vaccinations given was : 1963 ~ 1,30,235; 
1969'- 2,86,974; 1970 - 5,21,426; 1971 - 56,519; 1972 - $4,212; 1973 = 4,67,220; 
1974 ~ 30,384; 1975 = 72,049 and 1976 - $8,760, 
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‘The Notional T.B, Control Programme has also been launched in the 
district since Junuzry 1969. Medical facilities against the disease have been 
provided at T.B.Clinic, Gurgaon and primary health centres. All types of 
medicines required for the T.B. patients are made available there. The 
patients are teated in the Qutpatient Department and no arrangement 
‘exists for indoor patients except ot the B-S.t. Hospital, and the Badshah 
Khan Hospital, Faridabad and the Government General Hospital (T.B. 
Ward), Gurgaon. 


Inflverza.—{uluenza. is an acute infectious disense of the upper respira 
tory tmet cause! by the influenza virus. It occurred in a severe epidemic 
form in the district, as in muny otter pists, in 1918* afte World Wur 1, 
and-aguin in 1957. Every year sporadic or isolated cases of influenza occur, 
sometime very serious, sometime only mild. As the symptoms are very 
siniilar ta those of cominon cold, many s case of common cold is labelled as 
influenza. There is no specific treatment against the disease; but pre 
cautions similar to thoss for lung infections prevent its spread during am 
epidemic. The serious and complicate! influenza cases are ndvisod 
admission to 2 hospital and are treated with antibiotics, The number of 
Teported cases of influenza since 1967, as shown below, show x steady decrease 
in the incidence of this disease : ;

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Mialuria.—As recorded earlivr, in the last quarter of the 19th century, the 
Gurgaon district suffered more trom malaria epidemic than any other district 
Of the then Punjab, In two yours Le. 1878 und 1879, one-seventh of the 
Population died. The Civil Surgeon eitimatod tht 25 per cent of the popalation 
Of ‘the district hail been affected! by fever in 1879, For the month of October 
Inthat’ year the deuth-rate for the whole district reacted the terrible figure 
Of 204 Per thousund per snow. The town of Pulwal which was similarly 
Visited im two successive yeurs, Jost 3,900 people out of 13,500; Hathin, 
Babin, Manput and other Jurge valuges, exch lost one-fourth of its populations; 
while in Farrokhnager, for veveral weeks, the douhnate was over 9S0 por 
thouwind por annum Gad in Rewari 373, The kiurlf ctopwas an abundant one, 
But a great doa! af grainy way destroyed befure it could be vollacied. Many 
Proprietors offered halt the crop for the labour of cutting At-and still failed 
to get labourers ablo to umieruake the work, ‘The villages were a ploture of 
misery, Che houses ia ruins, und hele inbabitanty in the extremity of 
Weaknots and despair, The enormous cousumption of wood for fuisseal 
Pyrex Jed to w scarcity und consequent doarness. 


‘The fever epidemic of 1908 wus tho severest knows, ‘The deathsrate 
from fever amounted to 50:68 per thousand of the population in the Wisteict, 
being practically double ‘tht of aay of the past five years. Mularla fovers 
were of course the prevailing type and the: mortulity wad Ube highest ainongit 
childfen, and the aged. People were incapacitated for work by exormously 
culurged spleen und anaciila. The hurvesting and sowing of crops suffered 
Seriously owing to peasants being prostruted by fever, Tho coaditioa was 
Very marked in villages situated in’ the lowlyiag tracts, 


Subsequent: to the year 1909, there occurred several epidemics of malar 
but the more serious outbreaks were revorded in 1917, 1923, 1942 and 1950, 
‘The worst ullected creas were along the banks of fiver Yununa and. Sabibi 
Nadi when the flood water receded. Lonumenible spills and: swaraps wee 
formed which served as bleeding places for anopholes, thi muilaria careying 
species of mosquito. 


To ctadicate this diseuse, which was a major health menace from the 
Point of view of sickness, vitality unl mortality, te Malizia Uail, Gargaoa 
was established ja 1955 under Nutioast Milaria Conttol Peogiun my waa 
{the help and cooperation of jutaraadoaal ageazies saci ae WoAll Haha 
Organisation, Technical Cooperation Mission (Ayeacy far tnteraational 
Development) and Ford Foundittion, To start witty only the highly malarious 
areas of the district, viz, the Nut, Fixoxpur Jhirka und Palwal tahslls, were 
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taten up. Primarily, this unit) used! to cover the Gurgton district along 
with a major ‘portion of the Rohtak district. This.was done for proper 
cxeoution of the programme which waa tomake up a population of one million 
for each malaria unit establishes! in the State, 


In 1958, Nationul Malaria Control Programme was switehed aver to 
National Maluria Eradication Programme.’ All the areus, both urban acd 
oral, peeviously not under malaria control programme, were brought 
‘under the new programme, which contisted of two stages, ic, D.D.T. 

‘ani surveillance. In the first stage, the district was taken up for 
intensive D.ST spriying dvting Lansmussion season every year till 1961-62. 
In the second stage, the phuse of eradicution (surveillance) was also started, 
side by aide towards the end of 1960, The two stages overlapped: during 
1061 wher the transmission of the diserse was checked in the district and

Under passive suryellance varlous huspitals, dispensaries and ‘medical 
Joutinitions played un important role as pussive agencies and were expected

‘of the disense was considerably reduced. However, a set-back to this 
eradication programme occurred alter 1966 due to the withdrawal of D.D.T. 
spray, unplinined development of new towns and immigration ‘of population, 
especially labourers from other States. Accordingly, necessary eradication, and 
control measures have been instituted to:bring the situation under control,

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Taking 1957 as the base, the birth rate, which was already at an 
alarmingly high level of 49.80 por thousand, rose further to $0.70 in 1958. 
But thereafter it bagan to show a stexdy decline ill the year 1965 when the: 
birth este dropped. to 30.21 per thousand. During this span of seven year 
(1958 to 1965) the year 196} was marked with: distinction in as mich ss there 
‘was 3 precipitons fall in the birth rate in that year, The birth rate eame down 
from 46.10 in 1960 to 36,70 in 1961, The decrease was agsin significant in 
1965 which recorded 30.21. per thousand of population against 36,51 in 1964, 
From 1966 onward when it again stepped. up to 35.43, the birth rate. witnessed 
mixed trend of rise and full and hovered around 35 per thousand till 1970- 
From then on, however, the birth-rate took a downward course, regitstering 
a decline of 9,64 per thousand over 1970. 


Like the birth rate, the death-rate was ulso high at 17.90 anid 20.30 
Pet thousand in 19STand 1958 respectively. It came down to 15.10 ip 1959 
but again went bp to 17 per thousand in the following year. From i96t 
onwend, the death mate showed a downward trend, particularly after 1963, the 
year in which it went up to 15.43. after recording a comparatively low level 
fn the preceding two years, The death rato was Tow inthe same way a$ the 
birth rate in 1963, During the petiod 1965 to 1968, the death rite oscillated 
around 10 per thousand, Tt moved up in 1969 but again fell in 1970 and more 
‘of less stabilised at that level in the subsequent. years. The downward trend in, 
the death rite since 1965 can ‘be ascribed in a lurge measure to better public 
health facilities and improved: sanitary conditions. 


Starting from 1957, the years 1958, 1960 and 1961 were marked by the 
highest rate of infant mortality at 111,9, 118.7 and 112.8 per thousand 
respectively. Inflant mortality was also high in 1957 and (959. There was a steep 
decline in the years 1962 lind 1963, when it came down to 70.6 per thousand 
inthe Jatter year. Theresfler, it remained below 70 per thousand in all the 
subsequent years with the exception of 1965. In 1976, the rate of infant 
mortality fell as low as 48.15 per thousand. Improved and better public 
health fucitities, sunitary conditions, maternity services and prevention of the 
‘outbreak of epidemics are chiefly responsible for the perceptible progress achieved 
‘on the community health front.

The modem conception of good health lays moite stress on the prevention 
Sf disease, This necessitates various kinds of measures. The younger 
generation at school as well asthe older -members of the community require 
health education which is perhaps the most important: activity for any elfective 
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‘Preventive measures. The importance of good health habits formed in earlier 
years cannot be aver-omphasised. Likewise, family planning ani! maternity 
‘welfare require the grestett attention if the problem of over-population hns to 
be satisfactorily dealt with. Teis equally nocessury to take suitable measures 
40 prevent adulteration of food, promote vesirable knowledge and practice of 
nutritive food, make supply of safe drinking water pomible for even those 
iving in rural areas und to ike all other such stops as will improve 
hygiene. 


General tanderd of health —The decrease in deatherate shows that there 
WW general improvement in tenlth noticeable duc to the Jaunching of various 
Public Health programmes’ and. better medical care, The general stasard 
Of health of the intabltunts of the district i fhit, The people are gonerally 
tall, Healthy and possess good physique, 


From a layinen's point of view, the people ofthe district take sufficient 
Prieinita the form of fasst and fat in the formof qhi. But a closer analysis 
‘would show that the diet of the common mary althouglt rich in carbohydrates, 
is deficient in protein and to some extent in fits and vitamins, ‘There is more 
of miahnutrition thin anclér-nutrition. By and’ luege, people are yegotarinn 
‘iu usually consume ehuparls of ice with elite; m few take vegetables. Only 
8 wall section of them take body building protein (meat, evar, fst and milk) 
and other” protective foods (given leuly yepetubles, salad, frech fruit, ote.)

‘School bealth services.—Heulthy children eure a’ healthy nation, To 
Promote this nepect, a School fenlth Clinic was established at Gurgaon in 
1963-64, The stalfeonsisted of one Medical Officer, one Eye and’ Ear Spcial- 
jst, one Dental Surgeon and. one Staff Nurse besides the ministerial staff, 
‘These Medical: Officers examined the children at their clinics und those: having 
anailment were referred to the Civil Hospital 

The School Heilth Clinic was abolished in 1968 with the introduction 
ofthe School Health Service Scheme. The ytalfemployed under this scheme

Health edocation—The aim of health education is to provide integrated 
curative and preventive service for better health of the citizens, The State 
Government is working actively for the improvement of health ef the masses 
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fn the State, Proper health education is the main pre-requisite for the success 
of all the health programmer and is the integral responsibility of all 
the medical and piara-medical personnel in the district. With increased 
‘emphasis of special services, it has been possible to give greater importance 
to ‘health promotion schemes and the scope of health activities has expanded 
comiderubly, Stress had been Iaid on enviornmental hygiene, control of 
communicable diseases like malatia, smalipox and cholera and other 
Programmes like maternity and child health care, school health services, 
paediatrics and family planning. 


‘The miedical officer is incharge of primary health centres/umits, and their 
staff corry out health education propaganda. The District Family Plaaning 
Education Officer wo titlnes His staf to disseminate health education, 
This programme creites health consciousness in the younger and older 
members of the community. 


Fatally plinniog —The problein of iocreasing population in the Gurgnom 
district i similar to that of other areas ofthe State, To control the population 
explosion, the Government concentrated its efforts on the programme of familly 
Plunning in 1966-67 although it had been introduced in the district in 1957-38 
with the opening of 3 Family Planning Clinics at Rewari, Aurangabad and 
Ballibgsch, The main aim of Family Planning Programme ix to reduce the 
birth rate to 25 per thousand by the end of 1980. Launched as a national 
DProgranime, all efforts ure wfoot to njwke ita success. The institutions, as shown 
below, were in existence on the re-organisation of the district in Decetber 1972, 
for rendering advice and assistance on fimily planning :

‘The Family Planning Centres at the Mission Hospital, Palwal and the 
Sewa' Samiti Hospital at Faridabad were closed in 1973 while that of the New 
Delhi Family Planning Association at Faridabad was closed in 1974, 


The family planning services are now rendered thrdugh the family plana 
ing clinics working independently or ax wings of the existing institutions 
like civil hospital, dispensaries, maternity and. child welfare centres and 
primary health centres. “Vasectomy and T.U.C.D, camps are orgunised. at all 
these centres/ucits and matemity and child welfare ceatres. The conventional 
contraceptives such as condoms, foam tablets, jellies, diaphragms, etc., are 
also distributed through contraceptive depoli/eentres. Among the methods 
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‘of contraception, Nirodk is widely accepted. In 1974-75, 4,11,385 Nirodh 
pieces were distributed through 446 Nirodh depots' spread over the district. 

‘Wide publicity to popularise this progremme is given throtigh various

Maternity and child bealth,—Maternal mortality was high before the 
Independence, Thete was also the question of long lasting il health of many 
of those who survived. ‘The ongunisation of satisfactory maternity. services, 
therefore, demanded attention. During recent years, much progress has been 
made in the expansion of maternity and child health services with the result 
that’ maternal mortality huss been considerably reduced. In 1943-44, maternal 
‘mottality was 23 per thousand whereas in 1970, it was reduced to about § per 
thousand, 

The district has one maternity hospital at Halley Mandi, with proper 
Arrangement for indoor patients. All othee hospitals and primary health 
‘centres alio provide maternity and child health services, ‘The District Red Cross 
Society, Gurgaon, is running two maternity and child welfare centees at Palwal 
and Hodal (tabsil Palwal), Six sub-centres are attached toeach of the primary 
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‘beulth centres. There has also been a steady increase in the number of Nurse 
Dai and Trained Dai Centres. Prior to the Independence, there was only 
‘ope Nurse Dat and ons Trained Dai Centre whereas now there are 15% centres. 
Domiciliary materiity service through midwives aod trained Dais have been 
extended considerably, Although no target has teen fixed, every year mid- 
wwifery training is imparted to about 25to 30 Dais at maternity and child health 
‘centres and various primary health centres, The aim isto have trained mid- 
‘wife in every village for conducting maternity cases. 


Primary health centres. —In each of the 11 blocks of the district, thete 
{sone primaty health centre whereas the two blocks Schna and Hodal can 
oust of having two centres each. The staif attends to all the work connected 
with both preventive and curative sides. The staff at a primary health 
centre generally consists of one Medical Officer, one Pharmacist, one Lady 
Health Visitor und one Sanitory Inspector supported by other staff. Six 
sub-health centres, three for maternity child health and three for family planning, 
have been attached to.each primary health centre. Previously, emphusis hud 
been on the treatment in hospitals, but now these centres also take care of 
preventive and curative programmes, These include treatment of outdoor 
‘and indoor cases, maternity and child health work, family planning work, 
environmental sanitation, nutrition, school health services, immunisation 
programmes und water-supply. 


The primary bealth centres arc UNICEF alded and have been provided 
with UNICEF jeeps, refrigerators and other equipment including certain drugs 
und vitamins, UNICEF executes its Milk Feeding Programme through these 
centres and sub-centres. 


Prevention of adulteration in food-stuffs.—Every effort is being mado to 
eradicate adulteration in food-stuffs under the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act, 1954, The officers invested with the powers of Food Inspector are: Chief 
‘Medical Officer; Deputy Chief Medical Officer (Health); Deputy Chief Medical 
Officer (Medical); Government Food Inspector, Gurgaon; Senior Medical 
Officer, Goverament General Hospital, Gurgaon; Superintendent of Badshah 
Khan Hospital, Faridabad; all Medical Officers in charge of the hospitals, 
primary health centres, dispensaries and Tahsil Sanitary Inspectors, The 








(Primary Health Centres, Farnukboagar, Ghangaula; Bahora Kalan, Baflabgath, 
Kheti Kalan, Nagios, Punshans, Nuk, MandKaula, Dudauls, Hasanpur, Auraigabed, 
Papuudi and Maternity und Child Wellice Centres, Hostal and Palwal,

Nutrition —The primary health centres/units deal with the oral nutrition 
Programme particularly in maternity and child weltite centres by organiding 
milk feeding programmes, providing vitamins A and D capsules, iron and 
‘multivitamins tablets und B-complex tablets received from the UNICEF, They 
also help in’ providing nutrients and meilicines under sohiool health service 
tothe needy school ‘children through the Education Department and the Red. 
Cross Society. With, the assistance of the Government of India and UNICEF, 
the Applied Nutrition Programme is being carried but in Sohna and Ballabgarh 
blocks of the district, It aims at educating people in taking » balanced and 
‘utritive diet from the available food items. For this, pamplilets and literature 
on nutrition are distributed. The demonstrations are arranged on 
Proper cooking and emphasis Is Isid on food hygience, consumption of 
general vegetables and cheap proteins, 
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‘Exyiroomental hygiene.—In recent years thene has been a lot of improye- 
meat in the environmental hygiene, With the development of blocks, there 
has been an all-ound activity for the improvement of villages. in regard to 
‘pavement of streets, drainage and water-supply by providing ideal wells, hand~ 
pumps and tubewells, Food sanitation, school health service and measures 
to.control communicable diseases are some of the other factors which contribute 
towards the improvement of environmental hygience, Unfortunately, the 
maintenance of wells is poor. The panchayats genetully do not pay constant 
attention to this work. In most villages there are no satisfactory arrangements 
for tho disposal of human and cattle excreta and sullage water. The sullage 
water is disposed of either in the ponds or drained offin the open fields, Unless 
the financial (esources of the panchaylts wre angmented, the desired improve: 
ment in mutters of environmental hygience eanniot be uchioved. 


‘The sanitation work is looked after by the Deputy Chief Medical Officer 
(Health), eis assisted by Tahsit Sanitary Inspectors (6), Sanitary Inspectors 
(16) and Swasthya Sahayaks (12), They frequently visit the rural areasin order 
to improve the environmental sanitation. The stalT under the Block Medical 
Officer has also been entrusted with this work, Under the present set-up, int 
Which the supervisory stull is effective, there is no doubt some improvement in 
the environmental sanitation in cura areas which Is reflected by decrease in the 
deuth rate, On the whole, however, ihe position cannot be called sutisthetory 
‘and much peeds to be done. 


The sanitation arrangements aré relatively more saisfactory in tho urban 
frets. ‘The sullago water is usually disposed of away front the townt where 
itis converted into compost and sold to the ugriculturists, These arrangements 
tare looked alter by the municipal authorities,t 


_— Sanitatlon.—Sunitution includes disinfection and_ protection of drinking 
‘water-supply, safe and hygienic disposal of refuse, nightsoil, liquid waste, oto, 
‘and cleanliness of houses, streets and surroundings of towns and villages, 


The State Health Department is responsible for the malitenance and 
improvement of sanitation, The Chief Medical Officer of Gurgaon has the 
overall charge of the sanitation work in the district. He is assisted by the 
Deputy Chief Medical Olficer (Health), The Senior Sanitary Inspector at 
district headquarters, Tahsil Sanitaty Inspector at sub-divisional and tabsil 
lovel and Sanitary Inspector at primary health centré look after the sanitation 
‘work within their respective jurildiction. In urban areas, Manicipal Medical

to protect the drinking-water sources, they advise and guide village panchayats 
fon keoping drinking-water wells clean, cement lining of inside of wells and 
removal of waste Woter away from the wells, ‘They educate the people far the 
praper disposal of refuse into the manure pits and iti the construction of family 
ugewell latrines, ‘They attend to complaints relating to insanitation, undertake 
immunisation and take steps tw! control communicable dissases. Daring 
epidemics of diarrhea, cholera und dyseaisry, sanitary stall undertake disinfection 
of well-water with blewehing powder. Similar disinfection is also. done 
iter the rains nd Hoods. 


‘The integrated and comprehensive health services provided by the 
Government through. the primimy health centres, are playing « significant role 
in making the people of te rural areus conscious about the nied for improving 
the sinitation, Due to poor economic condition and educational backwurd- 
‘ness of the village population, progress in family dug-well lutrwes has been, 
slow, To ucbieve the desined’ results, lutrine seats and pit covers were 
provided free of cost within the limuted funds, to the families who 
fugroed to construct such latrines and) super structure, Arrangements 
have, however, besa made for the supply of piped witer to hospitals, primary 
health ceatres and sub-health centres (both rural and urban), 


UNICEF work nd other preventive programmas.—UNICEF aid bas 
been very Yaluible to promote good Inealth io the disteit, It ls supplying aid in 
many ways, tn addition fo providing vehicles to promote various programmes 
‘andalio to the primary health centres, supplies to the latter medicines 
‘land othor equipment including a microscope un a refrigsrutot, All the 
primary health centres in the Gurgaon district are getting UNICER assistance,t 
The programmes being aided by UNICEF include Malaria, Trachoma, 
Nuittition, School Health Ciaiss, Mik Disteibulion, Dsis and BCG. The 
‘Applied Nutrition Programme is being Implemzated at Wo centres, viz, Sohana 
anid Gangola:

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‘The above figuies show that the aumber of hospitals/dispensaties in the 
district increased from 33 in 1952 to 47 in 1974 giving an increase of only 14 
institutions during the 22-year period whereas the umber of beds went up to 
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835 fiom only 417 beds Thus the attempt has been to strengthen and add 
more facilities in the existing institutions rather than to increase their number. 
The availability of more medical facilities hus brought a parallel increase in the 
number of patients attending these institutions, The expenditure an medical 
and public health services which includes diet, apparatus and salaries to the 
medical wad puru-medical staff increased more than seven times during the 
period 19521974 while the increase in expenditure on medicines has been about 
fifteen times. The existence of 37 Ayurvedic dispensaries in the district 
Indicates the popularity of this indigenous system of medinine, ‘The number 
‘of medical personnel insressod from’ 195 in 1952 to 1,001 in 1974, which is also 
an appreciable addition. 


‘The medival and public health services have been considerably improved 
alter the Independence. To achievo better coordination in the agencies of 
medical relief and prevention of diseuses, the medical and healtt services have 
been integrated. Infectious and communicable diseases have been controlled 
‘to a large extent. Adequate family planning measures are being mken to 
control the populition explosion, The birth rate tas shown appreciable 
decline, particulitly during the last few yeury. The infant and maternal 
mortality as well ne death,cate in general have gone down and consequently 
fife expectanpy has gone up. The standards of health, nutrition, environmental 
sanitation and water-supply have also. improved, 


Water-supply 


‘The quality of subsoil water in greater part of the district is not good! for 
domestic purposes, The water is excessively mineralised and brackish. The 
‘areas having moderutely beackish water and having sults tess than 1,500 mg, 
‘per litre or sweet water with salts up to $00:mg perlitee ure confinell to fringe 
areas along the Yamuna or Agra Canal of the foot hills or some pockets here 
‘und there. In the Bullabgarh tall, te areas fringing the Yamuna-and Agra 
Curuil have potable water, In other areas of the istrict, tho availability of 
syweet water pockets isdue to leaching action of ponds of nullahs and’ newness to 
the foot of the hills." 


Formerly, people dependéd om urtificill of natural ponds, streams, 
hand-pumps and open wells for theie daily requirement of water, They 
wasted much tine and energy in bringing water over theirheuds from far off 
‘places; the time and energy. (hus wasted could otherwise be better utilised int 
more productive and useful pursuits, The unprotected watersupply, being 





For trove details ubout tbe subyoll waise, es Chaptor on *Agricullare and terigation’, 
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suscepnable to contamination, was a big health hazard die to water-borne 
diseases, “The only solution to this acute problem was to ensure tapped water+ 
supply for drinking purposes. 


Concrete steps in this diroction were taken after the formation of Haryana 
in 1966 and since then 4 number of percolation wells and tubewells were cons- 
tructed nt various places in the distinct for supplying tap water to the people 
bot in tural and urban areas. A number of clean wate! tanks und overhaad 
service reservoirs have been constructed for the supply of potable water afier 
‘proper treatinent. 


‘The position of rural and urban water-supply schemes is detaited below + 


Rural—There bus been acute scarcity of potable water in about 70 
pet cent of the villiges in the Nub and Firozpue Jhirka tahsils while in the Ballab 
garb, Palyal und Gurgaon tabsils, acute scarcity prevails tothe extent of wbout 
$0 per cent. Prior 10 1966, only 14 villages tn the district were provided with 
drinking water-supply. 


A number of schemes are being executed under the National Water 
Supply and Sanitation Programme to provide piped water-supply to the 
tural areas. These schemes are financed partly by the Government of India, 
the Stats Government and fo some extent by beneliciaries themselves, ‘The 
proent financing pattern of the eural wateriipply sehores is as under + 


From State Plan; $8 per cent 


‘Beneficiary share : 12 per cent (5 per cent in cash and 7 per cent in the 
shape of land and labour) 


Howover, for the schemes falling in the Firozpur Jhirka and Nub tahsits 
which come under the drought prote areas, the 12 per cet beneficiary share 
excluding cost of land is met by the Stite Government out of the provision 
under head "289—Relief on account of Natural Calamities*, 


Generally, the water is supplicd at the rate of 10 gallows per head per 
day. Fram the tubewols the water is pumped to the overhead service resecvoirs 
from whore itis supplied to the villagers through pablic standposts installed on 
the periphery of village so that there may not be any dainage problem inside 
the village, Ou an average ane standpost is provided fot 200 persons, Water 
supply was made available to 115 villages (apto March 31, 197). The work of 
copstruction of watec-upply schemes to 38 villages was in progress, 
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‘The villages that have benefited from these schemes were taken up in 
several groups. Some of the impartant schemes are given below +

‘The progress made towards the rural drinking water-supply sehernes in 
the district has been slow for want of adequate funds, Due to power shortage 
fand limited storage capacity, protected water i supplied for limited periods. 
‘Domestic connections have not been given, Only public taps huve heen erected 
at focal points, 


Water-nupply (urbon).—There are eleven towns in the district, viz. 
Gurgioo, Palwal, Hodal, Sohn, Nuh, Hisanpur, Firozpur Jhirka, Pataudi, 
Halley Mandi, Farrukhiagar ahd Faridabad Complex (Ballabgarh, Patidabod 
Old tnd Puridabad Township). Town-wise details of water-supply are ns under 


‘Gitrguon.—Tie town lisd poor witer-supply in the past. Augmentation 
‘Water-Supply Scheme costing Rs, 112 lakh was approved in June 1971. 
‘This scheme eovisaged drilling of tubewellé.in the vicinity of Badshahpur and 
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‘then bringing water to the town through Rising Mins discharging water into 
linderground tanks at two places, from where the water would be boosted into 
the existing system. This scheme has been divided into two phases. In the 
first phase, 10 tubewells pe to be drilled besides the construction of one overhead 
tank, one Rising Main, one underground tank of the capacity. of 2,00,000 gallons 
and a boosting station. The second phase includes drilling of 10: more tubewells 
besides the construction of one overhead reservoir, socond Rising Main with 
boosting urrangements, ‘The work of the first phase was taken in hand and on 
expenditure of Rs. 18.25 lakh was incurced up to Murch 1977. This included 
drilling of 5 tubewells, 


‘The water-supply works for Sectors 4 und 7 of the Urban Estate, Gurgnon 
‘were almost completed and that of Sector 14 was in progress. In Sector 14, 
3 tubewells were bored against a provision of 10 tubewells. Two under- 
pround tanks of 2,00,000 gallons capacity were under construction, Two 
‘overhicad reservoirs of 1 Jakh gallons capacity each were commissioned in Urban 
Estate Sector 4 und 7. 


Palwal—The town was provided with skeleton water-supply aginst an 
estimate of Rs. 6.28 lakh, A scheme costing Rs. 4l lakh, for augmenting 
the existing wnter-supply, was approved in. 1971, fn its first phase, the scheme 
included drilling of eight tubewells besides the construction of one avechead 
service reservoir, one underground tank and Rising Min, The second phase 
lnchidéd drilling of additional tubewells and the laying of distribution system. 
Underground tank und the boosting station wore commissioned und part of 
the Rising Muin was luld. An expenditure of Rs, 8.92 lakh was incurred. up 
to March 1977, 


Hodal.—A skeleton water-supply scheme provided at a com of Rs. 441 
lakh exits in the town. An auginentation scheme costing Rs. 3.71 likh was 
in progress and expenditure againvt this scheme up to March 1977 was Rs. 3.55 
lakh, 


Solima The town had no’safe water-supply in the past. A scheme of 
‘watersupply costing Rs. 6.87 lakh was approved in 1969. ‘Tho scheme provide 
ed for drilling. of a tubewell, an overhead service reservoir and distribution 
systom, These works were partially completed and skeleton water-supply 
provided in 1970, ‘An expenditure of Rs. 5.13 lakh way inctired up to 
Match 197. 


Nuh—The town hail no piped water-supply in the past, Water-supply 
to the town was commissioned in 1963 against an estimate of Rs, 6,82 lakh. 
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Hasanpur,—A scheme to provide piped water-supply at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 6,77 lakh wus started in 1976-77. An expenditure of Rs, 0,36 lakh 
was incurred up to March 1977. 


Firozpur Jhirke.—Skeleton watersupply scheme sgainst an’ estimate of 
of Rs;6,061akh was commissioned in 1971-72, An augmentation scheme for 
the town costing Rs. 7.54 lakh was. approved in the same year, Tk included 
drilling of 4 tubewells besides the construction of one underground tank. one 
overheat service reservoir, a Rising Main and distribution system, Against 
this, two tubewells were drilled in addition to the construction of an under 
ground tank, The distribution, system was also laid partially. ‘The expenditure 
incurred up to March 1977 was Rs. 4.05 lakh, 


Patandi.—This town had also no safe watersupply in the past. A 
‘watec-supply scheme costing Rs. 5,03 lakh was approved in 1970, It inctuded 
Arilling of two tubewells besides the construction of one overhead service 
reservoir, # Rising Main and distribution syitem, The project had pot been 
partly completed and put into operation in 1971-72, The expenditure incurred 
up ta March 1977 was Rs, 4.20 lakh, 

Maitey Mandi—The town had no watersupply in the past. A water- 
supply scheme costing Rs. 321 lakh wis approved in 1968, The 
scheme comprised drilling of tubewells besides the construction of one 
overhead service reservoir, a Rising Main and distribution system, The project 
‘was partly completed with an expenditure of Rs, 2.22 lakh and was put into 
poration in Junuary 1973, 


Farrahniger—It had no water-supply in the pust. A wateraupply 
scheme costing RS, 6.06 lakh. was approved in 1971, ‘The scheme included 
drilling of two tubewells besides the construction of one overhead service 
reservoir, 4 Rishng Main and distribution system, The project after its partial 
completion was put into operation in 1971-72. Expenditure up to Maich 
1977 was Rs. 5.65 lakh. 

Faridabad Complex —The complex covers urban areas of Ballabgatt, 
Faridabad Old, Faridabad Township and Urban Estate of Faridabad besides 
certain villages. 

Ballabgsth town, had no water-supply in the past. The existing water- 
supply in the town is based on underground source und was provided at 9 
cost of Rs. 5.10 lakh, This scheme is for supplying water at the rate of 25 
gallons per head per day, 

For the purpose of augmenting this project to supply 45 gallons of water 
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‘pet head per diy, & scheme costing Rs. 10,22 Inkh was prepared in 1971. The 
work on this scheme was in progress, Besides two water-supply schemes 
costing Rs. 15.83 lakh to four colonies of Bellabgarh, namely Chawla Colony, 
Rishi Colony, Saban Colony and Vikram: Puri were also in progress, 


‘In Faridabad Okt people used to draw water from hend-pumps and 
percolation, wells. The existing watersupply scheme hid keen provided 
‘agnirist three estimates costing Rs, 13,52 lakh and is based on underground 
source. These facilities are adequate for supplying water at the rate of 30/40 
gallons per head per day. 


The Faridabad Township, comprises five neighbourhoods and an 
Industrial Area, Public Health amicaities in ‘Neighbourhood No. 4 have 
been provided by the Central Government. In the othet four neighbourhoods, 
theso are tho responsibility of Faridabad Complex Administration. Originally, 
‘however, the water-supply facilities in the neighbourhoods (1, 2, 3 and $) were 
provided by the Rehubilitation Department during the period 1948—S2, Sub- 
sequently, the Public Health Department renovated the water-supply system by 
instuling more tubewells and by laying adUitional distribution lines. Tho 
following projects have teen completed —

‘With the completion of the above projects it has been possible to supply 
piped water to the residents at the tate of 30/40 gallons per head per day. The 
‘works relating to the construction of underground storage reservoirs and boosting. 
arrangements in all the Neighbourhoods and Industrial Area were in progress 
in 1977. These projects. were estimated to cost Rs. 15.38 lakh, 


Prior to the creation of Haryana, water-supply works had been taken 
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in hand only in Sectors 6, 7 and a part of Sector 4 of Urban Estate, Faridabad. 
Tt was after 1966 that the pace of development in respect of w ter-supply was 
acceler: ted and the works in the above Sectors were completed. ‘The works 
in Spetors 9, 14, 15, ISA, 16, 16-4, 17, 18-A, 19, 21, 24 and 25 were brought 
to such a stage where connections could be given to the individuals. (In Seetor 
27-A, 27-B, 27-C, and 27-D only sewerage and storm water was being provided 
‘axno water-tupply scheme was to be provided by the Government in this Sector), 
‘Water-supply lines were laid’ partly in Sector 8.and work was in progress: 


Urban Sewerage 


Gurgaon —At the time of formation of Huryans, partlul sewerage facilities 
exivted in Gurgaon town, A sewerage augmentation scheme costing Rs. 101,65 
Jakh was approved in 1971 and was under execution with the assistance of the 
Life fnsurance Corporation of India. Expenditure up to March 1977 was Ry 17. 
Jakh, Some more areas of the town were provided with sewerage system. 


Faridabad Complex.—tn Ballabgarh area, sewerage facilities were prove 
ded against two estimates costing Rs. 9.21 lakh and 9.48 Jakh, In Faridabad 
‘Old intramural sewers were provided against 2 schemey costing Rs. 11.94 
Jakh and Rs. 2.48 tah, Le, Rs, 14,42 lakh in all, 


In Faridabad Township, open drainage was provided by the Rebnble 
Aitation Department of the Government of India in all the Neighbourhoods 
(except Neighbourtiood No. 4), In these Neighbourhoods sind Tndusteial 
‘Area, underground sewers were provided against various schemes. costing 
Rs. 75.74 lakh, 


Before the formation of Huryan, partial sewerage was available in 
Sectors 6, 7-and part of Sector 4 only, Tho works In Sectork 9 14, 15, ISA, 16, 
JA, 17, 18-A.19, 21, 24, 25 and 27-A, were brought to such a stage where 
connections coul be given. Work was in progress in Sector 27-8, 27-C, 27-D 
and Sector 8. 

Solwa—A sewerage scheme costing Rs. 475 lakh was commissioned 
ia Solna in 1975, 

Nohi—In Nuh, partial sewerage was provided againit an’ estimate of 
Rs, 682 lukh: This was put into operation in 1975-76, 

Halley Mandi.—The work on a sewerage scheme costing Rs, 2.52 lakh 
Was in progress in Hailey Mundi, The reninining six towns of the district, 
namely Palwal, Hodal, Hasanpur, Firozpys Jhirka, Pataudi and Farrukhnager 
were yet without sewerage facilities, 





Chapter XVII 
OTHER SOCIAL SERVICES 


Orie of the main objectives of a welfare State is to bring about social 
regeneration by ruising the status and standard of economically backward 
OF sociilly depressed communities, It is a type of remedial therupy. 


Labour isthe back-bone of society and, therefore, an all-out effort is 
made to see that workers are not explolted and their interests are properly 
safeguarded. Machinery has been sot up t0 settle labour disputes and to 
ensure proper compensation in case of physical damage. Colloctive bar- 
gnining for'better wages and work facilities through accredited unions has 
been given legal recognition, ‘Their future is guaranted through employees’ 
insurince, and sulwidised loans are, allowed for industrial housing. Labour 
laws have provided enough vooial security for the working classes, 


The State has also taken upon itself the task of uplifting the Scheduled 
Costes, Vimuknt Jatis and’ Other Buckward Chuses. They are given loans 
to purchase lund or build howes. ‘They ate no longer at the merey of money- 
Tenders. These loans go a Jong. way in bringing about their economic rehubi- 
Titation. Stipends are given to their children fot their education, 
They are given preference in, industrial training. Untouchabilty, which was 
4 cancer in the social set-up, has been legally abolished. 


Steps are also taken to propagate prohibition because it is increasingly 
recognised that the major part of ¢rimo is committed under tho influence 
of liquor, 

These ameliorative measures take time in. percolating to the masses and 
showing perceptible effect but they are basic for future betterment, 


Labour, Wetrant 


Prior to Independence, there was no regular Government organisation 
tolookafter the welfure of industrial workers and to settle industrial 
disputes and other connected labour problems. The Labour Department 
was established in 1949. The Labour Officer, Rohtak and the Con- 
ciliation Officer, Bhiwani represented the department in the district. After 
the creation of Haryana, both these offices were combined. At present there 
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are four Labour Officers-cum-Concitintion Officers in the district who function 
under the overall chorge of the Labour Commissioner, Haryana, Chandigarh. 
Three offices are located at Farilobad and the fourth is at Gurgaon. The 
Officers at Faridabad are assisted by one Labour Inspector each while the 
Officer st Gurgaon is helped by two Labonr Inspectors. posted at Gurgaon 
and Rewari. As Conciliation Officers, they initinte conciliation proceedings 
forthe settlement. of industrial disputes under the Industrial’ Disputes Act, 
1947, andtry to settle them by mediation and by joint discussion. On their 
fallute, the tier is referred to the Labour Court/Industrial Tribumal, 
Faridabad through Government". 


‘Labour Legislation —Labour legislation is nevesstry to tackle economic 
tnd sotiil problems as eivil laws in general, do not particularly deal with 
labour problems, Laboor laws are motivated by a humanitarian spproach 
88 propotinded by the International Labour Organisation and are based 
‘om the principles of social justice, Labour, under the Constitution of India, 
is & conctitrent subject and'xs such both the Union ‘and the State Legista- 
latures are empowered to make laws, Accordingly, the State Government 
has also enteted certain lshour legidution to suit the local needs. The more 
important Jabour laws in force and their main provisions are detailed in 
Table LX of Appendix. However, the Factories Act, 1948, is the most impor- 
tant of all ,the Iubout legislation. To took after the general welfare of the 
emiployees, the following industrial establishments have employed Labour

Industrial Relations. The industrial relations between the employees 
andthe employers are governed by the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, The 
Labour Officerscum-Concitiation Officees ure personally responsible for 
enforcing It but at times Deputy Labour Commissioner, Joint Labour 
Commissioner and the Labour Contmissioner also intervene, Their efforts are 
directed towards fosteting good relations between the management and the 
workers by removing, us far as possible, the causes of friction und by timely 
redress of the griovances of the parties. Emphasis is laid on settlement of 
Aisputes Hirough direct negotiations across the table or voluntary arbitration 
rather than through compulsory adjudication, 


‘Though the function of the Concitiation Officers is advisory and they bave 
no direct power to make or vary awards or ngreements, they have beon sticess- 
ful in bringing about a reapprochment between the parties in a large number of 
cases. During the period November 1, 1966 to March 31, 1971, 3,572 disputes 
were hundled by the Conciliation Officers in the district. Of these, 1,434 were 
settled through thei¢ intervention, 524 were referred to, adjudication/arbitration, 
650 were withdrawn, 737 were rejected/filed and the rest 227 were ponding 
at the end of Mareh 1971. Similarly, year-wise position of the disputed cases 
under the Lodustelal Disputes Act, 1947, for the petiod 1971-72 to 1976-77

Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme—The wages of the industrial workers 
are not sufficient fo enable them to save adequately for their old age, When 
Od age or iliness renders them unfit for work, they are forced to lead a life of 
abject poverty and dependence. In the event of a worker's premature death, 
kin dependents ate left destitute, The Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme 
frnined by the Government of India under the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952, attempts to remedy this. situation. 
‘The scheme was introduced on November 1, 1952, Starting with 6 Industries, 
the Act covered 107 industries in 1966, 124 in 1970, 129 in 1975 and 153 
industries ay on Murch 31, 1977, Previously it was applicable to the: factories 
employing $0 of more persons, but the limit was lowered from Docember 31, 
1960, and factoriesjestablishments employing 20 or more persons were covered 
‘under the scheme. Only $13 factoriex/establishments in, the Gurgaon district 
wore covered urider the scheme by March 31, 1977, 


Provident Fund contribution is deducted at the rate of 64 por cent from 
the monthly wages of the employees subscribing to the Fund and an equal 
amount is contributed by the employers. The rate of contritmtions yas 
enhaniced from 6} per cent to # per cont in January 1963 in respect of 
certain industries/classes of extublinkments employing S0 or moro persons, 
By March 31, 1977, it was made applicable to 94 industriesjclanses “of 
establishments. 


The entire amount is deposited with the Stite Bank of India in the 
Employees’ Provident Funds Account, The administrative charges at a fixed 
rate ure contributed additionally by the employers. The Fund vests in a Central 
Board of Trustees having nominees of Central Government, Stule Govern 
‘ment and: represeotatives of employers and employees. The Central Provident 
Fund Commissioner at New Delhiis the Chief Executive Officer, ‘The 
Regional Provident Fund Commniissioner at Chandigarh is responsible for the 
implementation of the scheme in Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and the 
Union Territory of Chundigart. 


“The subcribers can withitraw money from thit provident fund for certain, 
approved purposes such as (i) payment of premia on their life insurance 
policies, (i) meeting expenses in case of serious illness oftany member of the 
family (ii) puschase of dwelling hous, (iy) dwelling site or construction of 
‘house (v) daughter's marriage and (vi), post-matriculation studies of the 
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children. In the event of calamities of an exceptional nature such ss floods, 
earthquakes and cut of electricity in the factories, the subscribers are entitled 
to draw an advance. In the case of factoriesfestablishments haying been 
continuously closed down or locked wp for more than six months, the advance 
ean be taken subject to. certain. conditions, 


A subscriber is ullowod to withdraw the full amount standing to his eredit 
in the Fund under such circumstances as ()) on completing 15 years 
‘of membership, (ii) on attaining the age of $5 years, (ii) after retirement 
from service, (iv) retiremont on aosount of permanent and total incapacity for 
‘work, (¥) migration front Santi for permuinent settlement abroad and (vi) 
termination of services in the case of retrenchment, 


Te afford financial assistance to the nominces/heirs of the doveased 
subseribers, # Death Retief Fund was set up in 1964, A minimum of Rs, 750 
is assured! by way of rolief, A non-refundable advance is alsa granted in case 
of individual retrenchment in order to mitigate immediate hardship. 


In the Gurgaon district, 100 factorieyfestablishments were covered by 
December 1963 and out of (1,211 workers, 9,075 contributed to the scheme. 
By March 31, 1971, the scheme was extended to 286 unite with 35,772 
employees, of which 27.711 were members of the Fund. The similar figures on 
March 31, 1972 stood at © 290 tunis, 41,006 employees nd 35,090 meinbers, 
By March 31, 1973, the scheme had been extended to 323 fctories/eatablithe 
‘Ment, with 45,890 employees, of which 38,144 were members of the scheme, 


Family Pension-cum-Life Assorance Scheme, 1971.—This scheme which 
Provides long term financial security to the families of industrial and other 
employees was introduced by the Government of India by amending the 
Eniployees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952, and was enforced on March 1, 1971, 
I provides family pension to the heirs of the members of the fund who die 
Prematurely while in service. Employees who were subscribing to the find 
‘on February 28, 1971, were given the choice to opt for this scheme which has 
een mnde compulsory since March 1, 1971, forall those subseribing to. the 

ni, 

Although no additional liability on the members is levied under the scheme, 
1} per cent of his wages is transferred to Funilly Pension Fund out of the 
amount of the subscriber i# weil as employer's contributions payable under the 
‘Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 


The members who join the Family Pension-cunt-Life Assurance Scheme 
at the age of 25 years or less und retire after nttaining the age of 60 years, are 
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eligible for retirement benefits under this scheme to the tune of RS. 4,000, 
Similarly those lénving service for reasons other than death are also allowed 
withdrawal benefits at certain rates, For those who join this scheme after 25 
years of aps, certain percentage of reduction in benefits has been prescribed. 


‘The benefits are admissible only if the member has contributed for 2 
years otherwise his own share of contribution of Family Pension Fund slong 
with interest at the rate of Si per cent is refundable to him. 


Deposit-tinked Insurance Scheme, 1976—The Central Government hax 
notified the Employees’ Deposit-Linked Insurance Scheme, 1976 and. the 
Provisions of the scheme have coms into force from August 1, 1976, 
‘The scheme shall apply to the employees of fictories/establishments which are 
covered under the Emplayees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous 
Provisions: Act, 1952. The emiplayer shill pay 0,5 per cent of the apgrogate of 
Basic Wages, Dearness Allowance (inchiding the cash value of food 
concession) and <etairiing allowance, ifany, payable to the employees and 0,1 pet 
ont of the apgregate of Basic Wages for meeting the expenses in, connection 
With the administration of the Insurance Scheme, 


‘Om the death of an employee who is a'momber of the Fund, the perion 
entitled to receive the Provident Fund accumulations of the deceused shall, 
in addition to such accumulations, be paid an amotnt, equal to the average 
‘balunce in the account of thie deceased in the Fund during the preceding three 
Years, not. exceeding rupess ten thousand provided that the average balance 
inthe account of the deceased member is not below the sum of Rs, 1,000 
‘at any time during the preceding three years. 


Employees’ Stale Insurance Sehemé—It s designed to provide security 
in the form of cash benefits besides medical cate to the industrial workers 
against well recognised contingencies like sickness, maternity injury, disable- 
nient and death due to employment injury. Periodical payments of cash 
fire thade to an insured person in case of sickness, suffering from disiblement, 
confinement, miscatrings and to. the dependents while the person dies as a 
result of an employment injury. Artificial limbs, artificial denture, spectacles 
und hearing aids are also supplied to the insured persons, Wherever appli- 
cable, the scheme is compulsory. The workers drawing wages up) to rupees 
one’ thousand or less. per: mensem working in the factuties employing 10 or 
more persons and using power in the manufacturing process are covered under 
the Employees’ State Insirance Act, 1948. This scheme, however, docs not 
apply to the mines. under the operation of the Mines Act, 1952, a railway run- 
ning sked, factories which are employing 20 employees and-not using power,

Subsidy for construction of new hauses—To peoviite shelter tir the home- 
less members of the Scheduled Castes and Vimwlat Jatis, subsidies are granted 
for the construction of now houses. A subsidy of Rs. 900 for the cousteuction 
of ahouse was-given to a person who had no howe of his owl. The 
subsidy amoumt of Rs. 900 was mised to Rs 2,000 ia each cuse feom 
1974-75, The proprictury vights ofthe house remain yestod' in the Government 
for 20 years an therealter the house bevomes the property of the bensliciury, 
‘The latter, of course, has free use of the howse during this pesiod. During. 
he period 1959-60 to 1976-77, a sum of Rs. 644450 was disbursed to 625 
beneficiaries, all of whom have constructed'their houses in the shupe of colonies 
‘at Badhapur, Palwal, Garauli, Mahchana, Sobna, Harsana (tahsil Gurgaon), 
Partapgarh, Ankhir(tabsi!

Subsidy for honse sites —Overcrowding of houses i the Harijan buyeis ia 
the rural area poses a serious problem. Aithough the Punjab Village Common 
‘Lands (Regulations) Act, 1961, has eonferred upon the Barjjans proprisiary rights 
over the sites undet their houses, yet tis problem remiss unsolved. The 
scheme onvisaged grant of u subsidy of Rs. 200 to each desecving and nesdy 
member of the Schaduled Castes for tho purchuse of a new house site't0 relieve 
congestion in the bastis. The scheme was introduced during 1958-39 and up 
to March 1967, 18-persons benefited from it uad reseived Rs. 3,600 uy subsidy. 
‘The scheme was-withdrawa from April 1,1967. House sites are now being 
given to the members of the Scheduled Castes and other landless families under

Facilities for indestrist training —To improve the economic condition 
ofthe members of the Scheduled Castes and VimukatJatis, their young men are 
rained as sMilled worker by giving them trainings an uppretiticeship basis 
in vatiows trades indifferent: institutions.) ‘Twenty pet cent of the seats 
stand reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Vimulkat Jatis and two per cent for 
the Other Backward Clusses, During the course of training, which yaries from 
fone year te two years, a monthly stipend of Rs.4Sis granted to a candidate 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes or from the Vimukat Jatis. No stipend under 
this scheine fs admissible to a’ candidate of Other Backward Classes, This 
‘particular schemes ealeulited to improve the status not only of the individual 
soncerned but also of the families to which they belong.

Percent? of the total population of the district (according to the 1971 Census), 
‘but the funds available to finance the schemes formulated to help them are, 
relatively. mesure. Therefore, the schemes aimed at economic’ uplift of these 
classes have rewulted in improvemest of the economic condition of a small 
number of such people,

Each ceatre, admission to which is opan to cligitle candidates from all

‘of Ry, 75 to meet the expenses of board and lodging. 


Haryana Horijan Kalyan Nigam Limited —In 1961, the erstwhile Punjab 
enacted the Temporary Twxation Act to raise additional funds 
to be utilised on the scheme intended toameliorate the social and economic 
conditions of Harijans. Under the hw, Rx, 3.86 crore was collected and 
placed in a separate fund kaown ss "Harijan Kalyan Fund’, Out ofthis fund, 
Toans were advanced to Harijans under various schemes and after re-organisation 
of the Punjab (November 1, 1966) the Balance of Rs, 1.09 crore was apportioned 
_among the two States of Punjaband Haryana. 


On Janumy 2,1971, the Hatyana Government authorised the formation of 
Haryana Harijan Katyan Nigam Limited under the Companies Act with an 
authorised capital of Re 2 crore with the sole object of giving financial 
assistance to the Hurijans for theit socio tcanomic and educational uplift. The 
‘Nigam advances loans at nominal inlerest, payable in easy instalments for various 
irailer{professions such 2s dairy farming. leather work, flour mills, brickkitns, 
poultry, piggery, purchase of sheep and goats, purchase and development of 
‘agricultural land, higher studies. ete, Aloan up to Rs. 10,000 ls given to an. 
individual and up to Rs. $0,000 to registered partnership firms and cooperative 
‘societies consisting of cent per cent Scheduled Castes members, 


A Board of Directors consisting of 1S members conducts the business of 
the Nigam. Of these, 7 are to, be the emplayees of the State Government and 7 
(incladiog 4 Scheduled Castes) are to be non-official: and one Director has to 
‘be elther a retired enrployee of the Government or a Government employee. The 
Government nuyy from time to time sppoint Chalrman/Deputy Chairman of the 
Board of Directors out of thee 15 Directors. For the conduct and the 
rmanagetont of the business of the Nigam in general, subject to the control and 
supervision of the Boasd of Directors, the Government has appointed one of the 
Directors to be the Managing Director who is the Chief Execative Officer of the 


‘The Managing Director is asisted by an Accounts Officer and_an 
‘Frcoutive Officer at headquarters with supporting staff. In the Gurgaon district, 
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pene ‘has appointed a Field Officer who guides the Harijans for applying 
Loans advanced by the Haryana Harijan Kalyan Nigam to the members of

Prohibition is one ofthe directive principles enunciated 
in the Constitution of India. With this end in view, the Robtok district 
was singled out for an experiment In Probibition (on October 2, 1948) by the 
first post-Independence Government of the erstwhile East Puajab on the ground 
that its vegetarian inhabitants in majority would respood to this scheme 
elfectively, But untortunately this experiment proved a failure and note 
withstanding the police and the law during the period of about 19.years 
(1948 to 1967), alcoholic consumption, instead of going down, increased through 
illicit sources, The programme of probibition was, therefore, scrapped in the new 
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State of Haryans from April }, 1967, “The Government then decided to go 
‘low and devised a policy. of minimising consumption of Iiquor and atthe 
same time extracting the maximum revenue, tx was intended to avoid inter- 
fering with the habitus! liquor, conssimers and it. was boped that increased fevies 
‘would discourage drinking by the muses: A\prograinme of partial prohibition. 
ofiokserving two dry days, viz. Monday’ and Tuesixy, ft a work besides three. 
closed days (ie. Independence day ; U5th August, Achurya Vinobhn Bhave’s 
birthday = 14th September, and Mahatma Gandhi's birthday + 2nd October), was 
‘also’ introduced on Apal 1. 196 in the Gurgion district as in other districts 
ofthe State. The intention ‘wasto increase the number of dry days gradually, 
imeach successive year nd thi achieve Complete probibition within. three to 
four years. 


Comequent tipon the implementation of this policy of partial prohibi- 
tiva, the Gurgaon: district. alone suffere! a Joss of Ra. 68,89,000 in 1969-70. 
‘The liquor shops in the district which. were auctioned for Rs; 1,62.76,000 during 
1968-69 could set only: Rs. 99,87,000 for 1969-70: The loss apart, the policy 
of two dry days inaweek did not bring about the desired result. The 
people fund wither boou stocking liquor for consumption during the dry dys oF 
purchased theit requirements from the bootleygers. It also encouraged. illicit 
Giitillation. The licensces ntso sometimes indulgst in malpenctices of selling 
liquor oa peohibited days. ‘The whole sitsation was, therefore, reviewed in 
March 1970 and it wits decided to enforce from April 1570 only the policy of 
observing ‘three closed says in a year. However, since April’), 1973, every 7th 
day of 2 month is observed 2s a closed day. This has been dove to refrain the 
labour class from purchasing liquor onthe day when they get their pay pickets, 
Further, no liquor shop was to be opensd within m listance of 50 metces. from 
‘anyeducational institation or bus stand or bus stop ofa place of public worship 
‘or publig entertainment, and within 100 metres of'x school or 9 college for 
omen, The maximum limit of keepig only one bottle of country spirit in an 
jndividuut's possession introduced on April 1, 1969 was allowed to continue: 
Farther, with effect from Apel 1, 1972, this distance for locating the liquor 
“shops was inscoased from $0 metres to 100 metres and 100 metres to 150 metres 


respectively, 


fn 1970-71, there were 26 retail vends of country liquor and 9 retail. and 
wholesale vends of foreign liquor in the district besides a beer bir at Faridabad 
To promote tourium by attracting a large number of foreign tourists. to 
Bodktal Lake and Suraj Kund, the poplar holiday resorts and picnic spots near 
Delhi, two bars were opened by the Government at these places in 1970-71, 
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Tn 1972-73, the number of retail Yends of country liquor rose to 31 and: 
that of fetal and wholesale vends of foreign liquor to 61. As is evident from 
the data given below, this number continued registering increase despite the fact 
that the area ofthe district had decreased consequent upon the transfer of most 
of the Rewari tahsil to the Mahendragach district in December 1972 :

PourticaL Parts AND ORGANEATIONS 


‘There i4 no political party of significance in the district which may be 
regarded as purely local in character except the Vishal Haryana Party which 
nitered! the field in 1968. The major ones are units of all-India parties. Por 
Yo tho eijerpeice oC the Jarinta Party on the eve of the Sixth Goneral Elections, 
1977, the Indian National Congress was the most important party in the dis» 
trict. Jn the First General Flections of 1952, and the Second General Elections 
‘of 1957, the Congress won all the 9 seats in Vidhan Sabha and the ‘only feat in. 
Lok Sabha, In the Third General Elections of 1962, it rettitied 7 sents out of 
the total of 9 xeatsin Vidhan Sabh; the remaining 2 seats were captured by 
Thifependent candidates, The Parllamentary seat alto remained with: the 
Congress. Refore the General Elections of 1967, Haryana State had appeared 
‘on the political map of India and the number of Vidhiin Sahu constituencies 
fn. the district was Increased from 9 to 13: Out of these, 5 went to Congress, 
1 fo Jan Sangh, 1 to Swatantra and 6 to independent candidates. The Lok 
Sabha teat, earlier held by the Congress, was captured by an independent 
candidate, Haryana Vidlun Sabla was dissolved and President's rule was 
enforced on November 21, (967, ‘There war no change in’ the constituencies 
for the Mid-ierm Elections held during May 1968. Out of the 13 seats, the 
‘Congress won 7 seats, Vishal Huryana Party 5 und the remaining | was captured 
‘by an independent candidate. The Congress recaptured the Lok Sabba seat 
in the Fifth, General Elections of March (97) but again lost it during the Sixth 
General Blections to Lok Sabha lield in March (977, This time the victorious 
candidate belonged to the nowly ¢eated Janata Party. Agnin, during the 
Vidhan Sabha Flétions held in June the same year, Congress ‘was eliminated 
altogether, Of the 42 Vidhan Sublia-seats, 9 were captured by the Janata Party, 
1 by the Vishal Haryana and 2 by the independent candidates, 

From the above analysis, its apparent that the Congress was the major 
allfndia party ja the Gurgaon district up to the Fifth General Blsetions, 
Durltig the Sixth Ganeral Elections of 1977, the newly created Janata Party

emerged tobe a premier party. Of the otler parties, only Jan Ssixgh: and 
‘Vishal Haryana Party could achieve some measures of success. Zamindara 
Party, Socialist Party, Depressed Classes League, Praja Socialist Party, Comm 
nist Party of India (M), Communist Party of India, Republican Pasty and 
‘Swutastra Party participated in the Genera! Elections but failed to make any 
mark, 


It should be noted that independents have teen steadily fighting with varying 
degrees of success in all the elections to Vidhan Sabba and Lok Sabha. The 
revolts of the Vidhin Sebha elections held so far reveal that 2 seats were captured 
by this group of candidates during 1962, 6 Curing 1967, t during 1968 and 
4 during 1972. Tn Fourth Gonetal Elections of 1967, the Lok Sabha seat was 
Eaptured by an independent chndidate, The following percentage of votes 
obtained by the independent condidates in different elections shows the varying 
‘degrees of publio support received ty them from the voters. The larger number 
of indopendent candidates accounts forthe fairly high percentage of votes polled 
by them as also for the failure of a proportionate number of independent 
‘condidates lected :

District Cowell for Child Welfare, Gurgvon,—The district council, a branch 
‘of the Haryana Stato Council for Child Welfare, was established at Gurgaon 
‘on Novembet 3, 1952, Its ‘main objectives are to promote the welfare of 
children and educate general public in this behalf, At the ananal function 
ofthe Haryana State Council for Chikd Welfare held in May 1973, Gurgaon 
‘won a shield for laudable work. 


The council runs pre-school projects at Furidabad and Ballabgarh, 
‘Those projects aim at providing. integrated services to the children up to the 
age of 6 The atseagth of children Jn. these projects on March 31, 1977 was 98 
at Faridabad and 32 at Ballabgsrh.

seas citablished in 1934. Red Cross isan international organisation embody- 
ing the idea! of help to the needy and is free from religious, sectarian or 
political affifution. Its activities are directed. mainly towards the improve- 
ment of health, prevention of disease and mitigation of sulfering. These 
include an extensive sphore of social! service tike hospital welfare, community 
health und sanitation. relief to the defence. personnel, maternity and’ child 
welfare, emergency relief of all kinds, blood donation services, free eye relief 
camps, immunisition, training of doctors, lady heslth visitors, midwives, 
aturses, dais, ete, Ht also assists St. John Ambulance Association and other 
charitable institutions approved by the Huryana Branch of the Indian Red 
Cross Society. Approximately two lakh of rupees ate spent annually by the 
society on its various activities.

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Haryana Welfare Centre for Deaf and Dumb, Mehrauli Road, 
Gorgaon—Sitwated at Mehrauli Road, Gurgeon, this centie was: inaugurated 
‘on September 23, 1971. It is the first centre of its kind in the whole of the State 
‘and has fulfilled a long felt need of the parents of unlucky deaf and dumb 
children. The io is to educate and rehabilitate the deaf and dumb children 
‘and adults in tho society so that they could become useful citizens of the 
‘county, The executive committee includes 7 official und 4 nod-official mem- 
bers, Deputy Commissioner, Gurgaon, being the President. 


Started with only one inmate, the centre lias 95 students. Training in speech, 
specch reading, language auditory and sense are imparted before introducing 
the normal syllabus of the hearing chikdren. This conrse takes at Jenst four 
‘years lo raise the students to the standard of the first class of normal children. 
‘Training in tailoring, book binding, carpet-moking and wax cundie-making-are

The centre is well equipped with modern and scientific instruments Uke 
gtoup hearing sid, aidometre, otc. Every student has been provided with a

Greenfields SOS Children’s Village, Anangpur.—The first SOS (Save Our 
Souls) Children’s Village of India at Greenfields, Anangpur, was founded in 
January 1964, in cooperation with SOS Kinderdorf International, Austria, and 
Hermunn’Gmeinet Founds Deutschland, Germany, The idea was inspired 
by Dr. Hermann Gmoiner, the pioneer who had started childien's village 
movement in Austria in 1949. Gn his visit to Indie, Dr. Gineiner was 
persuaded by the Prime Minister of Tndia to establish a Children’s Village in 
India. The construction of the'village was started In March 1967 and the 
first group of five houses was ready by July 1968, whea the fitst children 
moved to the village, It was, however, formally dedicated to tha service of 
the needy children in 1970. 


‘The village. is situated in’ Greenfields, 4 kilometres from Delhi-Horyana 
border‘and 25 kilometres from central Delhi towards its south. I hus a group 
of charming cottages, in four clusters of five houses each, a kindergarten, a 
community house, stialf houses, a dispensary, a general merchandise shop 
and several smuill gardens. 


In March 1977, there were 185 children in the village. Thoir ages ranged 
from 2 months to 16 years. The tiny tots used to go to the kindergarten 
and older children to the’ schools in the neighbourhood. Seme children had 
faken admission in the schools in Delhi and 9 of them were enjoying 
scholarships,

This complex was constituted to promote the  planscil 
development of the region, particubitly on the industrial side, The-compten which 
hhas been put under the charge of the Chief Administrator, comprises the areas 
earlier covered by the three municipalities of Bullubyarh, Faridabad Ol and 
Faridabad Township, and 17 villages. Under the new ssheina of devalopment, 
the areas from Hallabgurh to Badarpur between 35 to:16 kilometres from Delhi 
roving Delhi-Mathura National Highway re proposed to be developed into a 
big industrighcumm-houdng estate lavingw population of about 3-Slakh by 1981 
‘and Faridabad Township as its aucleus, The complex is being developed on 
the most madern lines und efforts are’ being made to make it harmonious 
‘combination of living conditions as in New Delhi and Chanidigarh. Neely 20,000 
residential plots and 1,000 industrial plots were sold by March 31,1977 im

the Gurgaon district. ‘This can be attributed to the neamess of this area 

* to Indlraprastia (Deili), Mastinapur and Muthura. A research scholar from 

Kurukshetes University has identified 161 such sites ringing in date from 

proto-historio. (late Harappan) to Inte medieval time?. A brief account of 
Some of the m-ré important sites is given below. 


Tahsil Gurgaon 


Dhankot— It fies 11 km west of Gurgaon on Gurgaon-Farrukhnagat 
Road, Tradition bas it that mifk was supplied from this place to Guru 
Dronach rya and fis pupils at Gurugram (Gurgaon), Tt js also identified a8 
Thulikottiha (of the Buddhist literature) and was Visited by Lord Buddha, 
The site has yickded Painted Grey Ware and othor early historic pouiery, The 
burnt bricks found at the site measure 36,83 x 21,59 x 6.35 om. Besides, beads 


of terracotta and biingles of shell, fuience and glass Were also/retovered froin 
the site. 


Ssiyad— It lies3 km: west of Gurg on on Gurgaon-Dharimpur 
Road. Traditionully, the site is believed to ‘be the residential place of Guru 
‘Dronacharya and his pupils. The sito has yielded’ Painted Grey Ware and 
lite medieval remains. Besides, pieces of faiznce and two copper objects have 
ailso been recovered from the site.

Ata. It fg Situated 5 km est of Solna on Sohna-Hathin Roed. The 
urch-eological ficids located at the site show that it probably hnd been an 
importunt centre of art and architecture in the time of Gurjara-Pratihar; s.

Havananagar— Tt lies 6 km east of Naginaon Nagina-Hodal Road. 
‘Tradition has it that the Pandavas performed yujma on the site during their 
exile. Therefore; the site was called after the ya/ict at Havananugar. It 
hus yielded Painted Grey Ware, early historic pottery and sauie’ lute 
medievil remains, Other finds include terracotta balls and beads and gloss

Abanya.— It fics 7-km south-west of Palwal. It has yielded 
Painted Grey Ware, carly historic pottery and late medieval remains.

Dabshiick Tourist Complex, Modal—Dubchick Tourist Complex at Hodal 
is situated 92 kilometres away from Delhi and about half way 10 Agra, on tho 
Dellii-Agra National Highway. 


‘Commissioned In December 1974, it now enjoys grent popularity with both 
domestic und foreign tourists. Located on the main road, close ta Hodal village, 
it has filled a vital gap in facilities offered to tourists on the golden triangle of 
Endinis tourism. 

This complex consists of residential accontmodation in the form of huts, 


camping huts, a restaurant and a canteen. There are thres one-room huts, 


‘built’on stills, each room opening -out on to a balcony overlooking the 
Jandscape dotted with a variety of tress und flowers.” 


A unique feature of this complex is that the restaurant here is built on stilts, 
Botti Indian and continental cuisine Is served. 


Camping huts with bath room facilities are_available for budget tourists. 


“The architectural beauty of this complex fias blended with surroundings 
to produce an effect oF pure aesthetic joy to the tourists, 
‘Shama ‘Tourist Complex, Gurgson—Named after the Indian popular bird, 
the Shams Tourist Complex at Gurgaon is located in the heart of the town, 
7, "Dream Castle” with six rooms. the new ‘addition;made itr 1981, 
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Only 31 kilometres sway from Dethi on the Dethi-DharuheraJnipur National 
Highway, it has become # favourite motoring stop over én route Jaipur. 


A former rest house of the Zila Parishad on # spacious plot of land, it was 
converted into a tourist complex by completely renovating and expanding the 
old structures. The new structures are « cluster of square planks joined togethet 
fo form sculpturesque pyramidical dome, It was commissioned in November 
1973. The complex has three double-bedrooms and a restaurant, 


Initially it offered only restaurant fecilities: Accommodation facilities for 
‘an ovemight stay were provided in1974-753 The accommodation and restyu- 
‘ant facilities provided here are perhaps the cheapest of their kind in the region. 
‘The tourist can also conveniently stop a while for quick hot and cold drinks and 
snacks. 


Saltampar Lake Bird Sanctuary,—Ten kilometres from Gurgaon and 42 
kilometres from Delhi, the place is a haven for bind lovers. It is a find of Peter 
Jackson, the world famous authority on bird watching. Till then only a large 
‘sheet of shallow water, the stoctuary at Sultsapur Lake was formerly opened 2s 
2 tourist resort on February 6, 1972. To this Jonely and Jovely retreat, flock 
‘the migrant binds from Europe and Sikeris. These bins come here with the 
‘onset of winter and return when theit colder homes have warmed up, One can 
see an abundance of binds, more than a 100 different spevies jn day, in. most 
natural surroundiag at really close quarters, st the sprawling 44.5-hectare 
Sultanpus Lake Bind Sanctuary, 


On the north-western bank of the lake, right at the water's edge, stands by 
the road a commodious building, overlooking the lake and communding a Full 
viow of the extensive magnificent landscape, which houses « tourist bungalow 
with two well-furnished and ait-conditioned suites, Foe outdoor lovers, there 
are camping hists in the wide open spaces. Camping equipment like beds, chairs, 
central tubles, lights, stoves, etc., are svailuble at site on hite at reasonuble rates. 

Across the road, made of Haryana shite tiles, is the Rosy Pdlican 
restaurant, having excellent cuisine. 

To facilitate bird watching, there sre observation hides and a watch tower. 
Binoculars too are available to watch the not too close birds. 


‘There is an exclusive well stocked library to browse through bint books 
sod also a bird museum with some rare stuffed birds to identify birds and impart 
inowledge.

Solna Sulphur Springs snd Tourist Complex—The tiny town with a pretty 
natme, Sohna? is crodited with sulphur springs Believed to be in existence 
since ©. AUD. 1647, these wero discovered in 1872 by the British who, realising 
‘their medicinal importance, developed the tank, This is situstod in the heart 
‘of the town. by tho side of a perpendicular rock and is appronctiible only on 
foot through smuill narrow lunes where vehicles cannot pass. Tho water is 
‘arongly sulphurate and its tempecatute varies from 44° C to S17°C, The 
‘ireient sito of the main uml (tank), called Shiv Kand, is believed to have been 
the sinclont nbode of hermits.* The spring covered by a domed construction, 
dolivers its water lito a hirge tutern. Tho hot wator is believed to. have curative 
effect on xkin infections and diseases like yout and rheumatism, Por conven: 
ace of the visiting public, che springs have been channelled (nto e¢yerete 
pools where thousands eame to batho. Hindus consider the tank sacred and 
come fora dip jn. it water on solar/hinar cxlipse and Somavati Amavasya 
(moonless: night falling on Monday), 


“The Stite Government decidod to tain this pilgrimage centre, into, 
fn heilth resort and tourist contre, The newly-built tourist complex was 
feorinally novgurated on March’ 21, 1973, A little further from Solina starts 
a hilly tract and one reachos 1 plateau overlooking the wwn after weending m 
‘ig uig-rond. Here once stood an old fott, remains of which) are still in 
evidence. On this elevated ridge has come up a 'Spa' complex. Indigenous 
Iiick sfute for the structures harmoniously ‘blends with the hilly terrain as a 
backdrop. 


‘The complex is studded with an extravagance of colourful flowers, frees and 
shrubs. Its vast landscape with peavocks strutting about grips one with all tt 
beauty and splendour. Sohna by night becomes wonderland of tights, simply 
dewitching: 


“To provide hyelenic bathing fuelities, hot sulphue water Is pumped up from 
the springs below to the bath complex through insulated pipes. The highly 
compact structure of the Spa his-a sauna, sulphur baths, stam baths and) 
small swiramiing pool,
